THE 


P REFACE. 


HAT men are animated to a purſuit of noble 
and worthy actions, by ſeeing the examples of 
others, and eſpecially NS forefathers, placed, 
as in a glaſs, before their eyes, which ſtrike with 
the greater and more irreſiſtable force, when 

titles, and a deſcent from illuſtrious anceſtors, are obſerved 
to be graced and ſet off with ſuitable virtues and accom- 

pliſnments; isa thing ſo very plain, and natural to the mind, 

that it will be enough merely to make the obſervation ; 
which alone is a ſufficient proof, of the uſefulneſs of the en- 
ſuing work, drawn up with a view of ſetting a great num- 
ber of ſuch examples before the reader, and inſpiriting him 
on, to a generous imitation of them. As to the other part 
of it, which conſiſts of genealogies, all antiquaries are 
agreed in the difficulties attending the ſetting forth of ſuch 
things, in any degree, approaching to exactneſs; and more 
particularly, when the accounts ofwagailics, and their gene- 
alogical ſeries, undertaken to be e publiſhed, are to be often 
traced through ſo many centuries backwards, where the 
thread, to guide us, is ſometimes ſo very ſlender, that it 
can be no wonder to find it broken ; and this will be our 
excule to the reader, if he obſerves ſome of the following 
accounts to be too ſhort, or detective, as well as for any 
errors he may eſpy in them, as all imaginable pains have 
been uſed by us, to make them as correct as poſſible, and 
to get likewiſe the beſt information from any hands capable 
of aſſiſting us. 

Application has been made to every Baronet, (to ſeveral 
of them more than once,) not only by letter, but by fre- 
quent advertiſements ; and the editor muſt acknowledge, 
(which he does, with all due reſpect and gratitude for the 
ſame, ) that a great many of the Order, or related to it, have 
furniſhed him, for this preſent edition of his work, very 
readily, with their reſpective pedigrees, and family ac- 
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counts, from the records and writings belonging to them ; 
but, as many others, (as at the firſt,) have ſtill continued 
filent to our call upon them, we apprehend, we ſhall have 
no need, after this, to beſpeak the readers farther excuſe, 
as to the defects obſervable in ſuch accounts, for which the 
families themſelves, and not we, will be accountable to 
them: and yet we have not failed doing our beſt, towards 
filling up the chaſms to be found in them, which we have 
done however, with all due caution, to prevent miſtakes ; 
as we have made it our care, no leſs throughout the whole, 
to ſpeak well of every one concerned, which we thought 
our ſelves obliged to do, when ſpeaking of an order, ro 
which we muſt own our ſelves ſtrongly attached by incli- 
nation, as well as duty. 

In this undertaking, the editor muſt acknowledge, that 
he has received very conſiderable aſſiſtance, towards bring 
ing it to the perfection it now appears in, from ſeveral 
ſkilful antiquaries, and other gentlemen, and more eſpe 
cially, that curious antiquary, the late Sir Holland Egerton, 
Bart. to whom he is indebted, not only for the uſe of his col- 


lections, anddraughts of arms, (from which moſt of the coats, 
in the front of the work, are engraven,) but alſo for a great 


many materials, and genealogies, proper to it, he was ſo 


very obliging to communicate to him, though at that 
time, an abſolute ſtranger to him. 7 

He muſt no leſs own himſelf to be very greatly obliged 
to Arthur Collins, Eſq; (the author of the Peerage of Eng- 
land, in 4 vol. lately publiſh'd,) for his part in aſſiſting him, 
who, at the requeſt of ſeveral of the order, communicated 
the accounts of their families, and furniſhed him likewiſe 
with what he had collected of ſeveral others. 

The late Mr. William Holman, of Halſtead, in Eſſex, 
(who wrote the Antiquities of that county,) favoured him 


-alſo with what he had collected of ſeveral families, both of 


that, and other counties. 

To the viſitation-books, and MSS. courteouſly lent him 
by ſeveral gentlemen, he 1s equally in debt; and the 
printed antiquities of counties, have contributed their ſhare 
to the perfecting of his undertaking, 

Among the MSS. however, he 1s under more than or- 
dinary obligation to thoſe, collected by that very curious 
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and unwearied antiquary, Peter Le Neve, Eſq; (late Nor- 

| roy King at arms,) which he had the good fortune to meet 
with at the fale of them, which take in ſuch a variety of 
materials, proper to ſuch works, as have been of the great- 
eſt uſe to the editor, in his, and will ſtill be of a great deal 

| more, if it ſhould be thought worthy hereafter of another 
15 impreſſion. 

As the accounts which are here inſerted, will be ſeen to 
vary pretty much, (gentlemen taking their own method in 
putting them together, ) it is hoped, that each Baronet, on 
viewing what is printed, will ſend us an account of what he 
| obſerves either — or deficient in his own family, or 

thoſe of others within his knowledge, that whatever 1s 
wanting, or wrong, may be ſet right, and added to the 
work, whenever it may come to another edition. 

Our deſign in it is, to publiſh the account of every fa- 
mily as full as poſſible, and to ſhew the antiquity of each, 
as far as it can be traced by ſufficient authority, (for which, 
our vouchers appear at the bottom of the page,) with their 
deſcents, marriages, and iſſues, down to the preſent time, 
together with ſuch hiſtorical memoirs, that bear relation, 
-_ ſerve to 1lluſtrate, or in any reſpect to do honour to 

em, 

To theſe, we have added monumental inſcriptions,which, 
as they are allowed to be an ornament to ſuch collections, 
as giving us the beſt pictures of thoſe perſons, on whom they 
are made, we have endeavoured to procure as many of 
them as we could; though it is a thing very much to be 
wiſh'd, that in ſome of them, now publiſhed, more care 
had been uſed in having them correctly copied and pointed, 
(more particularly thoſe which are done in Latin, where 
theſe helps are moſt wanted,) and indeed it is great pity, 
that ſuch inſcriptions were not more carefully engraven at 
the firſt, than many of them are found to be ; eſpecially | 
ſuch as are moſt ancient, in which, probably, the engravers 
want of skill, in the orthography, and language, has ſome- 

times been rendered the greater, by the badneſs of the 
copy given him to engrave from: as this muſt be the edi- 
tor's excuſe to the more intelligent of his readers, tor any | 
miſtakes of this nature, (which yet he has taken all poſſible 
pains to have corrected, by having recourſe afreſh to the 
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chief of thoſe — — that are found faulty; but with 
out effect; the m1 being the ſame on the monuments 
themſelves, he either met with in printed accounts, or had 
communicated to him by private hands,) ſo he would 
think himſelf greatly obliged to any curious perſons, who 
ſhall enable him to ſet right any ſuch. errors they ſhall ob- 
ſerve in his work, as now printed ; or furniſh him with 
thoſe inſcriptions they ſhall ſee wanting, if they relate to the 
heads of the families treated of, the ſeveral Baronets, and 
their ladies, or ſuch: others, members of them, that are 
done with elegance, or contain a character fit to be re- 
membred by poſterity: and this favour, he would more 
eſpecially intreat of the reverend the clergy, who are moſt 
able to aſſiſt him with copies from their reſpective churches, 
and may eaſily find an opportunity of conveying them to 
him, for the further embelliſhing of his work, in any fu- 
ture impreſſion. | 

The noble actions of perſons famous in their generations, 
challenge, of courſe, a place in this Hiſtory, as ſo many pat- 
terns worthy the imitation of poſterity, and more ſo ſtill, 
of their immediate deſcendants ;z as is no leſs proper, we 
ſhould take notice of what preferments they ſeverally ob- 
tained, or honours and dignities they arrived at, either in 
church or ſtate z the times of their ſerving in parliament, 
and the places they ſerved for; which have borne the of- 
ce of ſheriff, in what county, and in what reign, and year 
of it, as far as they are capable of being aſcertained ; and 
likewiſe, what charitable foundations, any of them have been 
the authors of; together with ſuch other hiſtorical matters, as 
may render the accounts both entertaining and uſeful. 

It is thought, the Baronets hereafter mentioned, are all 
that are in being, of the Engliſh creation; the ſtricteſt en- 
quiry having been made in every county, to get the beſt 
information relating to thoſe who are extinct; and *tis hop'd 
one are here inſerted, tho' ſome have become extinct dur- 
ing the time of printing this book, ſo that ſuch accounts 
and arms will be found, tho? the title has fail'd. 

the accounts of thoſe Baronets, who are Peers of Great- 
Britain, or Ireland, are not printed, their creations being 
iwallowed up in higher titles, and their genealogies already 
publiſh'd, to which we refer; tho* vacant places are left in 
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che arms, at che end of each reign, if it ſhould happen any Mg 
Baronets title, may ſurvive the Peerage, as was the caſe of , 
the preſent Sir George Savile, who became heir to this 


dignity, on the death of Sir John Savile, who ſucceeded 
the ed marquis of Hallifax, of that name, in the title of 
Baronet; being deſcended from Sir George Savile, the firſt 
Baronet, and next heir male to this dignity, after the ex- 
tinction of the Peers, who were the elder branch, derived 
from the eldeſt ſon, as the ſaid Sir John, and preſent 
Sir George, were, from the younger ſons of the firſt Sir 
George Savile, Bart. | 

Th believ*d, (notwithſtanding the great trouble and dif- 
ficulty attending this work,) the arms are the moſt correct, 
and the omiſſions; or miſplacing, fewer, than in any book- 
of this kind; all poſſible care having been taken to correct the 


errors, and ſupply the many defects of the printed liſts extant. 


We have treated of this order of Baronets, at the latter 
end of this work, which contains many particulars omitted 
by moſt other authors, who have wrote upon this ſubject, 


eſpecially with reſpect to the privileges, precedencies, &c. 


of Baronets, their wives, ſons, and daughters; which is 


collected from patents, decrees, and eſtabliſhments of King 


James, and King Charles J. : 
Though the Baronets of Nova Scotia, (or Scots Baronets,) 
inſtituted by King Charles I. are not inſerted in this work, 
yet, as ſome few of that order, ſtill remaining, are of Eng- 
liſh families, we have been deſired, (and judged it not im- 
proper,) to add the accounts of theſe, at the end of it ; but, 
for the reſt; we have whollyomitted them, as, befides their 
not belonging to the order we purpoſely treat of, are not 


properly of our country, or reſident therein, as the others 
are; neither has it been thought proper to'take notice of 


ſeveral, who, tho' they aſſume the title, have either no 


patent, or ſufficient authority for their ſo doing, to make 


out their claim to it; or elſe, tho' they themſelves may be 


truly within the limitations of a patent, the dignity has been 


forfeited long ſince, and extinguiſnhed in their families, by an 


act of attainder; as, Sir James Harrington, of Ridlington, 


in Rutlandſhire, and others. We had, nevertheleſs, ſome 
thoughts of publiſhing the accounts of Sir Thomas Janſon, 
Sir James Bunce, Sir William Courtenay, and ſome others, 
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whoſe anceſtors procured a ſign-manual for this title, but 
never took out their patents for it; and as they ſtill labour 
under this defect, we have therefore omitted them in this 
preſent edition. 

It being a thing impracticable to obtain any informa- 
tion that can be depended on, of ſuch foreigners, as have 
had this title ed upon them, a lift only of their 
names, ſpecifying the times of their reſpective creations; as 
it is all that can be had, is as much therefore as can be rea- 
ſonably expected. 

Some perſons have ſeem'd doubtful, whether Baronets 
may be properly ſtiled honourable ; but ſince *tis an epi- 
thet now given to their inferiors, viz. knights-bannerets, 
(not made by the King himſelf, perſonally preſent in the 
field of battle, by difplaying the royal banner,) knights of 
the Bath, colonels, &c. it can't be thought unapplicable to 
Baronets, who have an eſtabliſh'd precedence of them. 

Notwithſtanding the application made to every one of 
this order, it is ſurpriſing to ſee, how very indifferent 
ſome are ſtill about their anceſtors, and with what diffi- 
culty others were perſuaded to take any the leaſt pains, in 
furniſhing the accounts of them; enough to have diſ- 
couraged any one from purſuing a deſign of this nature, if 
the editor had not been relieved and confiderably affiſted 
by ſeveral curious and able gentlemen, as well of this order, 
as others, by which means the work is brought forward to 
the perfection it now has, and in which it preſents it ſelf 
to the favourable acceptance of the publick. 


N. B. The greateſt partof this work having been printed 
off, before the diſſolution of the late parliament, the al- 
terations that have ſince happened, by the removal of ſome, 
and the choice of others into the new one, the reader is 
deſired to correct; as alſo thoſe, that have happened by 
deaths, marriages, &c. of which kind there have been a 
great many, ſince it firſt went to the preſs. Such infor- 
mations and additions, as have, ſince then, come to hand, 
will be found in the appendix: the literal errors of the 
preſs, and falſe pointings, he is deſired likewiſe to excuſe ; 
as he is alſo fuch omiſſion of names in the index, as have 
been occaſioned by the cancelling of ſeveral leaves, after

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1. Bacon of Redgrave, Suffolk. 
| (Sr NICHOLAS, Kntonr,) 
Created Premier Bazover of England, May 22, t6ri, 


F this name there have been many perſons of great ac- 

count in former ages, but that particular family (a) of 

' which we are now to treat, derive their deſcent from 

GriMBALDUs, who came into England at the time 

of the Norman conqueſt, in company with. William Earl War- 

ren, towhom he was related; whichGrimbaldus had lands in Nor- 

mandy; and after his arrival in England, ſettled at Letheringſett 

near Holt in Norfolk, where he founded the church, and made 

his ſecond ſon Edmund parſon of it. His other ſons were Ra- 
dulph and Ranulph. : 

Roger, the ſon of Ranulph, was father of Robert, the firſt of 
the family we find mentioned by the name of Bacon, whoſe bro- 
ther William Bacon, was of Monks-Bradfield in the county of 
Suffolk, temp. Ric. I. and bore for his arms a beach- tree, pro- 
per, ina field, argent; which William is taken notice of among 
the knights bearing banners, as well Normans as of other provin- 
cs, in the reign of King Philip II. of France; and by his 
wife, daughter of Thomas, Lord Bardolph, was father of another 

William, of the ſame place, whoſe fon Adam, lived in the time 
of Edw. I. and left iſſue two ſons, Wido Bacon of Bradfield afore- 
8 faid, who died without Iſſue, and Robert Bacon of Heſſet, alias 
= Hegeſett, in the ſaid county. 

*: The ſaid Robert, by Alice his wife, daughter of Burgate, 
had ifſue John Bacon of Heſſet and Bradfield, who was father of 
John Bacon, and he of another John, of the ſame places, who 
: married Helena, daughter of Gedcing, and by her left a 
ſon of his own name, who married (firſt) Helena, mr of

Sir George Tillot, of Rougham in Norfolk, Knt. and (ſecondly) 


Julian, daughter of Bardwell; from which ſecond mar- 
riage procceded the Bacons of Heſſet, who flouriſhed there near 
five hundred years, and have not been extinct above half a century, 

John, ſon of the ſaid John Bacon, (by Helena his firſt wife, ) 
married Margery, daughter and heir of John Thorp, ſon of Wil- 
liam Thorp, (by the daughter and heir of Quaplod,) Son of 
Sir William Thorp (a) (by the daughter and heir of Sir Roger 
Bacon, a commander in the wars temp. Edw. II. & Edw. III. fon 
of Sir Henry Bacon, ſon of another Sir Henry, a judge itinerant 
temp. Hen, III. lineally deſcended from Grimbaldus ;) fince 
which marriage this branch of the family quarter the arms of 
Quaplod with their own, viz. Barry of fix Or and Azure, a 
Bend, Gules. 

The faid John Bacon, was father of Edmund Bacon of Drink- 
ſton, who married Elizabeth, daughter of Crofts, by whom 
he had iſſue John Bacon, who married Agnes, daughter of Tho- 
mas Cockfield, and had iſſue Robert Bacon of Drinkſton, who 
lies buried at Heſſet, with Iſabell his wife, daughter of John Cage, 
of Pakenham in com, Suff. by whom he had iſſue three ſons and 
two daughters, viz, I. Thomas Bacon, of Northaw in com. 
Hertf. who married the daughter of Brown, but died with- 
out iſſue, 2. Sir Nicholas Bacon, hereafter mentioned. 3. James 
Bacon Alderman of London, who died 1573. and lies buried at 
St. Dunſtan's in the Eaſt, London; leaving iſſue, 1. Sir James 
Bacon, of Friſton in Suffolk, Knt. who married Elizabeth, 
daughter of Bacon of Heſſet. 2. William; and one daughter 
Anne, married to George Revett of Brandeſton in Suff. The 
daughters of the ſaid Robert Bacon were, Barbara, married to 
Robert Sharp, and Anne to Robert Blackman, both of St. Ed- 
mondſbury in Suffolk (J). 

Nicholas Bacon, ſecond fon to Robert, was born at Chiſlehurſt 
in Kent, and educated at Corpus-Chriſti College in Cambridge, 
(to which he was a great benefactor, by endowing it with fix 
ſcholarſhips, three whereof he appropriated to ſcholars from Bo- 
teſdale ſchool, near his ſeat at Redgrave, founded by himſelf, and 
building the chapel and library over it,) after which, removing 
to Gray's-Inn for the ſtudy of the law, he made ſuch a proficiency 
therein, that K. Henry VIII. in the 38th of his Reign, made him 
attorney of the court of wards, having before in the 36th year of 


his reign, granted him the manors of Redgrave, Boteſdale, and 


Gillingham, late belonging to the monaſtery of St. Edmunds- 


bury in Suffolk, with the park of Redgrave, and fix acres of land 
in

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in Wortham, as alſo the tithes of Redgrave, to hold in capite by 
Knight's Service (a) ; and upon the death of that King, (which 
happened ſoon after,) he had his patent renewed 1 Edw. VI. (5). 
and in the 6th of the ſame king was conſtituted Treaſurer of 
Gray's-Inn (c), of which ſociety he was a member. Being grown 
ſtill more famous for his knowledge, he had the honour of knight- 
hood conferred upon him by Queen Elizabeth, in the firſt year of 
her reign (4), and was made lord keeper of the great ſeal of Eng- 
land, which office in his time was by act of parliament made equal 
in authority with that of the chancellor, He promoted the in- 
tereſt of England to his power, and to ſecure his own, made uſe 
of the policy of the age, viz. great alliance, He and Cecil mar- 
ry'd two liſters; Wallingham and Mildmay, two more; Knolles, 
Eſſex, and Leicetter, were alſo link'd together (e). 

As to greatneſs, Sir Nicholas never affected it, according to his 
motto Mediocria Firma; nor was he ſo much for a large, as a 
good eſtate, His houſes at Redgrave in, Suff. and Gorhambury 
in com. Hertf, were convenient, but net ſtately ; which made 
Queen Elizabeth tell him, when ſhe call'd at Redgrave, in her 
progreſs, That it was too liitle for his lordſhip. To which he an- 
ſwer'd, No, Madam, but your highneſs has made me too big for it. 
However, on that remark he is ſaid to have added the wings to 
the houſe now ſtanding at Redgrave. Camden gives him this 
character, Vir præpinguis ingenio accerrimo, ſingulari prudentia, 
ſumma elvguentia, tenaci memoria & ſacris concilus alterum columen 
(f). Of perſon very corpulent, moſt quick wit, ſingular pru- 
dence, admirable cloquence, and another pillar to the privy-coun- 
cil. This corpulency of body grew on him in his old age, to 
which the queen alluding us'd to fay, Sir Nicholas's Soul lodges 
well, 

He had the deepeſt reach into affairs of any man, that was 
at the council-table, the knottieſt head to pierce into difficul- 
ties ; the moſt comprehenſive judgment to ſurround the merit 
of a cauſe ; the ſtrongeſt memory to recollect all circumſtances 
of a buſineſs to one view, the greateſt patience to debate and 
conſider, and the cleareſt reaſon to urge any thing that came 
in his way in court or chancery. His dexterity and diſpatch 
advanced him to the court of wards, his decp experience made 
him lord keeper, Great was this ſtateſman's wit, greater the 
fame of it. He was the exacteſt man to draw up a law in coun- 
* cil, and the moſt diſcreet to execute it in court. The excel- 
* lency of his parts was ſet off with the gravity of his perſon ; 
© his account of England and all its affairs was punctual; his uſe 
© of learned artiſts was continual ; his correſpondence with his

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© fellow ſtateſmen exact; his apprehenſion of our laws and go- 
vernment, clear; his model of both, methodical ; his faithful- 
nels to the church, eminent; his induſtrious invention for the 
ſtate, indefatigable; he was that moderate man that was ap- 
pointed to preſide at the diſputation between the proteſtant 
and popiſh doctors in the firſt year of Q. Eltzabeth ; in a word, 
he was a father of his country, and of Sir Francis Bacon (a). 
He died 21 Eliz. A. D. 1579, and was interr'd on the ſouth 
fide of the choir of St. Paul's cathedral, London, where was a noble 
monument erected to his memory, before the Fire of London, 
with this epitaph.

He married two wives, firſt, Jane, daughter of William Fern- 
ley, of Weſt-Creting in com. Suff. Eſq; by whom he had iſſue 
three ſons and three daughters. The ſons were, 1. Sir Nicholas, 
of whom hereafter, 2. Nathaniel Bacon, of Stiff key in Nor- 
folk (c) Eſq; (who married two wives (4) iſt, Anne, daughter of 
Sir Thomas Greſham of London, Knt. by whom he had three 
daughters, his coheirs; 1. Anne, who being married to Sir Roger 
Townſhend of Rainham in Norfolk, anceſtor to the preſent Lord 
Viſc. Townſhend, brought the Stiff key eſtate into that family ; 
2. Elizabeth, married to Sir Thomas Knyvet, of Aſhwelthorp 
in Norfolk; and 3. Winifrid, to Sir Robert Gawdy, of Clax- 
ton in Norfolk, Knts. Sir Nathaniel's ſecond wife was Dorothy, 
daughter of Sir George Hopton of Suffolk, Knt. by whom he 
had no iſſue.) 3. Edward Bacon, of Shrubland-Hall in Suffolk, 
Eſq; in right of his wife Helen, daughter and heir of Thomas 
Littel, of the ſame place, Eſq; and of Bray in the county of 
Berks, (by Elizabeth his wife, daughter and coheir to Sir Robert 
Litton, of Knebworth in com. Hertt. K nt.) from whom is line- 
ally deſcended Nicholas Bacon, of Shrubland-Hall, Eſq; and 
from 8 ſons of the ſaid Edward, are the Bacons of Ipſwich 
in Suffolk, and Earlham in Norfolk, deſcended (e). The Daugh- 
ters were, 1. Anne, married to Sir Henry Wodehouſe, of Wax - 
ham in com. Norf. Knt, 2. —— married firſt, to Sir Francis 
Windham, Knt. one of the juſtices of the common-pleas ; ſe-

Sir Nicholas's ſecond wife was Anne, daughter of Sir Anthony 
Cooke, of Giddy-Hall in com. Eſſex. Knt. by whom he had iſ- 
ſue two ſons, 1. Anthony, who was legate at Venice, and chancel- 
lor of the dutchy of Lancaſter, and died at Effex-houſe in the Strand 
unmarried, before his Father ; and 2. Sir Francis Bacon, Knt. 

Sir Francis was born at Vork- place in the Strand, Jan.22. 1560. 
(a). He ſhew'd ſeveral marks of an excellent genius when he was 
very young, ſo that he was particularly taken notice of by Queen 
Elix. who delighted much in converſing with him, and trying 
him with queſtions, which he anſwer'd with a gravity and ma- 
turity ſuperior to his years; ſo that her Majeſty us'd frequently 
to call him, The young lord keeper. Being once aſk'd by the 
Queen, how old he was, he replied with a great deal of viva- 
city, tho' he was then but a child, that he was two years younger 
than her Majeſty's happy Reign; with which anſwer the Queen 
was prodigiouſly charm'd. June 10. 1573, he was matricu- 
lated in the univerſity of Cambridge, and enter'd into Trinity 
college, under the care of Dr. Whitgift, then maſter of the ſaid 
college, and afterwards Archbp. of Canterbury. After he had 
paſs'd thro* the circle of the liberal arts, his Father thought 
proper to qualify him for the management of public affairs, 
and ſent him over to France with Sir Amyas Paulet, Em- 
baſſador to that court, who entruſted him with a commiſſion 
to the Queen, which he diſcharg'd with great approbation, and 
return'd to France, with an intention to continue ſome years; 
during his abſence his father died in 1579, upon which he re- 
turn'd to England, and applied himſelf to the ſtudy of the com- 
mon law, which he refolv'd upon as his profeſſion. He was ap- 
pointed one of the Queen's council extraordinary in the 28th year 
of his age, an honour which was ſcarce ever granted before. He 
was one of the firſt that argu'd that difficult caſe of Uſes, call'd 
Chudleigh's Caſe, which is reported by Sir Edward Coke. But 
the greateſt figure which he made in the ten laſt years of the 
Queen's reign, was in the Houſe of Commons; and then it 
is thought he applied him{elf to politics, fo that the Queen and 
Lord Treaſurer Burghley employ'd his head and hand in affairs 
of ſtate. He made no conſiderable advances in his fortune, 
under Queen Elizabeth, but on the acceſſion of King James 
to the crown, he was ſoon rais'd to conſiderable honours, 
July 23. 1603, he was knighted at Whitehall, and the year

1607 appointed Solicitor-general in th: room of Sir Henry Ho- 
bart, In 1611 he was made joint Judge with Sir Tho, Vavaſor, 
then knight marſhall of the knight marſhall's court, and Oct. 27, 
1613, he ſucceeded Sir Henry Hohart as attorney-general, and 
June 9. 1616 he was ſworn of the King's privy council, a truſt 
rarely conferr'd, either before or ſince, on a gentleman in that 
office. March 7. 1614 he was appointed lord keeper of the 

reat ſeal, and Jan, 4. 1618 he was made lord chancellor 6: 
— and on the 11th of July following created lord Veru- 
lam, and Jan. 27. 1629 he was advanced to the dignity of viſ- 
count St. Albans, (a) and appear'd with the greateſt honour and 
ſplendor at the opening of the ſeſſion of Parliament on the 3oth 
of that month. But he was ſoon aſter ſurpriz'd with a melan- 
cholly reverſe of fortune; for about the 12th of March follow- 
ing, a committee was appointed of ſome members of the houſe 
of commons, to inſpect the abuſes of the courts of juſtice, where- 
of Sir Robert Philips was appointed chairman. The firſt thing 
they fell upon, was Bribery and Corruption, of which the lord 
chancellor Bacon was accus'd by Awbery and Egerton, who af- 
frm'd, that they had procur'd money to be given to him, to pro- 
mote their cauſes depending before him. "I his being corrobora- 
ted by ſome circumſtances, a report was made from the com- 
mittee to the houſe upon the 15th of that month, yet with all 
imaginable tenderneſs and reſpect to his Lordſhip, in regard, as 
the chairman declar'd, it touch'd the hanour of a great man, ſo en- 
dued with all parts bath of nature and art, as that he wou d ſay no 
more of him, being not able to ſay enough. Upon this a conference 
was had with the lords, and afterwards Baron Denham and the 
attorney-general were ſent by the lords with a copy of the 
charge againſt him, and after ſeveral meſſages, (Y) on monday 
April 29, he ſent his confeſſion and ſubmiſſion to the houſe of 
lords, in which he confeſſed ſome facts, denied others, and en- 
deavours to anſwer or explain the reſt in ſuch a manner, as tc 
take off the malignity of the offence. t the lords taking this 
for a full and ingenuous confeſſion, ſent ſeveral of their members 
to ſee if the chancellor would own it, which he did in theſe words, 
My lords, it is my act, my hand, my heart, I beſeech your lordſhip 
to be merciful to @ broken reed, This anſwer being reported to 
the houſe, the lords agreed to move the king to ſequeſter the ſeal; 
and on wedneſday, May 2, it was reſolved to give ſentence againſt 


him next morning, and accordingly he was ſummon'd to attend,

The Prince of Wales and ſome others endeavour'd to have mi- 
tigated the ſeverity of this ſentence ; and many of the lords, by 
way of excuſe for the rigour of it, told him afterwards, that they 
knew they left him in good hands, and it might be preſum'd, 
that the king, who, as his lordſhip writes, had ſhed tears upon 
the news of his being accus'd, would be indulgent and beneficent 
to him upon his Sentence. | 

There is a variety of opinions concerning his guilt in the points 
charged againſt him; Mr. Ruſhworth ſays (a) his decrees were 
generally made with ſo much equity, that tho” gifts render'd him 
ſuſpected for injuſtice, yet never any decree made by him was re- 
verſed as unjuſt, ; 

After the judgment given againſt him, and a ſhort impriſon- 
ment in the Tower, he retired from the engagements of an ac- 
tive life, to the ſhade of a contemplative one, which he had al- 
ways loved. The firſt, or at leaſt the greateſt act of kindneſs, 
which the king extended to him, was the remitting the parlia- 
mentary fine, and granting it to ſome of his lordſhip's friends. 
In a letter to the king, dated July 30, 1624, wherein he uſes the 
moſt pathetic expreſhons, he implores his majeſty to grant him 
a total remiſſion of his ſentence, to the end that the blot of ignominy 
might be removed from him, and from his memory with Tig. 
This requeſt very probably was granted him, for we find that he 
was ſummon'd to parliament in the firſt year of King Charles I. 
However it appears from the works, which he compos'd and de- 
ſigned during his retirement, that his thoughts were ſtill free, 
vigorous, and noble; and as Dr. Teniſon (afterwards Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury) obſerves (Y) it did not appear by any thing during 
all the time of his eclipſe of fortune, that there was any abject - 
nels of ſpirit in him; his writings ſhew a mind in him, not diſ- 
tracted with anxiety, nor depreſſed with ſhame, nor flow for want 
of encouragement, nor broken with diſcontent ; ſuch vigour of 
conceit, ſuch a maſculine ſtyle, ſuch quickneſs in compoſition, 
appeared in his learned labours. The laſt five years of his life he 
devoted entirely to his ſtudies, a thing which he would often (| *

j ſhade, and not in the light; in this receſs he compoſed the 
greateſt part of his latin and engliſh works (a). 
His lordſhip had happily eſcaped the plague, which infeſted 
the ſummer of the year 1625, and with ſome difficulty, being of 
a weak and tender conſtitution, paſs'd the ſevere winter which 
followed ; but going in the ſpring to make ſome experiment in 
natural philoſsphy, he was taken fo ill, that he was obliged to 
ſtay at the Earl of Arunde]'s houſe at Highgate about a week, and 
there expired on Eaſter-day, the qth of April 1626, in the 66th 
year of his age, of a gentle fever attended with a great cold, 
which occaſion'd ſuch a defluxion of rheum, that he was ſuffo- 
cated with it, He married Anne, daughter and heir of Benedict 
Barnham, Eſq; Alderman of London, but died without iſſue, and 
was buried near his mother in St. Michael's church in St. Albans, 
according to the direction of his laſt will, and had a monument 
of white marble erected to him by Sir Thomas Meautys, who had 
formerly been his ſecretary. This Monument repreſented his full 
portraiture in a contemplative poſture, with the following inſcrip- 
tion written by Sir Henry Wotton, 
Franciſcus Bacon Baro de Verulam, 
S. Albani Vicecomes ; ſeu notioribus titulis, 
ſcientiarum lumen, facundiæ Lex, ſic 
ſedebat. Qui poſtquam omnia Naturalis

The learned Bayle ſays he was one of the greateſt genius's of 
his age. Mr. Voltaire files him the father of experimental phi- 
loſophy ; and the greateſt writers of our nation, as well as thoſe 
of other countries, conſpire in giving him the nobleſt character 
imaginable, and the late duke of Buckingham (Sheffield) in par- 
ticular aſſures us, (5) That all his works are, for expreſſion a: 
well as thought, the glory of our nation, and of all latter ages. Dr. 
Rawley, who was his chaplain, obſerves, that he was eminent 
for the ſharpneſs of his wit, his memory, judgment, and elocu- 
tion, ſo that Sir Walter Ralegh once ſaid before the doctor, that 
the Eari of Saliſbury was an excellent ſpeaker, but no. good pen- 
man ; the Earl of Northampton, and the Lord Henry Howard, 
excellent pen-men, but no good ſpeakers; but that Sir Francis 
Bacon was eminent in both, He read much, and with great 
judgment, and after a moderate relaxation of his mind from

ſtudy, return'd to it with freſh vigour, and wou'd not ſuffer any 
moment to eſcape him without improvement. His converſation 
was extremely delightful and inſtructive. When his office call'd 
him, as he was one of the King's council, to charge any offen- 
ders, he did it with the greateſt lenity, and in civil affairs, as 
counſellor of ſtate, he never engaged his maſter in any ſevere 
or precipitate courſes. Neither was he leſs in favour with the 
ſubject than with his ſovereign, for he was always acceptable to 
the houſe of commons when he was a member thereof. He was 
generous to his ſervants, which was the cauſe, ſays Dr. Rawley, 
that ſo many young gentlemen of blood and quality ſought to lift 
themſelves in his retinue ; and if he were abuſed by any of them in 
their places, it was only the error of the goodneſs of his nature, but 
the badges of their indiſcretions and intemperances. He was re- 
ligious, free from malice, which, as he ſaid himſelf, he never bred 
nor fed. No revenger of injuries. He never endeavour'd to re- 
move others from their places, or accus'd any man to his Prince. 
In his will he has this remarkable paſſage, for my name and me- 
mory, I leave it to mens charitable ſpeeches, and to foreign nations, 
and the next ages. 

Sir Nicholas Bacon, eldeſt fon of the lord keeper, was poſſeſſed 
of a very large eſtate upon the death of his father, holding of the 
crown, 22 Eliz. by ſeveral (a) tenures of knights ſervice, the 
manors and advowſons of Redgrave, Hinderly alias Hylderſley, 
and Wdrtham, Ricklinghall alias Weſthall, and Wynerſton ; 
alſo the.. hundred of Blackborne, with the rent of fifty-ſeven 
quarters of oats with annual ſuit and ſervice of the inhabitants 
within the pariſhes of Stow-Langtoft, Hunſton, Langham, Wal- 
ſham, Aſhfilde, Barnham parva, Lyvermere, Culforde, Thorpe, 
Fakenham magna, Fakenham parva, Ixworth, Weſthowe, Word- 
well, Ryſeworth, Watsfile, Rykenhall, Hynderly, Weſton, Bard- 
well, and Stawnton; likewiſe the manor of Aſhfield magna, and 
40 meſſuages there, and in Little Aſhfield and Ixworth ; alſo the 
manors of Mettingham, Illetſhall, and Sheap-meadow, with 60 
meſſuages ; 60 tofts in Mettingham, Bungaye, and the rectory 
of Mettingham ; the manor of Bromfield, and 70 meſſuages in 
Bromfeld, Wenerſton alias Waynſton; the manors of Inham 
alias Ingham-hall; Tymworth, Barnham near Thetford, and 
Playford in Barnham, and 30 meſſuages, &c. in Ingham, with 
the advowſons of Ingham and Tymworth ; the rectory and ma- 
nor of Waltham ; the liberties and franchiſes of St. Edmund's- 
bury 3 the manor and rectory of Tymworth, held of the manor 
of Ingham ; alſo the manor and advowſon of Burgat (b). He 
was knighted by Queen Elizabeth at Norwich, in her progreſs 
thither, Aug. 22, 1578. and had afterwards the honour to be the

He married Anne, ſole 
daughter and heir of Edmund Butts, of Thornage in com. Norf. 
Eſq; (Brother to Sir William Butts, Knt.) by Anne his wife, 
daughter and coheir of Henry Buers, of Barrow in Suff. Eſq; By 
this lady Sir Nicholas came poſſeſſed inter alia, of the manor of 
Foxhead, and three parts of the eſtate of Sir Andrew de Buers, 
who lived temp. Edw. III. (a). and by her had iſſue nine ſons and 
three daughters. The ſons were, 1. Sir Edmund, his ſucceſſor ;

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After Sir Edmond's Deceaſe without iſſue male, the title and 
part of the eſtate deſcended to, 

Sir Robert Bacon, his couſin, ſon and heir to Butts Bacon, Eſq; 
which Sir Robert, was before ſeated at Egmore in Norfolk; and 
after the death of his couſin, Sir Edmund, was poilefled of the 
eſtate at Redgrave; which deſcending to him under ſome Incum- 
brances, he thought convenient to ſell that eſtate to the lord 
chief-juſtice Holt, and —— purchaſed at Garboldiſham in 
Norfolk (a), where he built a handſome ſeat for the future reſidence 
of his ſamily. He died Jan. 31. 1704. and lies buried in the 
chancel of All-Saints church in Garboldiſham, under a handſome

In which year the Sheriffs were 
directed to levy 27 J. for their coming, attendance, and return- 
ing, computing fixty nine days; 38 Edward III. (b) he had 
licenſe to incloſe and impark at Hoghton(c). He was a 
Knight, founded a Chantry in the Church of Riblecheſter (d), 
7 Henry IV. and died 10 Henry Ve). leaving a daughter, 
Catherine, married to Hugh Venables (/), Baron of Kinderton, 
and his grandſon Richard, fon of Adam de Hoghton, heir to 
the eſtate. He had alſo another fon Edward, who held lands at 
Preſton and Writtington, and is ſuppoſed to be the anceſtor to 
the Hoghtons in com. Suſſex. who are ſaid to be deriv'd from 
Edward, a third ſon of this family (g). 

Richard, grandſon and heir of Sir Richard, did his homage, 
and had livery of his lands in Hoghton and Lea, 4 Henry VI. 
was a Knight 22 Henry VI. and died 19 Edward IV (H).

Sir Richard Hoghton, Bart. who ſucceeded his father in the 
title and eſtate, was elected Knight of the Shire for the county 
of Lancaſter, in the reign of King Charles II. and departed 
this life, Feb. 1677. One who knew him well (c), gives thi 
character of him : © It has pleaſed Almighty God, by a ſudden

* nourable and virtuous lady a dear confort.” He married lady 
Sarah, daughter to the right hon. Philip Stanhope, earl of Cheſter- 
field, and had iſſue ſeveral ſons and daughters; of the ſons, thoſe 
who arrived to maturity were Sir Charles his ſucceſſor, and Benja- 
min, who died unmarried. 

Sir Charles, who ſucceeded to the title and eſtate, married 
Mary, eldeſt daughter of John Skevington, lord viſcount Maſ- 
ſareene in the kingdom of Ireland, by whom he had iſſue 5 ſons 
and 6 daughters (a); of the ſons, John, the eldeſt died at the age 
of 21 years, whilſt he was purſuing his ſtudies in the Temple, 
and is interr'd in the church there. Sir Henry, ſucceeded to the 
title and eſtate; Philip, maried the eldeſt daughter of Thomas 
Sclater of Denham, Eſq; by whom he has one fon, Henry, and 
one daughter: Skevington, is unmarried, and James, died young. 
Of the daughters, Mary, the eldeſt, died at Cheſter, 1710. Cor- 
delia, married Robert Davie of York, Eſq; (and had two daugh- 
ters, who are both dead.) Anna, married Samuel Crooke of Cop- 
pul, Eſq; (who was kill'd (5) by Mr. Buckley, in the road be- 
tween Hoghton-Tower and Preſton, and has left one ſon.) 
Margaret, married Samuel Watſon of Hull, Eſq; (by whom ſhe 
has one ſon and one daughter,) Elizabeth, married Thomas 
Fenton of Hounſlett, near Leeds, Eſq; (and has left 8 ſons and 
2 daughters,) Lucy, married Thomas Lutwidge of Whitehaven, 
Eſq; (and has 7 ſons and 1 daughter.) 

Sir Charles Hoghton, Bart. was there times elected Knight of the

He was ſucceeded in honour 2nd eſtate by his ſecond (on, 

dir Henry Hoghton, the preſent Baronet, who hath married 
three wives, firſt, (in Oct. 1710) (% Mary, eldeſt daughter of 
Sir William Boughton of Lawford, in com, Warw, Bart. who 
died at Dover, 1720. After her deceaſe, he married lady Ruſſcl, 
relict of Lord James Ruſſel, fifth ſon of William, the late duke of 
Bedford ; ſhe died, Sept. 17 36. by neither of whom he hath any 
iſſue; and ſince her death is married to Suſanna, eldeſt daughter 
of Thomas Butterworth of Mancheſter, Eſq; but hath as yet no 
iſſue. He ſerved in parliament for the borough of Preſton in 
Lancaſhire, in 9 Q. Anne; and alſo again for the fame corpora- 
tion in 1 Geo. I. and 8 Geo. I. he ſerv'd in parliament for 
Eaſtlow in Cornwall; and in the laſt, and preſent parliament was 
again elected for Preſton ; and for his ſignal ſervices in oppoſing 
the revellion at Preſton in the year 1715, was choſen in parlia- 
ment one of the commiſſioners for the forfeited eſtates, and after 
that commiſſion determined, his preſent Majeity appointed him 
by patent, advocate-general or judge-martial of his land forces: 
He is the 5th that hath born this title of Baronet, and the 19th 
generation of the ſurname on record.

HIS family, as Mr. Camden obſerves, derive themſelves 
from the Uffords (a), Earls of Suffolk, who deſcended from 
William Malet, a Norman Baron (5), that was ſheriff of York- 
ſhire in the third of William I, and from him received the grants 
of many lordſhips and manours ; and among others, he poſſeſſed 
thoſe of Sibton and Peyton-Hall, in com. Suff. (c), at the time 
of the general ſurvey. * Ifelham, ſays the author firſt cited, 
formerly belonged to the Bernards, which came to the family 
of the — by marriage. Which knightly family of Pey- 
ton, flower'd out of the ſame male ſtock, whence the Utfords, 
earls of Suffolk, deſcended; albeit they aſſumed the ſurname 
of Peyton, according to the uſe of that age, from their manor 
of Peyton-Hall in Boxford, in the county of Suffolk. 
The firſt of whom was Reginald de Peyton (4), ſecond ſon of 
Walter, lord of Sibton, (a deſcendant of the Malets) and dapifer, or 
ſteward to Hugh de Bigod ; for whoſe ſoul he gave to the priory 
of Thetford divers lands. He had iflue two ſons, William and 
John. | 

Mr. Le Neve ſays thus (e); 

The firſt of whom we find by the name of Peyton was Reignold 
de Peyton, ſecond fon to Walter lord of Sibton, in Suffolk, 
younger brother to Mallet, ſheriff of Yorkſhire, and lord of the 
honour of Eay in Suffolk. This Reignold held the lordſhips of 
Peyton-Hall in Ramſhold and Boxford, in Suffolk, of Hugh de 
Bigod ; he was ſewer to Roger Bigod, Earl of Nortolk, —_

much lands to the monks of Thetford to pray for the foul of 
Bigod, and had two fons, William and John. 

William de Peyton held certain lands in Buxford, of the fee of 
the abbey of St. Edmundibury, as appears by a charter of his ne- 
phew John. 

The other ſon, John de Peyton, to whom King Stephen, and 
his couſin- german William de Coflineto, baron of Horsford, 
granted all his lands in Peyton, well, peaceably, and rightly, 
with ſoc and ſac, with all liberties and apurtenances to hold, as

&c. The baron of Horsford's charter begins thus 

WWillielmus, filius Roberti filis Walteri, Dapifero ſuo & omnibus 
amicis & hominibus, fc. granting to John, ſon of Reginald his cou- 
fin, the ſerviceof Robert de Rameſhot, in fee and inheritance, &c. 

Vick John, had iſſue four ſons, John, the elder, Robert, 
Peter, and John, the younger. 

Robert, was lord juſtice of Ireland, in the time of Henry III. 
and Edward I. and, being lord of Ufford, aſſumed the ſurname 
of his anceſtors. Whoſe fon, Robert de Ufford, was created earl 
of Suffolk, 11 Edward III (a). 1330, and made knight of the gar- 
ter. He was at the battle of Cagn, and mcrited ſo well, that 
the king rewarded him with the honour of Eye, formerly belong- 
ing to his family, 

Brothers to the earl, were Thomas de Ufford, knight of the 

garter, and John Ufford, who was brought up at Cambridge, 
and made doctor of law; promoted firſt to the deanry of Lin- 
coln, then to the chancellorſhip of England, and laſtly, to the 
archbiſhoprick of Canterbury, which he never enjoy'd, being 
cut off by the plague, (whichconſumed nine parts of the men in 
England) (65) before he received either his pall or conſecration, 
June 7, anno 1348, and licth obſcurely buried in that cathe- 
dral church,” 
Peter de Peyton, lord of Peyton-Hall, who held lands in 
Ramſhot and Peyton, in the time of king John, and took to 
wife Helena —— of whom he had iſſue, Robert de Peyton, fa- 
ther to Sir John de Peyton, Knt. of the ſame places; whoſe 
male iſſue ſeem'd to fail temp. Edw. III. 

The fourth fon was John de Peyton, jun. who ſold (c) Joh. 
© de Peyton fratri mes Primogenits* to John his eldeſt brother, all 
his lands which he had in Boxford, of the fee of the abbey of St. 
Edmonds and Stoke- Neyland, which their father, John de Pey- 
ton, and William, their uncle, formerly poſleſs'd. 

Sir John, the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded, and was lord of Peyton- 
Hall in Boxford, and poſſeſſed lands in Stoke-Neyland, in com. 
Suff. In which pariſh-church, both his father and he, with his 
wife Agnes, and many of his poſterity, lie interr'd ; as we learn 
from Mr, Weever (4), who has tranſmitted to us their memorial, 
in theſe words: At the upper end, in the north {ide of this 
© church next to the chancel, John de Peyton, the ſon of Regi- 
* nald, lieth interr'd under a marble ſtone ; about the verge 
* whereof theſe few French words following are only remaining;

This Sir John de Peyton, flouriſhed under Henry III. as may ap- 
pear by a catalogue of knights in that reign, He had free warren 
in Stoke-Neyland, Boxford, Polſted, &c (a). and having iſſue 
by his wife, Matilda de Bueriis, (Buers) (as is evident by her 
arms, impal'd at Boxford, after the ancient manner ;) tho' Le 
Neve calls her, Maude, ſiſter and heir to Symond de Notele (b) ; 
three ſons and one daughter, Agnes, mentioned in the laſt will 
and teſtament of her brother ; William, and James de Peyton, 
who was witneſs to a dateleſs charter of his father, and to another 
of his elder brother, who was 

Sir John de Peyton, Knt. ſucceſſor to his father; to whom, 
and Clementia his wife, 27 Henry III(c). John, fon of William 
de Eſſington, gave two acres of land, &c. 

Anno 14 Edward I. a fine paſſed at Colcheſter, before Solomon 
de Roff, and other judges; wherein John de Peyton and his 
wife, acknowledged to John de Dikely 13s. 4d. rent in Brom- 
ley, &c. anno 28 Edw. I. This Sir John ſerv'd in the par- 
liament held at Weſtminſter, as one of the Knights of the Shire 
for the county of Suffolk (4), having reaſonable allowance for his 
expence ; as alſo in another parliament, 29 Edward I. ſoon after 
which he died ; for his laſt will and teſtament bears date the 
Monday before the feaſt of St. Michael, A. D. 1318, part whereof 
follows ; In the name of the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt, &c. 
© I John de Peyton, Knt. &c. make my will, &c. my body to 
© be buried in the pariſh-church of Stoke Neyland, near the al- 
© tar of St. Edmund, in the chapel which I built, To Robert, 
* my ſon, all my lands; to John, my ſon, twenty marks; to 
James, my brother, forty ſhillings ; to Gilian, my daughter,

This Sir John had 3 wives, Agnes, Agnes, and Clementia, 
as appears by his will (e). 

Sir Robert, the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded, who, in many of his e- 
vidences is ſtil'd Chevalier and Monfieur ; as by a fine in the 
king's.court at York, 12 Edward III. between Robert de Peyton, 
Chevalier, and Joan his wife, demandants ; and Thomas de Cor- 
ney, rector of the church of Boxford de-forciants, for lands and

Anno 23 Edward III. to him and 
Joan his wife, and John his younger ſon, Thomas Welſh of 
Boxford granted lands in Boxford. 

He died 25 Edward III. and was buried near his father. Hav- 
ing had to wives, firſt, the lady Chriſtiana de Apleton, widow 
of William de Apleton, and heir to lands in Haxwell and Box- 
ford; who, died 19 Edward II. leaving no children, and was bu- 
ried at Stoke- Ney land with great pomp, whoſe funeral expences 
are thus ſet down (c), fifty quarter of wheat 41. 10s. one hog- 
ſhead of wine 531. 4s. four muttons 58. eight barrow-hogs 24. 
ten calves, &c. 

His ſecond wife was Joan de Marney, of the noble family of 
the Marneys of Layer-Marney, in Eſſex, by whom there was 
iſſue Sir John, the next heir; William, from whom was a re- 
leaſe to his father Robert, dated 13 Edward III. and John de 
Peyton, jun. to whom William Caſtelayne, John de Rikell, &c. 
granted the manor of Badlees in Waldingheld, 5 Edward III. 
He lies buried at Wicken, 

Sir John ſucceeded, and married Margaret, the daughter and 
coheir of Sir John Gernon of Lees, in Eſſex, Knt. lord of Wicken, 
in com. Cantab. and Bankwell in Derbyſhire ; in whoſe right 
he poſſeſſed the manor of Wicken (4) ; and 17 Richard II. jointiy 
with her, held part of the manor of Eſthorp, by the ſervice of 
one knight's fee; in whoſe reign he died, and was buried with. 
his anceſtors at Stoke-Neyland. She lived till 2 Henry V. and, 
departing this life A. D. 1414, was buried at Wicken. 

Their fon and heir, John de Peyton, Eſq; inherited, who 
took to wife Joan, daughter and heir of Sir Hammon Sutton of 
Wickeſho, in com. Suff. Knt. by whom Wickeſho came to this 
family. Who, by his laſt teſtament, A. D. 1404, conſtituted 
his ſaid wife executrix, Margaret his mother then living; and 
dying about the 5th of Henry IV. was buried, as he appointed,

three ſons, John, Thomas, and Robert, to whom their mother 
Joan, in her widowhood, gave the manor of Wickeſho by deed 
dated 13 Hen. VI(a). 

John, the eldeſt, was left a minor, being fifteen years old, 
8 Henry IV (5), at which time an agreement was made between 
the lady Margaret, his grandmother, Joan his mother of the one 
part; and John Burgoyne of Drayton, in com. Cantab, of the 
other; for an intermarriage with Grace, daughter of the faid 
Burgoyne. Which marriage took effect (c); and from thence 
proceeded two ſons, John and Thomas, and a daughter Anne, 
married to Jeffry Lockton, Eſq; He died in the flower of his 
age, the 6th of October, 4 Henry V (4). as appears by inquiſition 
taken at Fordham, before William Alyngton, Eſcaetor, &c. 

His ſon John, aged three years and three quarters at his father's 
death, died in his minority the 29th of October, 11 Henry VI. 
as is ſet forth in the inquiſition taken at Colcheſter, Tueſday af- 
ter the feaſt of St. James; at which time a tenement called Welles, 
in Birch Magna, in com, Eſſex. by reaſon of his tender age, was 
in the king's hands, 

Whereupon Thomas, then aged ſeventeen years, and ſeized of 
the manor of Eſthorp, was the next heir ; and his mother Grace 
dying the 6th of May, he was found her heir to the manor of 
Meſüng, which was held of the crown, as of the honour of 
Keynes, by the ſervice of one knight's fee ; alſo of the manor of 
Binchall, and the caſtle. Upon the feaſt of All-Saints, 18 Henry 
VI (#). his age was proved at Cambridge, viz. twenty two years; 
at which time it was ſworn by John Welford, that he was born 
and baptized at Dry- Drayton, in that county, 7 Henry V. A. D. 
1418, many agreeing in the verdict ; among whom Robert Chap- 
man alledg'd, that the day on which he was born being the feaſt 
of St. Valentine, there was a great ſtorm : One knew it by the 
great wind; another broke his leg by a fall from his horſe ; an- 
other, for that his wife was buried ; another, for then his leaſe 
was burnt ; another, for then his daughter Margaret was burnt ; 
another fell from a tree and broke his arm ; another, for then his 
mother was buried, as the ſeveral jurors depoſed upon their oaths. 

This Thomas was high-ſheriff of Cambridge and Huntingdon, 
21and 31 Henry VI. and, about the 17th of Edward IV. he be- 
gan to rebuild the church of Iſelham, agreeing then with John

By which he 
bequeathed many veſtments and legacies to the churches of Den- 
ton, and Knowlton in Kent (c); Wicken, Spiney, and Bokeworth, 
in com. Cantab. and, with his lady Elizabeth, daughter of Sir 
Robert Cleer of Ormſby, in com. Norf, lieth buried in the cha- 
pel of St. Catherine at Iſelham, with this epitaph ; 

Of your Charyty pray for the Soule of Sir Robert 
Peyton, Knyght, which departed to God the 18th 
Day of Marche, 1518. and of the Soul of Dame 
Eliſabeth, his Wyte, whiche departed to God in 
the Year of our Lord 1500.

He married Frances, daughter and heir of Francis Haſſylden of 
Little Cheſterford in Eſſex, Eſq; and of Steeple-Marden, in com. 
Cantab. by whoſe right he became poſſeſs'd of thoſe places: be- 
ſides other lands in com. Rutl. 

This lady founded the famous hoſpital at Iſelham, and was bu- 
ried by her huſband in that church, where their memories are 
ſtill preſerv'd by the following inſcriptions ;

He was ſheriff of the 
counties of Cambridge and Huntingdon, 35 Eliz. and Knight of 
the Shire for the laſt mention'd county, as alſo 1 James I. (6) and 
the next year ſheriff again; and in the ninth of that reign, re- 
ceived the new order of Baronet at the firſt inſtitution of it. 

By his wife Alice, daughter to Sir Edward Oſborn, who was 
Lord-Mayor of London, 25 Elizabeth, A. D. 1583, and proge- 
nitor to the duke of Leeds. He had five ſons and fix daughters;

He was ſucceeded both in eſtate and honour, by Sir Edward, 
his eldeſt ſon, who was bred at St, Edmundſbury-ſchool, and at- 
terward educated at Cambridge, He was knighted at Whitehall, 
February 4, 1610. and during his father's life, was denominated 
of Great Bradley, in com. Suff. and ſerved in parliament 
from the 18th of James I. to the third of Charles I. as one of the 
Knights of the Shire for the county of Cambridge, and was Cuſtos 
Rotulorum thereof; which office he was deprived of by the en- 
deavours of the great favourite of James I. the duke of Bucking- 
ham. Whereat he was ſo much diſguſted, that he firſt drew his 
pen againſt the court, and writ ſeveral pamphlets with great acri- 
mony of tile againſt King Charles I (a). and the royaliſts ; and 
at length, ſiding with the preſbyterians in the times of the great 
rebellion, had his ſhare of ſufferings for that cauſe, while the war

F this family, Gervaſe Holles, Eſq; a laborious antiquary (b) 

has givena ſuccinct account to the death ofSir Gervaſe Clit- 

ton, the firſt baronet ; he obſerves, they took their ſurname from 
Clifton, a ville about two miles diſtant from Nottingham, which 
in its Saxon etymon ſignifies a ville ſituate upon a rock or ſhelv- 
ing ground, as Sir W. Dugdale rightly obſerves (c), and upon 2 
prominent is this ſeated (yet in a fertile ſoil) at the foot of which 


the Trent runneth : Where the Cliftons have a noble ſeat, —

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which, aſcending by many ſteps, we reſt upon the top, in a fair 
bowling- green, that yields a moſt pleaſant proſpect, overlooking 
the Trent, the town of Nottingham, the vale of Belvoir, and 
part of the foreſt of Sherwood. 

They derive themſelves from Alvaredus de Clifton, a knight, 
ſaid to be living in the time of William Peverell, the conqueror's 
baſtard ; fand for proof of this, Alvaredus, and three others 
of his lineal poſterity, is cited as an authority amongſt the col- 
lections of Mr. St. Lo. Kniveton, thus render'd in Engliſh : 

Memorandum, Alvared Clifton, Kt. lord of the manor of Mil- 


fard, with the apurtenances in demeſne as of fee, was warden of the 


caſtle of Nottingham, in the time of William Peverell ; after 
whoſe death, Sir Robert Clifton, Kut. bis jon and heir, was lird 
of the ſaid manor, and warden of the ſaid caſtle ; which manor and 
office Sir Gervaſe Clifton, Knt. ſon and heir of the ſaid Sir Robert, 
held all his life-time. This Sir Geruvaſe, made the outer ward 0 
the caſtle, and made the caſtle mills ; likewiſe dug a trench from the 
Trent-water to the ſaid mills, thro“ his own demeſne lands, as far 
as Kingis- Meadow. Moreover, the ſaid Gervaſe made a wear 
[gurguſtum] in his water of Trent, to feed the ſaid mills, 

In an old plea- roll of the foreſts, &c. before Geffry Fitz-Peers,

It is conceived, that his ſon and grandſon were both of them 1 
named Gervaſe ; for 20 Henry III. (thirty-two years after the n 
time laſt mention'd) there was a fine levied between Gervaſe de wo 


Clifton, (taken for the ſon) and Hugh de Bel, concerning two th 
oxgangs of land in Wilford, Anno 52 Henry III. Gervaſe, fon 4a 
of Gervaſe de Clifton, (the grandſon) gives one mark for a writ 

in com, Not. 

Sir Gervaſe, Knt. third of that name, (ſon of the laſt Gervaſe 
de Clifton) died 17 Edward II. having married Amflicia, daugh- 
ter of Sir William Sampſon of Eperſton, Knt. his ſon was Ger- 
vale who died before him, 9 Edward II. leaving by Alice, 
daughter and heir of Robert de Rabacin, Robert his ſon, heir 
to his grandfather, 

Tothe laſt Sir Gervaſe, ſon of Gervaſe; Jchn the ſon of Alfredde 
Soleney, confirm'd eight virgats of land in Broughton, 6 Edward],

and in the gth year of the ſame king's reign, Richard de Einolf, 
and Ifold his wife, granted him an oxgang in Wilford. This Sir 
Gervaſe muſt be accounted a principal advancer of this family (a). 
He was conſtituted high ſheriff of the counties of Nottingham 
and Derby, anno 7 Edward I. and continued for 7 years(b); 
and in 14 of that king, he was appointed high ſheriff of Vork- 
ſhire, and continued for fix years (c). In his ſhrivalty of the 
18th year, upon complaint of John de Carleton, he was com- 
mitted to goal for making a falſe return of a writ. In the 20th 
of Edward I. a mandate was iſſued out to the ſheriff of Notting- 
ham and Derby, that he ſhould attach the ſaid Gervaſe, to com- 
pel him to give his accounts for the time wherein he was ſheriff 
of Yorkſhire, at a certain time appointed ; at which day he 
came, and accounted accordingly ; and the fame year had allow- 
ance for ſeveral ſums of money, which in the 19th, whilſt he was 
ſheriff of Yorkſhire, he had expended by the king's command : 
Robert de Tiptot the conſtable, 12 Edward I. demiſed Notting- 
ham-caſtle with the apurtenances, to him, for 681. per ann. 
which, if there were no other reaſon, might occaſion the ſtory 
of the guardianſhip. (4) 

The fame Sir Gervaſede Clifton, (for he lived long) I find to 
be lord of the manor of Clifton, cum membris, in the gth of Ed- 
ward II. as likewiſe of Hickeling and Broughton, together with 
Richard de Grey : But in the 17th of the ſame king, an office 
was found after his death, wherein he is ſaid to die feiz*d of the 
manors of Clifton, Wilford, and Broughton, in the county of 
Nottingham ; leaving Robert de Clifton, the ſon of Gervaſe, his 
eldeſt ſon, (who died before him) his next heir, and above twen- 
ty- ſix years of age; who did his homage to the king, as heir to 
his grandfather, and had ſeiſin of his lands accordingly. The 
next year, it appears by a fine levied by the ſaid Sir Robert de Clif- 
ton, (who married Emme, daughter of Sir William Moton, Knt.) 
that he had married his eldeſt fon Gervaſe, to Margaret, the 
daughter of Robert de Pierpoint, as appears by the inquiſition 
taken after his death, being both then very young, and in the 
cuſtody of John de Shirewode. Nor did Sir Robert de Clifton live 
long after, for we find him dead anno 1 Edward III. and his fon 
Gervaſe, then fourteen years of age, and married ta Margaret, 
the daughter of Robert de Pierpoint. 

Gervaſe de Clifton, (the ſon of Sir Robert) anno 10 Edward III. 
had liberty of free warren granted to him in all his demeſne lands 


of Broughton, Sulney, &c. in com. Not. I find him a knight 


anno 18 Edward III. for then there was a fine levied between 
Gervaſe de Clifton, chevalier, plaintiff; and Rob. de Vaus, and

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Amflicia his wife, defendants : By which the ſaid Robert, and his 
wife, granted to the ſaid Gervaſe and his heirs, two parts of the 
manor of Normanton upon Sore, for the yearly rent of 161. ſter- 
ling, He was high ſheriff of the counties of Nottingham and 
Derby, anno 19 Edward III. (a) and the next year eſcheator of 
the ſame counties. In the 19th year of that king it appears, 
that Robert de Clifton his ſon and heir, was married ; the faid 
Gervaſe de Clifton, Knt. aſſuring then, by fine, the manor of 
Broughton, with the advowſon of the church of Broughton, upon 
his fon Robert de Clifton, and Iſabel his wife, and their heirs. 
Anno 22 Edward III. he, with John de Vaus, were Knights of 
the Shire for Nottingham, in the parliament held at Weſtminſter, 
and had their wages allowed. 

To this Sir Gervaſe Clifton, King Edward III. in the 5 iſt 
year of his reign, grants liberty, calling him his beloved and faith- 
ful Gervaſe de Clifton, chevalier, that during his life he be put 
upon no aſſizes or juries, and recognizances whatſoever, neither be 
mayor, ſheriff, eſcheator, coroner, or any bailiff, or ſervant of the 
crown, and its heirs, againſt his will. Dated at Sheen, 5 July. 

The word (mayor) might be purpoſely inſerted, becauſe for- 
merly he had been mayor of Canterbury.—The laſt mention of 
him, is in a deed dated 3 R. II. whereby he grants a creſt to 
Richard de Bevercotes of Bevercotes, in com. Not. a knightly 
family of great antiquity, This grant is ſealed with his ſcal of 
arms, viz. the Cinguefoils and Lion rampant, and circumſcribed 
thus, Sigill. Gervaſ. Clifton Mil. 

*T'iis farther obſerved, that the laſt named Sir Gervaſe Clifton 
had licenſe from the king, anno 22 Edward III. to alien in mort- 
main eleven meſſuages, five virgats, and one bovat of land, and three 
ſol- rents in Stanton on the Wolds and Clifton, with the advow- 
ſon of the church of Stanton to three chaplains, to celebratedivine 
ſervice every day in the church oft. Mary of Clifton, for the health WF 2 
and good eſtate of him the ſaid Gervaſe, and Iſabel his wife. (b) t 

Alter this, I meet with him no more, nor is it likely he lived 
many years longer, he being then about fixty-eight years of age, 
manifeſt from his being fourteen years old at his father's death, 
anno 1 Edward III. Neither find I any thing of his ſon Robert, 
who poſſibly might die before him; only it is ſuppoſed, that the 
aforementioned Iſabel, (wife of this Robert de Clifton) was the 
daughter of Neville of Rolleſton, in com. Nett. and his firſt 
wife; for he married ſecondly, Agnes, daughter of —— De 
Grey (c): For in Clifton church there is fair n of 

rec- 


(5) label then muſt be his ſecond wife, and daughter of 
Vincent Herbert, alias Finch of Netherfield, in Suſſex, Eſq; relict of W. Scott of Brabourn, 
in Kent, Eſq; by whom he had two daughters, Joan, married to John Diggs, and Iſabel, 
to John Jerningham ; as is evident from an inſcripticn in Brabourn church ; Peerage oi 
England, vol. IT. p. 174. Tho' Thoroton, p. 54- makes this Iſabel to be wife of Sir er- 
vaſe, ſlain at Tewkſkury, mention' d poſtea, p. 40. (c) Thoroton, p. 53, 54. 
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freeſtone, raiſed about a yard from the ground ; on the top of 
which is the effigies of a ſoldier, with his wife by his ſide. There is 
no inſcription,only two or three fair eſcocheons on the fide of the 
monument, whereon is impal'd Clifton with a fretty coat, in which 
is a Canton per pale, and a Ship quarterly, with a Saltire Ermine. 

The next is Sir John Clifton, (ſon and heir of Robert and Ag- 
nes Grey) to him King Henry IV. by writ dated the fifth of Feb- 
ruary, in the firſt year of his reign, granted an annuity of fort 
— yearly, to be received of the ſheriff of Nottingham, for his 
good and faithful ſervice already done, and hereafter to be per- 
torm'd ; and having, anno 4 Henry IV. ſerv'd in the parliament 
held at Weſtminſter, with Sir Richard Stanhope, as knights of 
the ſhire for Nottingham, had their wages allowed for ſixty-five 
days. He was that year ſlain at the battle of Shrewſbury, fight- 
ing on the king's ſide againſt the Piercies ; having, as Hollinſhed 
tells us, received from the king that morning the order of knight- 
hood, which, (if true) muſt be the dignity of a banneret ; for he 
was a knight before. He brought a great increaſe of eſtate into 
the family, by his wife Catherine, daughter of Sir John de Creſſey 
of Hodſack, in the county of Nottingham, Knt. and ſifter and 
coheir of Sir Hugh de Creſſey, who died in the gth year of the 
ſame king: The other ſiſter and coheir, Elizabeth, was the wife 
of Sir John Markham the elder judge : Between which families 
of Clifton and Markam, the inheritance of Creſſey was divided, 
namely, Haddeſoke, with the Soke, viz. Haddeſoke, Holme, 
Woodhouſe, Oulecotes, Harmeſton, Filixthorp, Stirape, Let- 
wel, and Eildingwells, to Clifton, for their purparty ; and the 
manors of Braytoft, Riſegate, Claypole, &c. in Lincolnſhire, to 
Markham for his ſhare, After her huſband's death ſhe married 
Ralph Mazkarell. | 

ThisSir John Clifton's ſon and heir was Sir Gervaſe Clifton, (a) 
as appears from a grave-ſtone in Clifton church, which has in 
the north iſle, this inſcription ; 


Hic jacet Iſabella, filia Rob. Fraunceis de Formarke 
militis, uxor Gervaſii Clifton militis, filii Dom. Jo- 
hannis Clifton militis, cujus anima propitietur Deus, 
quæ obiit 13 Junii, 1457 (6). 


Upon the ſtone are impal'd the arms of Clifton, viz. Semi de 
Cinguefoils, a Lion —_— with Franceys of Formarke, viz. a 
Chevron, between three Eagles diſplay'd. 

The next is Sir Gervaſe Clifton, but whether fon or brother 
to the laſt, is not clear, for the records here are intricate. 23

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Henry VI. Gervaſe Clifton was lieutenant to Humphrey duke 
of Glouceſter, conſtable of Dover caſtle, 27 Henry VI. the king 
grants to John, cardinal-prieſt of St. Balbin, and Gervaſe Clifton, 
Eſq; the cuſtody of all the lands late William Horſey's, deceas'd. 
Anno 18 and 29 Henry VI. he was ſheriff of Kent. (a) In the 3oth 
H.VI. the king granted to him and JohnScott, Eſq; the cuſtody of 
two parts of the manors of Skirbecke, Wekes, and Frampton, for 
twelve years; and the ſame year, to him the ſaid Gervaſe Clifton, 
Eſq; the cuſtody of all the temporals of the archbiſhoprick of Can: 
terbury. In the ſame;3oth, I find him to be treaſurer of the 
town of Calais, which office was given him (in recompence of his 
good ſervice) 24 May, 29th of that king, upon the reſignation 
of Sir Richard Vernon, his predeceſſor in that office, he having 
deliver'd up his letters patent to be cancell'd. In the 36th year 
of the fame king, I find a protection granted by him, (ſealed 
with his ſeal of arms, and circumſcrib'd Sigill. Gervaſ. Cliſton, 
nmuilitis, theſaurarii ville de Cales) to Richard Kingeſmelle, of 
Crowley in the county of Suſſex, yeoman, who was to attend 
him for the ſafe keeping, deſence, and victualling of that garri- 
ſon. In the 37th year of that reign, he was again high ſheriff 
of Kent ; and it appears, that he had been treaſurer of the king's 
houſhold ; for there is a warrant in an uncertain year of that 
king, directed to the keeper of the privy-ſeal, commanding him 
to direct his letters to the chamberlains of the exchequer, to pay 
to certain perſons the ſum of 4601. due to them whilſt Sir Ger- 
vaſe Clifton, Knt. ſtood treaſurer of the houſhold. In the 5thof 
Edward IV. he, with Maud his wife, daughter of Sir Richard 
Stanhope, relict of Robert lord Willughby of Ereſby, and alſo of 
Sr Thomas Nevil, and neice and coheir of Ralph lord Cromwell, 
granted to Anthony Widevile lord Scales, divers manors in the 
counties of Lincoln, Nottingham, Derby, and Warwick, which 
were lately the inheritance of Ralph lord Cromwell. And thechro- 
nicles tell us, that Richard duke of Vork, in the 18th of Henry VI. 
mace Sir Gervaſe Cliſton captain of Pontoiſe, near Paris, (having 
been a commander at ſeveral places in France) when the French 
King beſieg'd and took the town by aſſault, but loſt above 3oco 
men before it, And that in the 11th of Edward IV. 1471, the 
Monday after the battle, of Tewkſbury, Sir Gervaſe Clifton (who 
was then taken priſoner) was beheaded in the market-place there, 
together with Edmund duke of Somerſet, and others, 
This moſt active and fignal geatleman is believed by ſome of 
the family, to be their immediate anceſtor. | 
It is plain there was a Sir Gervaſe Clifton of Clifton, temp. 
Henry VI. and that Robert Cliſton was his fon and heir, who 
was

within the pariſh church of St. Mary of Clifton, to the honour of 
God and the bleſſed Virgin, pro uno cuſtode & duobus capellanis, 
to celebrate divine ſervice every day tor the good eſtate of the 
faid king, and Elizabeth his queen, whilſt they lived, and for 
their ſouls after their deceaſe ; and for the good eſtate of the ſaid 
Sir Robert Clifton, and Gervaſe, &c. and for the ſoul of William 
Booth, late archbiſhop of York, and for the ſouls of dame Alice 
Clifton, late wife of the ſaid Robert, and of Seth Worſley, Eſq; 
&c. dated at Nottingham-caſtle, 22 July. This Alice, wife of 
the ſaid Sir Robert, was daughter of John Booth of Barton, in 
com. Lanc. Eſq; and ſiſter of William, the archbiſhop, as appears 
by the following inſcription upon her monument in Clifton church.

Sir Robert Clifton died 9 April 1478, 18 Edward IV. ſeized 
(as appears by the office found after his deceaſe) of the manor of 


Clifton, Wilford, (with the advowſons of thoſe churches) and 
Haddeſoke with the Soke, leaving Gervaſe Clifton his fon and 


heir, above forty years of age; and that he had another ſon Ro- 


bert Clifton, who was archdeacon of the Eaſt-Riding, in com. 
Ebor. Sir Robert, began to found the ſaid college of the holy 
Trinity at Clifton, but died before he had accompliſhed his de- 
lign, yet his ſon Sir Gervaſe, religiouſly performed it. He lies 
buried at Clifton, with this inſcription upon his grave-ſtone : |

Gervaſe Clifton, his ſon and heir, was high ſheriff of Notting- 
ham and Derby, 11 and 17 E. IV. And the ſame king havin 
made him [his truſty and well-beloved *ſquire Gervaſe Clifton, ] 
receiver-general of all his lordſhips in the counties of Notting- 
ham and Derby, by ſeveral letters patent ; and fteward of his 
manors and lordſhips of Gedling, Shelford, and Stoke-Bardoltfe ;

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and ſurveyor of his works and reparations in his caſtle of Not- 
tingham, and of his repairs in his lodges of Beſkwood-park and 
Clipſton; aſſigns certain perſons, in the 20th year of his reign, 
to take up his accounts. 22 Edward IV. that king ordains the 
faid Gervaſe, ſheriff of the counties of Nottingham and Derby, 
and aſſigns him 1001. out of theexchequer, for the better ſuſtain- 
ing of his charge in that office. Anno 1 Richard III. he was 
made one of the knights of the Bath at the coronation. And 
the ſame king, in the ſame year, grants to him and his heirs 
males by letters patent, for his ſingular and faithful ſervice done 
heretofore, not only in favouring his right and title, &c. the 
manor or lordſhip of Ratcliffe upon Sore, with lands in Kin- 
ſton, in the county of Nottingham, and lands in Kegworth in the 
county of Leiceſter, being the forfeitures of Henry Stafford, duke 
of Buckingham; and the manor or lordſhip of Overton Long- 
vile, in the county of Huntingdon, with the advowſon of that 
church, late the inheritance and forfeiture of Sir Richard Tocotes 
of Bromeham, Knt. and the manor or lordſhip of Dalbury, and 
Dalbury-Lees, with the advowſon of that church, and other 
lands in Etwall and Wirkeſworth, in com. Derb. the inheri- 
tance before of Henry, late duke of Exon, to hold of that king by 
knight's ſervice, &c. 

Sir John Beaumont (in his poem of Bofworth-Field) faith, he 
was ſlain there, fighting on Richard's fide, againſt the earl of Rich- 
mond, (after King Henry VII.) and that Biron, (being his friend, 
but of the other party) procured the conqueror to reſtore his 
lands to his ſon. But 'tis plain he was not ſlain there, and pro- 
bably did not ſerve there; or if he did, it was on the other fide, 
repenting that he had adher'd to the uſurper; for not long after 
the beginning of King Henry VIIth's reign, we find him not only 
entruſted, but rewarded by him, being in his third year made 
ſheriff of the counties of Nottingham and Derby; and the ſame 
rear having granted him the cuſtody of the manors of Carleton 
in Lindrike, and Kinſton in Carleton, being then in the king's 
hands, by reaſon of the minority of George, Jord Fitz-Hugh ; 
and that he married firſt, Alice, daughter of Thomas Nevil of 
Rolleſton, Eſq; relict of Richard Thurland ; ſecondly, Agnes, 
daughter of Sir Robert Conſtable of Flamborough in Yorkſhire, 
Ent. relict of Sir Walter Griffith, Knt. and died in the ſixth 
* of the ſame king, in the houſe of the Fryers Predicants in 

ondon, and was buried in Clifton church, as appears from this 
following inſcription upon a flat marble there:

There is a very good tomb of alabaſter for this man's firſt wife, 
with her figure upon it, in Clifton church, and the arms of Clif- 
ton and Nevil of Rolleſton on the ſide, and at the head of it an- 
other, either for this man, or his ſon, without inſcription or 
arms, ſaving that upon his breaſt is a lion rampant (5). 

The inquiſition, after his death, taken at Blithe, the goth of 
October, anno 7 Henry VII. ſays, that he died the 12th day of 
May laſt paſty (which was in the ſixth year of that king) and 
Robert Clifton, clerk, was his ſon and heir, and above thirty 
years old at the death of his father. 

Of this Robert Clifton, I hear no more, but upon tradition, 
that being piouſly devoted, he became a ſecular prieſt, died un- 
married, and gave his temporal eftate to his younger brother Ger- 
vaſe Clifton, afterwards knighted ; for he was made knight of. 
the Bath by King Henry VII. in the tenth year of his reign, at 
the time he created his ſecond ſon, Henry, duke of York. He 
married firſt, Agnes, daughter of Sir Walter Griffith abovemen- 
tioned ; ſecondly, Joan, daughter of John Buſſy, widow of Sit 
Nicholas Byron, Knt. (c) by the laſt he had no iſſue. In the 
fourteenth year of that king, Robert Wield, gave to Sir Gervaſe 
Clifton, Knt. and John de St. Andrew, Eſq; all his lands in Bo- 
vington, juxta Sutton ; and in the 17th of Henry VII. he was 
made ſheriff of the counties of Nottingham and Derby : He died 
June 5, 23 HenryVII. It appears by the inquifition taken after 
his ſon's death, in the gth of King Henry VIII. that Robert 
Clifton, was his ſon and heir ; and that he had a younger ſon, 
Hugh Clifton, and tho' not mentioned in the inqiſition, he had 
another ſon, Gervaſe Clifton, who was of the Cuſtomhouſe at 
the port of London, and was father of Sir Gervaſe Clifton, ſum- 
moned to parliament as a baron of the realm, the 6th of James]. 
by the title of lord Clifton of Leighton-Bromſwold, which title 
is now enjoy'd by the right honourable the earl of Darnley *

His eldeſt ſon, Robert, married firſt, Alice, daughter of Simon 
Digby, Eſq; lieutenant of the tower of London, by whom he had no 
iflue; and by his ſecond wife he added the greateſt luſtre to his fa- 
mily : For he married Agnes, daughter to Henry lord Clifford, 
and ſiſter to Henry, the firſt earl of Cumberland, who, thro? the 
lines of Clifford, Percy, and Mortimer, was lineally deſcended 
from Lionel Plantagenet, duke of Clarence, third ſon of that 
victorious monarch King Edward III. She was married after 
his death, to Robert Meltord—This Robert Clifton, died a young 
man, the 3d of September, the gth of Henry VIII. leaving Ger- 
vaſe Clifton his ſon and heir, not two years old, as appears by 
the inquiſition taken at Nottingham. 

Which Gervaſe Clifton, was of full age, and ſued out his livery 
in the 28th year of Henry VIII. In the 33d year of that reign, 
the king grants to his ſervant, Sir Gervels Clifton, Knut, for the 
fum of 6511. 5s. his manor of Armyn in the county of York, 
late belonging to the diſſolv'd monaſtery of the virgin Mary in 
York, to him, his heirs and affigns for ever. Anno 34, the 
fame king grants him the ward and marriage of Gervaſe Boſwell ; 
and anno 38 Henry VIII. the ward and marriage of Thomas 
Fairfax, Thefe were his rewards for his court ſervice : As to 
his civil employments, he was juſtice of the peace, and Quorum, 
the moſt part of his long life; and I find him ſheriff of Notting- 
ham and Derby in the laſt year of Henry VIII. (a) and again, 
the firſt of the reign of Queen Mary ; and after, of Nottingham' 
alone, in the 13th of Q. Elizabeth. He had likewiſe ſeveral mi- 
litary employments ; for he ſerv'd under King Henry VIII. at the 
ſiege of Bulloigne, and was knighted, ſays Hollinſhed in his chro- 
nicles, at Muſcleburgh, by the duke of Somerſet, in the reign 
of King Edward VI. It is likely he was there, but *tis maniteſt 
he was knighted in the days of King Henry VIII. Anno 2 Eliz. 
A. D. 1560, he ſerv'd at the ſiege of Leith in Scotland, under 
the lord Grey; and upon notice of the peace concluded, Sir Ger- 
vaſe Clifton, was ſent into the trenches, on the weſt fide of Leith, 
to command the ſoldiers to forbear hoſtility ; and the next day 
(the 7th of June) he was ſent into the town, with Sir Francis 
Leke, to cauſe the peace to be proclaimed, where he was feaſted 


by Monſieur Doyſel, the governor. 


He was a perſon of great authority both in peace and war, yet 
notwithſtanding this martial inclination, he was a gentleman of ſo 
courteous and affable a diſpoſition, that he was uſually ſtil'd, and 
is remembred to this day, by the name of Sir Gervaſe, the gentle, 
which character, they ſay, Queen Elizabeth gave him, if this 
diſtich was hers, (which tradition affirms) of four of her Notting- 
hamſhire knights.

He was twice married, firſt to Mary, daughter to Sir John 
Nevile of Cheet, in com. Ebor. Knt. by whom he had five chil- 
dren, viz. Elizabeth, the firſt wife of Sir Peter Frechevile ofStave- 
ley, in Derbyſhire, Knt. Frances, Robert, Gervaſe, and An- 
thony, which four laſt died young unmarried : Their names and 
ſtatures are all on the right ſide of his tomb, in Clifton church. 
The ſecond wife of Sir Gervaſe, was Winifred, daughter and heir 
to William Thwaites of Owlton, in the county of Suffolk, Efq; 
relict of Sir George Pierpoint of Holme, Knt. by whom he had 
George his ſon and heir (a), who married Winitred, daughter of 
Sir Anthony Thorold of Marſton in Lincolnſhire, Knt. (by Anne 
his wife, daughter and coheir of Sir John Conſtable of Kinalton, 
Knt.) and died in the life-time of his father, Auguſt 1, 1587, 
leaving his wife with child of Sir Gervaſe Clifton, Bart. being at 
the time of his death but 20 years and 7 months old, as appears 
by the following inſcription upon his monument, in the north 
ile of Clifton church: 


Here lieth George Clyfton, Eſq; who was Son and Heir 
apparent of Sir Gervis Clifton of Clifton, Knight, and 
Dame Winitride his Wife, who married W nitride, the 
Daughter of Sir Anthony Thorold, and Dame Anne his 
Wife, one of the Daughters and Heirs of Sir John Con- 
ſtable of Kynalton, Knight; which George, had Iſſue by 
his ſaid wife, Gervais Clifton, and died at Clifton the 
firſt (or fifth) of Aug. 1587, and was of the age of 20 
Years and 7 Months. 

This Stone covereth the Body of Dame Anne Tho- 
rold, Daughter of Sir John Conſtable of Kinalton, 
Knight, and Heir to her Mother, who was Daughter 
and Coheir to — Sothell, Eſquire, and Widow of 
Sir Anthony Thorold of Marſton, in the County of Lin- 
coln, Knight, the moſt loving and careful Grandmo- 
ther of Sir Gervas Clifton, Knight and Baronet, who 
laid the ſame for her Piety and exemplary Vertues, wor- 
thy to be had in perpetual Remembrance, died here, 
Aug. 1611.

Sir Gervaſe Clifton, his father, died in the ſame year 1587, 
on the 20th of January, and lies buried under a ſtately monu-

The ſaid Sir Gervaſe, at the time of his death, left his grand- 
ſon and heir, but four months and eleven days old, as we may ſee 
by the office found for him. Which Sir Gervats Clifton, the 
| was made knight of the Bath, at the coronation of 

ing James I. and afterwards advanced to the dignity of a baronet. 
He was a gentleman every way worthy of his ancient extraction 
and deſerving anceſtors, having lived with as much luſtre and love 
in his country, as any in his time. He was certainly more gentle 
than his grandfather, being generally the moſt noted perſon of 
his time for courteſy; he was very proſperous, and beloved of 
all. He generouſly, hoſpitably, and charitably entertained all, 
from the king to the pooreſt beggar ; his port and hoſpitality ex- 
ceeded many of the nobility ; he was almoſt fourſcore years lord 


of Clifton, and a moſt extraordinary kind landlord and good 


maſter (a): Of a diſpoſition moſt noble; of good erudition; and 
throughout the long and unnatural rebellion, temp. Car. I. of a 
moſt unſhaken and unſully'd loyalty to his lawful ſovereign ; and 
paid 76251. for compoſition of his eſtate to the ſequeſtrators, (5). 
He ſerv'd in eight parliaments, (c) he was Knight of the ſhire, 
temp. Jac. I. and Car. II. and ſerv'd for Retford, temp. Car. I. 
and was commiſſioner at Oxford and Newark, for King Charles I. 
and for one thing he was more remarkable, (having in that gone 
beyond any of our nation, as yet heard of ;) he had fix wives, and 
married a ſeventh when he was near ſeventy years old. His firſt 
lady was Penelope, daughter to Robert Rich, earl of Warwick, ſhe 
died 26 October 1613, aged twenty-three: He had by her Sir Ger- 
vaſe, his eldeſt fon and ſucceſſor. By his ſecond lady Frances, 
daughter of Francis Clifford, carl of Cumberland, he had iſſue Sir 
Cliftord Clifton, and four daughters; Margaret, married firſt to 
Sir John South of Kelſtern, in Lincolnſhire, Knt. ſecondly to Wil- 
liam Whichcote of Dunſton in Lincolnſhire, Eſq; thirdly, to Ro- 
bert, lord Hunſdon. Frances, was wife, firſt, of Richard Tempeſt 


of Bracewell in Yorkſhire, Eſq; and ſecondly to Anthony Eyre of 
Rampton,

She ſurvived her huſband, but died the ſame year, and was bu- 
Tied in St. Giles's church, London, (1666,)as was his third lady. 
Dr. Thoroton, in his antiquities of Nottinghamſhire (a), ſays, 
© This Sir Gervaſe was of a ſound body, and a chearful and fa- 
cetious ſpirit, yet in his latter time timorous, ſo that his lai 
part was miracle enough to convert an atheiſt, to ſee his chri- 
ſtianity ſo far prevail over his nature, that without the leaſt 
ſhadow of fear, unwearied with grief or ſickneſs, he left the 
choiceſt things of this world with as great pleaſure as others en- 
Joy them. He received from me the certain notice of his near 
approaching death, as he was wont to do an invitation of good 
friends to his own bowling-green (one of the moſt pleaſant 
imaginable) and thereupon immediately called for his old chap- 
lain Mr. Robert Thirleby, to do the office of his confeſſor, as 
if it had been to attend him to that recreation he often uſed and 
lov'd, and when he had done with him, for his children, whom 
patriarch like he particularly bleſſed and admoniſhed, with the 
ſmartneſs and ingenuity of an excellent and well ſtudied orator, 
'The day following he received viſits from divers friends, fitting 
in the old dining-room near his bedchamber, who were not ſo 
ſenſible of his danger, becauſe he entertain'd them after his 
uſual manner; yet that night (as I cafily ſoretold him) his 
ſleepineſs began, which could never be taken away, by reaſon 
that both his ureters were ſo petrified (as things are by the 
dropping-well near K nareſburgh in Yorkſhire) that no urine 
could deſcend into his bladder, as at the opening of his body 
did manifeſtly appear, as alſo that one of his kidneys had of long 
time before been totally ſtopped with a wonderful great ftone, as 
is reported of the pious and learned Dr, Hammond, whoſe hair 
was alſo red, like that of this worthy Sir Gervaſe, who died 
June 28, 1666, and was buried the ſecond of Auguſt following 
with great ſolemnity; Mr. Dugdale Norroy, Mr. Aſhmole 
Windſor, and Mr, Ryley Lancaſter, Heralds ; the choir ot 
Southwell, and many mourners attending his funeral.”

Sir William Clifton, Bart. only ſurviving ſon of Sir Clifford 
Clifton, Knt. and Frances his wife, daughter of Sir Heneage 
Finch, Knt. recorder of London ; which Sir Clifford, was the 
only ſon of Sir Gervaſe, by his ſecond marriage; this Sir William, 
died unmarried ; leaving two ſiſters, his coheirs ; Catherine, 
married to Sir John Parſons, Bart. (mother of the preſent Sir 
William,) and Arabella, married to Sir Francis Wheeler, Knt, 
one of the admirals under King William, who was unfortunately 
caſt away near Cadiz. He was ſucceeded in title and eſtate by 
his couſin, Sir Gervaſe Clifton, Bart. eldeſt ſon of Robert Clif- 
ton, Eſq; another ſon of Sir Gervaſe, by his ſixth wife; 

Which Sir Gervaſe, married Anne, daughter of Dudley Bag- 


nall, of Newry in Ireland, Eſq; [which family is now the only re- 


maining branch of thoſe two tamous brothers, Sir Samuel, and Sir 
Henry Bagnall, who were ſent into Ireland by Queen Elizabeth, 
the firſt with the title of Marſhal of that kingdom, and the 
latter diſtinguiſhed himſelf very eminently at the taking of Cadiz, 
where he received eight wounds, and covered with blood, was 
then knighted] by whom he had fifteen ſons, and one daughter;

S it was the cuſtam in ancient times, for perſons to aſſume 
A ſurnames from their poſſeſſions, offices, &c. ſo did they 
kewiſe frequently vary the ſame in after-ages. Hence it is we 
often meet with ſeveral families of different appellation, deſcended 
from one common anceſtor, as will, among others, evidently 
appear in the folowing account. 

Walter Fitzother, at the time of the | ſurvey by Wil- 
liam, the conqueror, was caſtellan of Windſor, warden of the fo- 
reſts in Berkſhire, and poſſeſſed ſeveral lordſhips in the counties of 
Middlefex, Hants, and Bucks; (a) that Dominus Otherus, is 
laid to have held in the time of Edward, the confeflor. 

William, the eldeſt fon of that Walter, took the ſurname of 
Windſar, from his father's office, and was anceſtor to the lords 
Windfar (5), whoſe heir is the preſent earl of Plymouth; and 


from Gerald, brother to that William, the Gerards, and many 


other families, ace lineally deſcended. 

The ſaid Gerald, is ſometimes ſurnamed de Windſor, and alſo 
Fitz-Walter, (i. e.) ſon of Walter; the lattet, Camden, ſtiles him, 
mentioning, that King Henry I. gave him Molesford, in com. 
Berks (r); and that the Carews, as well of England, as Ireland, 
deſcended from him. He was caſtellun of Pembroke, which 
caſtle he fortified and defended with great courage againſt the 
Welſh ; and having flain Owen, fon of Cadugan ap Blethyn, 
chief lord of Cardiganſhire, was made preſident of the county of 
Pembroke. He had by Neſta, his wife, daughter of Rees, ſan of 
Theodore the Great, prince of South- Wales, three ſons; William,

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Maurice, and David; the latter was biſhop of St. Davids, A. D. 
1148, and died 1176; of whom Giraldus Cambrenſis, hath written. 

Maurice Fitz-Gerald, the ſecond ſon, was one of the adven- 
turers with Richard Strongbow, earl-of Pembroke, in the con- 
queſt of Ireland, 1170; as he had been with Robert Fitz-Stephen, 
when he landed two years before and took Weiſhford; and here 
was the firſt colony of the Engliſh, ſettled in Ireland (a); and 
by their valour open'd a way for ſubjecting that dominion to the 
crown of England : the ſaid Maurice, ſettling there, became the 
anceſtor to ſeveral great and noble families which flouriſhed in 
that kingdom, particularly to the earls of Kildare, premier earls 
of that realm. 

William Fitz-Gerald, eldeſt fon of Gerald, was poſſeſſed of 
the caſtle of Kerriu, or Carrio, in Carmarthenſhire, the inheri- 
tance of his mother; and 12 Henry II. held in England, in com. 
Bucks, two knights fees (6), as alſo the manor of Sperſholt, in 
com. Berks. He, and Odo, his ſon, gave the village of Redbard, 
diſtant a mile from Carcw-caſtle, to the knights-templers (c), 
and died 1173 ; he left iflue, 1. Odo, who had the faid caſtle 
of Karriu, Carrio, or Carew, as now written, from whom the 
numerous family of the Carews, deſcend, as we ſhall farther ſhew 
in this work. 2. Raymond Craſſus, a principal ſharer in the 
conqueſt of Ireland, who had a natural ſon named Maurice, from 
whom the lords Fitz-Maurice, of Kerry, in Ireland, derive them- 
ſelves. The other ſons of William, were, Silveſter, Henry, and 
William; the latter is the direct anceſtor to this family of Gerard, 
that we are to treat of (d). He was juſtice in Eyre, in com. Ceſtr. 
and was father of that William, who married Emme, eldeſt daugh- 
ter and cohcir to Sir Richard Kingſley, de Kingſley, in com.

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William, the elder brother, was aged thirty years (a) at his fa- 
ther's death ; and by marriage with the daughter and heir of Peter 
de Bryn, or Brynhill, in com. Lanc. became poſſeſſed of that 
eſtate, which he left to his ſon, Sir Peter Gerard, de Bryn, who died 
4 Ric. II. leaving Thomas, his eldeſt ſon, heir to the eſtate at Bryn, 
of whom hereafter, To Peter, his ſecond ſon, he left Kingſley ; 
and John, his third ſon, marrying Helen, only daughter and heir to 
Richard de Ince, (the intended wife of 'Thomas, his elder brother, 
then engaged in the wars againſt the Scots, ) became poſſeſſed of that 
eſtate; and from them the noble family of the Gerards, barons of 
Gerards-Bromley, the late earls of Macclesfield, the Gerards, of 


Flamberds, Barts. and other branches, were deſcended : tho? the 


title of baronet, granted to Sir Gilbert Gerard, of Flamberds, in 
Harrow on the Hill in Middleſex, April 13, 1620, is extinct. 
Yet the chief part of that eſtate went to Mrs. Stapleton, now of 
Flamberds, (daughter and heir to Sir Charles Gerard, of Flamberds, 
Bart, who died 1701, by the lady Honora, daughter to Charles,

Frances ; but by the firſt, one ſon, Lancelot-Charles Lake, of 
Harrow, Eſq; who married Letitia, one of the daughters of the 
late John Gumley, Eſq; commiſſary-general, ſiſter to Mrs, 
Pulteney, wife of William Pulteney, Eſq, Sir Francis Gerard, 
Bart. (younger brother, and ſucceſſor of Sir Charles Gerard, of 
Flamberds, Bart.) died Auguſt, 1704, without iflue male, but left 
two daughters; one married to Lethuellier, Eſq; and Iſa- 
bella, firſt married in 1725, to Sir John Fryer, Bart. lord mayor 
of London, 1720, and who is now the lady of the right honoura- 
ble the lord viſcount Palmerſton, 
And from a younger ſon of the Gerards, of Ince, was Sir Wil- 
liam Gerard, Knt. deſcended ; who was recorder of Cheſter, 
maſter of the requeſts, and lord-chancellor of Ireland, &c. temp.

enter'd Northumberland, whilſt King Henry VIII. was buſy in 
his wars in France.

lords(a), to make ſuit to her majeſty, touching her. marriage and 
declaration of a ſucceſſor. He married Jane, daughter of Sir Peter 
Legh, of Lyme, and was high ſheriff A. D. 1548. They left iſſue

laid dir John Port, who was founder of the hoſpital of Etwall, and 
the free-ſchool of Reptoa in the faid county; of which faid hoſ- 


pital and ſchool, worth above 5001. per ann. the ſaid three fami- 


lies are governours, by the laſt will and teftament of the ſaid Sir 
John Port, and by letters patent granted by King James I. The 
ſaid Sir Thomas Gerard, was ſent to the Tower twice, being ac- 
cuſed of a deſign to deliver the Queen of Scots out of her confine- 
ment ; and was forced, to procure his own liberty, to give the 
noble eſtate of the Bromleys, deſcended to him by his great grand- 


mother, to his kinſman, then attorney-general, Sir Gilbert Ge-

Lancaſhire. The ſaid Sir Thomas Gerard, left iſſue three daugh- 
ters; Mary, wife to John Jenniſon, of Walworth, in Durham, 
Eſq; Dorothy, married to Edmond Peckham, Eſq; fon of Sir 
George, and Martha, married to Michael Jenniſon, Eſq; brother 
to John; alſo two ſons, Sir Thomas Gerard, K nt. and John Gerard, 
who was ſeveral times tortured in the Tower ; out of which he 
made his eſcape, and was chiefly inſtrumental in building the col- 
lege at Liege, where he died in opinion of great ſanctity. 

Sir Thomas Gerard, Knt. the eldeſt fon, was created a baronet 
at the firſt inſtitution of that honour, anno 1611, 9 Jac. I. The 
10001. which he was to have given for it, was returned, in con- 
ſideration of his father's great ſufferings upon the Queen of Scots 
account, mother to the ſaid king; a grant for perpetuating the 
ſheriffdom of Lancaſhire in his family, and ſome other beneficial 
grants were promiſed him, but not perſorm'd ; being alledg'd to 
be againſt the liberty of the ſubject. 

Sir Thomas Gerard, married three wives; 1. Cecily, daughter 
of Sir Walter Maney of Staplehurſt, in Kent, Knt. 2. Mary, 
daughter of James Hawes of London, and widow of Sir Robert 
Lee, of London, Knt. and 3. Mary, daughter of William Dor- 
mer, Eſq; and Widow of Browne, Eſq; By the two lat 
he had no iſſue; but by the firſt, he had Sir Thomas, his ſucceſſor, 
and a daughter, Frances, married to Ralph Standiſh of Standiſh, 
in Lancaſhire, Eſq; but died without iſſue. 

Sir Thomas, ſucceſſor to the title and eſtate, married in hi: 
father's life-time, Frances, daughter of Sir Richard Molineux i 
Sefton, in Lancaſhire, Bart. and had ifſue ſix ſons; 1. Sir William, 


of whom hereafter. 2. Richard, 3. Gilbert. 4. Peter. 5. 


Thomas, and 6. John: Ihe four laſt died unmarried. Alſo a 
daughter Frances, who took a religious habit at Graveline in 
Flanders. 

Richard Gerard, the ſecond ſon of Sir Thomas, born in Octo- 
ber 1613, at the age of twenty-one, was one of thoſe that went 
firſt into Maryland with Mr. Calvert, the lord Baltimore's uncle, 
lord proprietor thereof, where he continued till the latter end of 
the year 1635, and then returned for England, where he then 
continued till the year 1638; at which time he rais'd a company 
of foot, with which he went into the ſervice of the king of Spain 
in the Low-Countries, and continued in that ſervice till the 
breaking out of the civil wars in England; when the then Queen oi 
England, coming over into Holland, to her ſon-in-law the prince 
of Orange, to obtain ſome ſuccours from him, he then quitted 


theSpaniſh ſervice, and came to the queen at the Hague, _ 
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her majeſty was pleaſed to order him to raiſe a regiment of foot- 
guards, whereof he was to be lieutenant-colonel ; and coming 
over into England with her ſaid majeſty, landing at Burlington- 
Bay, he immediately repaired to the then earl of Newcaſtle, 
from whom he received his commiſſion as licutenant-colonel of 
the ſaid regiment, dated the 16th of March 1642 ; and then 
marching with her majeſty to Oxford, in his way was ordered to 
attack the town of Burton upon Trent, then garriſon'd by the 
parliament ; and being joined by a party of horſe, under the 
command of Sir Thomas Tyldeſiy, the town was attack'd by the 
horſe over the bridge, and by the foot thro” the river, in which 
he received a ſhot thro? his thigh, notwithſtanding the town was 
carry'd: After which, he continued his march to Oxford, where 
a long time he lay ill of his ſaid wound, ſo that he was not able 
to take the field again till the ſecond Newbery-battle, where he 
then commanded the reſerve, conſiſting of the regiment of guards 
and Hawkins's, and upon the ſurrender of Oxford, he had the 
benefit of thoſe articles. Waiting upon his majeſty when he was 
priſoner at Hurſt-caſtle, he was the laſt perſon ſent by his majelty 
to his queen, then in France. Upon the happy reſtoration of 
King Charles II. in May 1660, the firſt of January after, he 
was {worn cup- bearer in ordinary, and waiter to the then queen- 
mother, in which office he continued till her majeſty's death. 
He departed this life the 5th of September, 1686, at Ince, which 
eſtate he had purchaſed, and lies buried in the pariſh-church of 
Wigan, in the chancel belonging to the family, He married 
two wives; 1. Frances, daughter of Sir Ralph Hanſly of Tick- 
hill-caftle, in the county of York, Knt. by whom he had a fon 
who died in his infancy. 2. Judith, daughter to Sir Nicholas 
Steward of Pateſhall, in the county of Northampton, Kant. by 
whom he had ſix ſons ; Thomas, and Richard, hereafter men- 
tioned ; William, Nicholas, John, and Charles, which four 
laſt all died unmarried before him; and three daughters, Frances 
died abbeſs of Ghaunt in Flanders; Anne, a nun at Liege, and 
Julima, died in her infancy. 

1. Thomas Gerard of Ince, and Aſpul, his eldeſt ſon, left five 
daughters, all which are dead, except two, who are now nuns in 
Brabant, and four ſons ; (1. Richard, the eldeſt, is now living at 
Wigan, in Lancaſhire, but has no ifſue : 2. William, deceafed with- 
out iſſue: 3. Thomas, and 4. Carryl, who embraced religious 
lives, and are now living abroad.) 2. Richard Gerard, who left 
iſſue one ſon, Richard, who is father of three children, William, 
Mary, and Elizabeth. 

Sir William Gerard, Bart. who ſucceeded his father in title and 
eſtate, married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Cuthbert Clifton of 
Lytham, Knt, and juſt before the unfortunate breaking out 5 

de 
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the civil wars, he fold Etwall in Derbyſhire, the only remain- 
ing part of his great grand-mother Elizabeth Port's large and fair 
eſtate, for an intended purchaſe of the whole manor of Newton, 
in Lancaſhire ; but the ſum deſigned for that end, being 10000], 
was ſpent in the king's ſervice ; the greateſt part of which was 
given to the marqueſs of Worceſter, and the earl of Derby, for 
that uſe ; the ſaid Sir William Gerard, was governor of Denbigh 
caſtle, one of the laſt in the kingdom which held out for the 
king; his eſtate was ſequeſter'd, which he was forced to purchaſe 
from the parliament. 

Sir William, had iſſue four ſons, Sir William, his ſucceſſor, 
Thomas, who was firſt a captain, and afterwards took to a reli. 
gious life; Cuthbert, and John Gerard, who married the heire\ 
of Ince, (the three laſt died without iſſue,) and one daughter, Fran- 
ces, wife to Francis Howard of Corby, in Cumberland, Eſq; 

Sir William Gerard, Bart. the eldeſt fon, married firſt, Anne, 
daughter of Sir John Preſton, Bart. by Jane his wife, daughter 
and coheir of Thomas Morgan, of Weſton, inWarwickſhir-, q 
and eldeſt ſiſter of Sir Thomas Preſton of the manor in Furneſs, in 
Lancaſhire, Bart. (whoſe eldeſt daughter and coheir Mary, married 
William, marquis of Powis; and Anne, the ſecond daughter, was 
wife to Hugh, lord Clifford) and by her had iſſue Sir William 
Gerard, Thomas, John, and Francis, which three laſt died with- 


out iſſue; and fix daughters, Mary, Elizabeth, Anne, (who 


married Charles Waterton of Walton, in the county of York, 
Eſq;) Bridget, Frances, and Winifred, who all died unmarried 
except Anne. The ſecond wife to Sir William Gerard, was 
Mary, ſiſter of dir Edward Moſtyn, of Talacre, in Flintſhire, Bart. 
and widow of James Pool, of Poole, in Cheſhire, Eſq; by her he 
had no iſſue. 

Sir William Gerard, Bart. his eldeſt ſon and ſucceſſor, married 
Mary, ſecond daughter of John Cansfield, of Cansfield, Eſq; and 
Elizabeth his wife; ſhe (by the death of herelder ſiſter Anne, wi- 
dow and relict of Richard Sherburn, ofStonyhurſt, Eſq; ) became ſole 
hcireſs to her father's eſtate, as alſo to her mother's, who was 
daughter to James Anderton, of Birchley, Eſq; Her grandfather, 
Sir John Cansfield, behaved himſelf with great courage and bra- 
very inthe late civil wars ; and King Charles I. owns the preſer- 
vation of his own life, and that of his ton the prince of Wales, at 
the ſecond Newberry battle, in a great meaſure due to his valour, 
as appears from a teſtimonial in Latin, under the hand of that 
ptous king, now in the cuſtody of Sir William Gerard. vir 
William, had iſſue, firſt, three daughters, Anne, now living, 2 
nun at Graveline; Mary, and Elizabeth, who both died unmarried: 
and afterwards, three ſons, Sir William, his ſucceſſor; John, now 
ing abroad, unmsrtied; and Thomas, who died an infant.

HIS family is undoubtedly of great antiquity, and came 
out of France, with William the conqueror (a). 

Sir Richard Shelley, Knt. was Knight of the ſhire for Hunt- 
ington, and allowed thirty-ſeven marks for his attendance in par- 
lament. temp. Wil. Ruf. (54) ſeveral of his deſcendants had ſum- 
mons to parliament among the barons (c). Sir Thomas Shelley, 
Knt. was ſent ambaſſador into Spain (d), anno 1205; and Sir 
William Shelley, was ſent ambaſſador to the Emyeror of Germaay, 
temp. Hen VII. and in great eit:em with Philip II. King of 
Spain, who employed him in ſeveral embaſſies to the See of Rome, 
and Germany. (e) 

Of this family, tho' a younger branch (/, was judge Shelley, 
who was ſent by King Henry VIII. to cardinal Woolley, to de- 
mand the ſurrender of Y ork-Place, near Weitminiter,(nowV hite- 
ball) belonging to the archbithoprick of York, into the king's 
hands; telling the cardinal, © That his highneſs had ſent for all 
the judges, and all his learned council, to know their opinions 
* thereupon ; whoſe opinions were, that your grace muſt make

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the right thereof to belong to the king and his ſucceſſors, 
wherefore the king hath appointed and ſent me hither to take 
of you the ſame recognizance, having in your grace ſuch af- 
fiance, as that ye will not refuſe ſo to do; and ] deſire to know 
your grace's pleaſure therein, Maſter Shelley, (quoth my lord) 
I know that the king of his own nature is of a royal ſtomach, 
not willing more than juſtice ſhall lead him unto by the law; 
and therefore I counſel you, and all other judges, and learned 
men of his council, to put no more into his head than law that 
may ſtand with conſcience ; for when ye tell him this is the 
law, ye ſhould tell him alſo, that altho* this be the law, yet 
this is conſcience, for law without conſcience is not meet to be 
given to a king by his council : For every counſellor to a king, 
ought to have a reſpect to conſcience, before the rigour of the 
law. The king ought, for his royal dignity and prerogative, 
to mitigate the rigour of the law, where conſcience hath no 
more force, Therefore I ſay to you, that in this caſe, altho' 
you, and other of your profeſſion, perceive by the orders of the 
law, that the king may lawfully do that thing which ye require 
of me: How ſay you, Maſter Shelley, may I do it with con- 
ſcience, to give that away which is none of mine, from me and 
my ſucceſſors? If this be the law and conſcience, I pray you, 
ſhew me your opinion. Forſooth, my lord, (quoth he) there is a 
great conſcience: But having regard to the king's higher power, 


and to a better purpoſe, it may the better ſtand with conſcience, ' 


who is ſufficient to recompence the church of York with double 
the value. That I know well, but here is no ſuch condition,

other's right. For if every biſhop, that may, ſhould do fo, 
then might every prelate give away the patrimony of their 
dignities, which ſhould be but ſmally to the king's honour, 
Well, I will not ſtand with you long in this matter, let me 
ſee your commiſſion. To whom M. Shelley ſhewed the ſame, 
and that ſeen, Maſter Shelley, quoth he, ye ſhall ſhew the 
king's highneſs, that I am his moſt faithful ſubject, obediencer, 
and beadman, whoſe royal commandment and requeſt I will 
in no wiſe diſobey, but fulfil his pleaſure in all ſuch things, 
wherein the fathers of the law ſay, that I may lawfully do, 
therefore I charge your conſcience to diſcharge me; howbeit, 
ſhew his highneſs from me, that I moſt humbly defire his ma- 
jefty to call to his moſt gracious remembrance, that there 1s 
both a heaven and hell: And therewithall, the clerk wrote the 
recognizance, and after ſome ſecret talk, they departed.” (a) 

Of this family alſo, was Sir Thomas Shelley, one of the firſt

and ſtiled himſelf Turcopolier, for the Engliſh nation (4) ; and 
had his ſeat in the houſe of peers : He was living 1501, and was 
ſent ambaſſador by the king of Spain, to Venice, and Perſia (e). 

This family removed from Huntingtonſhire, near 500 years 
ago, and have ever ſince continued at Beckley, and Michelgrove, 
in Suffex (J).

R. CAMDEN in his Britannia (c), fays, © Barrington- 

Hall (heretofore) the ſeat of that eminent family of the 
* Barringtons, who, in the time of King Stephen, were greatly 
* enriched with the eſtate of the lords Montlitcher and in the 
* memory of our (d) fathers a match with the daughter and co- 
* heir of Henry Pole, lord Montacute, ſon and heir to Margaret, 
* counteſs of Saliſbury, rendered them more illuſtrious, by an 
alliance with the royal blood.” 

The firſt we find mentioned in the pedigree, in Chauncy's 
Hertfordſhire, is, Sir Odynell Barrington, or Barentone, as the 
dame was angiently written, deſcended from Barrington, that 
ed Queen Emme, wife of King Etheldred, father of Edward 
ne confeſſor, he was baron of Wegon (e), and incurr'd the com- 
non fate of his country, becoming ſubject to the Normans ;

Humphrey, his ſon and heir, had a grant from Albery deVere,

To the marqueſs of Newcaſtle, at York, he ſent, 
firſt, fix hundred ſoldiers, then eighteen hundred, and afterwards, 
toprince Rupert, a thouſand more, whom he raiſed and liſted in 
the counties of Cumberland and Weſtmoreland. After the battle 
it Marſton-Moor, he, with Sir Thomas Glenham, retired to Car- 
ile; upon the ſurrender of which garriſon, (the laſt that yielded 
to the rebels) he attended the king at Cardiff, in Wales. At 
the deſire of ſome loyal gentlemen, a new regiment of foot being 
niſed in Cumberland, he was appointed colonel of it by the king;

Philip, eldeſt ſon of Sir Chriſtopher, was a gentleman of great 
hopes, and had all the advantages of education, both at home and 
blond. He married 12 November, 1685, Mary, eldeſt daugh- 
ter to George Legg, lord Dartmouth, then maſter-general of 
the oxlnance. He was clerk of the council in the reign of King 
James II. and clerk of the deliveries in the ordnance; and dying 
2 July, 1689, much lamentcd by all that knew him; was burie 
in the chapel of Trinity Minories, (where his father-in-law, the 
bord Dartmouth, was afterwards buried, 1691.) having a hand- 
ſome monument erected to his memory, at Edenhall, with the 
following inſcription (c): 

To the Memory of Philip Muſgrave, Eſq; 
Eldeſt Son of Sir Chriſtopher Muſgrave, of Edenhall, 
in the County of Cumberland, Knt. and Bart. by 
Mary, his firſt Wife, Daughter of Sir Andrew Cogan, 
of Greenwich, in the County of Kent, Bart. who hav- 
ing had all the advantages of Education at home, and 
Travail abroad, was qualified at the Ape of 25 Years, 
to ſerve his Majeſty King Charles II. as Clerk. of the 
Council, and one of the principal Officers of the Ord- 
nance, and his Country alio in Parliament. He was born 
in London, March (4) 21, 1660. He married Mary, 
eldeſt Daughter of George, Lord Dartmouth, Maſter- 
General of the Ordnance : And died July 2, 1689, 
being buried near his Father-in-law, in the Chapel of 
Trinity Minories, near the Tower of London—He leſt 
two Children, Barbara, and Chriſtopher, who are 
now part of the ſurviving Hopes of that ancient Family, 
whereof he was ſo great an Ornament; having in every 
condition of his Life, approved himſelf a good Chri- 
ſtian, a loyal Subject, a dutiful Son, an obliging Huſ- 
band, a tender Father, and a faithful Friend. 

He left a ſon and a daughter; Chriſtopher, (afterwards Sir 
Ciriftopher) and Barbara, married to Thomas Howard, of Corby- 
aſtle, in Cumberland, Eſq;

Wife, Mary Cogan, Daughter and Heireſs of Sir Andrew 
Cogan, Bart. He died a Batchelor, inthe 55th Year, 
the 10th of Sept. 1718, and was buried in Weſtminſter- 
Abby. He was one of the principal Officers of the Of- 
fice of Ordnance 25 Years, and in the Reign of our late 
moſt gracious Sovereign QueenAnne, he was ſworn Clerk 
in ordinary of the Privy-Council, which Employment, 
though he waited many Years for, as Clerk in extra- 
ordinary, he executed but few before he obtained her 
Majeſty's Leave to reſign it to his Nephew, Sir Chriſto- 
pher Muſgrave ; and in the whole courſe of his Life, he 
was not leſs mindful of any of his Relations, when it was 
in his power to ſerve them.

| HIS is a family of great note and antiquity ; for among 
thoſe that entered England with William the conqueror, 
or ſoon after, were thoſe named Seymour ; they were anciently 
written Saint Maure (a), named from ſome village in Normandy, 
and in old Latin records, D. S. Mauro. 
The earlieſt and moſt certain information concerning this fa- | 
mily, and the place of their reſidence, is given us by Camden, in 
his Britannia (%, (in Monmouthſhire) in theſe words: Not 
far from Caldecot, are Wondy and Penhow, the ſeats formerly 
of the illuſtrious family of St. Maur, now corruptly call'd Sey- | 
mour. For we find that about the year 1240 (in order to wref 
Wondy out of the hands of the Welſh) G. Marſhal, carl of 
Pembroke, was obliged to aſſiſt William of St. Maur; from whom 
was deſcended, Roger of St, Maur, Knt. who married one of 
the heireſſes of the illuſtrious John Beauchamp, the noble baron 
© of Hache, &c." | | 
Vincent, in his MS. baronage in the college of arms, has 
tranſcribed the Latin record, viz.

The church of 
Penhow was dedicated to St. Maur, their park there was called 
by their own name; and here likewiſe they had their caſtle, 
which continued in the family to _— VIIIch's time (a); for 
in a letter of the earl of Hertford, to Sir J. Thynne, he deſires 
him to inform him, to whom his grandtather had fold Sey mour- 
caſtle, in Wales. 

Sir Roger de St. Mauro, was the ſon and heir of Sir William. 
He was lord of the manor of Woundy, as appears by an aſſize, 
anno 53 Henry III. wherein it was found, that Roger de St. 
Maur, ought to have Houſebote and Heybote at his houſe at 
Woundy, by the moiety of Magor- park, and upon his fee of 
Woundy, by the feoffment of Barth. de Moor. And in a grant 
of his of a meſſuage to Thomas Eliot, of the chapel at Woundy, 
his ſeal appendant was a pair of wings, circumſcrib'd S:gi/l. Rogers 
de Seimor. This Sir Roger, died before the 28th of King Ed- 
ward J. 

Roger de St, Mauro, the ſecond of that chriſtian name, was 
the ſon and heir of Sir Roger. He was lord of Penhow, and 
Woundy, and was living in the 8th of King Edward II. as ap- 
pears from an inquiſition of Gilbert de Clare, earl of Glouceſter, 
where it is mentioned, that Roger'de Seymour, William de Ga- 
mage, and their Tenants in Woundy, are anſwerable in pleas of 
the crown, in the court of Caerleon. This Roger, married the 
daughter and heir of Damarel, of Devonſhire, whoſe arms 
were Gules, three Creſcents, Or. 

The fon of this Roger de S. Mauro, was called alſo Roger, and 
was of Even-Swindon, in com. Wilton. who, by his marriage 
with Cecilia, one of the daughters and heirs of John de Beau- 
champ, baron of Hache, &c. in com. Som. conſiderably added to 
the fortunes, as well as the dignity of his family, and was the 
cauſe of their removal into Somerſetſhire, to their very great ad- 
vantage, On this occaſion I chuſe to repreſent, in the learned 
Camden's own words, the great acceſſion that accrued to the ho- 
nour of this family, by this noble alliance. 

* From this William deSt. Maur, who firſt ſettled at Woundy, 
* deſcended Roger de St. Maur, Knt. who married one of the 
* heireſſes of the illuſtrious John Beauchamp, the noble baron of 
Hache, who was deſcended from Sibyl, one of the coheireſſes of 
that moſt puiſſant William Marſhal, earl of Pembroke, and 
* from William Ferrars, earl of Derby, Hugh de Vivon, and 
William Malet, men of eminent worth in their times. The 
* nobility of all which, as alſo of feveral others, have (as may be 
* made evident) concentred in the right honourable Edward de 
* t, Maur, or Seymour, (now) earl of Hertford, a ſingular en-

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« courager of virtue and learning, for which qualification he is 
© deſervedly famous.” 

Of which family of Beauchamp, he alſo gives the following 
account, in the county of Somerſet, 

© The Beauchamps, otherwiſe called de Bellocampa, have 
© flouriſhed in great honour from the time of Henry II. eſpecially 
© ſince Cecilia de Fortibus, deſcended from the earls de Ferra- 
© riis, and from that famous marſhal of England, William, earl 
of Pembroke, was married into this family. But in the reign 
of Edward III. the eſtate was divided by filters, between Roger 
de 8. Mauro, or Seymour, and John Meriel, both of them 
< ſprung from ancient and honourable anceſtors. This was the 
© cauſe why Henry VIII. after he had married Jane Seymour, 
Edward VIth's mother, made Edward Seymour, her brother, 
< viſcount Beauchamp, whom King Edward VI. afterwards ad- 
© vanced to the honour of duke of Somerſet.” 

The faid Cicely had aſſigned for her ſhare, on the partition of 
the inheritance of the Beauchamps, the manors of Hache, Shep- 
ton-Beauchamp, Murifield, and the third part of the manor of 
Shepton-Malet, in com. Somerſ. alſo certain lands in Sturminſter- 
Marſhal, in com. Dorſ. the manors of Boultbury, and Haberton, 
in com. Devon. the manors of Dourton, in com. Bucks; Little- 
Haw, in com. Suff. and two parts of the manor of Selling, in 
com. Kanc. She ſurvived her huſband, and afterwards married 
Sir — Turbervile, Knt. (a) and died in 17 Rich. II. ſeized of the 
manor of Shepton- Beauchamp, and the advowſon oi the church, 
Roger Seymour, ſon of William Seymour, being her grandion 
and heir, and then of the age of 27 years. 

Which William, of Even-Swindon, in 30 Edw. III. attended 
the prince of Wales, into Gaſcony, and on that account had the 
king's letters of protection, dated at Bamberg, the 8th of Feb- 
ruary, in the ſame year. He had to wife, Margaret, daughter 
and heir of Simon de Brockeby, of the county of Hereford, by 
Joan, fiſter and heir of Sir Peter de la Mare, Knt. and died in 
13 Rich. IT. leaving the beforementioned Roger, his ſon and 
heir, of full age, 

This Roger, married Maud, daughter and coheir to Sir Wil- 
liam Eſturmy, of Chadham, in com. Wilts, Knt. lord of Wolt- 
hall, in the ſame county, whoſe anceſtors were bailiffs and guar- 
dians of the foreſt of Savernake, by right of inheritance, from 
the time of King Henry II. The faid Roger Seymour, died in 
10 Henry V. leaving John, his ſon and heir, twenty years of age 


and upwards, who, by inquiſition then taken, in the county of 


Glouceſter, was found couſin and heir to Sir Peter de la 1 7.

Which John Seymour, of Even-Swindon, was a very noted 
and active perſon, having been ſheriff of ſeveral counties, and in 
other publick offices. In 9 Hen. VI. he was ſheriff of the county 
of Southampton{a), and the year following () for Wiltſhire. 
In 12 Henry VI. when the title of the houſe of York was ſet on 
foot, and all perſons of note in the ſeveral counties of England 
were ſummoned to take the oaths to preſerve the peace for them- 
ſelves and retainers, he appeared in Wiltſhire, and is the firſt 
mentioned in the liſt, after the knights in that county, He was 
that year ſheriff of Dorſet and Somerſetſhire, and knighted before 
the fifteenth year of King Henry VI. when he was again ſheriff 
of the county of Southampton, He was likewiſe in the ſame of- 
fice for Wiltſhire, in 29 Hen. VI. and one of the knights for the 
faid county, in the parliament held at Reading, in 31 Hen. VI. (c) 
alſo the year following, was a third time ſheriff of Southampton, 
and departed this life (4) in the fourth year of the reign of King 
Edward IV. He had iſſue, by Iſabel his wife, daughter and heir 
of William Mac-Williams, of Briſtol, John Seymour, Eſq; his 
ſon and heir. 

The ſaid John, was ſheriff of Wiltſhire, in 36 Henry VI. (e) 
and died the year before his father, viz, in 3 Ed. IV. having 
taken to wife Elizabeth, daughter and heir of Sir Robert Coker, 
of Lawrence-Lydiard, in com. Somerſ. (who ſurviving him, 
afterwards married Sir Nicholas Carew, of Haccomb, in com, 
Devon, Knt. (/) by whom he left two ſons, John, and Hum- 
phrey Seymour, of Even-Swindon, who married Elizabeth, 
daughter and one of the heirs of Thomas Winſlow, of Burton, 
in com, Oxon. from whom the Seymours of Oxfordſhire de- 
ſeended, and I preſume, thoſe of Hanford, in com. Dorſet. who 
have a Chief, charged with the Marlets, as an additional diſtinc- 
tion to their arms, 

John Seymour, of Wolf-hall, Eſq; the eldeft ſon, was fourteen 
years of age at the death of his grandfather. He took to his firſt 
wite, Elizabeth, daughter to Sir George Darel, of Littlecote, in 
com, Wilts, by Margaret his wife, daughter of John, lord 
Stourton. Which Sir George, was keeper of the great ward- 
robe to King Edward IV. and fon of Sir William Darel, under- 
treaſurer of England, who, by marrying Elizabeth, daughter and 
heir of Thomas Calſton, of Littlecote, Eſq; became lord of that 
place, but was deſcended from the Darels, of Sezay, in Yorkſhire, 
anciently called De Hairel, as Camden tells us, in .

Sir John Seymour, hereafter 
mentioned. 2. Sir George Seymour, ſheriff of Wiltſhire, in 
14 Hen. VII. 3. Sir Robert Seymour; and 4. Sir William Sexy. 
mour, made knight of the Bath, at the marriage of Prince Ar- 
thur, eldeſt ſon to King Henry VII. and by his will, dated 


Sept. 1503. 19 Hen. VII. bequeaths all his lands to dame Eli— 


zabeth Byconyll, his mother; and to Margaret his wife, his ma- 
nor of North-Moulton, in Devonſhire, for her life, with lands 
in Somerſetſhire, to the value of 408. per annum, and orders his 
body to be buried in Joſeph of Aramathea's chapel, in the abby 
of Glaſtonbury. The daughters were, Margaret, married to Sir 
Nicholas Wadham ; Jane, the wife of Sir Voda Huddleſton, of 
Marleſton, in com. Cumbr. Elizabeth, eſpouſed to John Croft, 
Eſq; and Catherine, died a maiden. 

He had alſo a ſecond wife, daughter of Robert Harden, by 
whom he had iſſue, Roger Seymour, of Andover, Eſq; who leit 
four daughters, his coheirs. 

Sir John Seymour, beforementioned, the eldeſt ſon, ſuccecded 
his father in 7 Hen. VII. and was one of the commanders of thoſe 
forces that vanquiſhed the lord Audley, and the Corniſh rebels at 
Blackheath, in Kent (a), in 12 Hen. VII. where, for his va- 
liant deportment, he was knighted by the king in the field of 
battle; and ſerving king Henry VIII. in his wars in France and 
Flanders, had the honour of knight-banneret conferred on him, 
in the fifth year of his reign, for his gallant behaviour at the ſiege 
of I herouene and Tournay, and the battle that enſued, called 
by our hiſtorians, the battle of Spurs (50%. In 7 Hen. VIII. he 
was ſheriff of Dorſet and Somerſetſhire (c), and alſo 18 Hen. VIII. 


and was twice ſheriff for Wiltſhire, in 10 and 16 Hen, VIII. In 


9 Hen. VIII. being then one of the knights for the body of that 
king (d), he obtained a grant of the conſtablewick of Briſtol 
caſtle to himſelf, and Edward his fon, in as ample a manner as 
Giles, lord D* Aubeny, held the fame. In the year 15 20, he at- 
tended on King Henry VIII. (e) at the great interview with 
Francis, the French king, between Guiſnes and Ardres, having 
in his retinue, one chaplain, eleven ſervants, and eight led hors. 
Alio when the Emperor Charles V. came into England, in 14 
Hen. VIII. 1522, he was appointed (/) to attend the king at 
Canterbury, the 27thof May, in order to his reception. In 22 
Hen. VIII. he was one of the five of the county of Wilts (g) 


who were appointed to enquire into the poſſeſſions of N 
Wolſey;

He had the honour of having his eldeſt daughter Jane, married 
to King Henry VIII. who was not only inclined to this marriage 
by his own affections, but by the humble petition and interceſ- 
fon of moſt of the nobles of his realm, moved thereunto, as well 
by the conveniency of her years, as in reſpect that by her excel- 
lent beauty, and pureneſs of fleſh and blood, ſhe was apt (God 
willing) to conceive iſſue, as it is worded in the act of ſucceſſion, 
28 Hen. VIII. 

This Sir John Seymour, departed this life on December 21, 
1536, (28 Hen. VIII.) in the ſixtieth year of his age, and had 
ſepulture in Eaſton-Priory church, in com. Wilts, but on the 
diſſolution thereof, his remains were removed and buried in the 
chancel of the pariſn- church of Great Bedwin. His lady (who 
was . daughter of Sir John Wentworth, of Nettleſted, 
in com. Suff. and Anne his wife, daughter and heir of Sir John 
Say, Knt. (5)) ſurvived him, and died in the year 1550, (5 
Edw. VI.) as her laſt teſtament, and the probat * ſhews : 
* Wherein (c) ſhe bequeaths her body to be buried, as her ex- 
* ecutors think fit ; leaves divers legacies of plate, jewels, &c, 
© to her relations, and mentions Edward Seymour, and Henry 
* Seymour, ſons of the duke of Somerſet, as her godſons, and 
* conſtitutes her ſon, Sir Henry Seymour, Executor.“ 

Their iſſue were, fix ſons, and four daughters; 1. Jane, mar- 
ried (as before was ſaid) to King Henry VIII. and mother to the 
pious King Edward VI. of whom ſhe died in childbed, greatly 
lamented by the whole realm, being reputed (as our hiſtorians of 
that time relate) not only the faireſt, but the diſcreeteſt of all the 
king's wives; and her death ſo much afflicted the king, who al- 
ways found her humble and loyal, that notwithſtanding ſeveral 
offers made to him, he continued a widower more than two 
years, Elizabeth, ſecond daughter, was married firſt to Sir An- 
thony Oughtred, Knt. governor of Jerſey (d); ſecondly, to Gre-

Hert rd. Eſq. The ſix ſons were, 1. John, who died unmarried, 
July 15, 1520. Edward Seymour, ſecond fon, duke of Somerſet, 
Sir 5 third ſon, poſleſs'd of the large manors of Marvell, 
and Twyford, in com. Southampton. and knighted at the coro- 
nation of King Edward VI. being one of the forty in ſubſtitu- 
tion of knights (a) of the Bath, that were not created for want 
of time to perform the ceremony : He left a family at Marvell 
aforeſaid, which is now extinct. Sir Thomas Seymour, fourth 
ſon, was created lord Seymour, of Sudeley : He diſtinguiſhed him- 
ſelf in ſeveral military commands, and was 35 Hen. VIII. mar- 
ſhal of the forces that were ſent in aid of Maximilian the emperor, 
againſt the French king; as alſo of thoſe forces ſent into France, 
under his brother Edward, earl of Hertford. 1 Edw. VI. he was 
advanced to the title of lord Seymour, of Sudeley, elected one of 
the knights of the moſt noble order of the garter (b), and made 
lord admiral of England. But having married Catherine Parr, 
the widow of the deceaſed King Hen. VIII. and being by this 
match poſſeſſed of great wealth, he grew turbulent, was full of 
ambitious deſigns, and formed conſpiracies, &c. whereupon he 
was committed to the tower, and articles of high treaſon were 
preferr'd againſt him; and being attainted by parliament, was be- 


headed March 20, 1549 (c). John, and Anthony, fifth and fixth | 


ſons, died young. 

Edward Seymour, eldeſt ſon, was educated, firſt at Oxford, 
and after ſome ſtay there, removed to Cambridge (d); from 
whence, returning to his father at court, when martial atchieve- 
ments were encouraged by King Henry VIII. he took early to 
arms, ſpent his youth in the wars, and landing at Calais with 
the duke of Suffolk, the 24th of Auguſt 1523, t 15 Hen. VIII.) 
was in that expedition, and at the taking of Bray, Roye, and 
Montdidier, in France, where ſhewing a prudent conduct and 
valiant behaviour, he had the honour of knighthood conferred on 
him, by the duke of Suffolk, at Roye (e), on Alhallows-day, 
the ſame year. In 16 Hen. VIII. being one of the eſquires 7 
of the king's houſhold, he was one of the challengers before the 
king, in the Tilt-yard, at Greenwich, on his Keeping a royal 
Chriſtmas there. In 19 Hen, VIII. he accompanied cardinal 
Wolſey, who went in great ſtate on an embaſſy to the French 


king, and was received with the higheſt honour. In24 —

view with Francis, the French king. On his 1 iſter's marriage 
with King Henry VIII. he was one of the knights fehr the body (a), 
but on that ſolemnity, he had the title of viſcoui it Beauchamp, 
beſtowed on him, by reaſon of his deſcent from an heir female of 
that houſe (as before is ſhewn) and the ſame year (28 Henry VIII.) 
with Sir Richard Buckley, Knt. had a grant of the: office () of 
chancellor and chamberlain of North-Wales, for life; as alſo 
made captain of the iſle of Jerſey, upon the ſurrender of that 
command, by the lord Vaux (c). 

On the 18th of October, 1537, (29 Henry VIII.) he was cre- 
ated earl of Hertford ; and in 32 Henry VIII. as couſin and heir 
to Sir William Sturmy, Kant. viz. ſon of Sir John Seymour, Knt. 
fon of John Seymour, Eſq; ſon of Sir John Seymour, Knt. fon 
of Maud, daughter and heir to Sir Willi: mSturmy, Knt. he had 
livery of Sturmy's lands. Alfo the ſan e year was ſent over to 
France, to diſpute the limits of the Engl iſh borders; and on his 
return, was elected at Hampton-court (Jan. 9.) one of the 
knights companions of the moſt noble ord'er of the garter (d). 

In 33 Hen. VIII. on the Scotch denyir ig their homage (e), he 
accompanied the duke of Norfolk, in his e: cpedition into Scotland. 
In 34 Hen. VIII. he was made lord great -chamberlain of Eng- 
land for life; and the ſame (/) year, mad e lieutenant- general of 
the North. In 36 Hen. VIII. with an ai my well furniſh'd, he 
embarqued for Scotland, with 200 fail of ſhips, and landing in 
the Frith, took Leith, and Edinburgh, an d after plundering and , | 
burning them, marched by land into Engla nd. And afterwards , 1 
the ſame year, the king being then at the ſiege of Bulloign (g) , |

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borders, in conjunction with 5000 auxiliaries from France; lie 
being ſent againſt them (a), deſtroyed all the towns upon the 
middle marches, and paſſing towards the Weſt, made great ſpoil 
in thoſe parts. Soon after, the French endeavouring to regain 
Bulloign, he forced them to retreat, and purſuing the enemy, 
beſides the ſlaughter, gained ſeveral trophies of his ſucceſs. 

In 38 Hen. VIII. he was elected chancellor of the univerſity 
of Cambridge ; and the ſame year, the earl of Surry, governor of 
Bulloign, being laid aſide, he was ſent thither with an army of 
9300 men to oppoſe the French, then making head. After 
which, on propoſals of peace, he was conſtituted the chief of the 
n Guiſnes and 
Ardres, a peace was concluded. ng lying on his 
death-bed, by his will left him a legacy of 500 l. and appointed 
him one of the council to his ſon, as alſo one of his executors (0); 
after whoſe deceaſe ( Jan. 28, 1547,) he immediately repaired to 
the young king, at Hertford, and conducting him to Ne 
by the council, (Feb. 1.) unanimouſly elected protector of the 
realm, and governor of the king's perſon, until he ſhould ac- 
compliſh the age of eighteen years. On the 1oth of February 
following, he was conſtituted lord-treaſurer of England : And 
though he had the titles of viſcount Beauchamp, and earl of Hert- 
ford, yet being no baron, he was advanced to that degree of ho- 
nour on the 15th of the ſame month, with limitation to the, 
heirs male of his body, by Anne, his ſecond wife, remainder (c) to 
Edward Seymour, his ſon, by Catherine, his firſt wife; and by 
the title of baron Seymour, That the name of that family, as the 
king declares in the patent, from which his moſt beloved mother, 
Fane, late queen of England, drew her beginning, might not be 
clouded by any higher title or colour of dignity. Allo the next day, 
he was created duke of Somerſet, and to the heirs male of his 
body, by Anne his ſecond wife, and for default of ſuch iſſue, to 
the ſaid Edward Seymour, Eſq; ſon of him the ſaid duke, and the 
lady Catherine, his firſt wife ; and the heirs male of the body of 
the ſaid Edward Seymour; and for default of ſuch iſſue, to the 
heirs male of the body of the faid duke, to be lawfully begotten on 
any other wite, 

Likewiſe on the 17th of February, in conſideration of his good, 
laudible, and acceptable ſervices, he had a grant of the office of 
earl-martial of England, for life, in as ample manner as John 
Mowbray, duke of Norfolk, or Thomas, duke of Norfolk, 
(lately attainted of high treaſon) or any other earl-marſhal of 
Eng land, held or occupied: As alſo, that the ſaid duke, as well 
in the king's preſence as abſence, might carry a golden ſtaff, *

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at each end with black, and at the upper end thereof, the king's 
arms, and at the lower end, his own arms. Moreover, on the 12th 
of March following, he had a patent for that great office of pro- 
tector and governor of the king and his realms ; alſo on the gth 
of July, a grant of 8000 marks per annum, during the time he 
ſhould be protector. He had likewiſe a ſpecial grant, that he 
ſhould fit alone, and be placed at all times, as well in the king's 
preſence in parliament, as in his abſence, on the middle of the 
bench or ſtool, ſtanding next on the right hand of the king's royal 
ſeat in parliament ; that he ſhould hear all cauſes, grant degrees 
of honour, &c. with ſeveral other, great privileges and honours, 
ſpecified in the grant (a). 

In the firſt year of his adminiſtration, he warily made a peace 
with France, turning all his thoughts to bring about the match 
of Mary Stewart, ſole daughter and heir to James V. king of 
Scotland, with his nephew, King Edward ; and to that end, firſt 
aſſailed the Scotch nobility by friendly letters, remembring them 
of the promiſes, ſeals, and oaths, which, by publick authority, 
had paſſed for concluding the marriage; as alſo, that the two 
princes were agrecable, both for years and princely qualities, to 
be joined together, and thereby knit both realms into one, which 
would be profitable as well as honourable to both kingdoms. But 
theſe, and many other reaſons that were enforced by the protector, 
taking no effect, the king, by the advice of his council, granted 
him a commiſſion, with large powers; whereby, having pre- 
pared an army, he invaded Scotland, and fought that memorable 
battle at Muflelburgh ; wherein his undaunted courage, as well 
as conduct, were the principal means of gaining that ſignal vic- 
tory, which put an end to the Scots ever making head again (to 
any purpoſe) againſt the Engliſh, 

But not long after this, his power and near alliance to the 
king, expoſed him to the envy of the nobility, ſo that they ſought 
means to diveſt him of his places : And in the third year of the 
king, the major part withdrawing from the court, by the ſubtle 
artifices of John viſcount Liſle, (earl of Warwick, after duke of 
Northumberland) they ſecretly combined to ruin him. 

The nature of this work will not admit a full relation of the 
troubles that betel the duke, and therefore I ſhall refer my reader 
to Hollinſned's chronicle, and the hiſtorians of thoſe times; but 
the courſe his enemies took to bring him under their power, was 
in part thus: They ſummoned armed men, horſe and foot, to re- 
pair to them from every county, to oppoſe the duke and his men; 
Ziving out to the gentry the great dangers the king's perſon was 
in, and the neceſſity of reſcuing him out of the duke's hands 
Whoſe doings they called traiterous and falſe, and his proceedings

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deviliſh. But on his ſubmiſſion, and ſurrendring the king's per- 
ſon, which he was prevailed on to do, to prevent the effuſion of 
blood, the lords diſpatched another letter, dated from London, 
October 11, to forbear the ſending up the forces they required, 

The duke was committed to the Tower on the 14th of Octo- 
ber, and after continuing a priſoner about three months, his ene- 
mies finding they could not convict him of any crime which 
might touch his life, they underhand dealt with him to ſubmit 
himſelf, with acknowledgment that he had deſerved his impriſon- 
ment, or whatever greater puniſhment the king ſhould be pleaſed 
to inflit on him; and withal, to implore the favour of his ma- 
jeſty's royal clemency. To this he eaſily condeſcended, and was 
fined by act of parliament (a) 20001. per annum, and loſt all his 
goods and offices; but, on the 16th of February, had a full par- 
don; tho' he was not reſtored to the dignity er, or an 
other of his great places, only contenting himſelf with the 11 
of a privy counſellor. And it being conceived, that revenge 
might draw the duke to new praQtices, his friends mediated a re- 
conciliation between him and the earl of Warwick ; which, that 
it might be more firm and fincere, the duke's daughter, on the 
zd of June, is married to the viſcount Liſle, the earl of War- 
wick's ſon, the king gracing the nuptials with his preſence. 

His eſtate thereby being moſtly forfeited, and given to the 
crown by parliament, the king, of his ſpecial favour, and at the 
humble petition of the lords of his council, by patent ſealed June 4, 
1550, gave him back ſome lands, which were part of the inheri- 
tance of his anceſtors, viz. the caſtle of Marlborough, and all his 
lordſhips and manors of Barton, Ludgarſhal, Alborn, and Old Wot- 
ton, and his parks of Ludgarſhal, Great Vaſtern, Little Vaſtern, 
Alborn-Chaſe, and Alborn -Warren, and the foreſts, and the liber- 
ties of the foreſts of Bradon, and Savernake, with the apurtenances, 
in the county of Wilts ; and divers other lordſhips, manors, lands, 
and Thements, in the counties of Wilts, Southampton, Dorſet, 
Somerſet, Middleſex, Berks, and Bucks. And June the 14th, 
in conſideration of the caſtle and lordſhip: of Sletord, and other 
lands and manors in the county of Lincoln, the king, by patent 
of the ſame date, gave him all and ſingular the meſluages, lands, 
tenements, and hereditaments, with the appurtenances, in the 
town of Glaſtonbury, in the county of Somerſet, and other lands 
and tenements in Kingſton, upon Hull 5 
And on the next day (June 5, 15 50, 4 Edw. VI.) the king, 

by the advice of his council, grants to his dear and entirely be- 
toved uncle, Edward, duke of Somerſet, authority and licence, 
during life, to retain two hundred perſons reſident within his do- 


minions, and at his will and pleaſure, to give them 3 
adges,

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badges and cognizance, over and above all ſuch fervants as attend 
him in his houſhold, or are under him in any office or offices, of 
ſtewardſhip, &c. | 

The parliament begun to fit, the 4th of November folttw- 
ing, and broke up the iſt of February: And it appears that the 
commons ſtill favoured the duke of Somerſet, and conſulted 
his reſtoration to the office of protector of the king's perſon, but 
by their prorogation wete prevented, However, they intended 
the next ſeſſion, to endeavour at it, and in the mean time, to 
prepare the lords for it : And Whaley, the receiver of Yorkſhire, 
ſpeaking to divers noblemen about it, was, on that account, 
brought into trouble ; the earl of Rutland being one that was 
witneſs againſt him. 

Not long after, as appears by a letter from the earl of War- 
wick, to the lord Paget, and other letters in the Cotton-library, 
(Titus B. 2.) feuds began to be viſible between the parties of the 
duke of Somerſet, and the ſaid earl of Warwick, the king ſhew- 
ing his uncle favour. And, conſidering his narrow circumſtances, 
having not only been {tripped of all his beneficial places, but alſo 
of his lands and revenues, to eaſe the duke in all he could, being 
to ſend hoſtages into France, conſiſting of perſons of the beſt no- 
bility, that might anſwer the quality of the French hoſtages ſent 
hither, his majeſty, among the reſt, made choice of the earl of 
Hertford, the duke's heir, and was at the charge of ſetting him 
out (as appears by the * warrant-baok) which he did not do 
by any of the others. Alſo about the ſame time, the duke re- 
ceived 5001. bequeathed to him by King Henry's laſt will, which 
was paid, in conſideration of his preſent occaſions ; the legacy 
having in effect, been before ſatisfied, when in the firſt year of 
the king, he had divers grants in conſideration of ſervices, and 
for fulfilling the king's will: As it ran in the book of ſales. 

In April 155 1, the duke was made lord-lieutenant of the 
counties of Buckingham and Berkſhire ; but ſoon after the ill- 
cemented affections of the dukes of Somerſet and Northumber- 
land (for that title he had lately attained) diſſolved into open en- 
mity, In the proſecution whereof, Somerſet (as ſome write) 
provoked by continual injuries, reſalved to murder Northumber- 
land; and to that end, under colour of a viſit, came privily armed 
to his lodging, attended by ſeconds. But finding him in his bed, 
and being courteouſly entertained, did not execute what he pur- 
poſed. Whereupon, at his departure, one of the company, (Sir 
J. Thynn. his ſecretary) aſking him whether he had done the 
teat, and hc ſaying, no; the other replied, then you are undone. 
This his intent, being by his own party betrayed, he, with the 
brd Grey, of Wilton, was ſent to the Tower, on October 10, 
1551; agd the next day, his 2 Sir John Thynn, Sir Mi- 
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chacl Stanhope, and. other of his friends, were committed to the 

fame place. And on the 21ſt of October, the lord Paget was 

carried to the Fleet by a guard; and from thence, he, with the 

earl of Arundel, were ſent to the Tower, charged with being 

privy to the duke's practices, as was alſo the lord Dacres, of the 
Forth. 

Whereupon, the duke of Northumberland and his party, to 
make the pretended treaſons appear more formidable, with much 
ſhew and ceremony came into the city, on the 22d of October, 
and the ſeveral companies of London being commanded to repair 
to their halls, he acquainted them, that the duke of Somerſet 
would have taken the Tower, ſeized on the broad ſeal, and have 
deſtroyed the city, and then to have gone to the Iſle of Wight; 
all which, was thought very improbable. 

On the firſt of December, he was brought to his trial in Weſt 
minſter-hall, the marquis of Wincheſter (then lord treaſurer of 
England) fitting as high- ſteward under a cloth of ſtate, on a 
bench mounted three degrees; the peers (in number twenty- 
ſeven) ſitting on a bench one ſtep lower. The charge againſt 
him conſiſted of hve parts: 1. Of raiſing men in the north parts 
of the realm. 2. Of aſſembling men to kill the duke of Nor- 
thumberland. 3. Of reſiſting his attachment. 4. Of killing 
the Gens d' Arms, and raiſing London. And fifthly, of aſſault- 
ing the lords, and deviſing their deaths. To which he pleaded, 
Not Guilty, and put himſelf upon trial of his peers ; deny ing that 
he had ever any intent to raiſe men in the north; but on ſome 
bruits apprehending a fear, he ſent to Sir William Herbert to re- 
main his friend, faying, that he never intended to kill the duke 
of Northumberland, or any other lord, but ſpoke of it only, and 
determined the contrary. And farther ſaid, that it had been a 
mad enterprize, with his hundred men to affail the Gens d'Arms, 
conſiſting of nine hundred; when, in cafe he had prevailed, it 
would nothing have availed the pretended purpoſe : And there- 
fore, that this being ſenſeleſs and abſurd, muſt needs diſcredit 
other matters, which might otherwiſe have been believed. 

Next, that at London, he never projected any ftir, but ever 
Held it a good place for his ſecurity, And that for having men 
in his chamber at Greenwich, it was manifeſt, he meant no harm; 
becauſe, when he might have done it, he did not. Moreover, 
againſt the perſons of them whoſe examinations were read again 
him, he objected many things, deſiring they might be brought 
to his face; which, in regard he was a perſon of dignity and eftate, 
he deemed to be reaſonable. 

The king's learned council pleaded, that ſome of the crime 
charged againſt him were treaſon, and others felony : Neuer- 


theleſs, after nlany varieties in opinion, he was acquitted of * 
on, 
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ſon, but by moſt voices found guilty of felony ; whereupon, ſen- 


tence of death was pronounced on him (a). 
a Thoſe who were preſent at his trial, hearing the lords ſay, not 
7 guilty (which was to the treaſon) thinking he was acquitted, and 
4 Shiefly, for that immediately cn thoſe words, the ax of the 
Tower was taken from before him, teſtified their joy w.th loud 
0 acclamations. And on his paſſing through London (as Hollinſhed 
h relates) ſome huzza'd for joy that he was acquitted, and others 
, cried that he was condemned, and the people murmured againſt 
r the duke of Northumberland, and the other lords who were his 
t enemies, 
e The duke of Somerſet (faith Godwin) having continued two 
3 months in priſon, ſince his condemnation ; at length, the vio- 
lence of his enemies, notwithſtanding the king's delire to fave his 
. uncle, under whoſe tuition he had paſſed his childhood, drew him 
of to the ſcaffold. On Friday, the 224 of January, as Hollinſhed, 
3 and other hiſtorians relate, he was brought out of the Tower, 
y- and delivered to the ſheriffs of London. The ſame morning, 
t every houſholder of the city (according to a precept from the 
ts council to the lord- mayor) were ſtrictly charged not to ſtir out 
r- of their houſes before ten of the clock that day, meaning thereby 
ng to reſtrain them from being at his execution, and for fear of a 
It- reſcue, Notwithſtanding, by ſeven of the clock, the Tower- 
4, hill was covered with people from all parts, and before eight, the 
lat duke was brought to the ſcaffold, encloſed with the king's guards, 
me the ſheriffs officers, the warders of the Tower, and near a 
ge- thouſand men of the liberty of the Tower. On his aſcending 
ke the ſcaffold, he changed neither voice or countenance, but knecl- 
ind ing down on both his knees, and lifting up his hands, commended 
12 himſelf unto God. After he had ended ſome ſhort pravers, 
ns, ſanding up again, and turning himſelf to the eaſt fide of the ſcaſ- 
it fold, he with great alacrity, and cheerfulneſs of mind and coun- 
re- tenance, uttered theſe words to the people.

© which, ſo long as I was in authority, I always diligently ſet 
© forth, and furthered to my power. Neither do I repent me of 
my doings, bur rejoice therein, ſith now the ſtate of chriſtian 
6 . k cometh moſt near unto the form and order of the pri- 
* mitive church. Which thing I eſteem as a great benefit given 
© of God, both to you and me, moſt heartily exhorting you all, 
© that this which is moſt purely ſet forth, you will with like 
© thankfulneſs accept and embrace, and ſet out the ſame in your 
© living : Which thing if you do not, without doubt, greater 
< miſchief and calamity will follow.” 

More he would have ſaid, but a ſtrange tumult and ſudden con- 
ſternation of the aflembly interrupted him, which our hiſtorians 
differently relate, but (as Hollinſhed gives an account) the duke 
in the mean time ſtood unmov'd, ſhaking his cap, which he 
held in his hands, and making ſigns to the people, to keep them- 
felyes quiet. And when they were compoſed, eſpying vir An- 
thony Brown riding to the ſcaffold, they conjectured the king 
had ſent his uncle a pardon; and thereupon caſting up their caps, 
they cryed, pardon, pardon is come, God fave the king. 

But at length, filence being obtained, he ſpoke to them a ſe- 
cond time, in this manner : 


* Deatrly beloved friends, there is no ſuch matter in hand, % | 


© you vainly hope or believe. It ſeemeth thus good to almighty 
© God, whoſe ordinance it is meet and neceſſary that we be all 
obedient unto, Wherefore I pray you all to be quiet, and 
without tumult : for I am even now quiet, and let us join in 
prayer unto the lord, for the preſervation of our noble king, 
unto whoſe majeſty I wiſh continual health, with all felicity 
and abundance, and all manner of proſperous ſucceſs ; where- 
unto the people cried out, Amen. Moreover, I wiſh unto all 
his counſellors the grace and favour of God, whereby they may 
rule all things uprightly with juſtice, unto whom I exhort you 
all in the Lord, to ſhew yourſelves obedient, the which is allo 
very neceſſary for you, under the pain of condemnation, and allo 
moſt profitable tor the preſervation and ſafeguard of the king 
majeſty. And foraſmuch as heretofore I have had oftentimes 
affairs with divers men, and that it is hard to pleaſe every man 
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whom, throughout all my life, T have moſt grievouſly offended, 

© And unto all other, whatſoever they be that have o ended me, 
© I do with my whole heart forgive them. ; 

And once again (dearly beloved in the lord) I require that 

'© you will keep your ſelves quiet and ſtill, leſt, thro” your tu- 


* mult, you might cauſe me to have ſome trouble, which in 4 
e Call 


that hath been offended or injured by me, I moſt humbly re- 
quire and aſk them forgiveneſs : But eſpecially 2 God, 
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« caſe would nothing at all profit me, neither be any pleaſure 
* unto you, For albeit the ſpirit be willing and ready, the fleſh 
© js frail and wavering, and through your quietneſs I ſhall be 
© much more the quieter : But if that you will fall into tumult, 
© jt will be great trouble, and no gain at all unto you. More- 
over, I deſire you to bear me witneſs, that I die here in the 
© fpith of Jeſus Chriſt, deſiring you to help me with your prayers, 
© that I may perſevere conſtant in the ſame unto my life's end.” 

Then turning himſelf about, and kneeling down, Doctor Cox 
(who was preſent to aſſiſt him in his laſt moments) delivered into 
his hands a paper, wherein was contained a brief conſeſſion to 
God, which being read, he ſtood up again on his feet, and bid- 
ding the ſheriffs, the lieutenant of the Tower, and others on the 
ſcaftold farewell, taking them all by the hands, he after gave the 
executioner money. Then kneeling down in the ſtraw, he un- 
tied his ſhirt-ſtrings, and the executioner coming to him, turned 
down his collar round about his neck, and made all things ready 
for his execution, Which being done, he covercd his face with 
his own handkerchief, and laid himſelf down, ſhewing no man- 
ner of trouble or fear, neither did his countenance change, any 
other than that juſt before his eyes were covered, his cheeks had 
a little more tincture of red than uſual, 

Thus lying on the block, and waiting for the ſtroke, his doublet 
was taken notice of to cover his neck, and thereupon he was de- 
ſired to riſe up and put it off; after which, laying himſelf down 
azain on the block, and calling thrice, Lord Jeſu fave me, he 
was, on the third time of repeating it, in a moment bereft of his 
life, His head and body were put into a coffin, and carried back 
to the Tower, and buried on the north fide of the choir of 
dt. Peter's. 

That his death was generally lamented is manifeſt, many there 
were, who kept handkerchiefs dipped in his blood, as fo many 
reliques, Amongſt the reſt, a ſprightly dame, two years after, 
when the duke ot Northumberland was led captive through the 
city, for his oppotition againſt Queen Mary, run to him in the 
ſtreets, and ſhaking out her bloody handkerchief before him, 
hid; Behold the blood of that worthy man, that good uncle of that 
excellent king ; which was ſhed by thy treacherous machination, now, 
at this inſtant, begins to revenge it ſelf upon thee. 

From what out hiſtorians have wrote of his conduct, this may 
be juſtly ſaid of him, that he was a pious, juſt man, and by his 
influence, the reformation of religion in England did ſo well pro- 
ed in the beginning. Nor did he want true courage and reſo- 
lution, which was conſpicuous on ſeveral occaſions, before re- 
ted; and though it was reputed a weakneſs in him, in ſubmit- 
ung to his enemies, yet in that emergency it may be ſaid, he ſa- 
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crificed himſelf, to prevent a civil war, which might have en- 
dungs whe life of his ſovereign, and cauſed the introducing of 
p24”. And I think, a greater proof can't be given of his con- 
c.: tor his king and country, than that (though ſome blamed 
im vor it) he did not ſcreen his own brother from juſtice, when, 
his a:abition and evil mind wrought in him thoſe machinations 
that would have been deſtructive to both. His frailties, which 
procured him the ill-will of many of the council, were haſtineſs 
and paſſion, which too often meet in good-nature and zenerolity, 
in which he had few equals, He was certainly faithful to his 
country, ſtudious of its fafety and honour, and never entertained 
hopes prejudicial to either. He was gerictous, bountiful, and 
ready to do good offices to all that ſtood in need; to which pur- 
pole he erected an office [ maſter of requeſts] for the better taking 
care of poor men's ſuits (a), and for the more effectual ſpeeding 
them, without the delays and charges of the law. Secretary 
Cecil, was the firſt maſter thereof, and Sir Thomas Smith, the 
ſecond ; both perſons fam'd for their great knowledge aud excel- 
lent accompliſhments, who ow'd their riſe principally to the 
duke's goodneſs ; as did ſeveral, whoſe families are remaining at 
this day, He ſuffered with great conitancy and firmneſs of mind, 
and an entire reſignation to the will of God, and charity to all 
mankind : Profeſſing (), that he had never offended againſt the 
king, either by thought, word, or decd, but had alway been 2: 
true and faithful to the realm as any man. Bp. Burnet, 1 his 
hiſtory of the reformation (c), gives him this character: Ed Mad, 
duke of Somerſet, was a perſon of great virtues, eminent to! 
© piety, humble and affable in his greatneſs, ſincere and candid in 
* all his tranfations. He was a better captain than a counſellor, 
© had been oft ſucceſsful in his undertakings, was always careful of 
the poor and the oppreſſed; and in a word, had as many virtue 
* and as few ſaults as moſt great men, eſpecially when they are ſo 
© unexpectedly advanc'd, have ever had.” 

This great duke, had two wives. Firſt, Catherine, daughter 
and cohcir of Sir William Fillc!, of Woodlands, in com. Dorlct. 
Nut. by whom he had ifiuc, a fon, Edward, of whom we are 
now to treat; and by his ſecond wife, Anne, daughter to vi! 
Fdward Stanhope, of Rampton, in com. Nott. Kant. and heir to 
ker mother, Elizabeth, fifter to John Bourchier, earl of Bath, 
and great grand- daughter of William Eourchier, earl of Ewe, in 
Normandy, by Anne, his wife, daughter and fole heir of I ho. 
mas, of Woodſtock, duke of Glouceſter, ſeventh and young 
ſon of King Edward III. He had iflue, three ſons; Edward, 
afterwards carl of Hertford, anceſtor to the preſent duke bed 
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merſet: Henry, who married Joan, daughter to Thomas, earl of 
Northumberland; and another Edward: And ſix daughters; 
Anne, firſt married to John Dudley, (commonly called, earl of 
Warwick) eldeft ſon to John, duke of Northumberland; and 
afterwards to Sir Edward Unton, of Wadley, in com. Oxon. 
knight of the Bath ; Margaret and Jane, who died unmarried 
Mary, firſt wedded to Andrew Rogers, eldeſt ſon to Sir Richard 
Rogers, of Brianſton, in com. Dorl. Knt. and after, to Sir Henry 
Peyton, Knt. Catherine, died unmarried, and Elizabeth, who 
became the ſecond wife to Sir Richard Knightley, of Fawelley, 
in com. Northampt, K nt. 

Edward Seymour, Eſq; the eldeſt fon and heir, by the firſt wife, 
was poſſeſſed of a good eſtate, at Berry-Pomeroy, in Devonſhire, 
purchaſed by his father of Sir Thomas Pomeroy (a). He was 
with his father in the great battle of Muſcelborough, and for his 
yalour there, received the honour of knighthood. In 1552, he 
had a grant from King Edward VT. of the lordihips and manors 
of Walton, Shedder, and Stowey, the park of Stowey, and the 
hundred of Water-Stock, with the appurtenances, in the county 
of Somerſet, lately the poſſeſſions of his father, Edward, duke of 
of Somerſet. The grant bears date at Ely, the 6th of September, 
to him and his heirs for ever; and fron his father's death to that 
time, he had no proviſion made for him. He lived retir'd, with- 
out any concern in publick affairs, excepting his being ſheriff of 
the county of Devon, in 25 Elizabeth, and other offices in the 
country ſuiting his degree. And being an excellent oeconomiſt, 
he made ſeveral purchaſes, among which was the manor of 
Maiden-Bradley (), in the reign of Queen Mary; and in the 
reizn of Queen Elizabeth, the caſtle and honour of Totneſs, and 
manor of 'otnefs. He married Jane(c), daughter of John Walſhe, 
Eſq; one of the juſtices of the common-pleas, and died on the 6th 
of May, in 35 Elizabeth, as is evident from the inquiſition taken 
after his death at Totneſs, on the 20th of September, the ſame 
year, wherein he has the titles of Edward Seymour, Knut. lord Sey- 
mour: and died ſeized of the caſtle and honour of Bury, and Bury- 
Pomeroy, and Bridgetown, in Pomeroy, with the advowſon of the 
church of Bury, the caſtle and honour of Totneſs, and manor of 
Totneſs ; the manors of Cornworthy, Lodeſwell, Huiſe, Mon- 
nockenzeale, alias, Zeale Monacon ; the manors of Loſebear, a 
fourth part of the hundred of Hayborre, the ſcite of the mona- 
ſtery of Torr, and divers other lands ia Devonſhire ; the manor 
and lordſhip of Mayden-Bradley, in com. Wilts. and divers o- 
ther lands; and a capital meſſuage called the lord Cheyne's houſe, 
within the precincts of the priory of the houſe of Black-Fryers, 
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near Ludgate, in the city of London ; toall which it was found, 
that Edward Seymour was his ſon and heir, and at that time 
thirty years of age and upwards, 

Which Edward Seymour, Eſq; whilſt his father was living, was 
choſen one of the knights for the county of Devon, in 35 Eliza- 
beth (a); and was alſo returned for the ſame county, in 43 Eli- 
zabeth, and to the firſt parliament of King James. He was ad- 
vanced to the dignity of a baronet, June 29, 1611, 9 Jac, I. 
and in 1570, had to wife Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Arthur 
Champernown, of Dartington, in com. Devon. K nt. by whom he 
Had ifTue, ſeveral ſons and daughters; Edward, John, who married 
a ſiſter of Sir Nicholas Slanning, Knt. William, and Walter, who 
both died S. P. and Richard, who marricd a daughter of Raſh- 
leigh, by whom he had a ſon, Richard, who died unmarried, and 
two daughters, Amy, and Bridget. The daughters were, Mary, 
married to Sir George Farewell, of Taunton, in Somerſetfhire, 
Knt. Elizabeth, to George Cary, of Cokington. in Devon, Eſq; 
Bridget, to dir 1 Bruyn, of Admerſton, in Wilts, Knt. and 

arker, of Burrington, in Devon, Eſq; (6). 

The ſaid Sir Edward Seymour, Bart. died on the 11th of April, 
1613, and was buried from Berry-Pomeroy caſtle, on Thurſday 
the 27th of May, 1613, with great ſolemnity, the principal gen- 
tlemen of the county attending. To whom ſucceeded in title 
and eſtate, Edward, his eldeſt ſon. 


This Edward, was knighted at Greenwich, the 22d of May, 


1603, and was ſent by King James I. (c) on an embaſſy to the 
king of Denmark. He was elected one of the knights for Devon 
ſhire, in two parliaments, in the reign of King James I. and for 
Kellington, and Totnes, in two other parliaments (d), whereoi 
the laſt met at Weſtminſter, the 6th of February, 1625, by the 
appointment of King Charles I. but, on the diſſolution thereof, 
being in an advanced age, he liv'd retir'd at the caſtle of Bury- 
Pomeroy, which he made a ſtately houſe : This ſeat had a fine 
proſpect, being ſituate on a rock, on a riſing ground, from the 
eaſt and north, over a pleaſant rivulet, running through a deer- 
park (e) which emptied itſelf into the Hemms, at Little-Hem- 
ſton ; as that doth into the Dart, half a mile from Totneß, 
and the pariſh of Berry, conjoins to that of Totneſsg by a ai 
bridge of about eight arches, ſtanding over the river dart. 

This caſtle of Berry, the ancient ſcat of the Pomeroys, was 2 
great and noble ſtructure, but in thoſe times of confuſion, during 
the civil wars in the reign of King CharlesI. was demoliſhed, and 
now lies in ruins. The additions this Sir Edward * made 

thereta,

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thereto, is, by Mr. Prince, in his Worthies of Devon, (who re- 
lates that upwards of 200001, were beſtowed thereon) thus ſet 


forth : Before the door of the great hall was a noble walk, in 


© length the breadth of the court, arch'd over with curiouſly 
© carv'd freeſtone, ſupported in the ſame part by ſeveral ſtately 
« pillars of the ſame ſtone, of great dimenſions, after the Corin- 
£ thian order, ſtanding on pedeſtals, having cornices or friezes 
© finely wrought ; behind which were placed in the wall, ſeve- 
© ral ſeats of frieze-ſtone, alſo cut into the form of an eſcallop- 
„ ſhell, in which the company, when weary, might repoſe them- 
© ſelves. The apartments within were very ſplendid, eſpecially 
© the dining- room, which was adorn'd, beſides paint, with ſta- 
tues and figures cut in alabaſter, with admirable art and labour; 
© hut the chimney -piece of poliſh'd marble, curiouſly engraven, 
© was of great coſt and value. Many other of the rooms were 
© well adorn'd with mouldings and fret-work ; and ſome marble 
© clavils were fo delicately fine, that they would reflect an object 
© true and lively from a great diſtance, In ſhort, the number 
© of the apartments of the whole, may be collected hence, if re- 
© port be true, that it was a good day's work for a ſervant but to 
© open and ſhut the caſements belonging to them.” 

At this ſeat, the ſaid Sir Edward Seymour died, about the year 
1641, very much lamented, having, by an obliging temper, at- 
tracted the love of his country; and, by a prudent management, 
gain'd the character of a perſon of honour, conduct, and expe- 
nence. He had, by Dorothy his lady, daughter of Sir Henry 
Killigrew, of Larock, in Cornwall, Ent. fix ſons, and five 
daughters; Elizabeth, was firſt married to Francis Courtenay, 
Eſq; eldeſt ſon of Sir William Courtenay, of Powderam, in com. 
Devon. Knt. ſecondly to Sir Amos Meredith, of Aſhley, in Che- 
ſhire, Bar. of N. 8. „ married Sir Thomas Hall, of Wilt- 
ſhire, Knt, Mary, was wedded to Sir Jonathan Trelawney, Bart. 
father of the late biſhop of Wincheſter ; Margaret, was eſpouſed 
to Francis Trelawney, Eſq; brother to the ſaid Sir Jonathan; 
And Anne, was wife to Dr. Stourton. 

Of the ſons, Sir Edward, the eldeſt, will be mentioned here- 
ater ; Henry, ſecond ſon, born in the year 1612, was a gentle- 
man valued and eſteem'd by perſons of the greateſt note, in the 
reigns of King Charles I. and IT. He was, in his youth, page of 
honour to King Charles I. and, on the breaking out of the civil 
wars, went with the marqueſs of Hertford, into Somerſetſhire, 
and was with that noble peer at Sherburn (a), who, with only 
two ttoops of horſe, and 400 foot, they couragiouſly withſtood 
the whole force of the earl of Bedford, conſiſting of above 7000 
foot, beſides horſe, with canon, &c. and the marqueſs ſending 
the 
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the carl of Bedford a challenge, Mr. Seymour was (a) choſe tg 
carry it. His behaviour, in all reſpects, won him the eſteem of 
the whole court; fo that when it was thought neceſſary for the 
prince of Wales, afterwards King Charles II. to have ſervants 
peculiar to himſelf; he was then nominated one of the grooms 
of the bedchamber. 

When all was loſt in England, he went with his royal maſter 
abroad, and was entruſted with the laſt letter and meſſage that 
the prince (/ ſent to his father, under confinement by the rebels, 
(dated from the Hague, 23 Jan. 1648) and delivering it the 27th 
of the ſame month, in the evening of that day the ſentence ot 
death was paſſed on his majeſty, was, on that melancholly occa- 
fron, in the deepeſt ſorrow. He kiſſed the king's hands (c, 
claſp'd abvur his legs, and mourn'd in a moſt lamentable manner, 
wherewith his majeſty was very much affected; who, after read- 
ing the ſorrowful letter he brought, and heard what he had to 
ſay, imparted to him his anſwer, the laſt he ſent the prince. He 
afterwards attended King Charles II. into Scotland, and was one 


of the few Engliſh ſervants permitted to be near his perſon : Alſo 


when the king got ſafe to Paris, after the battle of Worceſter, 
Mr Seymour, was one of the firſt his majeſty took notice of there, 
and was ſent to the carl of Clarendon, at Bruffels, to require his 
attendance, when all his other ſervants were order'd not to repair 
to him till farther orders. His courage and integrity were ſo well 
known and approved, that he was employed in negociations be- 
tween his majeſty, and his friendz in England, in thoſe perilous 
times, during the king's exile, and truſted by the marqueſls of 
Hertford, the earl of Southampton, and others of honour and 
note, with their ſecret correſpondence, as a perſon whom they 
knew, (as my lord (d) Clarcndon relates) the king and council 
would believe. 

In the year 1660, he was choſen (tho' abroad) a member for 
Faſtiow, in the parliament that brought about the reſtoration of 
the royal family, an] continually ſerv'd for that borough till the 
tim? of his death. The king, as a reward for his faithful ſer— 
vices, beſfiJes continuing him in his poſt of groom of the bed- 
chamber, conftituted him comptroller of the cuſtoms (e, during 
his own lite, and that of his brother, John Seymour, Eſq; and 
alſo gave him a patent of clerk of the hanaper, for three lives, and 
when one of them dropp'd, he got the patent renew'd. He came 
to reſide at Langley, in com. Bucks, (near Windfor) in the 


year 1666, renting the houſe (/) and park, of the truſtces of dit 
William

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William Parſons, (then deceas'd) and about the year 1669, pur- 


chaſed the ſaid eſtate, and got a grant from the king of the ma- 


nor of Langley, under a reſerv'd rent of 431. 8s. 10d. per ann. 
At this ſeat he had the comſort of living in eaſe and quiet the 
htter part of his life, in the general eſteem of all that knew him, 
being a gentleman of great honour, generoſity, affability, and 
charity, He built and endow'd, in his life-time, an alms-houſe 
at Langley, for fix poor decay'd people; and by his laſt will and 
teſtament, gave 4001. to put out poor boys apprentices, beſides 
other charitable legacies to particular perſons. 

He died the gth of March, 1686, in the 74th year of his age, 
and was buried the 18th following, in the vault, adjoining to the 
pariſh-church of Langley, He took to wife, firſt, Elizabeth, 
daughter of Sir Joſeph Killigrew, Knt. and widow of William 
Baſſet, of Claverton, in com. Somerſ. Eſq; and ſhe dying with- 
out ifſue, in June 1671; he married, ſecondly, Urſula, daughter 
of Sir Robert Auſten, of Bexley, in Kent, Bart. and widow of 
George Stawel, of Cotherſton, in Somerſetſhire, Eſq; brother to 
Ralph, lord Stawel. She bore to him an only ſon, Henry, born 
the 20th of October, 1674, who, at ſeven years of age, in con- 
ideration of his fathers approv'd loyalty and ſervices, (and while 
he was living) was, by King Charles IT. created a baronet, by 
letters patents dated the 4th of July, 1681, and to his heirs male, 
remainder to the ſaid Henry, the father, and his heirs male. 

Which Sir Henry Seymour, Bart. after the advantage of a 
learned education at home, travelled abroad for his farther im- 
provement ; and, on his return, was elected to parliament for the 
dorough of Eaſtlow, in 10 William III. (a) as allo to fix other 
parliaments, till the time of his death. 

In the year 1710, he was prevailed on to ſtand for knight of 
the ſhire for the county of Bucks, in which numerous election, 
tho the firſt time of his appearing, he loſt it only by a few votes, 
{under twenty] and that was owing, as tis ſaid, to the nicety of 
his honour, in making all his friends vote for his collegue, when 
the like care was not taken to do him the ſame juſtice. He died 
it London, in the year 1714, unmarried, and was buried by his 
lather, at Langley; and leaving no will, his perſonal eſtate (that 
was very conſiderable) fell to his ſiſter ; and the inheritance at 
Langley devolved on the preſent Sir Edward Seymour, Bart. as 
heir-male, who ſold it to the lord Maſham, who has fold it again, 
to his grace the duke Marlborough, 

The other ſons of Sir Edward, were, 3. Thomas Seymour, Eſq; 
Vo married Anne, daughter of Sir Richard Anderſon, of Pen- 
ky, in Hertfordſhire, Knt. and left iſſue Edward, clerk of the 

hanaper, 
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hanaper, 1695, (father of two ſons; 1. Henry Seymour, who 
married a daughter of J. Tregonwell, Eſq; and 2. Edward; alſo 
of three daughters; the eldeſt married Sir Thomas Fotherby, Knt. 
Anne, and Elizabeth.) 4. John (a), and 5. Robert Seymour, 
who both died without iſſue; and 6. Sir Joſeph Seymour, Knt. 
living 1695, who married Bridget, another daughter of Sir 
N Anderſon, of Penley, Knt. and had iſſue, Henry, and 
nne. 

I now return to Sir Edward Seymour, Bart. (eldeſt fon of Sir 
Edward Seymour, Knt. and Bart.) Which Sir Edward, born 
in the year 1611, was elected one of the knights for Devonſhire, 
during the life of his father, in the two laſt parliaments (+) called 
by king Charles I. and adhering to his ſovereign in the times of 
the rebeHion, had his houſe at Berry-caſtle, in Devon, plunder'd 
and burnt, and was obliged to pay 12001. compoſition for his 
eſtate (c). He fate at Oxford, among thoſe members the king 
conven'd, in the year 1643; and ſhewing a ready concurrence 
in the meaſures for eſtabliſhing monarchy and epiſcopacy, he en- 
dured many hardſhips, till fuch time as the conſtitution was re- 
ftor'd by the eſtabliſhment of King Charles II. on the throne of 
his anceſtors... He was vice-admiral of the county of Devon (d), 
and a member of all parliaments in the reigns of King Charles II. 
and King _ II. being elected thereto for the borough of Tot- 
neſs, An 
at Berry-Pomeroy, leaving iſſue by Anne, his wife, daughter to 
Sir John Portman, Bart. (who ſurvived him fix years, and was

of Portman, by act of parliament, purſuant to a ſettlement of the 
faid Sir William. He married two wives; 1. Penelope, youngeſt 
daughter of Sir William Haſlewood, of Maidwell, in com. North- 
hampton. Knt. and coheir to her brother, Peter Haſlewood, of 
Maidwell, Eſq; (the other ſiſter being wife to the lord viſcount 
Hatton (e).) His ſecond wife was Millicent, daughter of Wil- 
liam Fitch, of High-hall, in Dorſetſhire, Eſq; by neither of which 
he had any iflue, and died Feb. 172+. His relict afterwards 
married Thomas Fownes, of Dorſetſhire, Eſq;

departing this life about the year 1689, had ſepulture 
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Sir Edward Seymour, Bart. fifth of that name in lineal ſucceſ- 
ſion, and eldeſt ſon of the laſt Sir Edward, made a conſiderable 
figure both in court and the houſe of commons, in four ſeveral 
reigns. He conſtantly ſerv'd in parliament, after his firſt elec- 
tion, to the time of his death, for the city of Exeter, and Totnes, 
and once for the county of Devon, and hardly any was better 
heard, or brought more over to his opinion than he did. To 
him was owing that valuable act for the ſecurity of the ſubject, 
The Habeas Corpus At. In the year 1667, he promoted the 
impeachment of the earl of Clarendon, and was the firſt that 
motion'd it, and carried it up to the lords. On 25 Feb. 1672, 
he was urianimouſly choſen ſpeaker of that call'd the long par- 
liament ; and the th of April following, was ſworn of the privy- 
council, and ſoon after made treafurer of the navy. The 6th of 
March, 1679, he was again elected ſpeaker of the houſe of com- 
mons, at which time he was of the privy-council, and treaſurer 
of the navy; yet the king refus'd his approbation, notwithſtand- 
ing the commons made three repreſentations in his favour; which 
occaſioned their prorogation to the 15th, when they elected ſer- 
jeant Gregory. The next year they were ſo diſguſted at his be- 
haviour, that they carried an impeachment againſt him, and a 
motion was made to remove him from his majeſty's council and 
preſence for ever; but that was dropp'd, and no articles were 
ever exhibited againſt him (a). 

When King James II. aſcended the throne, he was a ſedulous 
oppoſer of Monmouth, and his adherents ; and afterwards no 
leſs warm in oppoſing arbitrary power and a ſtanding army. He 
was one of the firſt gentlemen in the weſt of England, that went 
in to the prince of Orange, anno 1688 ; and the aſſociation that 
follow'd, was owing to his propoſal, In the convention-parlia- 
ment at the revolution, he oppos'd the declaring the prince of 
Orange, king of England ; nevertheleſs, on the firſt of March, 
1691, he was ſworn of the privy-council, and conſtituted one of 
the lords of the treaſury, in which he continued about two years; 
and on his reſignation, had afterwards no employment during 
that reign. On the acceſſion of her majeſty Queen Anne, he 
was again admitted of the privy-cou -cil, — conſtituted comp- 
troller of her houſhold ; and had an Hr of a patent for a baron 
of the realm, which he declin'd, and got: conferr'd on Francis, 
the eldeſt ſurviving ſon of his ſecond marriage: being warm in 
his adherence to thoſe ſtiled the church party, and ſtickling for 
paſſing the bill to prevent occaſional conformity, he continued 
but two years in his poſt of comptroller of the houſhold, and after- 
wards conſtantly oppos'd the meaſures of the court. He was en - 
dow'd with great natural parts, which, together with his long 
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experience in parliamentary affairs, gain'd him the firſt place a- 


mong the leading members of his party, by whom his death was N 
much regretted. He died on the 17th of February, 170), in the ha 
6th year of his age, and was buried at Maiden-Bradley, in oft 
iltſhire, where, on a beautiful monument erected to his me- th 
mory, is the following infcription : lie 
Under this Marble are depoſited the Remains ou 
Of Sir Edward Seymour, Bart. late cis 
Of Bury-Pomeroy, in the County of die 
Devon, and of this Place.

The former King, in the twenty-ſecond year of his reign, grants in 
fee to his truſty and well-beloved ſervant, John Cope, Eſq; the ſcite 
and manor of Denſhanger (a), in com. Northamp. and divers other 
lands and rents in Wickden, Wickhamman, Peſenham, Stony-Strat- 
ford, Pokeſſey, Witefield, and Moghemoncotes. Which manor of 
Denſhanger, K. Hen. IV. confirmed to him, in the firſt year of

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Anthony, (eldeſt ſon and heir of William Cope, Eſq; the cofferer, 
by his ſecond wife, ) had the eſtate at Hanwell, in Oxfordſhire ; was 
bred in Oriel college, and having excellent parts, improv'd andcul- 
tivated by a learned education, was ſoon diſtinguiſh'd among his 
neighbours, and eſteem'd by the moſt learned men of that age, 
both at home and abroad. His appetite after knowledge was not 
confin'd to his own country only, but by travelling into France, 
Germany, Italy, and other parts of Europe, viſiting the univer- 
ſities, he ſought the acquaintance of the moſt conſiderable per- 
ſons 2broad fam'd for 2 contracted an ,intimacy with 
many of them, and wrote ſeveral things whilſt beyond the ſeas, as 
well as at home; which appears from ſeveral authors (a), and 
from an epigram in his praife, written by John Bapt.

Anthony Cope, Eſq; (eldeſt brother to this Sir Walter) ſucceeded 
his father in the eſtate at Hanwell ; was high ſheriff (c) of Ox- 
fordſhire in the twenty · fourth and thirty-third years of Queen 
Elizabeth ; received from her the honour of knighthood ; and, 
in his own country, was one of the ſuperior rank in all publick 
employments, and ſerv'd for the borough of Banbury in five ſe- 
veral parliaments during her reign (d). He had, by many wor- 
thy acts, acquired much reputation, and the eſteem of all that 
knew him ; and no doubt, his character and intereſt in the coun- 
try induc'd King James to appoint him his firſt high (e) ſheriff 
of Oxfordſhire, aſter his acceſſion to the crown. That prince 
likewiſe knighted his eldeſt fon, William, among the firſt he 
confer;i*d that honour upon; and when he erected the degree of 
baronets, advanced this Sir Anthony, to that dignity, (by letters pa- 
rents, bearing date 29 June, 1611.) He kept an hoſpitable 
houſe in the old engliſh way, and integrity and virtue ſhin'd in 
all he did. Deſiring retirement in the latter part of his life, he 
recommended to his countrymen his eldeſt fon, Sir William Cope, 
for their knight of the ſhire in parliament, and they manifeſted 
their love, by chuſing him in the three laſt parliaments of king 
James I. He died, full of honour, in the ſixty- ſixth year of his 
aze, A. D. 1615, and was buried in the chancel of the church of 
Hanwell, under a fair marble tomb, againſt the north wall, where 
is the figure of a knight in full proportion, lying on his back, with 
his wife by him; at his feet his creſt, viz. a Heur- de- lis, with 2 
Dragon's Head iſſuing out of the top; at her feet a Bird, with 
Il ings diſplay d; and over all, this inſcription :

12, 18, and 21 of that reign, and was high ſheriff of Oxtord- 
ſhire (c), 17 Jac. I, which ſufficiently teſtifies he was a gentle- 
man of worth and intereſt in his country. He died the 24 of 
Auguſt, 1637, and was buried the 22d of the ſame month, in the 
chancel of the church of Hanwell. By Elizabeth, his wife, 
daughter and ſole heir of Sir George Chaworth, of Wiverton, in 
Nottinghamſhire, Knt. and Anne, his wife, daughter of SirWil- 
liam Paſton, Knt. he became poſſeſſed of Marneham (d), in the 
county of Nottingham, the moſt ancient inheritance of the 
Chaworths, and left iſſue, two ſons, Sir John, his ſucceſſor, 
and Jonathan; and three daughters, Frances, who married Ro- 
bert, ſon and heir of Sir Robert Lee, of Billeſlce, in com. Warw, 
Knt, Mary, and Urſula, who died unmarricd. 

Jonathan, ſecond ſon, married Anna (e), daughter of Sir Hat.

This Sir Anthony, was bred in Oriel college, Oxon, and ſerv'd 
for Banbury, at the reſtoration of King Charles IT. and the next 
year, in the firſt parliament called by that prince, was choſen 
knight of the ſhire for the county of Oxford. In which parlia- 
ment he fat till he died, anno 1675, when, tor want of iſſue male, 
the title and eſtate devolv'd on his brother, 

Sir John Cope, Bart. who was bred up at Queen's college, 
Oxon, and having travelled into France, Italy, and Germany, 
at his return, had an honourable command in Dunkirk, when 
that fortreſs was delivered to the French; and on the death of 
his brother, was choſen in his room, knight of the ſhire for the 
county of Oxford, and was likewiſe elected for the ſame county in 
two other parliaments, in the reign of King Charles II. and alſo 
in the firſt year of King William and Queen Mary, and in the 
tenth of William III. for Banbury (5). He took to wife Anne, 
daughter of Mr. Philip Booth, by whom he had ifſue a daughter, 
Elizabeth, who died young; and after her, ſeven ſons ſucceſſively, 
YIZ, 1, Sir John, his ſucceſſor: 2.

Charles: 4. Gallen, who was firſt a captain of horſe, but after- 
wards quitted the army and lived retired ſome time, then took 
orders, and was rector of Everſley, in Hants; he died lately, 
leaving iſſue a ſon: 5. Daniel: 6. Albian; and 7. William, who 
was a lieutenant in the foot guards, and died June 7, 1706, The 
three laſt died unmarried. 

Sir John Cope, his eldeſt ſon, the preſent baronet, had his e- 
ducation in Oriel college, Oxon, and ahout the year 1691, he 
and his brother Anthony, both travelled abroad, and ſpent about 


two years in the academy of Wolfenbuttle, from whence they 


went to moſt of the courts in Germany, and Italy ; and at their 
return home, John, the eldeſt, was knighted by King William, 
at Kenſington, January, 1695. In the fourth of Queen Anne, 
he ſerv'd in parliament for the borough of Plympton, and has 
been elected in all parliaments ſince; in the reigns of Queen Anne, 
and King George I. for the borough of Taveftock, in com. Devon, 
and in the firſt parliament called by his preſent majeſty, he was 
elected one of the knights of the ſhire for the county of Southamp- 
ton, and is member in the preſent parliament for Limington, in 
the ſaid county. _ 

Sir John, married in 1696, Alice, daughter of Sir Humphry 
Monnoux, of Wotton, in Bedfordſhire, Bart, by whom he hath 
iſſue, two ſons. Monnoux Cope, Eſq; the eldeſt ſon, was mem- 
ber of parliament for Banbury, in Oxfordſhire, in the laſt par- 
liament of his late majeſty: He married Penelope, only daugh- 
ter of the honourable Henry Mordaunt, Eſq; licutenant-general 
of his majeſty's forces, (next brother to Charles, late earl of Peter- 
borough) by his ſecond wife Penelope, only child of William Tip- 
ping, of Ewelm, in the county of Oxford, Eſq; by whom he had 
two ſons; William, who died young, and John, now living, 
She died December, 17 37. John Cope, Efq; the ſecond ſon, is one 
of the gentlemen-uſhers to his majeſty, and is as vet unmarried.

HE original of this family, (denominated from Greſeley, 

in com. Derb. ) anciently written Greſele, Greſelei, Greſlea, 
Greſly, &c. I find to be deriv'd from Malahulcius, uncle to the 
famous Rollo, ſometime duke of Normandy, and progenitor to 
William the conqueror. From which Malahulcius, deſcended 
Roger de (a) Toeny, ſtandard-bearer of Normandy, whoſe 
younger ſons, Robert, and Nigell, accompanied William the 
conqueror into England ; and the former, at the time of the ge- 
neral ſurvey, (14 Will. I.) poſſeſſed near 150 lordſhips, whereof 
Stafford, being his refidence, he thence ſurnamed (b) himſelf, 
and was anceſtor to the noble race of the Staffords ; of whom, 
Humphry, was created duke of Buckingham by King Henry VI. 
with precedency before all dukes, both in England and France, 
the blood-royal excepted, 

Nigell, aforeſaid, held Drachelawe, Thorpe, Kingeſley, Mor- 
ton, and other lordſhips, in Derbyſhire and Staffordſhire (c), as 
appears by doomſday- book, and is the direct anceſtor to this fa- 
mily of Greſley, {till poſſeſſing the lordſhip of Drakelow, &c. in 
com. Derby (4) ; and William Greiſley, the ſon of this Nigell, 
was founder of the monaſtery of Greſeley, in honour of St. George, 
tho' now in ruins (e); (but the eſtate and manor ſtill remains with 
the family.) Mr. Camden, mentioning Greiſley-caſtle, ſays, it is 
a meer ruin, which, with the little monaſtery of St. George there, 
was built by the Greiſleys, formerly lords of it, who derived their 
pedigree from William, ſon of Nigell, ſurnamed de Griſeley; 
and have flouriſhed from the Norman conqueſt (/), to our times 
(1607) in great honour. Robert de Greſſei (g), ſon and heir of 
the faid William, in anno 1134, (35 Hen. I.) founded an abbey 
of Ciſtercian monks, at Swineſhed, in com. Linc. () and (inter 
alia) gave thereunto his mill, at Manceſtre, in com. Lanc. having 
his principal ſeat at that lordſhip. Robert de Greſleia, and

From this Robert, by a younger branch, deſcended the Greſley; 8 
that had ſummons to parliament among the barons of the realm (%), 
whereof Thomas de Greſlei, having ſummons to parliament from 
x till 4 Ed. II. incluſive, died without iſſue; and Joan, his ſiſter, 
became his heir, who married John, the ſon of Roger de la Warre, 
and brought a fair inheritance to that noble family, from whom 
the preſent lord de la Warr is deſcended. 

William de Greſlei, of Drachelawe, eldeſt ſon (c) and heir to 
the aforeſaid Robert, had iſſue Sir Geffery de Grefley, lord of 
Morton, who was returned with Robert de Frechville, knights 
of the ſhire for Derby, at the parliament held at London, in 28 
Ed. I. and in the fame year and the following, return'd for the 
fame county, with Ralph de Frechville, in the parliaments held at 
Lincoln (4). This Sir Geffery, had four yard land, in (e) Coſing- 
ton, with his wife Margaret, daughter of Maud de Somerville, 
of Coſington (/, in com.

William, the eldeſt fon and heir, was high ſheriff of Stafford- 
fhire, in 4 Eliz. and afterwards received from that Queen the 
honour of knighthood. He had iſſue, by Catherine his wife, 
daughter of Sir Edward Aſton, of Tixall, in com. Staff, Knt. (an- 
ceſtor to the preſent lord Aſton) three ſons, Thomas, his ſucceſſor 
in the eſtate, Haſtings, and Simon, and four daughters, Jane, Mary, 
Elizabeth, and Grace; which laſt, married Sir Thomas Wolſeley, 
Kut. 

Which Thomas Greſley, Eſq; reſided at Drakelow, and like- 
wiſe poſſeſſed the eſtate in Staffordſhire (b) ; of which county he 
was hizhſheriff, in 25 Eliz. and in the thirty-thirdand forty-fifth 
of that Queen's reign, highſheriff of Derbyſhire. He was knighted 
at Worſop, in com. Nott. (20th April, 1603) having met King 
James in his journey from Scotland to take poſſeſſion of the Eng- 
1h crown (c). He marricd firſt, Catherine, daughter of dir 
Thomas Walſingham, of Scadbury, in Kent, Knt. (and Doro- 
thy, his wife, daughter of Sir John Guldeford, Kut. and Barbara, 
his wife, daughter of Thomas Weſt, lord Delawarr) (a), and had 
idue, five ſons and three daughters; Henry, the eldeſt fon, died 
A. D. 1583, æt. 4; and George, his brother, ſucceeded to the 
cſtzte.

This 
Walſingham Greſley, appears to have been a conſiderable travel-

to whom, William the conqueror gave in marriage, lady Judith, 
© his ſiſter's daughter. Afterwards, Connington, and the earl- 
dom of Huntingdon, came to David, king of Scotland, fon of 
Malcolm I. and Margaret his wife, niece to Edward the king, 
© confeſſor, grandchild to Edmund, ſurnamed Ironſide, king of the 
© Engliſh Saxons, and ſiſter and heir to Edgar Etheling, by which 
© marriage, the ſtemme- royal of the Saxons became united into 
the blood-royal of the Scottiſh kings: which David, king of 
Scotland, married Maud, daughter to earl Waltheof, and had 
iſue, Henry, earl of Huntington, who died at Calcone, 18 Steph. 
1155, his father then living; leaving iſſue by Ada, daughter of 
William de Warren, ſecond earl of Surry, David, earl of Car- 
rick and Huntingdon, who died at Yerdley, in Northamptonſhie, 
and was buried at Sawtrey-abby, in com. Hunt. leaving iſſue by 
Maud, eldeſt daughter of Hugh Keveliok, earl of Cheſter, one ſon 
and two daughters, viz, John, earl of Huntington, who died with- 
out iſſue, at Barnhall, 22 Hen. III. and Margaret, married to Allan, 
of Galloway, conſtable of Scotland; and Iſabella, dna de Conyngton, 
who married Robert de Brus, lord of Anandale, in Scotland, and 
Cleaveland, in England : by this marriage, Robert de Brus, ac- 
quired this lordſhip of Connington, and died, leaving two ſons, 
Robert, and Bernard de Brus.

2, Frances, who was ſecond wife to Sir Edward Montagu, of 
Boughton, in com. Northton. knight of the Bath, afterwards 
created lord Montagu, (anceſtor to his grace the duke of Mon- 
tagu) and 3. Rebecca, married to William Mulſho, of Thingdon, 
in com. Northton, Eſq; He had alſo three ſons, Henry; Fer- 
dinand, and John, both merchants. 

In St. Sepulchre's church, London, there is a monument on a 
pillar, in the body of that church, for Henry, the eldeſt fon, by 
the ſecond marriage, with this inſcription (a): 

Here is buried the Body of Henry Cotton, Gentleman, 
eldeſt Son of Thomas Cotton, of Connington, in the 
County of Huntingdon, Eſq; by Dorothy Tamworth, 
his ſecond Wife. He living honeſtly, died the 11th 
Day of June, 1614, and made his Executors, Sir Ed- 
ward Montague, Knight of the Bath, married to Fran- 
ces, his ſecond ſiſter, and William Mulſho, Eſq; mar- 
ried to Rebecca, his third Siſter, who in requital of his 
Kindneſs to them, erected this Remembrance for him. 


Robert, the eldeſt ſon by the firſt wife, was born 22 Jan. 
A, D. 1570 (5), in the village of Denton, near Connington, 
part of his anceſtors inheritance) his parents having remov'd 
thither, not long after their marriage, as well for the ſplendor of 
his birth, as to be more at liberty from the incommodiouſneſs 
of their own ſeat, ariſing from a great acceſſion of new domeſticks. 
He was no leſs illuſtrious in his deſcent from his mother, a Shirley, 
(whoſe chief is the preſent earl Ferrers,) than from his father. 
But he render'd his family more eminent by his own life, his 
ſublime diſpoſition, ſtrong judgment, excellent endowments of 
mind, and other qualifications, that makes his name ſhine to 
poſterity, After King James I. came to the Engliſh crown, who, 
by reaſon of his deſcent from the Bruces, acknowledg'd him his 
coulin, he wrote himſelf in his books, Bruceus ; not in arrogance 
and oſtentation, but in diſtinction to thoſe of the name of Cotton, 
of other families ; and as my author obſerves (c), in a grateful 
ſenſe of the divine favour for that extraction, and to excite an 
emulation in his iſſue, to follow the virtues of ſuch glorious an-

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ceſtors. It is not doubted, but being the firſt -born, he had an 
education agrecable to the promiſing hopes of. his future accom- 
pliſhments. After his juvenile ſtudies, he was ſent to Trinity- 
college, Cambridge, where he thought it not ſufficient to be re- 
gifter'd among academicks, and wear the habit only; unleſs b 

his ſtudies he could be a benefit to his prince and nation. This 
he made good on leaving the univerſity, not ſuffering his nature 
to flag, nor the vigour of his mind to be emaſculated by pleaſure 


and domeſtick delights ; Queen Elizabeth then reign'd, whoſe 


favour was only to men of deſert, which ſo inflam'd her ſubjects, 
eſpecially ſuch whoſe happy birth had rais'd them above the vul- 
gar, that in divers capacities, ſome in maritime affairs, either in 
new diſcoveries, or in hoſtility againſt an enemy, or planting 
new colonies ; others in military matters, others in embaſſies, &c. 
and ſuch as ſtaid at home, ſedulouſly apply'd themſelves in buſineſs 
of the court, in the law, mathematicks, mechaniſm, and in na- 
tional hiſtory and antiquities, (of fingular uſe in civil affairs; 
which laſt, Sir Robert, at the age of eighteeen years made choice 
of, and at length, above the reach of any private purſe, acquir'd 
ſuch a library of rare and exquiſite manuſcripts, that Britain, nay, 
the whole chriſtian world is his debtor. He maturely began his 
great collection, A. D. 1588, when, finding his reſiding at home 
not altogether adequate to his purpoſes, he came up to London, 
aſſociated himſelf with Camden, and became a member of the 
ſociety of antiquaries, That learned man had ſuch an eſteem for 
him, that he dedicated his remains to him, and when he died, 
was a bene factor to his library. He travelled into the north with 
Mr. Camden (a), anno 1599, to view the Picts wall, and other 
northern antiquities: thoſe parts berng plentifully ſtor'd with 
roman relicks, occaſion'd thro' their long reſidence there to re- 
preſs the barbarities of the Picts; and by this means, and the 
affinity of their faculties, he came acquainted with the lord Wil- 
liam Howard, of Naworth-caſtle, in Cumberland, and other no- 
bles ; which being cultivated and maintain'd, introduc'd the 

marriage between his ſon, and a daughter of that noble houſe. 
The reputation he atta':1'd, when young, by his learning and 
induſtry, increaſed with his years, in ſolid erudition and prudence; 
the ſame tenour and mode of life, without idleneis or luxury; the 
fame ardency and diligence to obtain ai:tique books continued, 
but not for the ſake of pomp or ſhew, or by reading _ $ fn

Upon the peace intended between Queen Elizabeth, and King 
Philip of Spain, he furniſhed England with Arguments for its 
precedency before that realm, which was foreſeen would be a 
preliminary, and conteſted at the congreſs, 

A.D. 1603, he received the honour of knighthood from King 
ſames I. being one of thoſe many he conferr'd that honour on, 
before his coronation (a). During this reign, and in the many 
and various difficulties ariſing in ſtate points, Sir Robert, was 
look'd upon, by common ſuffrage, one of the beſt inſtructed 
therein; hence, Henry, earl of Northampton, and lord privy- 
ſeal, 1608, became his familiar and perpetual friend, conſulted 
him in what he publickly deliver'd, made him his confident, and 
found a return of wiſdom and fidelity. 

He became ſoon after known to ſm prince of Wales, who 
required his information in reference to his court and palace. He 
was adviſed withal in the caſe of the union of the two kingdoms, 
by Robert, earl of Saliſbury, and the aforeſaid earl of Northamp- 
ton, The commiſſioners of the earl marſhalſhip reterr'd to his 
arbitration the difterent judgments of the heralds, concerning 
precedency among the city magiſtrates ; and his opinion was like- 
wiſe deſir'd by ſeveral others, in many different caſes of moment. 

The ſame year, 1608, he is nominated, with the earl of North- 
hampton, and others, in the commiſſion for better ordering and 
providing for the navy; render'd almoſt uſeleſs by inactivity and 
neglect, and aſſiſted in compoſing a treatiſe on that ſubject. 

A. D. 1609, he wrote upon duelling and ſingle combat, uſed 
before either king, high-conſtable, and marſhal. 

About the years 1609 and 10, the nation being weak in trea- 
ſure, methods were ſet on foot to repleniſh the ſame without 
durthen to the ſubject, and danger to the laws; Sir Robert, a- 
mong others, had this province, being a perſon whoſe judgment 
had lifted the deeds of paſt ages. They pitch'd on this here- 
citary dignity of baronets, propos'd for the reduction of Ulſter, 
in Ireland, and that each advanced to it, ſhould pay 10001. and 
this was approy'd on, and Sir Robert himſelf dignify'd with the 
lame, in the ninth year of King James I. 

About the 14th year of this reign, he compendiouſly wrote 
the life of King Henry III. for the expeditious reading of King 
James. I. that he might uſe it as a mirrour ; and that king de- 
ning a marriage with Spain for his ſon Prince Charles, which 
the Engliſh diflik'd : Sir Robert, had the honour to manage this 
affair, repreſenting the hiſtory of the Auſtrian leagues, truces, &c. 
anno 1625, and ſtood in defence of the duke of Buckingham,

when the Spaniſh embaſſadors endeavoured to incenſe the king 


a him, whom they conceiv'd broke off the intended match, 


either was he a leſs patron to eccleſiaſticks, aſſerting their cauſe 
againſt the Puritans, from the conſtitutions of the empire, and 
the laws of our Saxon kings. He collected an exact abridgment 
of the parliamentary records in the Tower of London, from the 
reign of King Edward II. unto King Richard III. which was 
publiſh'd after his deceaſe, by William Prynne, of Lincoln's-Inn, 
Eſq; who, in his preface to it, ſays, It was collected by that 
< moſt eminent, induſtrious collector of our beſt, rareſt Engliſh 
© antiquities, manuſcripts, leger-books, records of all torts, 


_ © whoſe famous name and memory alone, are ſufficient to add 


more praiſe and luſtre to this abridgment, than any panegyric 
© epiſtle TI am able to prefix thereto.” He wrote many tracts, 
ſome of which were publiſhed after his death. In the reign of 
King James I. he was twice choſen knight of the ſhire for the 
county of Huntingdon, and none more judicious and intelligent 
of our conſtitution, where he behaved himſelf as a loyal ſubject 
to his ſovereign, and an honeſt repreſentative to his country : 
but whilſt the conſtitution of his body promis'd long life, a ſud- 
den fever ſeiz'd him; labouring under which, and foreſceing his 
death, he prepar'd himſelf for it like a true chriſtian, and made 
his will (a), leaving his only ſon Thomas, his heir and executor, ſet- 
ling the great beneficial treaſure of his library, which he had been 
forty years collecting, at a vaſt expence, upon the ſaid Thomas, 
and after him, upon his grandſon, John, therein expreſs'd, aged 
at that time, ten years old, and afterwards to his right heirs, 
never to be alienated. 

He died, aft# two days ſickneſs, on the 6th of May, A. D. 
1631, aged ſixty years, three months, and a few days, at his 
houſe in Weſtminſter, whence, with folemn pomp, he was car- 
ried to Connington, as he appointed in his will; and was interr'd 
on the ſouth ſide of that church, under a fair monument erected 
by the piety of his wife and fon: which lady, was Elizabeth, 
daughter and coheir of William Brocas, of Thedingworth, in 
com, Leiceſt. Eſq; whereon is this inſcription :

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Abby, in which liſt his name ſtandeth, the eighteenth in order; 
and in the moſt ancient written chronicles of the dutchy of Nor- 
mandy remaining of record (6), it is to be ſeen, that this Wil- 
liam des Molines, is ſet down and placed as a moſt eſpecial and 
chief man in nearneſs and ſingular credit with William, the con- 
queror, at that time when he invaded and conquered England. 

To this William des Moulines or Molins, Roger de Poytiers, 
who was then poſſeſſed of all that tract of land in Lancaſhire, be- 
tween the rivers of Ribble and Mercy, by the gift of William 
the conqueror ; gave (c), among other lands, by the conſent of 
the conqueror, the manors of Sephton, Thorneton, Kerdon or 
Kuerdon, ten carucates and an half of land, at the ſervice of half 
a knight's fee, whereof he made Sephton his chief ſeat, wherein 
he was ſucceeded by Vivian, his ſon and heir. 

Other accounts differ from this, and ſay (d), that William, 
and Vivian de Moulines, his brother, were in the firſt expedition 
of the army ſent by William the conqueror, under the conduct 
of Roger de Poytiers (e), and that the ſaid Roger, gave the lord-

Lanc. who held half a knight's fee at Sefton, and gave in 
pure and free alms to the church of the bleſſed Mary, at Cocker- 
ſand, and certain acres of land in Melling and Conſcough, under 
his ſeal of the Croſs Moline, circumſcrib'd, S. Adam: de M7olinens, 
and prov'd by the abby-book (4).

He was ſucceeded by his ſon Richard, who paid 20s. for re- 
lief of half a knight's fee, in Sephton, Thorneton, and Kerdon, 
which Adam de Molines formerly held (5) ; and gave one plow- 
land to Richard de Thorneton, for the yearly rent of a pound of 
pepper; and to Raymond de oy Ae ps two oxgangs, in Ly- 
therlandt, to hold by knight's ſervice ; and to Simon, his onl 
brother, lands called Haſtencroft, on the way between Sephton 
and Thorneton, to hold by homage and due ſervice, as appears by 
the grant, wrote in a ſtrange old form and character.

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This Sir William, did grant his manor of de Speeke, in marriage 
with Joan, his daughter, to Robert de Erneys, with ward and 
relief of Sir Pattericx de Haſſwell, to hold of him for ſicteen- 
pence by the year (a). Sir Richard, his ſon, aged ſeventeen at 
the death of his father, and in the wardſhip and cuſtody of John, 
duke of Lancaſter (Y), married Agatha, daughter and heir of Sir 
Roger Illerton, Knt. and had iſſue, 1. Sir William. 2. Richard, 
of Larbeck, Wynnerſley, &c. whoſe ſon Richard, died 8. P. 3. 
John, to whom his father gave lands in Netherton. 4. Tho- 
mas, of Kennerdal, who was ſlain in battle, temp.

This Sir Thomas Molyneux, was conſtable of 
Chelter, a man of high valiauncy, and of great power, authority, 
and ſpecial credit in Cheſhire and Lancaſhire, to whom the king 
expreſsly writ, and ſent, commanding him to raiſe a power and 
force, ſafely to conduct Robert de Vere, duke of Ireland, his dear 
and moſt familiar friend, to his preſence, and not to reſpect any 
charges, travel or pain whatſoever 3 who, humbly obeying his 
prince's commandment, and for the ſpecial love he bore to his 
native country, raiſed a power of 5000 men, and brought the 
laid duke as far as Radcot-bridge, four miles diſtant from Chip- 
ping-Norton, where, being prevented of this intent and purpoſe, 
and beſet on every ſide by the duke of Glouceſter, and the 
earls of Derby, Warwick, and Nottingham, and others of their 
familiar aſſociation and ſociety, was forced, for his better ſafety, 
to take the water, hoping, as the duke before him did, to have 
eſcaped the force of his enemies: howbeit, contrary to his expec- 
tation, it fell out, for there he was ſlain by Sir Thomas Morty- 
mer; this happen'd in the eleventh year of Rich.

He was a perſon of great courage and accompliſhments, diſtin.

HIS family is certainly of very great antiquity, and ſome 

have imagined them to be deſcended from the family of 
Gavelli, in Italy, accounted one of the ancienteſt in the world, 
(Dr. Littleton, in his dictionary, on the uſage of changing the 
letter b into v, inſtances, as from the Sabelli, of Rome, the Sa- 
viles in England) whereof ſome were conſuls before (a), and after 
our Saviour ; and Mr, Richardſon, in his preface to Sir John 
Savile's reports of law-caſes, temp. Eliz. mentions, the duke de 
Savilli to own, as his near relation, John, ſecond ſon of that Sir 
John, when he made him a viſit in Italy. 

That the name and family were very numerous in Yorkſhire, 
and came laft from the province of Anjou, in France, (on the 
frontiers whereof were two towns of this name) into England (5), 
ſeveral pedigrees teſtify. 

1. The firſt we find mentioned, is Sir John Savile, of Savile- 
hall, in Yorkſhire(c), who married the daughter of Sir Simon de

His third wife was Dorothy, daughter of 
the lord Wentworth, of the South, relict of Sir William Wid- 
merpool, and Sir Martin Forbiſher, K nts. and his fourth, Mar- 
zery, daughter of Ambroſe Peate, citizen of London, and relict 
of Sir Jerom Weſton, Knt. by the two laſt he had no iſſue, 

The ſecond ſon of Henry Savile, of Bradley, Eſq; aforeſaid, 
was the learned Sir Henry Savile : he was born at Bradley-hall, 
Nov. 30, 1549 3 he became batchelor of arts, 1565 (a), and about 
that time was elected fellow of Merton-college, Oxford, in 1570, 
he took his degree of maſter of arts; and growing famous for his 
kill in the Greek language, and mathematicks, he was elected 
proctor of the univerſity, for two years, 1575, 1576. In 1578, 
he travelled irito France, and other countries, and improving 
himſelf in learning, languages, and the knowledge of men, re- 
turned a moſt accompliſh'd perſon : about that time he became 
tutor to Queen Elizabeth in the Greek tongue, who had a great 
eſteem for him; in 1585, he was made warden of Merton-college, 
and in 1596, provoſt of Eaton-college, which he improved with 
riches and literature: he was afterwards (H) employed by Queen 
Elizabeth, as her reſident in the Low-countries. When King 
James I. came to the crown, he had a great reſpect for him and 
his learning, and would have advanced him to higher dignities 
either in church or ſtate, but he refuſed them, and only accepted of 
the honour of knighthood from his majeſty, at Windſor, Sept. 21, 
1604. He married Margaret, daughter of George Dacres, of Cheſ- 
bunt, in Hertfordſhire, Eſq; and had one ſon, Henry, and a daugh- 
ter, Elizabeth, married to Sir John Sedley, of Aylesford, in Kent. 
Bart. About the year 1604, his ſon Henry dying, he beſtow'd 
great part of his eſtate in publiſhing books, particularly, St. Chri- 
loitom's works, in Greek, a noble edition of which he printed at 
Eaton-college, 1613, in 8 vol. folio, to which he added his own 
learned notes, in which he was aſſiſted by ſeveral learned men:

the expenceof this edition, including what hepaid to ſome learned 
men whom he employed abroad to obtain the beſt copies of St. 
Chriſoſtom, coſt him above 80001. In 1619, he founded two 
lectures, one in Geometry, and the other in aſtronomy, in the 
univerſity of Oxford, with a liberal ſalary to the profeſiors, named, 
in memory of him, SAVILIAN PROFESSORS: he was admir'd by 
all the learned men of that age, who give him the higheſt charac- 
ter (a). He had fo great a value for Mr. Camden, that he would 
fain have prevailed upon him to ſpend his latter days in Eaton- 
college ; I am ſure (fays he) you might make me a happy man in 
my old age (b), without any diſcontent, I hope, to your ſe!f- 
I dare fay, we would all do our beſt, that you ſhould not repent 
of your living here, This worthy knight and magazine of learn- 
ing, died at Eaton-college, Feb. 19, 1625, and was interr'd in 
the chapel there, near to the body of his ſon Henry, who died in 
1604, aged eight years, under a black marble ſtone ; with thi:

tho” that did not prevent a ſumptuous honorary monument to 
his memory, being erected on the ſouth wall, at the upper end 
of the choir of Merton-college, Mr. Richardſon, in his preface 
to baron Savile's reports, expreſſes himſelf thus: We have in 


view nobile par fratrum, Sir John, and Sir Henry Savile, 1 


am afraid (for I muſt ſpeak truth) that the memory of Sir Henry, 
will be diſpread larger and farther than that of our author; and 
that the annotations upon Tacitus, the lectures upon Euclide, 
and the excellent edition of St. Chriſoſtome, will be worn by 
more hands than theſe reports. For indeed it is impoſſible to 
build an univerſal fame upon an eminency in the knowledge of 
particular municipal laws. Sir Henry, is known in the world, 
Sir John, but in England. And, that his memory mav be 
made laſting amongſt us, theſe reports of his are made publick. 
He imitated that excellent perſon, his brother, Sir Henry Savile, 
in publick charities, there being ſcarce a manor of his in Tork. 
ire, in which he hath not left them behind him.” 

Thomas Savile, the third and youngeſt fon, and younger bro- 
ther to the beforementioned two great men, was born at Over- 
Bradley, near Hallifax ; admitted probationer-fellow of Merton- 
college, 1580(4), and having taken the degree of maſter of arts,

where he was noted for his great learning : he died, during the 
proctorſhip of the univerſity of Oxford, at London, Jan. 12, 
1592, and was interr'd in the choir of Merton-college chapel. 
He was an intimate friend likewiſe, of the great Camden, among, 
whoſe letters, publiſh'd at London, 1691, by Dr. Thomas Smith, 
are fifteen of Mr. Savile's (a), to Camden.

his inheritance in Sowerbyſhire, about 1 169 (4). By this match, 
the ſaid Henry, became poſſeſſed of the manor of Thornhill, and 
other great eſtates, and "Thornhill, became the Yorkſhire ſeat of 
the family, tho' ſince demoliſhed by the civil wars. 
. II. Sir Thomas, his ſon and heir, was one of the gentry of the 
county of York (b), returned by the commiſſioners, 12 Hen, VI, 
and was knight of the ſhire for York, 20 Hen. VI. He married 
Margaret, daughter of Sir Thomas Pilkington, Knt. and had iſſue, 
12. Sir John Savile, lord of Thornhill, Eland, and Tankerſley, 
who was twice high ſheriff for the county of York (c), 33 of 
Henry VI. and 1 Ed. IV. and knight of the ſhire for the ſame 
county (d), 29 Hen. VI. He married Alice, daughter of Sir 
William Gaſcoigne, of Gawthorp, in com. Ebor. Knt. and had

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ter of the right honourable George Talbot, the ſixth earl of 
Shrewſbury, by which marriage, Rufford, in Nottinghamſhire, 
(where King James I. and King Charles I. were often entertain'd,) 
and the eſtate belonging (a) to it, came into the family. Second- 
ly, Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Edward Ayſcough, of South-Kelſey, 
in com. Linc. Knt. widow of George Savile, of Wakefield, Eſq; 
By his firſt lady, he had iſſue, one ſon, Sir George Savile, Knt. 
who died before his father, in 1618, and by his firſt wife, Sarah, 
daughter and coheir to John Rede, of Coteſbrook, in com. North- 
hampton, Eſq; had no iſſue; but by Anne, his ſecond wife, daughter 
of Sir William Wentworth, of Wentworth-W oodhouſe, in com. 
Ebor. Bart. he left iſſue two ſons ; Sir George Savile, Bart. who 
ſucceeded his grandfather in the title and eſtate, but died unmar- 
ried ; and Sir William Savile, Bart. ſucceſſor to his brother, 
hereafter mention'd. Sir George Savile, the firſt baronet, lies 
buried in Thornhill-church, under a curious monument, with a 
knight's ſtatue, to the life, in marble, and this inſcription in gold 
letters : 
* Here lieth the Body of Sir George Savile, Knt. 
and Bart. of Thornhill, in the County of York, 
* who had firſt to Wife the Lady Mary, Daughter 
* of George, earl of Shrewsbury, by whom he had 
* Iſſue, one ſon ; and afterwards he took to Wife, 
Elizabeth, daughter to Sir Edward Ayſcough, of 
* South-Kelſey, in the County of Lincoln, Knt by 
whom he had Iſſue, three Sons, and four Daugh- 
ters. He departed this Life the 12th Day of No- 
vember, 1622, in the 72d Year of his Age; to 
* whoſe Memory, the ſaid Dame Elizabeth Savile, 
* by her laſt Will and Teſtament, appointed this 
Monument to be erected, who is likewiſe interr'd 
in the Chapel of Herbury. 


Which Sir William Savile, Bart. beforementioned, ſucceſſor to 
his brother, ſtood firm in his allegiance to King Charles I. ad- 
vanced his intereſt all he could, and was a great ſufferer for the 
royal cauſe ; he fortified his houſe at "Thornhill, and made it a 
garriſon for the King, which being afterwards taken by the re- 
dels, was demoliſhed. He married Anne, daughter of Thomas, 
lord Coventry, lord keeper of the great ſeal; a lady remarkable 
for her zeal and attachment to the royal cauſe, She was a per- 
fon of incomparable affection to his majeſty (5), of ſingular pru- 
dence in deſigning great things for his " wx and of great inte- 
reſt and power to render them effectual, by the adherence of 
many perſons of honour, ability, and loyalty unto her, and par- 
ticularly, by my lord Langdale's going along with her in all 
things,

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things, for his majeſty's ſervice : this lady alſo held a cloſe cor- 
reſpondence with Thomas Holder, Eſq; auditor-general to the 
duke of York (a), for the ſame purpoſe, and during his confinc- 
ment, with Dr. Barwick. To this good lady was owing the 
eſcape of Sir Marmaduke Langdale, who was condemned by the 
rebels to die ; for ſhe found out ſuch proper hands, by preſents to 
mollify the guards, and invented ſo feaſible a way forthis eſcape, 
that Sir Marmaduke, got out of priſon with little difficulty to 
himfelf, and not much cenſure to his keepers, from the rebel, 
their maſters (5). This illuſtrious heroine, lady Savile, was al- 
ways ſuſpected by Cromwell's party, not only to be privy to theſe 
noble atchievements, but to be the author (c) and director of them 
all, yet' they could never come to a certain knowledge of this, 
tho” they laid their ſnares on all ſides to entrap her, and made no 
doubt but ſhe would at length be taken therein, and their ardent 
deſire of deſtroying her be accompliſhed. This gallant lady, fa- 
mous even for her warlike actions, beyond her ſex, had a little be- 
fore been beſieged by the rebels, in Sheffield-caſtle, in com. Ebor. 
which they batter'd on all ſides by great guns, tho' ſhe was big 
with child; and had ſo little regard for her ſex, that in that con- 

dition, they refuſed a midwife ſhe had ſent for, the liberty of go- 
ing to her (4): yet this unheard- of barbarity was ſo far from mov- 
ing her, that he reſolv'd to periſh, rather than ſurrender the 
caſtle ; but the walls being every where full of cracks with age, 
and ready to fall, the ſoldiers of the garrifon began to mutiny, 
not ſo much concerned for their own danger, as for the lament- 
able condition of this noble lady, fo near the time of her falling in 
labour (e) ; for ſhe was brought to bed the night after the caſtle 

was ſurrender' d. This lady, a little before the battle of Wor— 

ceſter (/), generouſly contributed one thouſand pound to his ma- 

jeſty's ſubſiſtence ; and by her means, colonel Venables, a perſon 

of note in Cromwell's army, was brought over to the king's in- 


tereſt (g). She had a great reſpect for thoſe clergymen, as 2- 


dorned their doctrines by the holyneſs of their lives ; and was 2 
great ſupport to them. She lived to ſee the happy reſtauration, 
and died about a year and an half after it, of whom, Dr. Barwick 
(Y fays ; © The lady Savile, that illuſtrious example of piety to- 
* wards God, and love to her country, about this time reſign's 
her breath, eaſily yielding to a diſtemper, contracted from het 
* wearineſs of an age ſo wicked, and ſo ungrateſul to God, un- 
© ſhaken as ſhe had ſtood againſt the ſecret conſpiracies and open 
force of the moſt inveterate.enemies of the crown. When {he 


found her diſeaſe increaſe upon her, leaving the tovn, ſhe went 
to

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to her houſe at Wimple, in Cambridgſhire (a), and ſent for Dr. 
© Barwick to her from London, deſirous to make uſe of his pious 
* miniſtrations in her laſt extremity.” 

Sir William died, Jan. 24, 1643 (); but by his aforeſaid lady, 
had three ſons, and three daughters; 1. William, who died 
young; 2. Sir George, his ſucceſſor ; 3. Henry Savile, Eſq; a 
gentleman of ſhining parts, and much in favour with K. Charles 
II. to whom he was vice-chamberlain : he was repreſentative in 
parliament for Newark, in Nottinghamſhire, in the reign of King 
Charles II. and died without iſſue. The daughters were, Anne, 
married to the right honourable, Thomas, earl of Plymouth; 
Margaret, and 

Sir George Savile, Bart. ſucceſſor to his father, was fam'd for 
ſeveral miſcellaneous tracts, which he wrote with great judgment 
and ſpirit, (particularly, his Advice to a Daughter ;) he was one 
of the greateſt ſtateſmen of his time, and contributed all he could 
to bring about the reſtoration of the royal family; which being 
effected, he was, in conſideration of his father's loyalty to King 
Charles I. as alſo his own merit, created baron Savile, of Eland, 
and viſcount Hallifax, and afterwards, in 1682, advanced to the 
titles of earl and marquis of Halifax, and in the ſame year, con- 
ſtituted lord privy- ſeal. On King James's acceſſion to the throne, 
he ſent for him, and appointed him (c) prefident of the council 
buy he did not continue long in that poſt (d); for the king ne- 
glected and diſcouraged his former friends, tho? never fo loyal and 
true to him, if they were any ways backward in ſerving him in 
his own way : he early told the marquis of Hallifax (e), * that 
* tho? he would not forget his paſt ſervices, yet, ſince he would 
* not conſent to the repeal of the teſts, he was reſolved to have 
* all of a piece, and fo diſmiſs'd him.“ However, on the arrival 
of the prince of Orange in England, the king had fo good an o- 
pinion of him, that he join'd him, with the (/) earl of Rocheſter, 
and the lord Godolphin, and ſent them as his commiſſioners, to 
treatwith the prince, then at Hungerford. In theconvention (g), 
he was choſen by the peers, their ſpeaker, in oppoſition to 
the earl of Danby, and ſtrenuouſly ſupported the motion of the 
vacancy of the throne, and the neceſſity of ſupplying it by the 
prince of Orange; and put the queſtion, * Whether their high- 
neſſes the prince and princeſs of Orange, ſhould not be declared

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© king and queen (a),“ which was carried 65 againſt 45; and dy- 
ing in 1695, left behind him a great character for his wiſdom, in- 
tegrity, and conduct, and many other excellent qualifications. 
The reign of King Charles II. and King James II. when the 
councils often changed, prov'd the integrity of the courtiers, and 
very few but went in too much, either to the prerogative of the 
crown, or the rights of the people; yet this noble lord demeaned 
himſelf fo well, that he was look'd upon by common ſuffrage, as 
a true patriot, both to his king and country, 

He married two wives; 1. Dorothy, daughter of Henry, earl 
of Sunderland, by whom he had three ſons; 1, Henry, lord E- 
land, who married Eſther (%, daughter and coheir to Charles de 
la Tour, marquis of Gouvernet, in France, and died in his father's 
life-time without iſſue. 2. William, the next marquis of Hal- 
lifax ; and 3. George, ſain at the fiege of Buda, 1688, un- 
married; alſo one daughter, Anne, wife to John, lord Vaughan, 
His ſecond lady was Gertrude, daughter of William Pierpoint, 
Eſa; fecond ſon of Robert, earl of Kingſton, by whom he had a 
daughter, Elizabeth, married to Philip earl of Cheſterfield, father 
the preſent earl. William, marquis of Hallifax, his eldeſt ſur- 
viving ſon, married two wives; 1. Elizabeth, daughter and heir 
(c to Sir Samuel Grimſton, of Gorhambury, in com. Hertf. Bart. 
by whom he had one daughter, Anne, who was firſt wife to the 
preſent lord Bruce; his ſecond wife was, lady Mary, only daugh- 
ter of Danicl, earl of Nottingham, (by his firſt wife, the lady 
Efex Rich, one of the daughters and coheirs of Robert, ear] of 
Warwick and Holland) by whom he left only two daughters, his 
coheirs, viz. I. lady Dorothy, married to the earl of Burlington; 
2. lady Mary, married to the earl of 'Thanet (4). His relict, 
afterwards married John, duke of Roxburgh, and had iſſue, the 
preſent marquis of Beaumont, who married Eſſex, daughter ol dir 
Roger Moſtyn, Bart. This William, marquis of Hallifax, died 
Aug. 31, 1700; when, for want of iſſue-male, the peerage be- 
came extinct, 

But Sir George Savile, the firſt Baronet, (the ſixteenth in de- 
ſcent from Sir John Savile, of Savile-hall) by his ſecond wife, E- 
lizabeth, daughter ofSir Edward Ayſcough, of South-Kelſey, in 
Lincolnſhire, Knt. relict of George Savile, of Wakefield, Eſq; 
had iſſue three ſons 3 1. Sir John; 2. Richard, who died with- 
out iflue; and 3. Henry Savile, of Bowling, Eſq; and four daugh- 
ters; of which, Mary, married John Archer, of Gray's-Inn, 
Eſq, Sir Joan Savile, of Lupſet, in com. Ebor. the eldeſt fon,

ronet, inherited the title of baronet, in 1700, on the marquis's 
death ; but dying unmarried, 1704, the title deſcended to Sir 
George Savile, Bart. in the following manner. 

17. Henry Savile, of Bowling, in com. Ebor. Eſq; third fon 
of the firſt Sir George Savile, Bart. by his ſecond wife, and bro- 
ther to Sir John Savile, of Lupſet, beforementioned, married (a) 
Anne, daughter of Robert Crewſe, of London, merchant, by 
whom he had five ſons, and three daughters; George, John, 
Henry, Robert, and Edward; all which died without iſſue, ex- 
cept John, Of the daughters, Elizabeth, married the count 
Monfelto; Anne, Sir Robert Forbes, of Scotland, and Mary. 

18. John, only ſurviving ſon of Henry Savile, of Bowling, 
Eſq; was rector of Thornhill, in Yorkſhire ; he married firſt, 
Elizabeth, daughter of Dr. "Tully, by whom he had no iſſue; 
and ſecondly, Barbara, daughter of 'T homas Jennifon, of New- 
caſtle, upon Tyne, Eſq; (who died, June, 1734) by whom he 
had iſſue, Sir George Savile, his ſucceſſor, the preſent baronet, 
(ſurviving heir-male to the firſt Sir George Savile, Knt. and Bart. 
and upon whom, George, late marquis of Hallifax, in conſideration 


of his name and family, ſettled the reverſion of the poſſeſſions of 


the firſt baronet, to attend the title,;) and two daughters, Anne, 
who married Sir Nicholas Cole, of Branſpeth, in Durham, Bart. 
deceaſed ; and Gertrude, 

19. Sir George Savile, the preſent baronet, the nineteenth in 
a lineal deſcent from Sir John Savile, of Savile-hall, Knt. repre- 
ſented the county of York, in the firſt parliament of King 
George II. being elected on Sir Thomas Wentworth's being cre- 
ated lord Malton, He married, 1722, Mary, daughterf John 
Pratt, of the city of Dublin, Eſq; by Honoretta, his wife, daugh- 
ter of Sir John — of Ellinthorpe, in Yorkſhire, Bart, by 
whom he hath iſſue, one ſon (5) George, and two daughters, 
Arabella, and Barbara.

HERE have been ſeveral families of ancient extraction ( 

of this ſurname, that have been denominated according ty 
the cuſtom of former ages, from their poſſeſſions : the pedizrecs 
of this family, (I may ſay all that I have ſeen (6) ) deduce them 
from Bertram, of Wodehouſe- tower, in Yorkſhire, who, tis 
ſaid, compounded with the conqueror, and enjoy'd his lands and 
inheritance, but as the pedigree in verſe tells us, this is ſupported 
by no evidence, which makes me (c) think it is as great an error, 
as that general one, of making this family of Yorkſhire extraction, 
That Bertram, was anceſtor of the family of Wodchouſe, in tha: 
county, I take to be true (4); but am as ſure that this family i 
not deſcended from that, becauſe the names of the owners of that 
eſtate is widely different; in King John's time, the pipe-roll ot 
the tenth of that king, tells us, that Adam de Wodehuſe, chap- 
lain, held a bovate of land in Wodchuſe, in Yorkſhire ; that he 
was ſon of Robert, who was ſon of Hugh, none of which name: 
occur in this family at that time, for Sir Richard de Wodehouſe, 
was cotemporary with this Adam, who was ſon of Henry, the ton 
of George; neither is there any occaſion for us to go out of the 
county of Norfolk, nor indeed far from their preſent ſeat, to find 
lands and poſſeſſions from whence they might be, and indeed (e, 
I believe, were denominatcd ; the Wodehouſes being ſurnamed, 
as I am apt to think (/, irom a tenement and lands now in 
Windham, called Wodehouſe, lying in Silfield; and what con-

That they were gentlemen of good rank in the time of King 
John, Peacham informs us (a), which appeared to him by many 
ancient grants and evidences of the family, which he had ſeen, 
and from which the pedigree was collected; but when the family 
removed from their old ſeat at Kimberley, to Downham, many 
of them being left neglected there, became rotten, and were de- 
ioured by vermin ; for which reaſon, I (Y) cannot aſſert ſeveral 
things, which might have been proved by them, which I ſhall 
therefore omit, and content my ſelf with the following account, 
which ſtands ſupported on ſufficient authority (c). 

1. Sir Conſtantine de Wodehouſe, who married Iſabel, daugh- 
ter and heir of Botetort, in the beginning of Hen. I. whoſe arms 
are blazon'd in old Engliſh verſe, in the pedigree, as are the arms 
of all the matches of the family, down to Sir Thomas Wode- 
houſe's time. He was ſuccceded by his fon and heir, 

2, Sir George de Wodehouſe, who flouriſhed in the time of 
Hen, I, whom he accompanied into Normandy, and was at the 
burning of Baieux, and taking of Caen-caſtle. He married Wi- 
nifride, daughter and heir of Lacy, by whom he had, 

3. Sir Henry, his ſon and heir, who married Beatrix, daugh- 
er of the lord Say. 

4. Sir Richard, his ſon and heir, is omitted in moſt, if not 
all the pedigrees, but is rightly mentioned in both the roh. 
He married an Aſpall, and lived in King John's time. 

5. Sir William Wodehouſe, his fon and heir, lived at Flit- 
cham, in Norfolk, the monaſtery of which place he is ſaid to 
hare founded, and made a cell to Walfingham : he was the firſt 
of the family that purchaſed lands in Kimberley, but no manor 
there, tho? he was lord of manors in Norfolk ; and indeed, by 
wat I can ſee (e), he was the firſt that removed from Wind- 
bam fide, He married Petronilla, daughter and heir of Cler- 
Vaux, 

It is plain that he died before 1257, 52 Hen. III. for in that 
year, Petronilla de Wodehouſe, his wife, died ſeized of the tene- 
ment, Wodehouſe, and lands, and Woods thereto belonging, ly- 
ing in Windham. 

0. Francis Wodehouſe, Eſq; ſon of Sir William, married the 
daughter and coheir of Sir John Pecche. Of this Francis, I 
3 no other memorial (/), he being in a ſhort time ſucceeded 

7. Sir Bertram de Wodehouſe, his ſon and heir; he attended

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King Edward I. into the north, when he diſpers'd the Scots, and 
ſlew twenty thouſand of them, He married Muriel, daughter 
and heir of Hamo, lord Felton, by whom he had Feltons, in 
Great Maſſingham, and Feltons or Hemgraves, in Fordham, in 
Cambridgſhire, beſides ſeveral other minors, and a vaſt eſtate, 
He had three ſons ; 1. Sir William. 2. Robert de Wodehouſe, 
who was chaplain to Edward II. and in 855 was (a) made ba- 
ron of the exchequer, by patent dated Oct. 14. 12 Edw. II. 
In the ſecond year of Edw. III. the king preſented him to the

When Edmund of 
Langley, Beauchamp, and the lower of England's knights went 
thither, under great Lancaſter, and Edward, the black prince, 
where they bravely fought, and help'i Don Pedro, king of Ca- 
ſtile, againſt Don Henry, his baſtard brother, whom. the pope 
had legitimated, and excommunicated Don Pedro: in 1374 (gz), 
he was ſheriff of London, with Richard Lions; he married the 
daughter and heir of Humphry Lutterell. 

9. Sir Richard de Wodehouſe, fon of Sir William, was of Ry- 
don, in Norfolk, and by vertue of his lands and tenements heid 
of Riſing- caſtle, was obliged to repair, and maintain a tower of 
that caftle, to which he alſo paid a ſum of money yearly, for 
caſtle- guard.

10. Sir Thomas de Wodehouſe, who married Alice, fiſter and

12. Sir John Wodehouſe, Knt. who was a younger ſon, being 
afterwards in favour with Hen. IV. by whom he was knighted ; 
he came and ſettled at Kimberley, having married Margaret, 
daughter and ſole heir of Sir Thomas Faſtolt, of Kimberley, Kut. 
and removed from the Faſtolt's ſeat, which was at the welt end 
of the town, built a new ſeat in the eaſt part, with the tewer 
called Wodthouſe's tower, thereto belonging. () By decd dated 
20 Jan. 2 Hen. IV. upon his eldeſt ſon's marriage with Fur- 
neaux, he entailed his houſe, which he had ne built, called 
Wodehouſe's tower, and the new park called Wodehouſe's park, 
together with his manors of Kimbertev, Corſton, Thuxton, 
Litcham- market, Feltwell, &c. on them and their heirs (c); in 
1404, he was conſtable ot Riſing-caſtle, and had four ſons; 1. 
John. 2. Giles de Wodehouſe, living 1436. 3. Themas, who 
died 145 1 (4), ſeiz'd of Felton's manor, in Fordham, in Cam- 
bridgſhire ; and 4. Jerome de Wedehouſe (e), who held Felton's 
manor, in Great Maffingham, in tail, Poinings, and E{thoil, in 
Flitcham, Anmer, &c. He married Anne, daughter and coheir 
of Richard Irming, Eſq; 

13. John Wodehouſe, Eſq; eldeſt fon and heir, in his f*ther's 
life-time, was gentleman of the privy-chamber to King Heniy IV. 
and in 1400, married Alice, daughter and heir of 7 urncaux, 

On the deceaſe of Henry IV. his ſon King Henry V. choſe him 
eſquire of his own body (f): in 1414, he was admitte:} one of the 
chamberlains of the exchequer (g) tor life. In 1415, he attended 
the king's perſon to the battle of Agincourt, in France, where 
he won great renown, by his valiant proweſs, ſpiriting up the 
Engliſh that were inclincd to ſtand: and atter the battle inclined 
to the Eagliſh, many of the French nobles fled, and got into un 
old fort, where, by reaſon of the ſtreightneſs of the paſſage, tw as 
difficult to overcome them. For this gallant action, the king 
granted him an annuity of ten marks a year, out of his manor of 
Thetford, and made him ſteward of all the dominion of the duts« hy 
of Lancaſter, in Norfolk, and Cambridgeſhire, with a falary of

which was the ancient creſt of the family, was now omitted, and 
two of them placed as ſupporters to the arms, which had a fur- 
ther augmentation of honour added in the ſhield, viz. on the 
Chevron, Gutte de ſang, as they are born to this day. The an- 
cient Coat, before this addition, being only, Sable, a Chevron 
Or, between three Cinquefoils Ermine ; and the year following, 
as a further reward for his eminent valour (4), he gave him, by 
the name of his beloved eſquire, the priory of Welles, in Norfolk, 
Which was diſſolved, being an alien belonging to Caen, in Nor- 
mandy, with all the revenues, manors, ſervices, advowſons, &c, 
(except the rectories of Wells, and Geytun) that belonged to it (c), 
any where in England, to be held by him and his heirs, in ca- 
pite, by the rent of a roſe (d), payable on midſummer-day, in 
lieu of all ſervices whatever. It appears, that immediately after 
this honourable addition to his arms, he got his ſeal made ac- 
cordingly ; for in 1415, being feoffee for the manors of Kelling 
and Salthouſe, he ſealed with his new ſeal, Gutt?e de ſang, being 
on the Chevron, &c. (e) In 1418, he, the biſhop of Norwich, 
and Sir Thomas Erpingham, were the three commiſſioners, 
whom the lords of the council ſent to perſuade the gentlemen of 
the county to go into France, to ſerve the king with arms and 
equipage, agreeable to their quality, who return'd anſwer, that 
they had no ſucceſs, becauſe the ſtouteſt men were already in the 
army ; and thoſe that remain'd, excuſed themſelves by their po- 
verty, or bodily infirmitics(f). He ſerved no leſs than four 
times in parliament for the county of Norfolk (g), viz. in 1409, 
11 Henry IV. with John Winter, Eſq; in 2 Henry V. with 
Tohn Ingleithorp, Eſq; in 1414, with Sir Edmund Oldhall, with 


whom he ſerved again in 1410: he continued in ſavour with the 
princes

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rinces he ſerved, during his whole life: Peacham ſays, he was 

one of Henry I'V's executors, and certain I am that he was alſo 
executor to Henry V. who left him by his will, a gold cup (a) ; 
of whom he obtained licence to found a chantry-prieſt, to ſing 
for the ſouls of that prince and his queen, and of his beloved 
eſquire, John Wodehouſe, and his wife, their anceſtors and poſ- 
terity, eicher in the cathedral church, at Norwich, or in the 
charnel- chapel thereto belonging: I (5) have ſeen a pair of beads, 
which were given by Queen Catherine, wife of Henry V. to the 
wiſe of this John ; they are now in the hands of Armine Wode- 
kouſe, Eſq; and are very large, all of coral, except each tenth 
bead, which are wrought gold, there being ſeventy in all; there 
is alſo a croſs of gold ang to them, and in thoſe _ were 
uſed at their devotion. I (c) alſo ſaw the hilt of a large old 
ſword, adorn'd with filver, and a long knife, or poignard, of the 
fame workmanſhip, which are ſtill preſerved in the family, and 
are, without doubt, thoſe uſed by this John, in the Agincourt- 
battle, the form and make of them agreeing exactly to the time. 
He died at Rydon, in 1430; his will is dated there, Jan. 15 (d), 
by which, he ordered his body to be buried in the lower chapel 
of the charnel, by the cathedral, at Norwich, and ordered that 
after maſs ſaid over his body in the cathedral, they ſhould carry 
his bier into the charnel, and there perform ſuch ſervices for him, 
as he enjoin'd, for which, he gave the principal, maſter, or cuſtos, 
of the upper charnel-chapel, 6s. 8d. and two ſmall filver diſhes 
gilt, and two filver candleſticks ; and to each of the prieſts of the 
charnel, 3s. 4d. to the chaplain of the lower charnel-chapel, in

Henry V. was his godfather, by whom he was recommended to 
Hen. VI. At his father's death, he lived at Bocking-Aſh, in 
Suffolk, and in 1449, was lord of Well-manor, in Geyton, and 
this year had a charter of free-warren in all his lands, woods, and 
demeans, in Norfolk, and dying the next year without iſſue, his 
eſtate went to his brother, John. | 

15. John Wodehouſe, Eſq; his brother, ſucceeded him, who, 
when the commiſſioners were appointed, 12 Hen. VI. to ſum- 
mon all perſons of beſt note, and tender them an oath for the 
keeping the peace, and obſerving the king's laws, for themſelves 
and retainers, was returned (5) as one of the principal gentlemen 
of Norfolk; and becauſe he would not take the honour of knight- 
hood, was fined accordingly ; he married (c) Conſtance, eldeſt 
daughter and coheir of Thomas Geddynge, of Icklingham, in 
Suffolk, Efq; relict, firft, of Henry Pooley, Eſq; and after that, 
of John Aleyne, Eſq; one of the barons of the exchequer, by 
whom he had one ſon, Sir Edward, and a daughter, Alice, mar- 
ried to William Clippeſby, of Clippeſby, in Fleg, in Norfolk, 
Eſq; I find him ſometimes called, John Wodehouſe, of London, 
Eſq; where he alfo had a houſe ; hedied at Kimberley, in 1465, 
as the writ of Diem clauſit extremum ſhews us(4). He, and 
his wife, lie buried in the altar-rails, in Kimberley-chancel, cloſe 
by the north wall; on the ſtone is his effigies in armour, with 
this in a label from his mouth; Credo quod redemptor meus divit. 
She, ſtands in a praving poſture, with this from her mouth; E. 
i carne mea videbo Deum ſalvatorem meum. The arms are loſt, 
but this inſcription on a braſs plate remains (e);

18. Sir Edward Wodehouſe, his ſon and heir, was knighted at 
Grafton- field, near Tewkſbury, The pedigree ſays, that in 
1461, by order of Edw. IV. under his privy ſeal, he levied in 
Norfolk, of his followers, tenants, and gentlemen of quality, no 
leſs than two hundred, and armed them at his own charge, and 
attended the king in his journey into Scotland, being accompa- 


nied in his own retinue, with two dukes, ſeven earls, thirty-one 


barons,

can't ſay exactly when he died, tho' he and his ſecond wife are 
buried in Kimberley-church, and had this over them, on a braſs 
plate, which is lately loſt ; 

Here lyeth Syr Edward Wodehouſe, Knyght, and 

Dame Jane, hys Wiffe; all good Chriſtien Men 

that rede this ſame, of your Charity, to pray for 

the Souls of them, and all Chriſtien Souls. 


He married two wives, firſt, the daughter of Sir John Tirrel, by 
whom he had no ifſue ; ſecondly, Jane, daughter and heir of Ed- 
mund Swathyng, of Letton, Eſq; by whom he had iſſue, three 
ſons; 1. Sir Thomas. 2, John. 3. Bertram Wodehouſe, a 
prieſt, who built a large ſtone houſe, at Trunch, in Norfolk, for a 
ſchool, and alms-houſes, and endow'd the fame with a perpetual 
living : alſo one daughter, Eleanor, married firſt to Edmund 
Haſtings 3 ſecondly, to John Bozun, of Wiſſingſet, and thirdly, 
to —— Crefiiner, Efqrs. ſhe died in 1487, and was buried in 
the Black-Fryers, at Norwich, with her firſt huſband. 

17. Sir Thomas Wodehouſe, Kut. his ſon and heir, was cre- 
ated knight of the Bath, at the marriage of Prince Arthur, eldeſt 
ſon to King Henry VII. with the Infanta of Spain, and was 
ſent ambaſſaddr into France, where he married a lady of Piccardy, 
for his firſt wife, but by her had no iſſue. He was deeply en- 
caged for John de la Pole, earl of Suffolk, in great ſums, which 
the duke left unpaid, and being ſued in 1486, upon that account, 
he had the king's pardon, with reſtitution to his lands and goods: 
for his ſecond wife, he had Thomazine, daughter of Sir Roger 
Towneſend, of Raynham, in Norfolk, Knt. by whom he had iſſue, 
three ſons, and twodaughters; 1. Sir Roger. 2. John, of Breecles, 
Eſq; who married Anne, daughter of William Spelman, Eſq; 
who ſurvived him, and afterwards married Deſny, and died 
1559. 3. Edward Wodehouſe (5), who embraced a religious 
life, The daughters were, Catherine, married to Sir Thomas 
Lovell, of Berton-Bendiſh, in Norfolk, Knt. and Elizabeth, to 
Thomas Wingfield, of Eaſton, in Suffolk, Eſq; Sir Thomas,

18. Sir — Wodehouſe, Knt. who, by reaſon of his ſmall 
ſtature, was called Little Sir Roger, he was knighted by Edw. VI.

voured to perſuade them to deſiſt from their wicked enterprize, 
imagining, that they being his near neighbours, and knowing 
his former good uſage to them, would have had reſpect to his 
kindneſs, and have minded his perſuaſions, but on the contrary, 
they ſeized him, ſtripped him of his apparel, took his horſes, and 
all he had from him, cruelly tugged and caſt him into a ditch of 
one Morrice's, of Nether-Fartinm, by Helſdon-bridge, and had 
there ſlain him, had not his ſervant couragiouſly defended him 
from their inſults (a) ; however, he could not free him from their 
hands, but they carried him with them, and impriſoned him in 
Surrey-houſe, on Mouſehold-hill, by Norwich. He had two 
wives; firſt, Elizabeth, daughter and coheir of Sir Robert Rat- 
cliff, Knt. and ſecondly, Elizabeth, daughter of John Drury, of 
Beſthorpe, in Norfolk, Eſq; by the firſt, he had four ſons, and 
four daughters; 1.

VI. he was one of thoſe valiant gentlemen (+) 
that went againſt the Scots, being ſtandard- bearer in the battle 
of Muffelburgh, in which he was ſlain, on Saturday, 10 Sept. 
1547, his father, Sir Roger, being then alive. He married Mar- 
garet, daughter of Sir John Shelton, of Shelton, Knt. who ſur- 
vived him, and was created lady Wodehouſe (c), by whom he 
had five ſons, and three daughters; 1.

Sir Philip Wodehouſe, Bart. (a) was one of the burgeſſes 
for Thetford, in that parliament that reſtored K. Charles II. anno 
1660 : he was baptized at Kimberley, July 24, 1608, and was 
a man of good learning, ready wit, and exceeding ſkilful in mu- 
fick, He married Lucy, daughter of Sir Thomas Cotton, of 
Connington, in Huntingtonſhire, Bart. (by Margaret, his firſt 
wife, daughter of the lord William Howard, of Naworth-caſtle, 
in Cumberland, third ſon of Thomas, duke of Norfolk ;) and 
died at Kimberley, and was buried there, May 6, 1681, of whom 
there is the following juſt character on his grave-ſtone, which 
hath the arms, creſt, and motto of Wodehouſe, impaling Cotton, 
viz, Azure, an Eagle diſplay'd, Argent, arm'd, and beaked 
Gules, and lies in the altar-rails, on the ſouth fide.

T appears from the records of this family, collected in the reign 

of King Charles II. and printed at the charge of Henry, eat! 
of Peterborough (3), that Oſbert le Mordaunt, a Norman knight, 
was poſleſſed of Radwell, in Bedfordſhire, by the gift of his bro- 
ther, which he had of William, the conqueror, for his ſervices, 
and the ſervice of his father, in the conqueſt of this kingdom, as is 
evident from the following charter: 
« Erftachius de Sancto Agidio, omnibus haminibus & Amicis ſuis 
tam Francigenis, quam Anzlicis, fſalutem. Sciatis me dediſſe, & 
hac prefenti Charta confirmaſſe, Ofterto difto le Merdaunt, fra- 
tri mes, pro Homagio & Servitis ſuo, Terram meam de Raducl!, 
cum omnibus pertinentiis, & Libertatibus ſuis, ſibi & Heredibu: 
ejus, tenendum de me & Heæredibus ineis liler ? & quietè, honori- 
« fice & hereditarie, ſicut illum ego inter alia recepi ac tenui de Do- 
© natione & Munificentia Millielmi illuſtriſſumi Regis Angliæ, pro 
© Servitiis que Pater menus in Cmiquęſtu, & ego ſibi fecimur, per

his Sir Oſbert le Mordaunt, for (as appears by other autho- 
rities) he was a knight, had iſſue two ſons, Oſmund, and Bald- 
win, as I find by charters of the faid Oſbert, and his ſon, Oſ- 
mund ; the former giving land in Radwell, to his younger ſon, 
Baldwin, which his brother confirmed to him. This Oſmund, 
had iſſue, Euſtach le Mordaunt, who, by marriage with Alicia, 
elleſt daughter and coheir of William de Alneto, modernly called 
Dauney, became poſſeſſed of the lordſhip of Turvey, in Bedford- 
ſhire; a moiety of which, he had in the life-time of her father, 
25 appears by his charter, without date, wherein he gave to the 
faid Euſtach, and h's heirs, a moiety of all his lands in the ville 
of Turvey, by the ſervice of half a knight's fee; Robert le Mor- 
dzunt, his brother, being a witneſs (among others) to the charter. 

Several deeds of this Euſtach, are extant, by the name of Eu- 
ſtachius Mordaunt de Wahall. He gave in free alms, to the ca- 
nons of St. ſohn the evangeliſt, of Caudewell, for the health of 
his own ſoul, his wive's, and the ſouls of his anceſtors and ſuc- 
ceſſors, the church of St. John Baptiſt, of Batonenci, and ten 
acres of land, in Turvey ; and a fine was levied, in ꝙ Rich. I. be- 
tween the ſaid Euſtach, and Gilbert, fon of William, concerning 
one virzate of land, with the appurtenances, in Radwell, which 
Oſmund, father of the ſaid Euſtach, held. 

William Mordaunt, his ſon and heir, was lord of Turvey, 
Radwell, Aſthull, and other lands: he married Amicia, daugh- 
ter of William Olney, of Olney, in com. Bucks, and was ſuc- 
ceeded therein by a ſon of his own name. 

Which William, was likewiſe poſſeſſed of Chicheley, and had 
icence from King Edward I. in the twenty-fifth of his reign, to 
encloſe his paſture of Woleſey, his field called Turvey-Lees, his 
paſture of Manſelgrove, and other his lands in Turvey (a), to 
form a park. He had iſſue, by Roſe, his wife, daughter of Sir 
Ralph Wake, Knt. 

Robert, his ſon and heir, mentioned in charters, in 16 Ed. II. 
and 7 and 29 Ed. III. was knight of the ſhire for the county of 
Bedford, in the parliament held at Weſtminſter, in 15 Ed. III. 
He married Joan, daughter of Thomas Frowick, and had iflue, 
Edmund le Mordaunt, who added to the poſſeſſions of his an- 
ceſtors, Clifton, and Shephall, and lived in the reign of King Ed- 
ward III. as appears by his charters. He married Helen, daugh- 
ter and coheir of Ralph Brook (from whoſe other daughter and 
coheir, Agnes, the preſent earl of Cardigan is deſcended. And

which match proceeded Robert le Mordaunt, his fon and heir. 

This Robert le Mordaunt, is mentioned in deeds, in 49 Ed. III. 
and 14 Richard IT. and having married Agnes, daughter and heir 
of John Strange, of Ampton- Tynworth, in Suffolk, by Elizabeth 
his wife, daughter and heir of William Butler, of Walden, in 
Eſſex, had iſſue, a ſon, of his own name, who ſucceeded him. 

Which Robert, in 9 Henry V. was one of the knights for the 
county of Bedford, in the parliament which met at Weſtminſter ; 
and by Elizabeth, his wife, daughter of John Holdenby, of Hol- 
denby, in com. Northamp. (who remarried to Thomas Tanfeld, 
of Gey ton, in com. Northton. Eſq; ) was father of William Mor- 
daunt, Eſq; | 

This William, was living in 11 Ed. IV. and married Margz- 
ret, daughter of John Pecke, of Cople, in Bedfordſhire, by whom 
he had, among other children, John, ſerjeant at law, chancellor 
of the dutchy of Lancaſter, and one of the privy-council, temp. 
Hen. VII. anceftor to the preſent earl of Peterborough, and W1!- 
liam ; as alſo a daughter, Joan, wife of Sir Giles Strangeways, 
of Melbury, in the county of Dorſet, Knt. 

William, the ſecond ſon, covenanted 14 Feb. 10 Hen. VII. 
to marry Anne, ſecond daughter and coheir of T homas Hun- 
tingdon, of Hempſted, in Eſſex, Eſq; which was conſummated cn 
the 5th of June following, his brother, John Mordaunt, ſettling 
on her, as a jointure, the manor of Woodend, with the appurtc- 
nances, and ſeveral lands and tenements in Rockſden, Bereforc, 
Chalneſtre, Colmouth, and Colleſden, in Bedfordſhire ; and 2:

ſoul, and the ſoul of Anne, his wife, whereof, one to be at tix 
Friers of Bedford, and the other four to be at the four orders, at 
Cambridge. He bequeaths to the church of Hempſted, a ſuit ot 
veſtments, and a cope of black velvet, of the price of 201. wit 
the arms of him and his wife, on the cope and veſtments. And 
that a ſtone of marble be provided by his executors, to be laid 
2 upon 
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upon him and his wife, with their images, and this inſcription 
graven on the ſtone : © His jacet Willielmus Mordaunt, de Hemp- 
© fled, nuper capitalis Prothonotarits Cur. Domini Regis de Com. 
Banco, Filius Willielmi Mordaunt, de Turvey, in Com. Bedford, 
* Armiger ; & Anna Uxor ejuſdem WWillielm Filii, que Anna obiit 
© die Sabbati, 12 Die Decembris, Anna Domin: Milleſimo, Quin- 
© eentzſemo XVII.” And that his executors cauſe the day and 
year of his deceaſe to be put on the ſame ſtone, with Quorum Ani- 
mabus propitietur Deus, Amen, He moreover wills, that his bible, 
and all his other books, as well of the law, as of entries, Engliſh 
books and Latin books, remain to the heirs-male of his body, 


lawfully begotten, from one to the other, without ſelling or put- 


ting away any of them. He bequeaths to Chriſtopher Mordaunt, 
his ſon, his manor of Weldberne, and lands in Depden ; to Ed- 
mund Mordaunt, his ſon, his manor of Burghall, and lands and 
tene ments in Swafham-Bulbeck, Swatham-Prior, and Roche, 
and elſewhere in the county of Kent ; to George Mordaunt, his 
ſon, his manor of Dales, in Thunderſley, and all his lands in 
Wymbiſh. Chriſtopher and George, died without iſſue ; Ed- 
mund, was ſeated at Thunderſley, in Eſſex, and married Agnes, 
daughter of the lord Rich. 

But Robert Mordaunt, was his eldeſt fon, who was ſeated at 
Hempſted, in eſſex (a), and by marriage with Barbara, daugh- 
ter and heir of John L'Eſtrange, of Maſſingham, in Norfolk, Efq; 
by Margaret, his wife (5), daughter and coheir of Thomas L'Eſ- 
trange, of Walton-Deivile, in Warwickſhire, Eſq; became poſ- 
ſeſſed of both thoſe eftates. He had iſſue ſeveral children; Henry 
Mordaunt, Eſq; his eldeſt ſurviving ſon, was of Grimſton, and 
King's-Lynn, in Norfolk, and lies interr'd in St. Margaret's 
church, in King's-Lynn, with Anne his wife, daughter of 
Poley, in com. Bedf. by whom he had ifſue, L'Eſtrange, and 
Ceotze, who married the daughter of Caſtell, of Ravening-

L'Eſtrange Mordaunt, the eldeſt fon, born at Lynn, about 
the year 1572, who was bred to arms in his vouth, and ſignaliz'd 
himfelfin the Low-country wars, between the Spaniards and the 
States of Holland, in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, and during 
his ſtay there, married Margaret, daughter of Charles, of 
Antwerp. He was afterwards called into the ſervice of the ſaid 


Queen, againſt the rebels in Ireland, where he remained ſeveral 


years, till he ſucceeded to the eſtate of his anceitors at Maſſingham,

in Norfolk, Eſq; and Barbara, married to captain John Brown, 
of Scarning, in the ſame county. 

Sir Robert, was knighted in the life-time. of his father, and 
ſucceeded him in the title and eſtate: he reſided, for the moſt part, 
at Hempſted, in Eſſex; at which ſeat he died, Aug. 23, 1638, 
and had interrment there ; leaving, by Amy his wite, daughter 
of Sir Auſtin Southerton (a), in com.

Sir Charles, the eldeſt ſon, ſuccceded to the baronetſhip and 
the eſtate, reſided at Maſſingham, and, during the civil wars, 
teſtified his loyalty to King Charles I. had his eſtate ſequeſter'd, 
and was one of thoſe ſhut up in Lynn, when it was bein by 
the rebels.

Sir Charles, his eldeſt ſon, and ſucceſſor, married Elizabeth, 
dauzhicy and coheir of Mr. Nicholas Johnſon, of London, and 
neice todir William Turner, Knt. lord- mayor of London, and dy- 
ing without iſſue, was buried at Maſſingham, with this epitaph:

His widow, afterwards married Francis Godolphin, of Colſton, 
in Wilts, Eſq; 

Talmach, the next brother, dying before his father, as is men- 
tion'd on the monument, Sir John, his brother, ſucceeded in the 
title and eſtate. 

Which Sir John Mordaunt, Bart. reſiding at Walton, in War- 
wickſhire, was choſen one of the knights of the ſhire for that 
county, in ſeveral parliaments, in the reigns of King William 
and Queen Anne. He took to wife, firſt, Anne, daughter of 
William Riſley, of the friery in Bedford, Eſq; (a) by whom he 
had only one daughter, Penelope, that died young : this lady Mor- 
daunt, lies buried in Welleſburne-Haſtang, in the county of War- 
wick, having the following inſcription, on a large flat ſtone, cloſe 
to the communion-table, whereon are the arms, a Chevron, be-

IR Elias de Workeſley (a), or Workedeley, as he was then 
called, took his name from his lordſhip of the ſame name, 
in com. Lanc, He is mentioned in the chronicles of the holy 
wars, to have made an expedition to Paleſtine, where *tis wrote, 
that he fought many battles for the love of chriſtians, and dying 
at Rhodes, he lieth there buried : he gave for arms, Argent, a 
Chief, Gules, and left Richard, his ſon and heir, who, dying 
temp. Hen. I. left Roger de Workedeley, lord of Workedeley. 
This Roger, dying temp. Hen. II. left Richard, his heir, who 
left Geoffrey, lord of Workeſley, father of Richard, temp. Hen. 
III. who dying 27 Ed. I. left Henry, his heir, father to Richard (), 
lord of Workeſley, which Richard, was father to Jordan de Wor- 
keſley ; which Jordan, was the elder (c) brother, by a firſt wife, 
and Henry, was from a ſecond wife, who yet obtain'd the manor 
of Workefley, which might be the reaſon that Jordan, in deſpight, 
left his paternal coat, and gave for his coat, Argent, a Cheveron, 
between three Choughs, Sable. This Jordan, lived in the be- 
ginning of the reign of Ed. III. From Henry, are deſcended 
the family of Worſley (4), who are now ſeated at Hovingham, 
in com, Ebor, 

Jordan, left Geoffry, his ſon and heir, who was made a knight, 
and was retained by John, duke of Lancaſter, to accompany him 
in his expedition into France, 48 Ed. III. where this Sir Geoffry, 
with ſeveral other knights, was made a priſoner (e): the par- 
lament petition (/) the king, that in conſideration of their great 
ſervices, he would pleaſe to redeem and ſet them at liberty; 
the ranſom ſet on them being ſo high, as is paſt their ability to 
pay: this Sir Geoffry, is ſaid, in the Glaſtonbury-chronicle (g), 
together with Sir John Harleſton, captain of Cherburg, in France, 


to have obtained a glorious victory over the French. We find, 


further, of this Sir Geoffry, that he was locum-tenens of the 
county of Kent, and keeper of the caſtle and town of Cherburg,

ONCERNING the original of this family, our genealo- 

giſts give no account: yet, that it was of noble degree in 
Normandy, before the conqueſt, is not to be doubted, ſince 
Robert Deſpencer, was ſteward to William, the conqueror, and 
one of his barons, as is fully manifeſt from authentic records, 
Alſo that his poſterity were denominated from the ſaid office, of 
Deſpencer, (i. e.

Wigorn. he is ſaid to die poſſeſſed of that manor, with 
the advowſon of the church, held in chief of the king, which his 
fither had by gift of King Henry.

concerning the right of electing a prioreſs of Langley, incom.Leic. 
He reſided at Defford, in com. Wigorn, and died poſſeſſed there- 
of, about 3 Ed. III. as appears by an inquiſition taken at Per- 
ſhore, which likewiſe ſhews, that Joh was his ſon and heir, 
and of full age. 

Which John, was in the retinue of John, king of Caſtile (h), 
in his voyage to Spain, and on that account, had the king's let- 
ters of protection for one year, bearing date, 6 March, 1386, 
9 Rich. IT.) He was afterwards eſquite of the body to King 
Henry V. alſo keeper of his great Wardrobe; and attending him 
in his warlike expeditions, was with him at the ſiege of Roan. 
He had iſſue by Alice, his wife, (daughter and heir of De- 
vere!!)

Who, by Joan, his wife, daughter of Pollard, had iſſue 
two ſons, Thomas, and William. 

Which Thomas, was father of Henry Spencer, of Badby, in 
com. Northampton. Eſq; as appears by a receipt, dated anno 13 
Hen. VI. for ſubſidies then paid to that king. 

Which Henry, took to wife Iſabel, daughter and coheir of 
— Lincoln, from whom proceeded four ſons, John, Thomas,

William Spencer, Eſq; eldeſt fon and heir of John, was ſeated 
at Rodburne, in com. Warw. anno 1 Henry VII. (an eſtate for- 
ſeited to the crown by the attainder of William Cateſby, Eſq;) 
and having married Elizabeth, ſiſter to Sir Richard Empſon, Knt. 
had iſſue a daughter, Jane, and two ſons, John, and Thomas, 
who were living, anno 2 Henry VII. 

John Spencer, eldeſt ſon, was denominated of Snitterfield, in 


com. Warw. having acquired that eſtate in right of his wife, 


Iſabel, one of the daughters and coheirs of Walter Graunt, Eq; 
and in 2 Hen, VII. being wrote of that place, was one of the ex- 
ecutors to his couſin, John Spencer, of Hodenhull. On the 3d 
of September, 22 Hen. VII. he purchaſed the great lordſhip of 
Wormleighton, in com. Warw. and ſoon after, began the ſtruc- 
ture of a fair manor-houſe there (a), in which (when inquiſi- 
tions were taken concerning waſtes, and incloſures of lands, in 
the ꝙ and 10 Henry VIII.) he was certified to have his reſidence, 
with fixty perſons of his family; being a good benefactor to the 
church, in ornaments, and other things. He was knighted by 
King Henry VIII. and by his laſt will and teſtament, it appears, 
that he was poſſeſſed of a very great eſtate, was a noble houſe- 
ceeper, had a great reverence for the clergy, was very liberal to 
his poor neighbours, as alſo bountiful to his tenants and ſervants. 
e, in a manner, rebuilt the churches of Wormleighton, in com. 
Warw. and Brinton, and Stanton, in com. Northampton. and 
gave thereto veſtments and chalices ; and his other bequeſts to 
religious houſes, and for reparations of churches, are very nume- 
Tous, as are alſo his charities to his ſervants, and others; whereb 
tis evident, that he had a noble ſpirit, temper'd with the great 
humanity : he likewiſe was ſo honeſt and juſt, and of ſo pious a

By this teſtament, which is dated the 12th of April, 1522, in 
13 Henry VIII. He bequeaths his body to be buried in the

image of our bleſſed lady, and that his executors cauſe a tomb 
to be made, as nigh the wall as they can, behind the ſepulture,” 

He lies buried, according to his appointment, in the church 
of Brinton, in com. Northampton. as appears by a monument 
now remaining, on the north ſide of the ſouth chancel, ſhewing 
the figures of a knight in armour, and his lady, in the dreſs of 
the times, lying on their backs, under an arch of freeſtone, cu- 
riouſly adorn'd with carvings. At his feet, againiſt the wall, is 
this inſcription in capitals, ſetting forth his marriage and iſſue,

His laſt will bears date, the 
17th of June, anno 24 Henry VIII. whereby he bequeaths bis 
body to be buried at Brinton, in ſuch manner as his executors 
ſhould think fit; orders his father's will to be comply'd with in 
every article not then performed.

Sir John Spencer, aforeſaid, was ſheriff of Northamptonſhire, 


anno 5 Edward VI. and elected one of the &n:;hts of the ſhire in 


parliament, for that county, in the fourth and fifth of Philip and 
Mary, (before which time, he had received the honour oi knight- 
hood) and the year following, was again ſheriff of that county, as 
alſo in 13 Eliz, And in the\fifteenth year of the reign of that 
queen, was, by writ, appointed (with other juſtices of prime qua- 
lity, in the county of Northampton,) a commiſſioner, to enquire 
after ſuch perſons, as acted contrary to an act of parliament, 1 E- 
lizabeth, intitled, An A for the Uniformity of the Common-Prayer, 
and Service in the Church, and Adminiſtration of the Sacraments. 
He was a great oeconomiſt, yet kept a plentiful table, according 
to the old Engliſh way, as is manifeſt from his laſt will and teſta- 
ment, bearing date, 4 Jan, 1585, wherein he orders hoſpitality 
to be kept in his houſes, at Althorp, and Wormleighton, by his 
heir, after his deceaſe, according as he had done ; beſtowing like- 
wiſe ſeveral legacieson his ſervants. It alfo appears, that he de- 
lighted in retiredneſs, was an encourager of induſtry, and ſo much 
averſe to an unactive life, that tho' he was poſſoſſed of a great 
ſtate, he employ'd his thoughts on hirſbandry, as of moſt profit 


and 
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and advantage to his country; for at his death, he had numerous 
flocks of ſheep, and other cattle, in his grounds and parks of Al- 
thorp, and Wormleighton. He married Catherine, one of the 
daughters of Sir Thomas Kitſon, of Hengrave, in Suffolk, Knt, 
and left great eſtates to four of his ſons, who were heads of as 
many families. 

Sir John Spencer, his eldeſt ſon, was anceſtor to his grace the 
duke of Marlborough. 

Thomas, his ſecond ſon, built a fine houſe at Claverdon, in 
com. Warw. and for the hoſpitality he kept thereat, (ſays Sir 
William Dugdale) was the mirror of that county, He married 
Mary, eldeft daughter of Henry Cheeke, Eq; and had iſſue only 
one daughter, Alice, married to Sir Thomas Lucy, of Cherlecote, 
in com. Warw. Knt. and dying, Nov. 1580, without iſſue- male, 
ſettled the manor of Claverdon (inter alia) upon Sir William 
Spencer, Bart. ſon and heir of Sir Thomas, ſon and heir of Sir 
William Spencer, of Yarnton, Bart. his brother ; and a noble 
monument is erected in the church of Claverdon, to his memory,

Which Roger Twiſden, Eſq; in the reign of King Richard Il. 
was {teward of the abby of St. Auguſtine, a place of great truſt 
in thoſe times; (as Mr, Philipot obſerves) (a Ph and in the fifth 
year of King Henry IV. affixed to a deed the ſignature or impreſ- 
ſion of a Cockatrice, in wax, which at this time, is the creſt, 
annexed to the paternal coat of the family. He was alſo living 
in the reign of Henry V. as appears by ſeveral charters (%), with 
the ſame ſeal appendant. Having married Elizabeth, the daughter 
and heir of Thomas Chelmington, of Chelmington, in Great- 
Chart, in Kent, Eſq; the manor of that name accru'd to him; 
and Roger 'I'wiſven, his ſon and heir, made it his reſidence. 
This Roger, was fiſty years old, 18 Henry VI. as appears by 


Rogers, and had iſſue, Roger, 


an inquilition ; and by Anne, his wife, one of the daughters and 


coheirs of John Baker, of Coldham, in Folkeſton in Kent, had 
iſſue a ſon, Thomas, who ſucceeded him in his eſtate. 
Which Thomas Twiſden, Eſq; took to wife Bennetta, daugh- 


ter of Richard Lewkenor, of Suſſex, Eſq; (relict of William Barnes, 


and afterwards, wife of Vincent Finch) he had iſſue by her, two 
ſons, William, and Roger Twiſden. 

William, the eldeſt, married Margaret, daughter of — Cul- 
peper, of Wakehurſt, in Suſſex, Eſq; and departing this life with. 
out iſſue, Roger, his brother and heir, ſucceeded to the eſtate. 

Vhich Roger Twiſden, Eſq; wedded Jane, daughter of Chri- 
Sharp, of Chart, in 
Kent, and had iflue by her three ſons, William, Chriſtopher, and 
Thomas, who died 1590, and lies buried in the church of Great- 
Chart, under a grave-ſtone, the effigies (c) of a youth in a gon, 
(with ſhort hair, his hands in a praying poſture, and a fac 
under his right arm) being depicted thereon in braſs. 

William Twiſden, of Chelmington, Eſq; (eldeſt ſon of Roge!,) 
encreaſed his patrimony very conſiderably ; for, by marriage it 
Elizabeth, daughter and coheir of Thomas Roydon, of *

(the ſeat of his poſterity to this time) and his wife ſurviving him, 
was afterwards married to Cuthbert Vaughan, Eſq; and laſtly to 
Sir Thomas Golding, Knt. She died, Aug. 19, 1595, aged 
ſeventy-three, and hes buried in Peckham-church, under a mo- 
nument erected to her memory; ſhe left two children by her firſt 
huſband, viz. a daughter, Margaret, married to Richard Dering, 
of Pluckley, in Kent, Eſq; and a ſon, 

Roger Twiſden, of Roydon-hall, Eſq; who was captain of a 
troop of Kentiſh gentlemen, at the camp form'd at Tilbury (a), 
to oppoſe the hoſtile eruptions of the Spaniards, in the year 1588, 
and high ſheriff of Kent, 41 of Queen Elizabeth, and having 
married Anne, eldeſt daughter of Sir Thomas Wyat, of Allington- 
caſtle, in Kent, Knt. (who was beheaded in Queen Mary's time, 
1553) had iſſue four daughters; Jane, married to Sir William 
Monins, of Walderſhare, in Kent, Bart. Elizabeth (h), wife of 
Adam Aſhburnham, of Bromham, in Suſſex; Margaret, of 
Henry Fane, of Hadlome, in Kent ; and Bennetta, of Ba- 
thurſt, of the ſame county, Eſqrs. Alſo two ſons, William, and 


Thomas, who married the daughter of Thomas Paget. The 


faid Roger, and Anne his wife, lie buried in Peckham-church ; 
a fair monument being erected to their memory; and the inſcrip- 
tion thereon informs us, that they were both born on the ſame 
day, in 1542, and that ſhe died June 4, 1592, aged fifty ; and 
he, in Nov. 1603, aged fixty-one ; and further ſayeth, That in 
their lives they were Hed of God, and below d f men. 
William Twiſden, Eſq; eldeſt ſon and heir, ſucceeded to the 
eſtate at Roydon-hall, and was knighted by King James, at the 
Charter-houſe, the 11th of May, 1603, being among thoſe that 
conducted him to London, when he came firſt from Scotland, to 
take poſſeſſion of the Engliſh crown; and that king afterwards 
advanced him to the dignity of a baronet, 1611. He had a 
learned education, and was well read in the Hebrew and Greek 
Languages, which inclin'd him to the purchaſing many valuable 
manuſcripts and books ; for being of a ſober diſpoſition, he knew 
the value of the improvement of the mind ; and having excellent 
parts, hedetermin'd to make himſelf uſeful to his country, both 
in his ſtudies, and the choice of his company; he ſet a good ex- 
ample to the age heliv'd in, and many were edified by his con- 
verſation. The collections he made, were likewiſe of uſe to the 
publick, both in defence of the reformed proteſtant religion, and 
the ancient conſtitutions of the kingdom. Helived to the fixty- 
third year of his age, when he died, much lamented, Jan. 8, 1627, 
and Anne, his lady, who ſurviv'd him, follow'd, Nov. 14, 1038, 
— age

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aged ſixty- four. She was daughter of Sir Moyle Finch, of Eaſt. 
well, in Kent, K nt. and Bart. and her mother, who was the ſole 
daughter of Sir Thomas Heneage, Kant. (treaſurer of the chamber, 
vice-chamberlain of the houſhold, chancellor of the dutchies of 
Lancaſter, and one of the privy-councellors to Queen Elizabeth) 
was a lady of ſuch excellent endowments, that King James I. ad- 
vanced her to the dignity of viſcounteſs of Maidſtone; and King 
Charles I. to a higher title, creating her counteſs of Winchelſea; 
which honours, were limited to the heirs of her body; and the 
earls of Winchelſea and Nottingham, and Aylesford, deſcend 
from her. ** 

Sir Willlam Twyſden, had iſſue by her, five ſons, and two 
daughters, that lived to maturity, 

1. Sir Roger, his ſucceſſor. 

2. Sir Thomas, who was brought up in the ſtudy of the law; 
and on the reſtoration of King Charles II. made one of the juſtices 
of the king's- bench; and being ſeated at Bradburn, in Kent, was 
advanced to the dignity of a baronet ; of whom, and his deſcen- 
dants, mention will be made in the proper place. 

3. William, who died unmarried, July 30, 1641, aged thirty- 
ſix, and lies buried at Bath. 

4. John, who was a fellow of the college of phyſicians, at Lon- 
don, took his doctor's degree in the faculty, and was a perſon of 
general learning, as his works, both in phyſick and mathematicks, 
which are printed, teſtify, He likewiſe wrote, A Diſquiſitin 
touching the Sybills and Sibilline Writings, &c. (a) and having lived 
unmarried to a great age, (eighty-one) died, Sept. 13, 1688, and 
received ſepulture in St. Margaret's church, Weſtminſter. 

5. Francis, who alſo deceaſed unmarried, aged ſixty- three, and 
was buried A. D. 1675, in Eaſt-Malling-church, in Kent, in a 
vault where his brother, judge T wiſden, was afterwards laid. 

Elizabeth Twiſden, eldeſt daughter, was married to Sir Hugh 
Cholmley, of Whitby, in Yorkſhire, Bart. and Anne, youngelt 
daughter, was wife to Sir Chriſtopher Yelverton, of Eaſton-Mau- 
duit, in com. Northamp. Bart. anceſtor to the earl of Suſſex. 

Sir Roger Twiſden, Bart. (eldeſt ſon of Sir William) was thirty- 
one years old at his father's death, He obtained from King 
Charles I. a charter of free-warren, to make the park which now 
ſurrounds the houſe, at Eaſt-Peckham. He aſſiſted Mr. Philipot, 
in his ſurvey of Kent; and that author ( returns him acknow- 
ledgments, as a perſon, to whom, for his learned conduct of thoſe 
his imperfect labours, thro' the gloomy and perplex'd paths of 
antiquity, and the many difficulties that aſſaulted him, he wa 
fignally oblig'd. He was indeed a perſon every way accompliſh', 


well vers'd in the learned languages, and exemplary in his devo- 
tion

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tion to the eſtabliſn'd church of England. He kept a ſteady loy- 
alty to his prince, and deteſting the undutiful behaviour of many 
of his ſubjects, was not content to fit ſtill, but enter'd with the 
firſt in oppoſing their arbitrary proceedings, which drew on him a 
ſevere perſecution, and he was confin'd ſeven years a priſoner, his 
eſtate ſequeſter'd, his timber cut down, and paid a fine of 13001. (a) 
when he was reſtored to his eſtate; for the uſurpers permitted 
him to compound, after they had brought all things to their own 
deſire. When he came again to his ſeat, he lived retir'd during 
thoſe troubleſome times ; and his greateſt comfort was, the con- 
verſing with the learned fathers of the primitive church, and the 
ancient laws and conſtitutions of his country ; hoping for a time 
when both might be vindicated ; which he afterwards ſaw ac- 
compliſhed, having the ſatisfaction of ſecing the reſtoration, 
And the Decem Scriptores appearing in the world, with ſeveral 
other collections, were owing to his endeavours, and he wrote a 
learned preface before them; and was the author of The Hiftorical 
Defence A the Church of England, He finiſhed his courſe in the 
ſeventy-hifth year of his age, 7 June, 1672, in the general eſteem 
of all that knew him, for ſanctity, innocency, and other chri- 
ſtian virtues, Iſabella, his wife, youngeſt daughter and coheir of 
Sir Nicholas Saunders, of Ewell, inSurry, Knt. (a lady of rare pa- 
tience and prudence, in ſtruggling thro' many troubles and hard- 
ſhips, in aſſiſting her huſband in his long impriſonment) dying 
before him in the year 1655, aged fifty two, and both lie buried 
at Peckham, having iſſue three ſons, and three daughters. 

I, Sir William, who ſucceeded to the title and eſtate, 

2, Roger, educated in the profeſſion of the law, who died un- 
married, Feb, 20, 1676, aged thirty-five. 

3. Charles, who travelled to Turkey, the Holy-land, Egypt, 
and ſeveral courts of Europe; was eſteemed an ingenious perſon, 
and took the degree of doctor of phyſick: he died unmarried, in 
the forty-fifth year of his age, 1690. 

Anne, eldeſt daughter, was married to John Porter, of Lam- 
berhurſt, in com. Cantii. Eſq; who died without iſſue ſoon after 
his marriage. 

Iſabella, ſecond daughter, died unmarried, 17 26. 

Frances, youngeſt daughter, was married to Sir Peter Killi- 
grew, of Arnewick, in Cornwall, K nt. and Bart. and died, 1711. 
Sir William Twiſden, Bart. (eldeſt ſon of Sir Roger) was born 
in the year 1635; and by reaſon of his father's impriſonment, and 
the civil wars, went abroad very young ; and returning back on 
the reſtoration of the king, he lived for a ſhort time in England, 
and then travell'd a ſecond time, both in France and Italy, 
whereby he became an accompliſh'd and well-bred gentleman $

and having made many uſeful obſervations on the manners ang 
cuſtoms of toreign countries, was the more in love with his own, 
He ſerv'd in ſeveral parliaments (a), and in the firſt of King 
James IT. was elected one of the knights of the ſhire for Kent. 

He lik'd the company of ſober perſons, and was averſe to exceſ; 
or extreams in any kind, He lived as became his quality, and 
knew the bounds between ceconomy and the extravagancy of the 
age. He employed his vacant hours in the noble library his fa- 
ther and grandfather had furniſh'd; having the fame honour for 
learning and learned men, and underſtanding ſeveral languages 
himſelf, was delighted in their converſation. 

He died at London, Nov. 27, 1697, and was buried at Peck- 
ham, with his anceſtors. His lady, Frances, daughter and heir 
of Joſias Croſs, Eſq; ſurvived him; and was a worthy example 
of love to her huſband, tenderneſs for her children, and chriſtian 
reſignation, in patiently bearing the loſs of ſeveral of them, taken 
off in the flower of their age, in defence of their country, They 
had nine ſons and three daughters; of whom, thoſe that ſurviy'd 
to maturity, were as follow :

Frances, unmarried, and Iſabella, married to Richard Lybbe, 
of Hardwick, in Oxfordſhire, Efq; 

Sir Thomas Twiſden, Bart. (ſecond, but eldeſt ſurviving ſon 
of dir William, ) was twenty-one years of age at his father's deceaſe; 
and foon after, travelled into France, during the ſhort interval of 
the peace of Reſwick. He married (in the year 17 10) Catherine, 
daughter and ſole heir of Sir Francis Withens, Knt. one of the 
judges of the king's-bench, and departing this life the 10th of 
October, 1712, left only two daughters, viz. Frances, married 
to George Ogle, Eſq; nephew to the late Sir George Markham, 
Bart. and Catherine, married to George Cooke, Eſq; one of the 
prothonotaries of the court of common-pleas, ſon and heir of Sir 
George Cooke, Knt.

22. HALESs, of Woodchurch, Kent. 


(Sir EDWARD, K NICHT,) 
Created BARON ET, June 29, 1611. 


HE town of Hales, in the county of Norfolk, in all likely- 

hood, gave name to this ancient family ; for, Roger de 
Hales, (19 Henry II.) gave a tenement, which he was poſſeſſed of 
in the ſaid town, to the abby of Bungey (a), in that county ; and 
another Roger de Hales, 18 Edward I. was returned by the ſheriff 
of Norfolk (5), as a knight, or freeman, on the jury, in a cauſe 
between the king, the biſhop of Norwich, and Robert Tateſhale, 
&c, whom I take to be the ſame perſon, whoſe daughter, Alice, 
was ſo beautiful, as to captivate Thomas, of Brotherton, earl of 
Norfolk, and marſhal, one of the younger ſons to King Edw. I. 
from which marriage proceeded Margaret, who was created 
dutcheſs of Norfolk, for life, 21 Richard II. from whom, by the 
lord Segrave, her huſband, the illuſtrious houſe of the Howards 
deſcend, enjoying the dukedom of Norfolk, and the hereditary 
earl-marſhalſhip of England. 

By what means the family came into Kent, doth not appear ; 
but that they gave name to their habitation in Halden, called from 
them, Hales-place, Mr. Philipot, voucheth in his ſurvey of Kent. 
From whence, (faith he) as from their fountain, the ſeveral 
ſtreams of the Hales's, that in divided rivulets have ſpread them- 
ſelves over the whole county, did originally break forth (c). 

Nicholas Hales, of Hales-place, had iſſue, Sir Robert Hales, 
who was knight-prior of the hoſpital of St. John of Jeruſalem, 
and admiral of the north parts of England, in the reign of Kin 
Edward III. and was conſtituted treaſurer of England, 1 Feb. 
4 Rich, IT. (4) but in the ſame year, had the hard fate, in the be- 
ginning of the inſurrection under Wat Tyler, (called afterwards 
Jack Straw) to be dragged from his habitation, and ſuffer death 
on Tower-hill, and his houſe at Hybury, built like another _

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diſe, was utterly deſtroy'd in that popular fury, as the chronicles 
teſtiſie (a). 

Sir Nicholas de Hales, Knt. brother and heir to this Sir Robert, 
left iſſue, Thomas de Hales, of Hales- place, who had three ſons; 
1. John. 2. Thomas, (from whom deſcended the Hales's, of 
Warwickſhire.) 3. Henry, whoſe ſon, George, was of Ledenham, 
in Kent, and was father to Edward Hales, of Rumford, in Eſſex, 

John, the eldeſt ſon, was poſſeſſed of Hales-place, and was 
fuccceded therein by Henry, his ſon and heir, who took to wife 
Fulian, daughter and heir of Richard Capel, of Lenden, in Ten- 
terden, Eſq; and had iſſue two ſons, John, hereafter mentioned, 
and Thomas, who was father of Sir Chriſtopher Hales, a noted 
lawyer in the reign of King Henry VIII. having been ſolicitor- 
general, attorney-general, and maſter of the rolls to the ſaid 
king (5). 

John, (eldeſt ſon and heir of Henry Hales, of Hales-place) had 
iſſue a ſon of his own name, John Hales, who ſtudied the law at 
Gray's-Inn, of which ſociety he became autumnal reader, 5 Hen, 
VIII. He was the acting ſteward for the abby of St. Auguſtine, 
in Canterbury, jointly, with Sir Henry Guldeford, K nt. comp- 
troller of the king's houſe, and afterwards, with Thomas Howard, 
duke of Norfolk : and 1 Octob. 1523, the fourteenth year of that 
king's reign, was conſtituted third baron of the exchequer, and after- 
wards, viz. May 14, 1529, 20 Hen, VIII. ſecond baron of the ex- 
chequer. He was ſeated at the Dungeon, near Canterbury, having 
purchaſed it of Roger Brent, Efq; temp. Hen. VIII. and was (c) 
living there when Leland viſited Kent, 30 Hen, VIII. and married 


Iſabel, daughter and coheir of Stephen Harris, and had iſſue four 


ſons, and a daughter, Mildred, married to John Honywood, of 
Seen, near Hithe, in Kent, Eſq; Of the ſons, James, the eldeſt, 
will be mentioned hereafter: 2. Thomas, of Thanington, in 
Kent, anceſtor to the Hales's, of Beakſbourne, of whom, in its 
proper place: 3. Edward, anceſtor to the branch we are now 
treating of; and 4. William, of Nackington. 

Sir James, the eldeſt ſon, likewiſe ſtudied the law at oy 
Inn, and having been autumnal reader, 24 Hen. V III. was choſen 
double lent-reader, 28 Hen, VIII. and' ſerjeant at law, the thirty- 
fifth of that reign(d); and was made, on the coronation of King 
Edward VI. one of the forty knights, after he was crown'd, the 
ceremonies of the Bath being omitted, for want of time (e). In 
the third year of that reign, he was conſtituted one of the juſtices 
of the common-pleas, and was the only judge that refuſed (the 


reſt being frighted at the frowns of the duke of Northumberland) 
to

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to ſubſcribe the king's will for diſinheriting the ladies, Mary, and 
Elizabeth, as againſt both law and conſcience ; yet, in the next 
reign, by the influence of Stephen Gardner, biſhop of Wincheſ- 
ter (a), and lord-chancellor, he was committed to priſon, and 
hardly us'd for urging the obſervation of ſome laws of King Ed- 
ward VI. and fo threatned by his keeper, that he endeavoured 
to have kill'd himſelf; and tho? the queen, in conſideration of 
his fidelity to her intereſts, ordered his releaſe, yet he afterwards 
grew melancholy, and in that change drowned himſelf (50, near 
his houſe in Kent, 1555. He left iſſue, by hiswife, — daugh- 
ter and heir of Thomas Hales, of Henley, upon Thames, in com. 
Oxon. Eſq; two ſons, and a daughter, 

Humphrey, his eldeſt ſon, had the ſeat and eſtate of the Dun- 
geon, near Canterbury, and was father to Sir James Hales, 
knighted by Queen Elizabeth, at Cobham-hall, in Sept. 1573 3 
but this line is extinct, 

Edward, third fon of baron Hales, was ſeated at Tenterden, 
and by Margaret, his wife, daughter to John Honywood, of Seen, 
in Kent, Eſq; had iſſue two daughters, Jane, wife of Sir Tho- 
mas Honywood, of Elmſted, in Kent, Knt. and Elizabeth, mar- 
ried to William Auſtin, of 'Tenterden, Eſq; likewiſe three ſons, 
John, and Edward, who left no iſſue, 3. William, who was ſuc- 
ceſſor both to his father, and brothers, in the eſtate at Tenterden ; 
and having married Elizabeth, daughter to Paul Johnſon, of 
Fordwich, in Kent, Eſq; had two daughters, Mary, wife to Si- 
mon Smith, of Boughton-Monchelſey, in Kent, and Elizabeth, 
to Robert Kenrick, of King's-Sutton (c), in com. Northton, 
Efqrs. and one ſon, Edward.

e) Sir Hen. St. George's Nurthton, p. 121, 
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Which Edward, became poſſeſſed of a good eſtate, by marriage 
with Deborah, daughter and heir of Martin Harlackenden,of Wood- 
church, in Kent, Eſq; and having received the honour of knight- 
hood, was advanced to the dignity of a baronet, 1611. He ſerv'd 
in ſeveral parliaments, - and being ſtrictly devoted to the liberty of 
the ſubject, took part with thoſe that rais'd the rebellion againſt 
King Charles I. He died in Oct. 165 4, aged ſeventy-eight, and lies 
buried at Tunſtall, under a noble marble monument, with his effi- 
gics cut in full proportion. He had iſſue by the aforeſaid Deborah, 
our ſons; 1. John, 2.Edward, of Chilfon, in Kent,(whoſe ſon, Ed- 
ward, by the daughter of John Evelyn, of Deptford, in Kent, Eſq; 
left iſſue,) 3. Samuel, and 4. Thomas, who died S. P. Sir Edward, 
having buried his firſt wife, married a ſecond, Martha, daughter of 
Sir Matthew Carew, Knt. and relict of Sir James Cromer, of Tun- 
ſtall, in Kent, Knt. whereby he added a fine eſtate to his family, 

John, his eldeſt ſon, having married Chriſtian, one of the 
daughters and coheirs of the aforeſaid Sir James Cromer, of Tun- 
ſtal, Ent. died in the life-time of his father, and left iſſue, 

Sir Edward Hales, Bart. who, in his younger years, riſqu'd his 
perſon and fortune, in endeavouring the reſcue of King CharlesI. 
from his impriſonment in the iſle of Wight, and from the hands 
of thoſe deſperate men that brought him to the ſcaffold ; of which 
enterprize, my lord Clarendon gives the following relation : 
Mr. L'Eſtrange, [the famous Sir Roger] ſays he 7 a), had a 
great friendſhip witk a young gentleman, Mr. Hales, who 
lived in Kent, and was married to a lady of a noble birth and 
fortune, he being heir to one of the greateſt fortunes in that 
© country, but was to expect the inheritance from the favour of 
© an old ſevere grandfather, who, for the preſent, kept the young 
couple from running into any exceſs ; the mother of the lady 
© being of as ſour and ſtrict a nature as the grandfather, and both 
of them ſo much of the parliament party, that they were not 
* willing any part of their eſtates ſhould be hazarded for the king. 
At the houſe of this Mr. Hales, Mr. L. Eſtrange was, when, 
by the communication which that part of Kent always hath 
© with the ſhips which lie in the Downs, the report firſt did ariſe, 
© that the fleet would preſently declare for the king; and thoſe 
© ſeamen who came on ſhore, talk'd as if the city of London 
* would join with them. This drew many gentlemen of the 
country, who wiſh'd well, to viſit the ſhips,- and they return'd 
© more confirmed of the truth of what they had heard. Good 
* fellowſhip was a vice ſpread every where; and this young great 
© heir,” who had been always bred among his neighbours, affected 
© that which they were beſt pleas'd_ with; and fo his houſe was 


© a rendezvous for thoſe who deligh(ed in that exerciſe, and, who

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© every day brought him the news of the good inclinations of the 
« fleet for the king ; and all men's mouths were full of the gene- 
ral hatred the whole kingdom had againſt the parliament, as 
« well as the army.” 

In this poſture of affairs, Mr. L'Eftrange eaſily induc'd Mr. 
Hales, to put himſelf at the head of his own county, that was 
willing to be led by him ; and his lady, who was full of zeal for 
the king, joining with him, the young gentleman reſolved to 
do ſomewhat for his majeſty's ſervice, at a juncture when the 
Scots were ready to march into England, and moſt parts of the 
kingdom ready to riſe ; but being not enough converſant in the 
affairs of the world, he referr'd himſelf and the whole buſineſs to 
be governed by Mr. L'Eſtrange, who was believ'd, by his diſ- 
courſe, to be an able ſoldier. Accordingly, letters were ſent to 
particular gentlemen, and warrants to the conſtables of hundreds, 
requiring, In his majeſty's name, all perſons to appear at a time 
and place appointed, to adviſe together, and lay hold on ſuch 
© opportunities as ſhould be offer'd for relieving the king, and de- 
© livering him out of priſon,” And meeting accordingly, they 
unanimouſly elected Mr. Hales, for their general, declaring, they 
would be ready to join, and march as he directed: and according- 
ly, a good body of horſe and foot were drawn together, at Maid- 
1255 Mr. Hales having taken up, on his own ſecurity, near 
800001. to defray the expence(a); and they were ſo ſtrong, 
that the commander of the parliament forces, ſent to ſuppreſs 
them, wrote word, that he durſt not advance. On the news of 
this commotion, (the firſt in the kingdom) the earl of Norwich, 
was diſpatch'd to Kent, to command as ens Upon the 
news of another general being ſent, Mr. Hales retir'd, with his 
friend Mr. L'Eſtrange, to Holland; not that his affection was in 
the leaſt declin'd, but being threatned by his grandfather, on the 
one fide, and his wife, by her mother, on the other (%, he was 
willing to put his wife out of the reach of her mother, reſolving 
to return himſelf, and venture his perſon in the ſervice ; which 
he did after heartily endeavour to do ; but that body rais'd in 
Kent, being afterwards diſpers'd by faction and ill counſel, he 
remain'd in Holland, and was ever after forc'd to abſcond, and, 
for the moſt part, live beyond the ſeas, on account of the great 
debts he contracted for the king's ſervice. He died in France, 
ſome years after the reſtoration, and left iſſue by his lady, one of 
the daughters and coheirs of Thomas, lord Wotton, of Boughton- 
Malherbe, in Kent, Sir Edward, his ſucceſſor ; John, of the In- 
ner-temple, who died unmarried ; Charles, and Thomas, who 
alſo died unmarried. 

Sir Edward Hales, Bart. (ſon and heir of Sir Edward) was in

Hoo, in the county of Bedford, Knt. and Bart. to be nobly de- 
fcended from the ancient earls of Lenox, in Scotland; and being 
defired by him, the ſaid Sir Robert Naper, to make entry of his 
deſcent and genealogy, in the office of arms, and becauſe the an- 
cient records of thoſe countries remain not with us, and the ſaid 
Sir Robert Naper, and others, being fo deſcended as aforeſaid, 
and now remaining within the realm of England, I, to ſatisfy his 
juſt and laudable requeſt, herein have entered the ſame, in the 
office of arms, as they were delivered unto me by the ſaid Sir 
Robert, with certificate under the hand and ſeal of Sir Archibald 
Naper, of Merchiſton, in the realm of Scotland, in theſe words, 
viz, To all and ſingular perſon or perſons, to whom theſe pre- 
ſents ſhall come, greeting. Know ye, that I, Sir Archibald 
Naper, of Merchiſton, in the kingdom of Scotland, Knt. deputy- 
treaſurer, and one of his majeſty's privy-council there, for a5 
much as my entirely beloved kinſman, Sir Robert Naper, of Lu- 
ton-Hoo, in the county of Bedford, Knt. and Bart, being de#- 
rous to be informed of his pedigree and deſcent from my houſe, [ 
have, to ſatisfy his lawful and laudable requeſt, herein declared 
the truth thereof, and the original of our name, as by tradition 
from father to ſon, we have generally, and without any doubt, 
received the ſame. That one of the ancient carls of Lenox, in 
Scotland, had iſſue three ſons ; the eldeſt, fucceeded him in 
the earldom of Lenox ; the ſecond, whoſe name was Donald, and 
the third, named Sillcriſt. the then king of Scots, having 
wars, did convocate his leiges to the battle, amongſt whom that 
was commanded, was the ear! of Lenox, who, keeping his eldeſt 
ſon at home, ſent his ſecond fon to ſerve for him, with the forces 
that were under his command : this battle went hard with the 
Scots, for the enemy prefling furiouſly upon them, forced them 
to loſe ground, until at laſt they fell to flat running away, which 
being perceived by Donald, he pulled his father's ſtandard from 
the bearer thereof, and valiantly encountering the foe, being well 
follow'd by the earl of Lenox's men, he repulſed the enemy, and 
changed the fortune of the day, whereby a great victory was got. 
After the battle, as the manner is, every one advancing, and ſet-

is confirmed by ſundry of my old evidences and teſtimonies, 
wherein we are called Lenox als Naper ; after this, the earldom 
of Lenox, for want of heirs-male, went to daughters, the elder 
whereof, was married to Sir John Mentith, of Roſky, who was 
earl of Lenox, during his natural life ; and the younger was mar- 
ried to Allan Stewart, lord Darnly, of whom is deſcended the 
king's majeſty, the dukes of Lenox, and divers other nobles of 
Scotland ; Sir John Mentith, had two daughters, the firſt inar- 
ried to Haddon, of Glengis, and the ſecond was married to 
John Naper, of Roſky and Merchiſton, being the ſon of Sir Alex- 
ander Naper, of Merchiſton, deſcended from Donald, aforeſaid ; 
amongſt them there was great ſtrifes and controverſies, for the 
title and honour of Lenox, but the revenue was divided amongſt 
them, and I hold ſome land to this day, in Lenox, which came 
to my anceſtors by the ſamy diviſion ; as alſo certain lands, which 
did anciently belong to the ſaid Sir John Mentith, for Sir John

Sir Robert Napier, purchaſed the eſtate at Luton-Hoo, in Bed- 
fordſhire, (a fine ſeat, with a park, in the pariſh of Luton, that 
was anciently the poſſeſſions of the family of Hoo) and was 
knighted by K ing James I. in his progreſs, anno 1611, and far- 
ther advanc'd by the ſaid king to the dignity of a baronet, Sept.

Sir Robert 
married, ſecondly (0%, lady Penelope, daughter of John Egerton, firſt 
earl of Bridgwater, by whom he had two ſons, John, and Alexander; 
and a daughter, Frances: Alexander, his ſecond ſon, was of Hat- 
ton- garden, London, and (c) married Mary, daughter and heir to 
Richard Maſon, of Worldham, in Hampſhire, Eſq; by whom he 
had one fon, Robert, who died unmarried, and three daughters ; 
Penelope, who died unmarried ; Jane, and Elizabeth, who are 
living, and unmarried. Frances, the only daughter of Sir Robert, 
married, firſt, Sir Edward Barkham, of Southacre, in Norſolk, 
Bart. and ſecondly (d), the lord Richardſon, baron of Cramond, 
in Scotland. 

Sir Robert, ſettled his eſtate on John and Alexander, his ſons 
by the ſecond marriage, and ſurrendred his patent of baronet, to 
the intent the ſaid dignity ſhould be granted to himſelf, with te- 
mainder to the ſaid John and Alexander, but dying in the yea! 
1660, before a new one paſled the ſeals, John (e, the eldef 
ſon aforeſaid, being poſſeſſed of the eſtate, had the patent granted 
to aim, by his majeſty King Charles II. bearing date, March 4, 
1660, whereby he was created to the degree of a baronet, wit

Sir Theophilus, eldeſt ſurviving ſon and heir, ſucceeded to the

2. Sir "x D'Wyvell, Ent. his ſon, living in the time of 
William Rufus, married a daughter of Sir John Fulthorpe, Knt, 
whoſe ſon, : 

3. Oliver D'Wyvell, Eſq; lived in the reigns of King Stephen, 
and Hen. II. he married Grace, the daughter of Sir JohaVeſcey, 
K nt. and was father of, 

4. Sir John D'Wyvell, Ent. living in the reign of King John, 
he married a daughter of Sir Adam Bruce, Knt. 

5. Sir Robert D'Wyvell, Knt. his fon, ſucceeded him, in the 
reign of Henry III. but it is not mentioned in the pedigree, whom 
he married; about this time lived John D*'Wyvill, of this family, 
who was one of the barons of the exchequer, and was one of the 
Juſtices of the common-pleas (c].

22. Sir Marmaduke Wyvill, Bart. the eldeſt fon, who ſuc- 
ceeded his father in title and eſtate, ſerv'd in parliament as one of 
the burgeſſes for Richmond, in Yorkſhire, 7 William III. and 
in the firſt year of Queen Anne, was conſtituted one of the com- 
miſſioners of the duties on ſalt, from whence he was, that year, 
removed to be a commiſſioner of the exciſe, in which poſt he con- 
tinued till his death, anno 1722.

Thomas, who was one of the commiſſioners of the hawkers and 
pedlars, and accomptant-general of the exciſe ; he died unmar- 
ried, in 1731. 3. Chriſtopher, who was one of the commiſſioners 
of exciſe for North-Britain, and is at preſent, comptroller of the 
exciſe-caſh, in England. He married, in 1723, firit, Elizabeth, 
daughter ofcaptain Stephen Martin Leake, heir to the late admiral 
Leake, by whom he had ſix children, but ſhe dying in 17 32, left 
only one daughter, Elizabeth: in the year 1739, he married, ſe- 
condly, Henrietta, daughter and coheir of Francis Aſty, of Black- 
Notley, in Eſſex, Hamburgh-merchant/ by Elizabeth, his wife, 
the only ſurviving ſiſter of Sir Fiſher Tench, Bart. Anne, eldeſt 
daughter of Sir Marmaduke, was maid of honour to Queen Anne, 
and married John Wyvill, of Walton upon Thames, in Surry, 
Eſq; late lieutenant-colonel of the duke of Argyle's regiment of 
horſe ; ſhe died in 1731, without iſſue. Margaret, the ſecond 
daughter, married John Pureell, Eſq; yeoman of the robes to his 
preſent majeſty, when prince of Wales; he died in 1731, leav- 
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ing her a widow, without iſſue. Mrs, Purcell, is laundreſs of the 
body, and ſempſtreſs to his majeſty, and was dreſſer to the late 
Queen Caroline. Urſula, the third daughter, married Mr, Lan- 
den Jones, and died in 1733, leaving two ſons, and a daughter, 
Mary, the fourth and youngeſt daughter, married the reverend 
Mr. Gee, rector of Cherry-Burton, in Yorkſhire, and Foxholes, 
in Derbyſhire, who died in 1736, without iſſue. 

23. Sir Marmaduke Wyvill, the preſent baronet, ſon and heir 
of Sir Marmaduke, beforementioned, was appointed poſt-maſter 
general of Ireland, anno 1736. He married, in 1716, Cary, 
daughter of Edward Coke, of Holkham, in Norfolk, Eſq; and 
fiſter to the right honourable the lord Lovell, knight of the Bath ;

HIS ancient family was poſſeſſed of Willington, in com. 
Bedf. in the reign of King Henry III. (a) William de 
Goſtwick being lord thereof, an. 1209, 9 Hen. III. and his ſon, 
Hugo Goſtwick, in the reign of King Edward I. from whom, 
after ſix () generations, deſcended Sir John Goſtwick, of Wil 
lington, Knt. living in the reign of King Henry VI. John 
Goſtwyck, and William Goſtwyck, in 12 Henry VII. were far- 
mers of the fiſhery of the river Ouſe, and of the coney-warren, 
of Willington (c), as appears by an original account of the manor 
then belonging to Thomas Howard, earl of Surry.

(by his wife Iſabel, daughter and heir of Edmund Harvey, of El- 
ſtow, Eſq;) and fiſter of Edward Ratcliffe, earl of Suſſex, and by 
her, was father of a ſon of his own name, who ſucceeded him in 
the eſtate. 

Which William Goſtwick, Eſq; was high ſheriff of the (c) 
county of Bedford, 37 Eliz. and was, by King James I. advanced 
to the dignity of a baronet, He married Jane, daughter and heir 
of Henry Owen, of Wotton, in com. Bedford, Eſq; by whom 
he had ſeveral children; and a noble tomb is erected to his 
memory, in the middle of the chapel aforeſaid, in the church of 
Willington, the image of a knight in armour, in full proportion, 


lying thereon, and on the north fide of the tomb, this inſcrip- 
tion: 


Here lyeth the Body of Sir William Goſtwyke, Bart. 
who had to Wife Jane Owen, the Daughter of Hen- 
ry Owen, Eſq; by whom he had Iſſue ſeven Sons, 
and four Daughters. He, with a moſt chriſtian Re- 
ſolution, and aſſured Hope of a joyful Reſurrection, 
departed this Life the 19th of September, 1615, in 
the coth Year of his Age: the Lady Jane Goſt- 
wyke, his Widow, to perform her laſt Duty and 
Love to the ſacred Memory of her dear Husband, 
at her own Coſt and Charge, cauſed this Monument 
to be erected.

IR Chriſtopher Wray, Knut. lord chief-juſtice of England, 
father of Sir William, abovementioned, was the firſt of this 
family that reſided at Glentworth ; but his anceſtors were an- 
ciently ſeated in the biſhoprick of Durham, and afterwards poſ- 
feſſed eſtates in Richmondſhire, com. Ebor. 

John Wray, of Richmond, by Alice, his wife, daughter of 
Thomas Clyburn, had iſſue, Richard, who, by his wife —— 
daughter of John Udall, had iſſue, Humphry Wray, who mar- 
ried a daughter of Warcop, and was ſucceeded in his eſtate 
by Robert, his ſon and heir, who, by his wife, a daughter of John 
Danby, had iflue four ſons, William, Thomas, John, and Chri- 
ſtopher. 

William, the eldeſt ſon, had to wife daughter and heir oi 
Jackſon, of Snydall, in com. Ebor. (a) and had iſſue ſeve- 
ral ſons and daughters; four of the ſons, Chriſtopher, Richard, 
Thomas, and Leonard, lived to men's eftate, and had poſterity. 

Chriſtopher, the eldeſt, born in the ſpacious pariſh of Bedall, 
in Yorkſhire, and educated in Magdalen-college, Cambridge, 
was enter'd for the ſtudy of the law, at Lincoln's, Inn, and ſo 
profited thereby, that he rais'd a conſiderable fortune, and was, 
by Queen Elizabeth (who knew well the deſerts of her miniſter: 
and ſervants) promoted to the high ſtation of chict-juſtice of Eng- 
land. He had ſerv'd for Burrowbridge, in Yorkſhire, in all the 
parliaments (4) called by Queen Mary: and being an eminent 
lawyer, and well vers'd in parliamentary proceedings, was cholen 
ſpeaker. of the houſe of commons, in the next reign. 4 Eliz. he 
was elected autumn- reader (c) to the ſociety of Lincoln's-Inn, te 
which, perſons of great learning were always choſen, The yea! 
following, quad-reader of the ſame ſociety, and was again autumn. 
reader, 9 Eliz. in which year, on the 18th of June, he was called 
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tothe degree of r-_ ſerjeant at law, and ſoon after knighted, 
and the 14th of May, 14 Eliz. (a) promoted to be one of the 


juſtices of the common -pleas, and two years after, viz. the 8th 


of November, 16 Eliz. () was conſtituted lord chief-juſtice of 
the queen's- bench. He was an upright judge, for tho he re- 
ſpected every man in his proper ſtation, when he was off the 
bench, when he was upon it, he had no ſuch regard for the great- 
eſt of men, ſo as to biaſs his judgment (c). He fat as lord privy- 
ſeal, and chief in the court (d), when ſecretary Daviſon was ſen- 
tenced in the ſtar- chamber: he, collecting the cenſures of all the 
commiſſioners, and concurred to fine him, but with this com- 
fortable concluſion (e), That it was in the queen's power to 
© have puniſhed him, ſo her highneſs might be prevailed with 
© for mitigating or remitting of the fine: and this our judge, 
may be preſumed, no ill inſtrument in the procuring thereof. 
0 Five particulars, I have heard (f) old men fay, he was choice 
in: 1, his friend, which was always wiſe and equal: 2. his 
* wife: 3. his book: 4. his ſecrets: 5. his expreſſion, and garb. 
By four things, he would ſay, an eſtate was kept; 1. by under- 
* ſtanding it: 2. by ſpending not until it comes: 3. by keeping 
* old ſervants : 4. by a quarterly audit. He was mindful of what 
* is paſt, obſervant of things preſent, and provident for things 
to come. No better inſtance whereof need be alledged, than 
his pathetick diſcourſes in the behalf of thoſe two great ſtays of 
* this kingdom, huſbandry, and merchandize : for he had a clear 
* diſcerning judgment, and that not only in points of law, which 
yet his arguments and deciſions in that profeſſion manifeſt with- 
* out diſpute ; but in matters of policy and government; as alſo 
in the little myſteries of private manage, to which, when you 
* add his happy faculty of communicating himſelf, by a free and 
* graceful elocution, to charm and command his audience, aſſiſted 
by the attractive dignity of his preſence, you will not admire 
* that he managed his jufliceſhip with ſo much ſatisfaction to the 
court, and that he left it with ſo much applauſe from the coun- 
try: for theſe two peculiarities he had, that none was more 
tender to the poor, or more civil in private; and yet none 
* more ſtern to the rich, I mean, juſtices of the peace, officers, 
* &, or more ſevere in publick. He delighted indeed to be 


loved, not reverenced : yet knew he well how to aſſert thedig- 


. * nity of his place and function, from the approaches of coritempt.” 


He died May 8, 1592, after having fat on that bench ſeventeen 
years, and filled it with notable ſufficiency : his piety, probity, 
and juſtice, rendering him rever'd by the greateſt men of that

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age, and his death generally lamented. Her majeſty, Queen E- 
lizabeth, had fo juſt a ſenſe of his merits and ſefvices, that ſhe 
gave him the profits of her coinage, *till he had built that noble 
houſe now remaining at Glentworth. He was indulgent to his 
ſervants, and charitable to the poor, as appears from his laſt will 
and teſtament, made the 3oth of July, anno 1589, wherein he 
gives to the former, ſeveral annuities and legacies, and orders ſe- 
veral ſums of money to be diſtributed to the latter, and enjoins 
his ſon, William, his heirs and aſſigns for ever, owners of his ma- 
nor and lands of Glentworth, to find and maintain fix poor per- 
ſons, of honeſt converſation and religion, in the alms-houſe, at 
Glentworth, [built by him] with ten-pence per week, a gown 
yearly, and three loads of aſh-wood, and three loads of turf, and 
that the ſaid poor people ſhould have their dinner every Sunday, 
in Glentworth-hall, if able to come thither, and a houſe kept, 
elſe every one a penny-loaf of bread. And if his fon, his heirs, 
or aſſigns, make default of payment in form aforeſaid, he em- 
powers the dean and chapter of Lincoln, to diſtrain yearly on the 
tenants, for the money, wood, &c. and alſo for three pound every 
month after ſuch default of payment. 

He lived to a great age, had his perſect ſenſes the day he died, 
and made a codicil to his will, wherein he gave other legacics, 
and enumerates molt of thoſe he had before bequeath'd : he ap- 
points his ſon ſole executor, and the lord-treaſurer Burleigh, and 
ſollicitor-general Egerton, (after lord-chancellor) ſuperviſors, and 
left both of them legacies, He lies buried in the chancel of th: 
church of Glentworth, under a noble monument, whereon is the 
effigies, in full proportion, of a judge in his robes, with his lach 
by him, and this inſcription :

Tm, his only ſon, ſerv'd in parliament for Grimſby, in 
his father's life-time, was knighted by Queen Elizabeth, and e- 
lected knight of the ſhire for the county of Lincoln, in the laſt 
parliament ſhe called ; and by King James I. was created a ba- 
ronet, 1612, He died the 13th of Auguit, 1617, at Aſhby, in 
the county of Lincoln, (at which ſeat he chiefly reſided after his 
ſecond marriage, whereby he came poſſeſſed of ſeveral lordſhips, 
in Norfolk and Suffolk) and was buried in that church under a 
ſumptuous marble monument, the effigies of him and his ſecond 
lady, lying in full proportion thereon, 

He had iſſue by his firſt wife, Lucy (Y), eldeſt daughter of Sir 
Edward Montague, of Boughton, in com. Northton, Knut. 
(anceſtor to the dukes of Mountague and Mancheſter, the earls 
of Sandwich and Hallifax) ten ſons and five daughters. This 
lady Lucy Wray, lies buried in the north croſs, towards the 
chapter-houſe, in the cathedral of Lincoln, with this inſcrip- 
tion (c):

Sir William, had by his ſecond wife, Frances, relict of Sir Ni- 
cholas Clifford, and daughter to Sir William Drury, of Hawſted, 
in com. Suff. Knt. lord-deputy of Ireland, and coheir to her bro- 
ther, Sir Robert Drury, of the ſameplace, K nt. two ſons, Sir Chri- 
ſtopher, hereafter mentioned, and Charles, who died in Spain, alſo 
a daughter, Frances, wife of Sir Anthony Irby, of Boſton, incom. 
Linc. Knt. Of the ſons of the firſt marriage, only Sir John, 
and Edward, ſurviv'd to men's eſtate ; the latter was groom of 
the bedchamber to King Charles I. and married Elizabeth, ſole 
daughter and heir of Francis, earl of Berkſhire, and baron Norris, 
of Rycot, in com. Oxon. but having no male-iſſue, only one 
daughter, Bridget, his ſole heir, who married firſt (a), Edward 
Sackvil, Eſq; ſecond fon of Edward, earl of Dorſet, by whom ſhe 
had no iſſue ; and ſecondly, Mountague Bertie, earl of Lindley ;

Which Sir Drury Wray, Bart. was born in Lincolub'ire, 
July 29, 1633, and became poſſeſſed of a fair eſtate of inheritance 
in Ireland, by marriage with Anne, daughter and heir of Tho- 
mas Caſey, of Rathcannon, in the county of Limerick, Ef, (by 
his wife Bridget, daughter and coheir of Sir John Dowdall. .

died in the life-time of his father) and Sir Cecil, with ſcveral 
daughters. Sir Drury, died the 3oth of October, 1710, and waz 
buried in the church of Clonara, in com. Limeric. 

Sir Chriſtopher, his eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded to the title and eſtate, 
as alſo to his mother's eſtate in Ireland. He was in arms for 
his majeſty King William, at the battle of the Boyne, and other 
actions in that kingdom; and afterwards ſerv'd in the wars in 
Flanders, Spain, and Portugal, in the reign of Queen Anne, being 
lieutenant-colonel in general Farrington's regiment, and emi- 
nently diſtinguiſhed himſelf at the head of his regiment, at the 
attack of Oſtend. In the year 17 10, he was preparing to go again 
for Spain, and being at Portſmouth to embark with the fleet, 
died there, unmarried, Nov. 21, 1710, and was interr'd in the 
church of that town. He was a ſober, diſcreet gentleman, and 
had behav'd himſelf with great conduct and bravery in all the ac- 
tions wherein he was concerned; which, together with a gentle- 
man-like behaviour, won him the regard of his ſuperiors, and the 
eſteem of all that knew him. Upon his death, the title and eſtate 
devolv'd on Sir Cecil, his only brother. | 

Which Sir Cecil Wray, Bart. was a captain in the fame regi- 
ment with his brother, and ſerv'd in Flanders, Spain, and Por- 
tugal, and high ſheriff of Lincolnſhire, 1720. Lady Elizabeth 
Saunderſon, beforementioned, (who died at York, Aprily, 1714) 
having left him a conſiderable eſtate in the counties of Noriolx 
and Yorkſhire, being part of the ancient inheritance of .the 
Wray's, of Glentworth. He married Mary, daughter of £c- 
ward Harriſon, of Morely, in the county of Antrim, in Ireland, 
Eſq; b, Johanna, his wife, daughter of the right reverend Dr.

| HIS very ancient family, according to Camden (5), ſur— 

named from the town of Englefield, or Englesfeld, in Berk- 
ſhire, are ſaid to be poſſeſſed thereof, in the ſecond year, of the 
reign of King Egbert, 264 years before the Norman conqueſt, in 
the year of the Lord 803 ; at which time was an oratory, as ap- 
pears by a terrier of the land belonging to the ſame, where it is 
Called Cantaria de Englefeld. This family has been always reputed 
of Saxon extraction, as indeed, the ancient writing of the name, 
De Engelfelt, and their being fix'd at Englefeld, aforeſaid, in the 
Saxons time, ſeem to indicate: the writing thereof has varicd, 
according to the variations in our ſpellings, and is*found in the 
ancient records of the family, Engelfelt, Inglefeld, Englefyeld, 
Englefield, &c. 

In ſeveral pedigrees, Haſculfus de Englefyld, is firſt mentioned, 
as lord of Englefylu (c), about the time of King Canutus (4), and 
alſo in the fourth year of Harold I. or Harefoot, and in the reign 
of Hardicnute, and died in the days of St. Edward the confeſlor.

Upon Queen 
Mary's acceſſion to the crown, he was, in conſideration of his 
faithful ſervices, made one of her privy-council, and maſter of the 
wards, and had the manor and park of Fulbrook (Y), in the county 
of Warwick, granted to him, to hold in capite, being part of the 
lands forfeited by the attainder of John Dudley, duke of Northum- 
berland. He was likewiſe knight of the ſhire for the county of 
Berks (c), in every parliament held by Queen Mary ; but on 
Queen Elizabeth's acceſſion to the throne, he being extremely 
attach'd to his religion, and the intereſt of Mary, Queen of Scots, 
did, with the lord Morley, Sir Thomas Gage, Sir Thomas Shel- 
ley, and others, leave the kingdom, and retire beyond ſea (d), 
where continuing to be a moſt induſtrious agent, to ſollicit the 
cauſe of the Queen of Scots, both to his holineſs, and the catho- 
lick King (e), he incurr'd the Queen's diſpleaſure, and tho' he 
quitted the realm with her licence, he was, in 6 Eliz. indicted 
in the King's-bench for treaſon, committed at Nemures, in partibus 
tranſmarinis, and outlaw'd, and afterwards was attainted and 
convicted of high treaſon, at the parliament 29 Oct. 28 Eliz. 
and all his manors, lands, and vaſt poſſeſſions, &c. were de- 


-Clared forfeited to the Queen (/); but the ſaid Sir Francis, having 


by indenture of the 18th of Eliz. ſettled his manor and eſtate of 
Englefield, on Francis, his nephew, with power notwithſtanding, 
of revoking his granc, if he, during his natural life, ſhould deliver 
or tender to his nephew a gold ring, with intent to make void the 
uſes of his ſaid ſettlement, various diſputes and points of law aroſe, 
whether the ſaid manor and eftate of Engleſield, were forfeited to 
the Queen; for which, we beg leave to refer our readers to En- 
gleheld's caſe at large, in Sir Edward Coke's Reports (g), and 
Ihall only obſerve, that after various arguings, the caſe not being 
clear, the Queen, in the next parliament, ſcil. 35 Eliz. had a ſpe- 
cial act of parliament to confirm the attainder, and etabliſh the 
forfeiture of his manors, lands, &c. to her, her heirs, and aFgons ; 
enacting, that the Queen ſnhould take the advantage of revocating 
a aſſurance, with a condition made by him upon the tender of a 
ung of gold to his nephew, &c. (H) and the Queen, in conſequence, 
tendering by R. Broughton, and H. Bouchier, the ring to Engle-

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field, the nephew, ſeiz'd on and confiſcated the ſaid manors and 
eſtate, and many other poſſeſſions. By this act of power, the 
manor and eſtate of Englefeld, which had now been upwards of 
780 years in the family, were taken from the ſame, and for- 
teited to the crown, Sir Francis, retired to Valladolid, in Spain, 
where he was a bountiful benefactor to the Engliſh college (a), and 
being worn out with perſecution and years, died, and was buried 
there, about 1592, where his grave is ſhewn with reſpect to Eng- 
liſh travellers going thither, He married Catherine, daughter and 
heir of Sir Thomas Fettiplace, of Compton-Beauchamp, in the 
vale of Berks ; but dying without iſſue, the family was continued 
by his brother, John Englefeld, lord of Wotton-Baſſet, inWilt- 
ſhire, who had iſſue one ſon, named Francis, by Margaret, his 
wife, daughter of Sir Edward Fitton, of Gawſworth, in com, 
Ceſt. Knt. lord-prefident of Connaught, in Ireland, and Mary, 
his wife, daughter of Sir Guiſcard Harbottle, of Horton, Knt. and 
Jane, his wife, * of Sir Henry Willoughby, of Rifley, in 
com. Derb. Knt. For this John Englefeld, Eſq; in the north 
wall of the chapel of Englefield, is a braſs plate faſten'd, and 
thereon is inſculp'd the portraiture of a man in armour, with hi; 
wife lying by him, and at the bottom, this inſcription (5):

John Englefield, Eſq; 
Second Son to Sir Thomas Englefield, Knt.

In the tenth year of King James, he was advanced to the dig- 
nity of a baronet. He married Jane (a), daughter of Anthony 
Browne, Eſq; eldeſt ſon of Anthony, lord viſcount Mountague, 
by whom he had ten children, ſeven ſons, and three daughters; 
1. Thomas, who married Mary, daughter of William Wollaſcot, 
of Shenfield, in com. Berks, Eſq; but died before his father, with- 
out iſſue. 2. Sir Francis, his ſucceſſor. 3. Sir Thomas, ſucceſſor 
to his nephew. 4. John, who dicd before his father, unmarried. 
5. Anthony, of White-K nights, near Reading, who married

He married Winifrid, daughter and coheir to William Brookſ- 
by, of Sholeby, in com. Leiceſt. Eſq; by whom he had one ſon, 
Sir Francis, his ſucceſſor, and three daughters; Helen, married 
to Sir CharlesWaldgrave, Bart. father of the firſt lord Waldgrave, 
and great grandfather to the preſent earl ; Mary, to Sir George 
Browne, knight of the Bath; and Catherine (5), the wife of 
William Turvile, of Aſton-Flamvile, in com.

(Sir THOMAS, KNICHT,) 
Created BARON ET, Nov. 25, 1612. 


HE ancient deeds and writings of this family being 

deſtroy'd, when Aſton-houſe was plundered, in the 
time of the rebellion, 1641. The firſt that I can diſcover 
(a), is Sir Henry Holte, father to Sir Hugh Holte, who mar- 
ried Matilda, daughter to Sir Henry de Erdington, baron of 
Erdington, (Of Joan, his wife, daughter and coheir of Sir 
Thomas de Wolvey,) and had iſſue by her a ſon, John 
Atte-Holte, and died, 
Ed. II. (b) 

John, his ſon, had to wife, Alice de Caſtello, or Caſtell, 
daughter, and at length ſole heir to Sir George de Caſtell, 
deſcended from the Caſtells, ancient lords of Withibroke, in 
the county of Warwick ; and, by a female anceſtor from Re- 
ginald de Aﬀeles, lord of Nechels: and, anno 4 Edw. III. 
Alice, (then widow of Sir George, neice and heir to Aliva,

leaving her a widow, anno 16,

) Ex Stem. penes Car. Holte, Bar, (4) Duzd Warw. vol. II. p. 877, 
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one of the coheirs to Simon de Aſſeles,) in conſideration of 46 
pounds, paſſed away all her inheritance in the manor, unto Si- 
mon del Holte, of Birmingham, and his heirs ; which eſtate i; 
ſtill in the family. 

This Simon del Holte, was ſon of John, aforeſaid ; and, by 
his wife, Albreda de Bermingham, . (a daughter of a noble and 
eminent houſe, progenitor to the earls of Louth, in Ireland,) had 
iſſue two ſons, John, and Walter. 

John Atte-Holte, called Senior, in reſpect of his ſon, was 
living 21 Edward III. and had alſo two ſons, John, and Wal- 
ter, who died S. P. The firſt of which, purchaſed the manor 
of Dudſton, 38 Edward III. (a) for forty marks, of John de 
Grimeſarwe. And Maud de Grimeſarwe, (40 Edward III.) 
conveyed the manor of Afton, to the ſaid John Atte-Holte, 
(denominated of Bermingham,) as her charter, dated at Aſton, 
on the Sunday next before the feaſt of St. Agapite, the martyr, 
teſtifies (b). 

This John Holte, having had in marriage, Eleanor, daugh- 
ter and coheir of William Durvaſſal, of Spernall (c), died 
childleſs, whereupon, Walter Holte, his uncle, ſucceeded in 
the eſtate. 

Which Walter, anno 49 Edward III. and 1 Richard II. under- 
went the office of eſcheator to the King, for the counties of 
Warwick, and Leiceſter, a ſervice, in thoſe times, of great 
truſt, and wherein, none but perſons of noted worth and qua- 
lity, were employ'd (4). In the latter of which years, he was 
the principal commiſſioner aſſigned in that county of Warwick, 
for levying and collecting a fifteenth and tenth, then granted to 
the King in parliament ; and, by a feoffment to one William 
Whetele, and other perſons in truſt, - he ſettled the manor of 
Aſton, to the uſe of himſelf, and Margery, his wife, (daughter of 
Sir William Bagot, of Bagington, Knt.) as alſo to his own rigit Wt 
heirs : and departing this life, left iſſue three ſons, John, Simon, | 
and William : his wife, Margery, ſurviving, who, the better to 
ſecure her eſtate, enfeoft John of Gaunt, duke of Lancaſter, dit 
William -Bagot, of Bagington, and other perſons of quality 
therein (e). 

John, the eldeſt ſon, was ſtil'd of Yardley, and had iſſue, Au- 
domar Holte, his fon and heir, who was diſpoſſeſſed of Afton, by 


his uncle, William Holte, who having great favour and counte- 
t nance 
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nance from King Henry IV. got a grant of the ſaid eſtate for life, 


in the firſt year of his reign, in conſideration of his good ſervices 
done, and to be done, as the words of the patent import, obtained 
a grant of it from the ſaid king, for life, in 1 Henry IV. who 
challeng'd a legal title thereto, as ſon and heir to John, duke of 
Lancaſter, abovementioned, one of the feoftees unto the before 
recited Margery, in which patent, the king calls him, Dilictus 
armiger noſter ; whence I gueſs (a), that he was his ſervant be- 
fore he attained the crown. 

Notwithſtanding the aforeſaid grant, Sir William Bagot, an- 
other truſtee, ſet on foot his title to Aſton manor, 5 Henry IV. 
and, in concluſion, there was a reference betwixt them, made to 


Edward, duke of York, and Richard Beauchamp, earl of War- 


wick, to whoſe arbitration they bound themſelves to ſubmit, in 
2001. bonds a-piece : the particulars of the award, Sir William 
Dugdale (who mentions it) had not ſeen, but, by what afterwards 
appears, it is evident, ſays Sir William Dugdale (4), that the ſaid 
William Holte, kept the poſſeſſion thereof. For, 14 Hen. VI. he 
releaſed unto John Ward, of Little-Bromwych, and John Shyng- 
ler, (as feoffees) all his right therein ; and the next year, for the 
better corroborating his title, Audomare, his nephew, (who in 
truth was the right heir) releaſed to him his right and claim, and 
died without iſſue. 

This William Holte, anno 12 Henry VI. was one of the chief 
perſons in Warwickſhire, choſen to make oath for perſormance 
of divers articles, concluded in the parliament then held, having 
the ſtile of William Holte, de Aſton, Armiger; but, for aught 
appears, the eſtate he had granted by Ke Hear IV. was only 
for term of life; fo that he inhexitance reſting in the crown, oc- 
caſioned John Holte, his nephew (ſon to his brother Simon) in 
19 Henry VI. to procure a patent thereof, with all the liberties 
and privileges thereto belonging, (and therein particularly expreſ- 
ſed) for himſelf and his heirs, to be held of the chief loid of the 
tee, and not of the king in capite. 

This John (fon and heir of Simon Holte, by Matilda, his wife, 
daughter and heir of Richard Collyng, of Bruge-North, in com. 
dalop, Eſq;) being ſo veſted in the manor of Aſton, as aforcſaid : 
taking likewiſe notice of a certain act of re-aſſumption, made in 
the parliament held at Weſtminſter, 29 Henry VI. exhibited his 
petition to the king, that the ſame act might not be prejudicial to 
him, nor unto Margaret, his wife, nor the heirs or aſſigns of the 
ſaid John, in reſpect of the ſaid patent, conſidering that it had 
been duly recover'd (as the ſaid petition alledged) according to 
due courſe of law, before the juſtices of the common-pleas, in the 
tenth year of the ſaid king's reign, by the ſaid Aymer Holte, couſin 
RACES and

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and heir to the before ſpecify'd Walter, againſt William Holte, 
Eſq; then tenant thereof, by virtue of certain letters. patent to 
him made, which petition was accordingly granted (a). 

Of this John Holte, I farther find, that he was conſtituted ef. 
cheator of Warwick and Leiceſterſhire, anno 16 Henry VI. and 
became afterwards an eſquier of the body to the ſame king; who, 
in recompence of his fidelity and diligence, made him ranger of 
Sutton chaſe for life. The words of which patent (5) being me- 
morable, I ſhall inſert them: Rex, &c.

He left iſſue, by Margery, his wife, daughter of Sir Richard 
Delabere, of Kynardſley, in com. Heref. Knt. a daughter, Eliza- 
beth, married to 21 of Wigington, and one ſon, 

William Holte, Eſq; who married Margaret, daughter of Wil- 
liam Cumberford, of Cumberford, in com. Staff. Eſq; and had 
a numerous iſſue ; and left a ſon of his own name, William, 
who ſucceeded to the eſtate. 

Which William Holte, Eſq; lies buried in the north iſle of the 
church, at Aſton, under a curious marble monument, whereon 
his effigies, cut out in ſculpture, lies in armour, under a ſurcoat, 
his hands conjoin'd and erect, his head reſting on a helmet for 
pillow, and at his feet a lion couchant : round the monument, 
on the ſides, in the ſeveral areas, or inter-columns, are angels 
crown'd, and veſted in long robes, exhibiting before their breaſts 
ſhields, containing the arms of Holt, impaling the arms of 
Knight; and ſingle, the arms of Delabere, Cumberford, &c. the 
inſcription round the verge, is (c),

* Joane, his Wife. Which William, died the

Thomas Holte, the eldeſt ſon and heir, who was a learned 
lawyer, and juſtice of North-Wales, temp. Henry VIII. (a) as 
alſo in commiſſion for the peace in his county, the greateſt part 
of that king's reign; and alſo in commiſſion. for the taking the 
ſurrender of religious houſes in that county; He wedded Mar- 
gery, eldeſt of the ſeven daughters and coheirs to William Wil- 
lington, of Barcheſton, in com. Warw, Eſq; (a wealthy mer- 
chant of the ſtaple) who ſurviving him, afterwards became the 
wife of Sir Ambroſe Cave, Knt. (4) chancellor of the dutchy of 
Lancaſter, temp, Eliz, 

The ſaid Thomas, was buried with his anceſtors, at Afton, 
under a proſtrate ſtone, whereon are the portraitures of himſelf, 
and his wife; and a ſhield of arms over their heads, viz. Holte, 
impaling Willington ; and, in the middle part, the following te- 
traſtick (c): 

Thomas Holte here lyeth in Grave:

Below the ichnographical figures of their ſons, and two — 4 
ters, round the whole, (in a border, having at the four angles, 
quadrangulated circles, figur'd with the ſymbols of the four evan- 
geliſts, viz. a cherub, lyon, bull, and eagle) is this inſcription :

Wigorn.) as by his father's will appears (d), and was conſtituted 
one of the juſtices of peace for Warwickſhire, 14 Eliz. and in the 
twenty-fifth of that reign (e), high ſheriff of that county. He 
had ſepulture with his anceſtors, in the pariſh-church of Afton : 
2 curious mural monument being erected to his memory, with 
this memorial, in Roman capitals :

By Dorothy, daughter of John Ferrers, of Tamworth-caſtle, 
Eſq; (by Dorothy, his wife (a), daughter of Francis Cokayne, 
of Aſhborne, in com. Derb. Eſq; and Dorothy, his wife, daugh- 
ter of Thomas Marrow, Eſq; ſerjeant at law) he had three ſons, 
Thomas, Francis, and Robert; and ſeven daughters; Anne, 
wife to Edward Weſt ; Lucy, to John Hugford ; Catherine, to 
Humphrey Wyrley ; Mary, to George Smyth, ſon of George 
Smyth, of Wotton, in com. Warw. Eſqrs. Dorothy, Margaret, 
and Frances, who all died S. P. 

Thomas Holte, the eldeſt ſon, who was of full age at the death 
of his father, was high ſheriff of the county of Warwick (5), 41 
Eliz. and received the honour of knighthood (18 April, 1603) 
from King James I. at Grimſton, in com. Ebor. when he ar- 
rived there from Scotland, in his way to London, to take poſſeſ- 
ſion of the crown of England; and was afterwards farther ad- 
vanced by that prince, to the dignity of a baronet, 25 Nov. in 
the tenth year of his reign. He was a gentleman well read in 
moſt parts of learning, and vers'd in ſeveral languages; was 
highly eſteemed in his country by men of all conditions, being of 
an even temper, truly juſt, charitable, and exemplary in his life 
and converſation : having amply increaſed his eſtate, which re- 
ceived a very large acceſſion by his firſt marriage; he encloſed the 
park, began the ſtructure (in April, 1618) of that ancient and 


noble houſe now remaining at Aſton Stocklands, which, (Sic 


William Dugdale fays) (c), for beauty and ſtate, much exceed; 
any in thoſe parts: he was nominated by his majeſty K. Charles 
I. (4) to go embaſſador into Spain, but,by reaſon of his great 
age, he got himſelf excuſed : upon the breaking out of the civil 
wars, he heartily aſſiſted the king with his purſe ; but being very 
old, and of a quiet diſpoſition, ſtaid at his own ſeat, without 
following the camp, and had the honour of a viſit from the king, 
who lay at his houſe two nights, about ſix days before the battle 
of Edge-hill: his affections to the royal cauſe being viſible ; and 


his ſon actually in the ſervice, the rebels plunder'd his houſe, im- 
priſoned

that the damage he ſuſtain'd was computed at 200001. (a) He 
died in the eighty-third year of his age, A. D. 1654, having b 
his laſt will and teſtament, aſſigned 3ool. for the building an hoſ- 
pital at Afton, for five men and five women, appointing a rent- 
charge out of his manor of Erdington, of 881. per annum for 
their ſupport : and over the door of the alms-houſe, are the arms 
of Holte, with this inſcription (5):

Thomas Holte, late of this Town and County, 
Knight and Baronet, deceaſed) provided =

He married two wives, firſt, Grace, one of the daughters and 
coheirs to William Bradburne, of Hough, in com. Derb, Eſq; 
and ſecondly, Anne, daughter of Sir Edward Littleton, of Pilla. 
ton-hall, in com. Staff. Bart. but by her had no iſſue, By his 
firſt lady, he had fifteen children ; moſt of which lived to men 
and women's eſtate, Of his daughters, Anne, married Walter 
Gifford, of Chillington, in com. Staff, Eſq; Catherine, was 
wife of Roper, and Grace, of Sir Richard Shuckburgh, of 
Shuckborough, in com.

Sir Robert Holte, Bart. (grandſon and heir to Sir Thomas) 
did his beſt endeavours for the reſtoration of the royal line, and for 
his known loyalty (), was appointed high ſheriff of Warwick- 
ſhire, the firſt year after the return of King Charles ; and the 
year following, was elected knight for that county, in parlia- 
ment (c). 

He married, firſt, Jane, daughter of Sir William Brereton, ot 
Brereton, in Cheſhire, Knt. and ſiſter toWilliam, lord Brereton, 
of the kingdom of Ireland, who died in child-bed of her only 
ſon, Sir Charles, his ſucceſſor ; and after her deceaſe, taking to 
wife, Mary, daughter of Sir Thomas Smith, of Hough, in com. 
Ceſtr. Knt. had eight children, whereof only one ſon, Robert, 
ſurviv'd.

HE manors held by Robert Fitz-Hugh, baron of Malpas, 
1 under Hugh Lupus, earl of Cheſter, in the reign of Wil- 
lam the conqueror (as recorded in doomſday-book) were (e) Bed- 
led, Burwardeſtone, Hurdingbery, Depenbache, (now called 
Malpas) Tilleſtone, Criſtletone, 5 Eghe, Hanton, 

wechdone, or Laborchedone, Dochintone, Cetelea, Broſſe, O- 
retone, Cuntitone, Shochliche, Tuſigeham, Bicheley, Buerton, 


Burwardeſhley, Rauichell, Creuhalle, Tidulſtone, or Tidniſtone, 


Buiſtane,

But Robert, leaving no male iſſue, this barony came at length 
by marriage of the heir female, into this famous and knightly fa- 
mily, (as Mr. Camden tiles it;) 

Of which was, John le Belward de Malpas, who lived in the 
timeof William Rufus (a). 

William, (ſon and heir of John le Belward de Malpas) ſo named 
by Sir William Dugdale, is wrote by Mr. Erdeſwicke, (agreeable 
to other good authorities) Richard : his wife was Letitia, daugh- 


ter and heir of Robert Fitz-Hugh, baron of Malpas ; bearing, 


for arms, three dart-heads, (Pheons) as he proves by ancient deeds 
and records ; and particularly, by a grant of one eighth part of 
Hampton, to Richard, voungeſt ſon of this William, ſealed there- 
with (5). That he had at leaſt, a moiety of that barony, is evi- 
dent, from ſeveral other authorities, and particularly, from Cam- 
den's remains (c). 

William, ſon and heir of (William, or) Richard, and Letitia, 
his wife, married the daughter of Hugh Keveliock, and ſiſter and 
coheir of Ranulph, earl of Cheſter : he had ifſue by her, 1. Da- 
vid, baron of Malpas : 2. Robert, from whom the preſent earl of 
Cholmondeley is lineally deſcended ; and 3. Richard, beforemen- 
tioned, who is alſo taken notice of by Camden, in his Remains (4). 

David, (eldeſt ſon of William) ſtiled Dan-David de Malpas, 
and ſometimes le Clerc, from his being ſecretary to the earl of 
Cheſter, married Margaret, daughter and heir of Ralph ap Ex- 
nion a perſon of great note and large poſſeſſions, in Wales and 
Cheſhire) by Beatrix, daughter of Ranulph, the ſecond of that 
name, earl of Cheſter (e); whereby he became poſſeſſed of the en- 
tire barony of Malpas, viz. one half by deſcent, and the remain- 
der, in right of his wife. He was alſo juſtice of Cheſter, and held 
three knights fees, temp. Hen. III. his ſons were, 

I. William, baron of Maipas, who left no legitimate iſſue. 

2. Philip, (high ſheriff of Cheſhire, temp. Edw. I.) who, poſ- 
fefling the manor of Egerton, near Malpas, had (according to the 
cuſtom of that age) the ſurname of Egerton, from the place of his 
reſidence, which was derived to his poſterity in a lineal ſucceſſion, 
which ſpread into many eminent and flouriſhing branches. The 
other ſons of David were, 3. Peter, ſurnamed Thorneton ; and 
4. David, lord of Golbourne. 

David de Malpas, alias, de Egerton, (ſon of Philip de Egerton, 
who died before his brother, William, the baron) continued the 
chief line, as next heir to his ſaid uncle, after his deccaſe ; but

Uryan, 
who, by his wife Amelia, daughter and heir of Caldecote, of Cal- 
decote, (15 Edw. II.) had iſſue, David, and John, (anceſtor to the 
Egertons, of Dynham, Willoughby, &c.) David, by his wife, 
Joan, the heireſs of Almaly, was father of Ralph, whoſe ſon, 
Ralph Egerton, of Caldecote, by the daughter and heir of Haſel- 
wall, had iſſue, William Egerton, of Bettley, who, by marriage 
with Ellen, daughter and heir of Sir John Hawkſtones, of Wrine- 
ford, alias Wrinehill, Knt. (by Annabella, his wife, daughter and 
heir of William Bromley, of Chettelton, and Annabella, his wife, 
daughter of Matthew, and ſiſter and heir of William de Chettel- 
ton) became poſieſſed of thoſe eſtates {+ ), and had iſſue Ralph,

HIS family is generally faid to take the name of Lucy, from 
a —— anceſtor ; (tho', thro? diſtance of time, it can't 
evidently be made out) and that learned antiquary, Sir William 
Dugdale, proves it to be paternally deſcended from Gilbert de 


| Gaunt, fon of Baldwin, earl of Flanders, whoſe ſiſter, William 


the conqueror married ; of whom, and his deſcendants, he gives 
a long account, in his Baronage of England, and antiquities of 
Warwickſhire. 

This Gilbert de Gaunt, aſſiſting his uncle, William, duke of 
Nermandy, in the conqueſt of England, had, in reward for his 
ſervices, (beſid&gother poſſeſſions) the lands of one Tour, a Dane; 
and, at the time of the general ſurvey, (14 William I.) held (a) 
ine lordſhip in Berkſhire, two in Oxfordſhire, three in York- 
Itire, fix in Cambridgeſhire, two in Buckinghamſhire, one in 
Huntingdonſhire, five in Northamptonſhire, one in Rutland, one 
1 Leiceſterſhire, one in Warwickſhire, eleven in Nottingham- 
Wire, and one hundred and thirteen in Lincolnſhire, of which, 

olkingham was one, and the head of his barony where he ſeated 
pimſelf : and marrying Alice, daughter and heir of Robert, fon 
) Hugh Mountfort, had iſlue three ſons : Ava

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And from Hugh, the eldeſt, deſcended the Gaunts, earls of 
Lincoln, which line extinguiſh'd in daughters, in the reign of 
King Edward I. 

Hugh, the youngeſt, aſſumed the name of Mountfort, from 
his mother (a), (as was uſual in thoſe days) ſhe being a very great 
inheritrix ; for Hugh Mountfort, her grandfather, an expert and 
valiant ſoldier, accompanying William the conqueror into Eng- 
land, and ſharing in the — Fwy King Harold, had, by his 
gift, twenty eight lordſhips, in Kent, beſides a large proportion 
in Romney-Marſh, ſixteen in Eſſex, fifty-one in Suffolk, and 
nineteen in Norfolk. 

Which Hugh, ſon of the ſaid Alice Mountfort, taking to wiſe, 
Adelina, daughter of Robert Mellent, earl of Leiceſter (%, had 
iſſue two ſons, and two daughters; Robert, the eldeſt fon, dy- 
ing without iſſue, was ſucceeded by his brother, Thurſtan de 
Mountfort, who erected a ſtrong caſtle in Warwickſhire, where- 
unto was given, from its pleaſant ſituation, the French name, Bel 
deſert, which continued the chief ſeat of his deſcendants for di- 
vers ages. He had two ſons, Henry de Mountfort, who ſuc- 
ceeded at Beldeſert, (whoſe deſcendants were barons of the realm) 
and Thurſtan, ſurnamed de Charlecote, from the manor of Chat- 
lecote, the ancient poſſeſſions of the Mellents, earls of Leiceſter ; 
which, by the marriage aforeſaid, of Hugh de Mountfort, with 
Adelina, accru'd (no doubt) to Thurſtan, his father, ſon of the 
ſaid Hugh, with other large poſſeſſions belonging to the Mellent: 

The ſaid Thurſtan de Charlecote, had a ſon, Walter, to whom, 
Henry de Mountfort, with Alice de Harcourt, the widow © 
Robert de Mountfort, his elder brother, gave all his right in the 
village of Charlecote ; which grant, King Richard I. by Eis let- 
ters patents, bearing date at Dover, 6 Decemb. confirmed 
to the ſame Walter and his heirs, adding divers immunities and 
privileges thereto ; all which were ratify'd by King John, in the 
fifth of his reign. 

From this Walter de Charlecote, (who was a knight) by Cicel, 
his wife, deſcended William, that aſſum'd the ſurname of Lucy, 
(as Sir William Dugdale (c) thinks) from his mother, that mige 
be an heir to ſome branch of that family, the Lucy's being dero. 
minated from a place of the ſame name, in Normandy (d), and 
eminent barons of the realm, being lords of Egremont and Cocx- 
ermouth ; which baronies devolv'd on two coheirs, married t 
Lambert, and Alan de Moulton, brothers; the eldeſt of whon 
had Egremont ; and Alan, the youngeſt, (whoſe poſterity tot 
the name of Lucy) Cockermouth (e). 


Of the ſaid William de Lucy, Sir William Dugdale gin

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this (a) account; that he had a confirmation of the lordſhip of 
Charlecote, from Thurſtan de Mountfort, ſon and heir of Henry 
de Mountfort, above ſpecify*'d, and was in arms with the barons, 
againſt King John ; but returning to his Allegiance, in 1 Henry 
III. had his lands ſeized upon for that offence, reſtor'd to him, as 
appears by the king's mandate to the ſheriffs of Worceſter, Glous 
ceſter, Warwick, and Leiceſterſhire, within which counties this 
eſtate lay, In 6 Henry III. he had the king's letters patent, con- 
firming to him the hundred of Kinton, that had been granted by 
King Henry II. and ratified by King John, to Walter, the ſon of 
Thurſtan de Charlecote, but had been ſeized by King Henry III. 
with the demeſnes of the crown, and ſucheſcheats as had happen'd. 
This William de Lucy, was a knight, in 17 Henry III. and 
executor to his brother, Stephen de Lucy, by whoſe death he had 
a great perſonal eſtate. In 18 Henry III. Walter de Laſcy, (a 
great baron) conferr*d on him and his heirs, the ſtewardſhip of all 
his lands in England, with two carucates, part of the demeſne 
belonging to his caſtle of Ludelaw; in conſideration of which 
two Carucates, the faid William, and his heirs, were to be con- 
ſtables of that caſtle, and maintain, for ever, a prieſt, a porter, 
and two centinels there, as formerly had been uſed, except at ſuch 
times as the ſaid Walter, and his heirs came thither, and then he 
and his heirs were to remain in the outer ward during their ſtay 
there. And farther it was agreed, that the ſaid Walter, and his 
heirs ſhould fortify and defend it themſclves, at their own coſts, 
in times of hoſtility. And that the ſaid William, and his heirs, 
might take the accuſtom'd rates afleſs'd on bread and beer, 
in the town of Ludelaw, in the abſence of the ſaid Walter, and 


| his heirs ; and that he and they ſhould have fewel in the woods 


belonging thereto. And farther, that when ever the ſaid Wil⸗ 
liam, and his heirs, by command of the fail Walter, and his heirs, 


| ſhould be called to hold their courts, receive accompts, or other 


occaſions, that he and they ſhould have entertainment for them- 


| {elves and horſes, at the charge of the {aid Walter, and his heirs ;

In 20 Henr III. the cuſtody of Warwickſhire, and Leiceſter- 


| ſhire, was committed co his charge, together with the caſile of 
| Kenilworth; in which truſt he continued for the {pace of thres 


years; and in 25 Henry III. was joined in commiſſion with the 


| then ſheriff, Plulip de Aſcells, and others, for viewing all the 
| caltles in Warwickſhire, and certifying their defects to the king; 
In the next year, he is mention'd to be ſigned with the croſs, for 
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a religious cruſade: and this William, was he that founded the 
monaſtery of Thelesſord, ſtiling himſelf in the charter, Filiuy 
Malteri de Charlecote ; giving lands for the building a church, 
and an hoſpital for the relief of poor people, receipt of pilgrims, 
and ſuſtenance of religious men, there ſerving God for ever : 
Adding to this his gift, the advouſon of the church at Charlecote, 
and confirming halt a yard-land, which Ciceh, his mother had 
granted. He bore for his arms, Verry, three Lucies hauriant, 
Argent, as appears by the impreſſion of one of his ſeals ; but by 
another, there is nothing of Verry. He married two wives, Ifa- 
bel, daughter to Abſolon de Aldermoneſtone, with whom he 
had certain lands given him, by Gervaſe, then abbot of Perſhore, 
The ſecond was, Maud, ſiſter, and one of the coheirs to John 
Cotele, of whoſe inheritance he had the manor of Bereuton, 
in Hants. and departed this life, about 32 Henry III. leaving 
iſſue. 

Sir William Lucy, Knt. his fon and heir, of whom I find no- 
thing (a) memorable but his marriage, which was with a great 
heir, viz. Amicia, daughter and heir to William de Furches, 
and heir alſo of William Fitz-Warin, by whom he had iſſue, 
Fouk de Lucy. 

Which Fouk, was of the retinue to Peter de Montfort, one of 
the rebellious barons that took up arms againſt the king, in 49 
Henry III. and was in ſuch favour with them for his activeneß, 
that, being indebted to one Elyas le Blund, a. jew of London, in 
a great ſum of mony, he procur'd a ſpeciat mandate (dated 7 Maii, 
49 Henry III.) directed to the commiſſioners, in whoſe hands, 
the eſtates of the jews then ſeized on, were intruſted, to deliver 
up the bonds, and diſcharge him thereof ; acquitting him of all 
intereſt, but reſerving the payment of the principal into the ex- 
chequer ; the barons, at that time, having the king's perſon in 
their cuſtody, whom they took prifoner in the battle of Lewes, 
and made ute of his great ſeal, and all other regal authority, in 
his name. 

But theſe barons being ſoon after utterly vang':iſhed at Eve- 
ſham, their eſtates were con ſiſcated, moſt of which were given 
away to thoſe that had firmly {tuck to the king, and the eſtate 
of this Fouk de Lucy, was given to Robert Waleraund; how- 
ever, by that favourable decree, cail'd Ditum de Kenworth, te 
was admitted to compolition, and enjoy'd his eſtate again. 

This Fouk, wasa ſpecial lover of good horſes ; for in 11 Ed.] 
he gave xl marks to two Londoners, that were merchants of 
horſes, for a black horſe; about which time, a fat ox was ſold 
but for 16s. In 14 Edw. I. he was one of the juſtices for ti: 
coal-delivery, at Warwick ; and 15 Edward I. as alſo 17 ey 
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de was one of the four knights to take care for the conſervation 
of the peace, in the county of Warwick, according to the ſtatute 
of Wincheſter; and having been a benefactor to the ©11:4ns of 
Thelesford, died 31 Edw. I. leaving iſſue, by Petronil, us wife, 
William Lucy, his ſon and heir, then 26 years of age. 

Which William, had livery of his father's lands the fame year 
he died, and was a knight in 2 Edw. II. if not ſooner ; and bore 
for his arms, Gules, ſeme of Croſlets, with three Lucies hau: iant, 
Argent, as by his ſeal appears. He was a perſon of great rote, 
for he ſerv*d as knight for Warwickſhire, in the parliament held 
at Weſtminſter, 6 Edw. II. in that at York, 15 Edw. II. and 
likewiſe in the parliaments held 17 Edw. II. and in thoſe held at 
Northampton, 2, and at Weſtminſter, 10 Edw. III. (a) He 
was often in commiſſion for goal-deliveries at Warwick, and for 
conſervation of the peace, according to the ſtatute of Wincheſter, 
In 15 and 16 Edw. II. for chuſing foot- ſoldiers, and conducting 
them to Newcaſtle upon Tine, to march againſt the Scots. In 
18 Edw. II. for ordering the knights, efquires, and other ſoldiers 
that were to ſerve on horſeback with the king, in his wars of Gaſ- 
coigne : he was likewiſe a benefactor to the canons of Thelesford ; 
and, by Elizabeth his wife, had ifſue a daughter, married to 
Geffery, ſon of Robert Laſcells, and William, his fon and heir. 

Which William de Lucy, in 15 Edw. II. was in the Welſh 
expedition; and in 18 Edw. III. was a knight, being then in 
commiſſion to enquire and certify the names of ſuch in his coun- 
ty, who had from an hundred ſhillings to 10001. per ann. deduct- 
ing the ſervices and neceſſary reprizes. In 19 Edw. III. he re- 
ceiv'd ſummons, with many other perſons of quality, to prepare 


- himſelf with horſe and arms, by the feaſt of St. Laurence, to at- 


tend the king in his French expedition, at which time, the fa- 
mous battle of Creſſy was fought, he being of the retinue of Tho- 
mas Beauchamp, earl of Warwick, but exempted from attendance 
at that time, being then join'd in commiſſion with the ſheriff to 
array 160 archers in Warwickſhire, for the king's ſervice, He 
died about 22 Edw. III. and, by Elizabeth, his wife, left iſſue, 
Thomas Lucy, who had two vrives; Elizabeth, daughter and 
heir of Guy {ſon of] Fitz-Robert, and Philippe; which laſt, 
25 Edw. III. join'd with him in a grant of certain arable land 
in Charlecote, to the canons of Thelesford, to pray for the ſouls 


. of William de Clinton, earl of Huntington, and them the ſaid 
Thomas, and Philippe. 


This Thomas, had ifſue, William Lucy, who, being a knight, 


in 5 Richard II. was the ſame year retain'd to ſerve John of 
Gaunt, duke of Lancaſter, and king of Caſtile, with one eſquire 
tor life, as weil in times of war as peace; for which ſervice, to 
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have 201. per ann. beſides his diet; and, in 1 Henry IV. was one 
of the knights for Warwickihire, in the parliament then held at 


Weſtminſter. 


To him ſucceeded Thomas, his ſon and heir, retained alſo with 
the ſaid duke of Lancaſter, for term of life, to ſerve him, as well 
in times of peace as war; for which he was to have ten marks 
per ann. wages. This Thomas, being a khight in 7 Henry IV, 
ſerv'd the ſame year for his county in parliament ; and the next 
year was conſtituted ſheriff oi Warwick and Leiceſterſhires, and 
was of the retinue to Richard Beauchamp, earl of Warwick, for 
which he had 201. per ann, fee. He wedded Alice, only daugh- 
ter of Sir William Hugford, (but by the death, without iſſue, of 
Margery, daughter to William, ſon and heir to the ſaid Sir Wil 
liam) and at length his heir, whereby ke had a fair inheritance 
lying in the counties of Bedford and Salop : and departing this 
life, 28 Julii, 3 Henry V. left William, his ſon and heir, thir- 
teen years of age; the ſaid Alice, afterwards marrying Richard 
Archer, of Tanworth, Eſq; within eight weeks after his ſaid 
deceaſe. 8 

This William, was, during his minority, in ward to John 
Boteler, of Warrington, in com. Lanc. Eſq; and in 2 Henry VI. 1 
upon the death of Elizabeth, widow to Sir John Clinton, was 
found couſin and heir to her. In 12 Henry VI. (a) I find him in 
the catalogue of thoſe men of note in this ſhire, that made oath 
for performance of ſuch particular things as were determined of in 
the parliament held at Weſtminſter that year, In 14 Henry VI, 
he was ſheriff of Warwick and Leicefterſhires ; as alſo 28 Henry 
VI. and the fame year join'd in commiſſion with the lord Grey, 
of Groby, and others, for treating with the people about a loan 
to the king; as likewiſe (31 Henry VI.) with Humphry, duke 
of Buckingham, and others, for that purpoſe. He adher'd to the 
houſe of York, in their quarrel with the Lancaſtrians; for, 38 
Henry VI. he had a protection ſrom the earls of March and War- 
wick, dated 18 July, and ended this life, 6 Edw. IV. leaving, by 
Elizabeth, his wife, daughter to Reginald, lord Grey, of Ruthyn, 
William, his ſon and heir, tweaty-fix years of age, who, in? 
Edw. IV. doing fealty for the manor of Haverſham, in com. 
Bucks. held of the king, as of his honour of Peverell, as alſo tor 
the manor of Shrewley, in com. Warw. held alſo of the king, 4 
of his dutchy of Lancaſter, had his homage reſpited. 

This William, was in commiſſion of the peace, in 11, 12, 
13 and 14 Edward IV. in which 14th year, he had, for ſome 

reat and ſpecial conſiderations, the gift of 1601. beſtowed on 
Fim by the king, out of the profits of Warwickſhire and Leiceſter- 
ſhire, being the ſame year ſheriff of thoſe counties. In 20 EAN 
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1 find he was a knight; and in 1 Henry VII. he was cre- 
ated knight of the Bath, at the queen's coronation. 6 Henry VII, 
he was in commiſſion for arraying men in com. Warwic, upon 
King Charles VIII. king of France, threatning an invaſion, and 
the next year, releaſed to the canons of Thelesford, certain pri- 
vileges, that he and his anceſtors had, viz. toll-tack, ſtallage, and 
bloodſhed : and, by his teftament, bearing date, 2 July, 1492, 
bequeath'd his body to be buried in the church of Stratford upon 
Avon, leaving bequeſts to eight churches next adjoining, to Char- 
lecote (a), viz. Hampton, Waſpeton, Bereford, Newbold, 
Welleſburne, Loxley, Alveſton, and Shireburne ; and for the 
obſervation of his exequies, divers ſums to the houſe of Theles- 
ford, nuns of Pinley, the canons and vicars of Warwick, and to 
the wardens and prieſts of Stratford ; dying the day after. 

He married, firſt, Margaret, daughter to John Brecknock, 
treaſurer to King Henry VI. by whom he had iſſue, Edmund, 
Henry, and Humphry ; and Roſe, wedded, firſt, to John, fon of 
Sir Thomas Poultney ; ſecondly, to John Braconbridge. His 
ſecond Iady was, Alice, daughter of William Hanbury, which 
Alice, died 10 Henry VII. and was buried on the left fide of her 
faid huſband, as in her life-time ſhe deſired: ſhe had by him, 
William, Edward, and Mary, wife of John Denſell. 

Edmund Lucy, Eſq; (eldeſt fon and heir of Sir William,) ſuc- 
ceeded in the eſtate at Cherlecot, aged twenty-eight; and in 2 
Henry VII. was a commander in the king's army at the battle of 
Stoke, juxta Newark, And in April 7, Henry VII. retain'd, 
by indenture, to ſerve the ſaid king in his wars, for one year, 
with two men at arms, having with him his cuſtrell (4), and his 
page, and three demi-lances, thirty archers on foot, and fix bills 
of good and able perſons ; taking for himſelf, and men at arms, 
17d. per diem; for his demi- lances, 9d. and archers and bills, 
bd. per diem. This being the time that King Henry took his 
voyage into France, and beſieg'd Bullogne. In 10 Henry VII. 
(20 Sept.) he had ſummons among divers perſons of quality, to 
attend the king, ready fitted, to be made a knight of the Bath, 
at the creating the king's ſon, duke of York : but it ſeems, he 


did not appear; for in April following, his teſtament bears date, 


wherein he is ſtiPd eſquire; and, among other matters relating 
to his funeral, &c. ſe) bequeath'd his body to be buried in the mo- 
naſtery of Thelesford, near his mother: to the houſe of Theles- 


| ford, he bequeathed a croſs of ſilver, gilt, of 101. value; forty 


marks to be ſpent and given on the day of his burial, by his ex- 
ecutors, to prieſts, clarks, and poor people; and alſo willed, that 
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at his month's mind, twelve poor men, holding torches, ſhou} 
have each of them a black gown and hood, and 4d. in mony ; 
likewiſe that his anniverſary ſhould be kept at Thelesford, for the 
ſpace of twenty years after his death, and xl. s. ſpent thereat, for 
dirige over night, maſles, and to poor people. He further willed, 
that one prieft oſ the ſame order with thoſe at Thelesford, ſhould 
ſing in the ſaid chapel, for his ſoul, for the fouls of Jane, his wife, 
and Sir William Lucy, Knt. his father, and all chriſten fouls, by 
the ſpace of ſix years, next after his deceaſe : and that the fame 
prieſt ſhould have yearly, for ſo doing, during the faid ſix years, 
eight marks, to be paid by the hands of his executors : and that 
marble ſtone of ſeven foot in length, and four in breadth, with the 
arms of himſclt and his wite, and their portraitures, together with 
an inſcription, might be laid upon his grave: of which teſtament, 
he conſtituted Sir Reginald Bray, Knt. (a great man in that time 
ſuperviſor. He had, by Jane, his wife, daughter of Richard 
Ludlow, (and afterwards wife of Richard Hungerford) two ſons, 
8 and Edmund; and 2 daughter, Anne, married to — 
eigh. 

1 homas, eldeſt ſon and heir, ſucceeded at Cherlecote, and 
was one of the ſewers to King Henry VIII. in the firſt year of his 
reign 3 at which time he obtained letters patent, bearing date 
Sept. 21, for the cuſtody of all the lands belonging to George 
Cateſby, of Aſhby-Legers, in com. Northamp. Eſq; then de- 
ceas'd, to hold, during the minority of William Cateſby, his ton 
and heir. He was a knight, 6 Henry VIII. and in 16 Henry 
VIII. ſheriff of Warwick and Leiceſterſnires. He took to wife, 
Elizabeth, widow of the ſaid George Cateſby, daughter to Sir 
Richard Empſon, of Eaſton-Neſton, in Northamptonſhire; and, 
by his teſtament, ult. Julii, 17 Henry VIII. bequeath'd his body 
to be huried in the Grey-Fryars, at London; appointing, that 
within a year after his deceaſc, there ſhould be a ſtone laid upon 
his grave, with the portraiture of himſelf, his lady, and children, 
and his arms at the four corners; as alſo, ſuch an inſcription #5 
his executors ſhould deviſe, to the intent that good people might 
have remembrance to pray for his ſoul, and all chriſten fouls, (tor 
thoſe are his words): he alſo willed, that a prieſt ſhould be found, 
by his ſaid executors, to ſay maſs, and to pray for his foul, in the 
pariſh-church of Cherlecote, or Aſhby, for the ſpace of three 
whole years after his deceaſc, and dying Sept. 3, 1525, as bu- 
ried before the altar, in Grey-Fryars (a), now called Chriſt- 


church,

William Lucy, (eldeſt ſon and heir of the ſaid Sir Thomas) 
married Anne, daughter of Richard Fermer, of Eaſton, in com. 
Northton. Eſq; and died 5 Edw. VI. leaving iſſue, Thomas, 
his ſon and heir, Richard, William, Timothy, and Edward ; 
and theſe daughters; Alice, married to William Fuller; Mary, 
to Chriſtopher Hales, Eſqrs. Jane, to George, ſon of Sir Robert 
Verney, Knt. Martha, and Joyce. 

Thomas (eldeſt ſon and heir of the ſaid William) ſucceeded at 
Charlecote, and, in 1 Eliz. rebuilt the manor-houſe of brick, as 
it now ſtands. In 7 Eliz. he received the honour of knighthood ; 
and in 13 Eliz. was elected knight of the ſhire for the county of 
Warwick, and likewiſe in the parliament held in the twenty- 
ſeventh of that queen (5). He married Joice, daughter and heir 
of Thomas Acton, of Sutton, in com. Wig. Eq; When he 
died, I don't find; but he ſurviv'd his lady, and erected a fair 
tomb on the ſouth ſide of the chancel, at Charlecote, on which, 
is the effigies of a knight in armour, with his lady by him, in 
proſtrate poſtures ; their hands conjoin'd in prayer, their heads 
on a pillow ; and at their feet his and her creſt. On the exte- 
rior fide, in the two columns, are the effigies of his ſon in ar- 
mour, and a daughter, kneeling on cuſhions, in praying poſtures;

The ſaid Sir Thomas, left iſſue a daughter, Anne, wedded to 
Sir Edward Aſton, of Tixhall, in com. Staff, Knt. and a fon of 
his own name. 

Thomas Lucy, who received the honour of knighthood, 36 
Eliz. in the life-time of his father; and after marrying two 
wives, viz. Dorothy, daughter of Nicholas Arnold, Eſq; and 
Conſtance, daughter and heic of Sir Richard Kingſmill, of High- 
Clere, in com. Southton, Knt. ſurveyor of the court of wars, 
died 1 Jac.I. 1603 (%, and lies buried in a chapel, on the north ſide 
the chancel of the church of Charlecote, under a ſumptuous mo- 
nument, (ereted by Dame Conſtance, his lady, who ſurviv' 
him) but without any inſcription. The effigies of a knight 
in armour, ly ing on his back, under a canopy, his hands con- 
join'd, his head on a cuſhion, and his creſt at his feet ; and, be- 
tween two enarchings, is a pilaſter, exhibiting a final of the figure 
of Time, the whole ſupported by two pillars, with the atchieve- 
ment of the family, and Lucy, impaling Kingſmill, &c. On the

* who became a commoner of Trinity-college, Oxford a), and 
vas entered as a knight's fon, and took one degree in arts, and 


© then went to Lincoln's-Inn, and ſtudied the municipal laws 


© for ſome time. Afterwards, deſiring a ſedate and academical 
© life, he went to Caius-college, Cambridge, liv'd ſeveral years 
there on his eſtate, and at length, took the degree of batchelor 
* of divinity z about which time, being made chaplain to George, 
duke of Bucks, by his majeſty's ſpecial recommendation (who 
$ then told the duke, that he ſhould have an eye on him, as oc- 
© caſion fery'd) he was admitted doctor of divinity, much about 
the ſame time he became rector of Burgh-Clecere and High- 
+ Clere, in Hampſhire, where continuing in a quiet repoſe, till the 
grand rebellion broke out, was often diſturbed for his loyalty, 
© and at length ſequeſtred; after his majeſty's reſtoration, be be- 
came biſhop of St. David's by his nomination, to which, being 
* conſecrated in St. Peter's church, in Weſtminſter, Decem. 2, 
* 1660, fat there till the time of his death. He was a perſon of 
* ſignal candour, and virtues requiſite in a churchman, which, 
in the worſt of times, gain'd him great eſteem from the very 
* enemies of his order and function, He wrote obſervations and 
* confutations of notorious errors, in Mr. Hobbs's Leviathan, 
* and ſeveral other tracts. He died, Oct. 4, 1677, and was bu- 
* ried in the collegiate church of Brecknock, in Wales: over his 
grave is the effigies of the defunct, to the middle part, in a 
F gown and lawn fleeves, curiouſly fram'd from alabaſter, with 
che right hand holding a book, and the left reſting on a death's 
+ head ; all ſet up in the wall, near his grave, with this inſcrip- 
+ tion, in golden letters, on a black marble :

The biſhop was father of Richard (a), chancellor of the chung 
of St. David's, (ſo made by his father) who died in 1689, and © 
Spencer Lucy (), made canon and treaſurer of the cathedral- 
church of St. David's, by his father, and died at Brecknock, Feb. 
9, 1690. The biſhop was grandfather (c) of William Lucy, of 
Caſtle-Cary, in com, Somerſet. Eſq; and of George Lucy, of 
Pembroke, in Wales, Eſq; The fifth fon of Sir Thomas, was, 
Robert; and 6. Francis, who le't a fon, Richard, who married 
Rebecca, daughter and coheir of Thomas Chapman, of Wormley, 
in Hertfordſhire, Eſq; relict of Sir Thomas Play ters, of Sotterley, in 
Suffolk, Bart. who, ſurviving her fecond huſband, was remarried 
to Sir Rowland Lytton, of Knebworth, in com. Hertf. Knt. and 
died May 23, 1685. 

Sir Thomas, the eldeſt fon of Sir Thomas, beforementioned, was 
knighted ; and ſucceeding at Charlecote, had the honour of be- 
ing elected knight of the {hire (d) for the county of Warwick, 
in fix ſeveral parliaments, from the eighteenth of King James l. 
to the time of his death, the 8th of December, 1640. His cha- 
rater and virtues is ſet forth in a latin inſcription, (on a noble 
and curious monument (2) erected to his memory, at Charlecote ; 
the effigies of him and his lady lying at full length, under a canopy, 
ſupported by four pillars; at their feet, the figure of a gentleman 
riding a managed horſe ; and, at their head, a ſtudy of books) 
1mporting, that he was the ornament and delight of his country ;

(Sir MATTHEW, KNICHT,) 
Created BARON ET, May 25, 1618. 


HIS is a family of very great antiquity, and the firſt men- 
T tioned in the pedigree (a), is Bartholemew de Boynton, 
who was ſeized of the manor of Boynton, (from whence the fa- 
mily were denominated) and lived A. D. 1067, and was ſucceeded 
in his eſtate by his ſon, Walter, who lived in the time of Wil- 
liam Rufus, 109 1. Some time after, we meet with, Bruis de 
Bointon (b), a witneſs with the prior of Tinmouth, and others, 
to a donation in frank Almoigne, made by Ranulf de Merley, in 
30 Henry I. 1129, confirming to the monks of Durham, Mor- 
vic, with the appurtenances, that his father William de Merley, 
had before granted them: to whom ſucceeded, Sir Ingram de 
Boynton, Kant. ſeated at Aclam, in that county, who had iſſue, 
dir William, his ſon and heir, living in the reign of King Ed- 
ward I.(c) father to another Ingram de Boynton (4), who left 
iſſue, by Margaret, his wife, daughter of Sir Walter Grindal, Ent. 
Walter, his ſon and heir. 

Which Walter de Boynton, was knighted (e), and in 30 Ed. III. 
(1356) being in the ſervice ot Edward, priacc of Wales, ::: Bri- 
tany, had the king's 7 letters of protection, dated the 8th of 
Feb. the ſame year. e had iſſue, Sir I homas Boynton, of A- 
clam, who had in marriage, Catherine, daughter and coheir of 
dir Gifford Roſſells, of Newton, under Gundſbrough, in Cleve- 
land, and is the ſame perſon, who, jointly with Thomas de In- 
gelby, had a grant from King Edward III. in the thirty-ninth 
year of his reign, for free warren (g), in Aclam, (in Cleveland) 
Areſome, Rouſeby, Neuton, Swaynton, and Boynton, in com. 
Ebor. He was ſucceeded by a ſon of his own name, Thomas de 
Boynton

enry de Boynton (c), (fon and heir of Sir Thomas) was ſu- 
ſpected to be in the intereſt of Henry (Percy) earl of Northum- 
berland, and his ſon, who had taken arms againſt King Hen. IV. 
For, in the fourth year of the reign of that (4) prince, (when the 
battle of Shrewſbury was fought) John Wokerington, Geral 
Heron, and John Mitford, were commiſſioned to tender an oath 
to this Henry de Boynton, and others, to be true to the king, 
and renounce, Henry, earlof Northumberland, and his adherents ; 
yet, three years after this (e), he was concerned with the ſaid 
earl, Thomas Mowbray, earl-marſhal, Richard Scroope, arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, and others, who had taken arms in 7 Hen.

K nt. had iſſue two ſons, Henry, 
hereafter mentioned, and Sir Chriſtopher, progenitor to the Boyn- 
tons, of Sadbury, in the liberty of Richmond, in co. Ebor. the eldeſt 
line whereof, expired in one daughter and ſole heir, Iſabel, mar- 
ried to Henry, ſecond ſon to Sir William Gaſcoigne, of Gaw- 
throp, Knt. and froma fecond fon of this branch, deſcended the 
Boyntons, who were ſettled at Willerby, and afterwards at 
Rawcliff (i); which likewiſe expir'd in heirs females, one of

Henry Boynton, Eſq; ſon and heir of Sir Thomas, beforemen- 
tioned, and elder brother to Sir Chriſtopher, encreas'd his fortune 
very conſiderably, by marrying Margaret, daughter and coheir 
of Si Martyn del See, lord of Barmſton, in Yorkſhire, by Mar- 
garet, his wife, daughter and coheir of Chriſtopher Spencer; for 
thereby he enjoy'd a large eſtate of her inheritance, and principally 
the manor of Barmſton, anciently poſſeſſed by John Mounceux ; 
whoſe daughter and heir, Margaret, married to Bryan at See, 
brought it to Sir Martyn del See, ſon of the ſaid Bryan; and 
from the aforeſaid marriage with Boynton, it accrued to this fa- 
mily, and has been their principal ſeat ever ſince. The ſaid 
Henry Boynton, had a daughter, Iſabel, eſpouſed to Bryan Ton- 
all ; and four ſons, Thomas, Martyn, Cuthbert, and Henry.

He lett iſſue by the ſaid Dorothy, daughter and co- 
heir of Sir Chriſtopher Place, Knt. and Alice, his wife, reli& of 
Nicholas Tempeſt, of Holmeſide, and Anne, his wife, daughter 
of John Marley, Eſqrs. a daughter, Dorothy, married to Sir Henry 
Bellingham, of Levinz, Knt. and a fon named Matthew. 

This Sir Matthew Boynton, ſuccceding to the inheritance of 
Barmſton, and a good eſtate, was knighted by King James I. at 
Whitehall, May the gth, 1618, and on the 25th of May follow- 
ing, was farther advanc'd to the dignity of a baronet. He ſerv'd 
in parliament for the borough of Heydon, in the reign of King 
Charles I. and was one of thoſe the rebels chiefly entruſted in 
Yorkſhire ; for when Sir John Hotham, and his ſon, captain Ho- 
tham, were contriving the ſurrender of Hull, to the king, thig 
Sir Matthew Boynton, had orders (a) from the parliament, to 
have an eye on them, and endeavour to preſerve the town, if he 
percciv'd it in danger; purſuant to which, he contriv'd the ſeiz- 
ing of him; and colonel Boynton, his ſon, actually took Sir John 
priſoner, He died in the year 1646, and, by Frances, his wife, 
daughter of Sir Henry Griffith, of Agnes- Burton, Knt. and Bart. 
(and heir to her brother, Sir Henry) had ſeven ſons, and four 
daughters; of whom, Mary, died unmarried ; Dorothy, was wife 
to John Anlaby, of Etton, in com, Ebor, Elizabeth, to John 
Heron, ſon of Richard Heron, of Bockenfield, in com. Nor- 
thumb, and Margaret, to John Robinſon, of Rither, in com.

William Boynton, Eſq; (eldeſt ſon and heir apparent to Sir

ſucceſſor to his grandfather, and a daughter, Conſtance, married 
to Richard Kirſhaw, D. D. rector of Ripley, in com.

(Sir THOMAS, K NICHT,) 
Created BARON ET, July 18, 1618. 


HAT this family of Lyttelton, was ſettled at Frankley, in 

com. Wigorn. about the nineteenth year of King Hen, III. 
1235, is evident, from a moſt accurate pedigree in the herald'; 
office (a) ; whereby it appears, that one Thomas de Lyttelton, 
married Emma de Frankly, a ſole heireſs, and lady of the manor 
of Frankley ; but whether this Lyttelton, before his ſaid mar- 
Triage, was a ſtranger to that county, or reſided at the town of 
South-Lyttelton, in the vale of Eveſham, (as there is reaſon to 
think he did) taking his name from the place of his habitation, i; 
a matter of doubt, and never determined by the heralds and an- 
tiquaries. 

Mr. Selden, was poſſeſſed of two grants of lands to the mona- 
ſtery of Eveſham, in 7 Hen. II. 1161, to both which, one John 
de Lyttelton was witneſs. This is the moſt ancient that the 
name of Lyttelton is to be met with, and as the land ſo given, wa 
at Lench, near South-Lyttelton, *tis probable, this John, was an- 
ceſtor to Lyttelton, of Frankley. 

In an ancient leidger of the priory of Worceſter, mention is 
made of one Henry de Clive, the ſon of Swenus de Lutulton, fans 
date (h). Many evidences in the viſitation beforecited, prove, 
that there were other families of the name of Lyttelton, of good 
eſteem, in Dorſetſhire, Somerſetſhire, Middleſex, and in other 
counties, ſome, before the time of Henry III. 

The dignity of thisfair-deſcended family of Lyttelton of Frank- 
ley, has grown up together (ſays my lord Coke) and ſpread itſel 
abroad by matches with many other ancient and honourable fi- 
milies, to many worthy and fruitful branches, whoſe poſterity 
flouriſh at this day, and quartereth many fair coats, and enjoyet 
fruitful and opulent inheritances thereby (c). 

Thomas de Lyttleton, had iſſue by 3 his wife, one only 
daughter, viz. Emma, (firſt, the wife of Augerus de ' atlington,

las Whetamſtede ; ſhe was a benefactreſs to the abby of Hales- 
owen, in Shropſhire, and died 1298.) He married a ſecond time, 
(viz.) Aſſelm, daughter and heireſs of William Fitz-Warin, of 
Upton, in Worceſterſhire, Eſq; (ſecond ſon of Fulk Fitzwarin, 
lord marcher of Wales, a man of great note, temp. Henry I.) (a) 
which William, was one of the juſtices itinerant, and judge of the 
common-pleas, 12 Hen. III. and ſheriff of Worceſterſhire, the 
next year (), by whom, Lyttelon had three ſons ; Thomas, 
Edmund, and John. 

Thomas, the eldeſt, reſided at his manor of Couleſdon, in Up- 
ton-Snodſbury, and had lands in Newenton (vulgo Naunton- 
Beauchamp) in com. Wigorn. which continue in the name of 
Lyttelton, to this day. In g Edward II. (c) he was choſe knight 
of the ſhire for Worceſterſhire : he took to wife, Lucia de Bois (vel 
Atwood) of a conſiderable family at Wolverley, in that county, 
by whom he had one ſon, viz. Thomas: this Thomas, was with 
Richard de Lench, and others, 34 Edw. III. commiſſioned by the 
king to collect the tenths)and fifteenths, in Worceſterſhire, He 
married Julian, the daughter of Robert de Somery, of the Great 
Houſe of Dudley: he had ifſue two ſons, Thomas, and John. 

John, the younger, was appointed commiſſioner of array, with 
other the chief gentlemen of the aforeſaid county, 1 Henry IV. 
on a rumour of a foreign invaſion, He had to wife, Beatrix 
Freſchevil, of a noble family, in com. Warwic. by whom he had 
iſſue, an only daughter, the wife of Jeffrey Frere, Eſq; (4) 

Thomas, the elder, recovered, by a writ of right, the manor of 
Frankley, on failure of iſſue to his couſin, Thomas de Tatlington : 
he was eſquire of the body to Henry IV. and Henry V. and had 
annual penſions granted him by both kings, out of the fee-farm 
rents of Worceſter, pro bono & gratuito ſervicio, as expreſſed in 
the grants. 

He ſpelt his name, Luttelton, and ſealed with the Cheveron, 
between three Eſcallops (e), as now uſed by his poſterity, but 
bore a different creſt, viz. a Greyhound's Head, collar'd. About 
the cloſe of Henry V th's reign, he ſerv'd the office of high ſheriff 
of Worceſterſhire, under Beauchamp, earl of Warwick, titular and 


| hereditary high ſheriff of that county. He took to wife, Maud, 


the daughter and heir of Richard Quatermain, cri a large eſtate 
at Ricote and North-Weſton, in Oxfordſhire, by Joan, his wife, 


the daughter and coheir of Grey, of Rotherfield, in that county: 


by her he had an only daughter, Elizabeth, who was his ſole heir, 
which Elizabeth, married Thomas Weſtcote, Eſq; the king's ſer- 


© vant in court, a gentleman anciently deſcended ; but ſhe being

ritance from her anceſtors, De Lyttelton, and from her mother, 
the daughter and heir of Quatermain, and other her anceſtors, 
reſolved to continue the honour of her name, and therefore, pru- 
dently, whilſt it was in her own power, provided, by Weſtcote's 
aſſent, before marriage, that her iſſue inheritable, ſhould be call'q 
by the name of De Lyttelton (a). | 
The ſaid Thomas Lyttelton, died about the year 1421, (Maud, 
his wife ſurviving him, holding Frankley, in dower or jointure, 
and married a ſecond huſband, viz. John Maſſey, Eſq;) he was 
probably a benefactor to Frankley-chapel, for his portrait, with 
that of his wiſe, each arrayed with a tabart of their arms, ſtood 
finely painted, in a north window of the ſaid chapel, till deſtroy'd 
in the laſt civil wars, together with the portraits of his fon and 
daughter, Weſtcote, in the oppoſite window, and of many others, 
the Lytteltons, his poſterity (6). Weſtcote, was eſcheator of 
Worceſterſhire, 29 Henry VI. and died in that reign : his wi. 
dow remarried Thomas Hewſter, of Litchheld, Eſq; the left iſſue, 
by Weſtcote, four ſons, and as many daughters; 1. Thomas, of 
whom hereafter : 2. Nicholas: 3. Guy, who, with his brother, 
Nicholas, retained the name of Weſtcote, though often ſollicited 
by their mother (as John Talbot, cotemporary with them, would 
relate) to call themſelves Lyttelton: ſhe, once expoſtulating 
with them, whether they thought better of themſelves than their 
eldeſt brother, they anſwer'd, That he had a fair eſtate to'alter his 
name, and if they might ſhare with him, they would do the like, 
Nicholas, married Agnes, daughter and heir of Edmund Vernon, 
of Staffordſhire, Eſq; by Joan, the daughter and heir of Hand- 
ſacre, of Handſacre, from whom the Weſtcotes, of that county, 
are deſcended, - Guy, married Greenevill, of Glouceſterſhire, from 
whom, the preſent Weſtcotes, of Devon and Somerſet, are de- 
ſcended. 4, Edmund, who died unmarried. Of the daughters, 
we find but one married, viz. Anne, the wife of Thomas Porter, 
of Barſton, in Warwickſhire (c. t 
(lt is probable that ſome of their poſterity, who ſettled in De- 
von, and Cornwall, took the name of Lyttelton, for in 5 Henry 
VIE. we find a Lyttelton, who bore the ancient Lyttelton arms, 
ſeated at Lanhiderock, in Cornwall, who, by marrying the heireſs 
of Gerard, of Polſtoth, got a large eſtate in that county, and had 
beſides, a very conſiderable one, in Devonſhire. On failure of 
iſſue male, it paſſed, by a female, to the Trenances, of Laſtilian, 
who were in poſſeſſion of it about the year 1622) (4). 


; Thomas Weſtcote, alias Lyttelton, the eldeſt fon, was the fa-

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mous lawyer, ſtudied at one of the two univerſities, afterwards 
removed to the Inner- temple, where he read learned lectures 
on the ſtatute of Weſtm. 2. de donis Condit, In 1454, he was 
called to the degree of ſerjeant at law, and afterward, ap- 
pointed ſteward of the marſhalfea of the king's houſhold : the 
next year, he was made king's ſerjeant, and rode juſtice of the 
aſſize in the northern circuit (a). 

On the coming of Edward IV, to the crown, he ſued a ge- 
neral pardon, which that prince granted him : probably his crime 
was, the joining with the houſe of Lancaſter, his lawful ſovereign, 
againſt the then duke of York : whatever it was, the new king 
ſoon gave him ſenſible proofs of his favour and good will; for, in 
the fourth year of his reign, he appointed Lyttelton, one of the 
judges of the common-pleas, and granted him, out of the cuſtoms 
of London, Briſtol, and Hull, 110 marks, ultra conſuctum fedum, 
ut flatum ſuum decentius tenere & expenſas ſuſtinere valeat, as the 
words of the writ are: and moreover, 1068. 11+ for a robe and 
furrs, and 6s. 6d, fora ſummer robe, called Linura, (perhaps taffata.) 
In the fifteenth year of King Edward, the prince of Wales was cre- 
ated knight of the Bath, at which time, ſeveral perſons of the firſt 
diſtinction, and in the higheſt favour at court, were advanced to 


| this honour ; as, the earl of Lincoln, Gray, the queen's ſon,

Thomas, his third ſon, was of Spechley, near Worceſter : he 
married Anne, daughter and heir of John Botreaux, of Botreaux- 
caſtle, in Cornwall, Eſq; from him were deſcended, the lord 
keeper Lyttelton, temp. Car. I. Sir Thomas Lyttelton, Bart. 
ſpeaker of the houſe of commons, temp. Will. III. and ſeveral 
other families, ſome of which are {till remaining in Shropſhire, 
The daughters names were, Ellyn, and Alice, who both died un- 
married, 

The judge made his laſt will, Aug. 22, 1481, and died the next 
day at his ſeat at Frankley, in a great and good old age. He was 
interr'd under an aral tomb, which he made in his life-time, on 
the ſouth fide of the cathedral church of Worceſter, upon the ft 
part thereof, on a braſs plate, was the portraiture of a judge in his 
robes, and iſſuing from his mouth, his uſual motto, viz. Ung Dien 
ung ray; the ſides of the tomb were finely ornamented with his 
arms and quarterings, viz, Weſtcote's, Burley's, Edefyn's, Qua- 
termain's, Grey's, Grendon's, and Lyttelton's. In the laſt civil 
wars, it was deſpoiled of its. braſs and arms; the following in- 
ſcription only, being left upon it :

It was repaired after the reſtoration, had rails of iron finely gilt, 
placed before it, and the arms new painted, but erroneouſly ; tor 
the judge's own coat is ſupported by a merman, which ſupporte! 
he never bore, for it was firſt made uſe of by his ſon, Sir Willun 
Lyttelton. 

As Sir Thomas Lyttelton's will contains many curious particu- 
lars, it my not be amils to give it our readers, exactly copied iron 
the prerogative-office (d):

Alſo I bequeth 
to dame Jane, my wyf, 201. in money, in recompenſe of a ſilver 
baſon, the which was ſometyme her huſband's, Sir Philip Chet- 
win's ; to the ſaid dame Jane, my beſt habyt, that is to ſaye, my 
gowne, cloke, & hode, Alſo to my doughter, Elyn, my ſecond 
beſt habyt, in Iyke forme. Alſo to Alice, my ſecond doughter, 
my third beſt habyt, in lyke forme. Alſo I bequeth my gloſed 
ſaulter to the priorie of Worceſter, Alſo I bequeth a boke, called 
Faſciculus morum, to the church of Enfield. Alſo I bequeth a 
boke, called Medulla Grammatica, to the church of Kingſnorton, 
Alfo I wulle, that my grete Engliſh boke, he fold by myn execu- 
tors, and the money thereof to be diſpoſed for my ſoul. 

I bequeth to Thomas Lyttelton, my ſonne, a little flatte peece 
of ſilver, with a kover, all over gilte. Alſo to Edward Lyttelton, 
my godſonne, a little ſtanding goblet of filver, with a kover to the 
ſame, all over gilte. And I wull, and ſpecially deſire my mooſt 
betruſted lord, my lord biſhop of Worceſter, to be overſeer of this 
my will, to be performed, as my moot ſpecial truſt is in his gode 
lordſhip: in witneſs whereof, to this my will, I have ſett my ſeale, 
theeſe being witneſſes, Sir Richard Howſon, prieſt, Roger Haw- 
kyns, Thomas Parkeſs, and others.

Dame Joan, the widow of Sir Thomas, ſurvived him, twenty- 
four years, and died March 22, 1505, near fourſcore, leaving a 
great eſtate, that came by her father, and mother (who was an 
heireſs) to her eldeſt fon, Sir William, 

By inquiſitions (a) taken after the death of Sir Thomas Lyt- 
telton, he was found to die ſeized of the manors of Frankley, and 
Spechley, in com. Wigorn. of meſſuages and lands in Cuddeley, 
Bradicote, and White-Lady Afton, lands in Upton-Snodſbury, 
in Stone, in Crowle, and in Pirton; the manors of Moſeley, 
and of Couleſdon, all in the county of Worceſter, He was allo 
found to die ſeized of the manors of Areley, of Tixhale, and 
twelve houſes in the city of Litchfield, all in the county of Stal- 
ford; and of the manor of Creſſedge, in Shropſhire. 

By inquiſition taken aſter the death of dame Joan, his widow, 
ſhe is found to have held, at her death, the manors of Broomcrott, 
Baldcote, Merkton, Mounſlowe, Henlegh, Tugford, Brocton, 
Aldon, "Thangland, Aﬀecote, and Alcamſton ; with lands and 
tenements

tenements in Wormcote, Abbedon, Winſtantowe, Bromfeld, 
Cokerich, Walton, Rowthal, Hulton, Dedylbury, Aſton, Bo- 
denhope, and the chapel of Merſton, all in the county of Salop, 
and that Sir William Lyttelton, is her heir (a). 

William Lyttelton was knighted by Henry VII, at the battle 
of Stoke, for bringing aid againſt the earl of Lincoln. He mar- 
ried two wives; 1. Ellen, (the widow of Thomas Fielding, Eſq; ) 
daughter and coheir of William Walſh, of Wanlip, in Leiceſter- 
ſhire, Eſq; (by Mary, his wife, the daughter and coheir of Richard 
Byron, of Clayton, in Lancaſhire, Eſq;) by whom he had one 
daughter, viz. Joan, the wife of Sir John Aſton, of Haywood, 
in Staffordſhire, (immediate anceſtor to the preſent lord Aſton, ) 
by which match, Tixhale, and Wanlip, came into the Aſton fa- 
mily, His ſecond wife was, Mary, daughter of William Whit- 
tington, of Pantley, in Glouceſterſhire, Eſq; byElizabeth, his wife, 
the daughter of Renifrede Arundel, Eſq; of the noble houſe of Lan- 
hern, in Cornwall: by her, he had one ſon, viz. John, and one 
daughter, the wife of Thomas Rouſe, of Ragley, in Warwick- 
ſhire, Eſq; Sir William, was the firſt of the family who bore 
his arms with a ſupporter ; it ſeems, an honourable addition, but 
upon what occaſion it was given him, is uncertain, He was un- 
doubtedly, a benefactor to the abby-church of Great-Malvern, 
for there remains, at this day, a portrait of him, finely painted, 
ina window, arrayed in armour, with a tabart of his arms, and 
his name inſcribed under it. 

He died at Frankley, in Dec. 1507, aged ſixty-five, and by 
his will (4), bequeaths his body to be buried within the mona- 
ſtery of Halys-Owen, before the image of the virgin Mary, nigh 
the place and grave, where his firſt wife lay buried. He ſettled 
on Mary, his wife, the manors of Frankley, and Couleſdon, in 
Worceſterſhire ; Ridgeakur, in Salop, and Over-Areley, in Staf- 
fordſhire ; leaves her the greateſt part of his perſonal eſtate, and 
farther entitles her to dower in his whole eſtate, over and above 
the great ſettlement abovementioned : orders that a prieſt pray 
for his ſoul, ſeven years after his death, likewiſe to ſay, Placebo & 
Dirige, the day of his anniverſary, with other annual obit ſervices, 
for all which, he is to have eight marks per ann. the ſaid divine 
ſervice to be performed in the chapel of St. Leonard, at Frankley, 
to which he bequeaths his velvet gown, for a cope and veſtment. 
He ſettles all his other lands, in truſt, for the uſe of his ſon, and 
appoints him 201. per ann. towards his exhybition, and fynding, 
till he come of age: gives 500 marks, in portion, to his daughter 
Elizabeth, if ſhe marries with her mother's conſent. Moreover, 
he orders, that his obit be perform'd every year, in the monaſtery 
of Halesowen, and his executors to pay 13s. 4d. for it. bas. 
that

He leaves his two tawney gowns, lined with black ſarſnett, to 


two of his ſervants. He gives 6s. 8d. to the collegiate church of 
Worceſter. —Laſtly, he directs his executors to procure a marble 
ſtone, with two images and ſculptures according, to be laid over 
him, and Ellyn, his falt wife, when God ſhall do his mind with 
him, 

John, his ſon and heir, endowed his family (ſays Mr, Abing- 
don) with abundance of noble blood, by having in marriage, E- 
lizabeth, the daughter and coheir of Sir Gilbert Talbot, of Graf- 
ton, in Worceſterſhire, by Joan Beaufort, one of the (a) daugh- 
ters and coheirs of Edmund, earl of Somerſet, ſon of John of 
Gaunt, duke of Lancaſter, in right of whom, Lyttelton, and his 
poſterity, have lawfully quartered the arms of England, within a 
border gobonè; by whom he had ſeven ſons, and two daughters, 
viz, I. John: 2. Edward, nick-named Long Edward, who mar- 
Tied lady Elizabeth Talbot, widow of Sir John Talbot, his mo- 
ther's near relation: 3. Gilbert: 4. Anthony, of Salford- Abbots, 
in Warwickſhire: 5. Roger, of Groveley, in Worceſterſhire, 
from whom, by Elizabeth, his wife, the daughter of John Stan- 
ley, of Weſt-Bromwich, Eſq; are deſcended, the preſent Lyttel- 
tons, of Kings-Norton : 6.

This John Lyttelton, departed this life, at his ſeat at Frankley, 
May 17th, 1532, aged thirty-two, and by his will(c), orders 
his body to be interr'd in the church-porch of the pariſh-church 
of Halesowen, to which church, he bequeaths 26s. 8d. to the 
mother-church of Worceſter, 38. 4d. to the chapel of Frankley, 
31. 6s. 4d. his ſoul to Allmighty God, to our Lady, St. Mary, 
and all the holye company of heven.— He leaves to his ſon John, 
his ryng of golde, with the ſeale of his arms thereon, to the ſaid 
John, a chales, and all the chapel ſtuffe, bequeathed by his grand- 
tathyr, unto the Trinite of Frankley, 16 kyne, a bull, 10 oxen, 
&c. provided that his wyfe have the rule, uſe, and governing of 
the ſaid ſtuff, till he come to the age of 24. He farther leaves to 
his wyfe, all ſuch chayns of gold, jewels, rings, and all her other 
apparyl belonging to her bodye: gives all his ſervants 408. over and 
above their wages: appoints, that his executor pay 61. per an. 
to a preſte, to ſing for his ſoul, five years after hys death, and 5, 


per an. to Edward Street, his chaplyn, to pray for his ſoul, —gives

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his daughters 300 marks each, for their portions, and 800 marks 
to be divided among his younger ſons, together with the rents 
and profitts of his manor of Sheriffs-Naunton, and his eftate in 
Couleſdon, Pipulton, and Upton-Snodfbury : ſettled on his wife 
the manors of Frankley and Couleſdon, lands and ſalt- works in 
Droitwich, all in Worceſterſhire, together with his manor of 
Creſſedge, and Rudgeacre, in the county of Salop. 

By inquiſitions (a) after his death, he was found to die ſeiz'd of 
the ſame eſtate as ſpecified in the inquiſition, after his father's 
death, abovementioned, together with lands and tenements in 
South-Lyttelton and Pirton, and was warden of Elmly-caſtle, in 
Worceſterſhire, in right of his manor of Naunton. 

John, his eldeſt ſon and heir, was under age at his father's 
death. The king granted the wardſhip of him to Sir John Pak- 
ington, Knt. who married him to Bridget, his daughter and co- 
heir ; by which match, Mr. Lyttelton, greatly increaſed his for- 
tune, and was enabled to rebuild, in a magnihcent manner, his 
houſe at Frankley, alſo to purchaſe a very fair eſtate at Hales- 
owen, and Hagley, and Preſtwood, for hunting ſeats. 

1553, Queen Mary granted him (5) the office of governorſhip 
of Dudley-caſtle, together with the rangerſhip of the old and new 
parks there; made him cuſtos of the lodges, with a right of paun- 
age, herbage, warrenage, in the whole manor of Dudley, toge- 
ther with a ſalary for his life. The ſame year he was choſe knight 
of the ſhire for the county of Worceſter, and ſerved the office of 
high ſheriff of that county, once in that reign, and twice in Q. 
Elizabeth's (c). Tho” a papiſt, yet he enjoyed places of honour 
and truſt under Queen Elizabeth (4), being of the council of the 
marches of Wales, deputy-lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of 
Worceſterſhire, and in the commiſſion of the peace for that coun- 
ty, and Stafford, An. 1566, Queen Elizabeth knighted him, 
with other gentlemen of great diſtinction, at Kenilworth-caſtle, 
when, her majeſty honour d Dudley, earl of Leiceſter, with her 
preſence there. þ. 

Sir John, died at Frankley, Feb. 15, 1589-90, in the ſixty- 
ninth year of his age, and was buried, agreeable to his laſt will, 
in the pariſh-church of Halesowen. 

He had iſſue, by Bridget his wife, fix ſons and four daughters: 
I. Gilbert: 2. Willam, who eſpouſed Margaret, only daughter and 
heir of Richard Smyth, of Shireford, in Warwickſhire, Eſq; and died 
before the age of conſummation: 3. George, ſettled at Holbeach, 
indtaffordſhire, who married his brother's widow : John, Robert, 
and Francis, who all died unmarried. Of the daughters, Eliza- 
beth, was the wife of Francis Willoughby, of Wollaton, in Not-

By ſeveral inquiſitions (a) taken after his death, he appear'd to 
have died, ſeized of the manor and advowſon, with the rector 
impropriate of Over-Areley, the manor of Clent, of Preſtwood, 
Holbeach-houſe, lands in Sedgely, and in Kenfare, by the ſer- 
vice of keeping the hay of Aſhwood, all in the county of Stafford; 
of the manor and chapel of Frankley, the manor and advowſon of 
Hagley, the manor and advowſon of Old-Swinford, and five ham- 
lets thereunto belonging; of the manors of Cradely, and Ware- 
ley-Wigorn, in Halesowen ; of the manors of Woodcote, Dyers 


and Tymberhanger, and Pinton- fields, all in Bromſgrove; of 


the manor of Grovely, in Cofton; lands in Northfield, in Sal- 
warpe, in Elmbridge, boilleries of ſalt in Droitwich, with the

Anne, his only daughter, was the wife 
of Sir Thomas Cornwal, the great baron of Burford. He died 
in the White-Fryers, London, June 1, 1599, in the fiſty- 
ninth year of his age, and was interr'd with his anceſtors, in the 
pariih-church of Halesowen. 

By ſeveral inquiſitions (d), he is found to die ſeized of a very 
large eſtate, viz. all the lands and manors ſpecified in the inqui-

ments in Wigſton, and Loughborough, all in the county of Lei- 
ceſter ; as alſo of lands and tenements in Oneley, and Barby, in 
the county of Northampton. 

John Lyttelton (a), his eldeſt ſon, ſat in parliament for Wor- 
ceſterſhire, the 27th Eliz. his father and grandfather then living, 
and in two other parliaments of the ſame reign, Being a man 
much reſpected for his wit and valour, (as Camden witneſſeth) and 
a roman catholick, he was courted by lord Eſſex, and his party, 
and in ſome meaſure drawn in by Sir Charles Davers, to that con- 
ſpiracy which coſt Eſſex his head, and Lyttelton his eſtate ; for 
he was tried and condemned for high treaſon, at the king's-bench 
bar, Weſtminſter, Feb. 20, 1607. 

The evidence on which the jury convicted him, was very flen- 
der, to amount to high treaſon ; for it was proved that Mr. Lyt- 
telton came to Drury-houſe, at the cloſe of a treaſonable conſul- 
tation (b). He was charged, indeed, to have deſign'd ſome miſ- 
chief and ſedition, by the great number of horſes, and quantity 
of arms that he had in his Inn. He anſwer'd, That his eſtate wag 
able to maintain good ſtore of horſes, and that he always delighted 
in arms and horſes. Being condemned, he ſaid no more, but lift- 
ing up his eyes to heaven, We praiſe thee, O God, we acknow- 
© ledge thee to be the Lord.” 

dir Walter Ralegh, was at that time, in great power at court, 
and was remarkably warm in proſecuting lord Eſſex, and his un- 
fortunate companions, to the utmoſt rigour of the law: a v 
large ſum of money, indeed, ſoftned him, with regard to Mr. 
Lyttelton, and Mr. Bainham, another of the conſpirators ; for 
he ſaved their lives, but not their eſtates. The following moſt 
excellent letter, wrote by Lyttelton, from the dungeon in New- 
gate, to Sir Walter, ſhews the greatneſs of Mr. Lyttelton's mind, 
and deſerved far better at the hands of Sir Walter Ralegh.

On Queen Elizabeth's death, King James, willing to do 22 c 
act of mercy, at his firſt coming to the crown, granted back the . 
whole eſtate which John had forfeited, to Meriel, his widow, {t 
and his children; and an act of parliament paſſed, the firit ſetfor: IN, 
of King James, for rexerſing the attainder of John Lyttelton Th. 
and reftorins the blood of his iſſue. Mr. Abingdon, in his vt d 0 
hiftory of W hm ora its gives the following character ot in 


Ir. Lyttelton : * John Ly ttelton, 2 man of that undaunted g. 
« rit, as he langle over all afflictions, ſcorning, as duſt. 
large revenues, and with that reſignation and ſubmiffion to VF 
mighty God, as he eſteem'd himſelf not a man, but a worm: 
of all which, being an eye-witneſfs, do hope, that this hevre re ect 
the worthy judge, hath fo em himſelf at the tribunz! 
our Eternal Judge, that his faults and imperfections paar

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Meriel, his widow, ſurvived him twenty-eight years, and died 
at Haglev, in April, 1630, where ſne lies buried. 

Thomas Lyttelton, Eſq; his eldeſt fon, was choſe knight of the 
ſhire for Worcetterſhire, in the two laſt parliaments of K. James I, 
and three others of King Charles, In the eleventh of the former 
king, he ſerv'd the office of high ſheriff of the county of Stafford: 
he was knighted at Whitehall, an. 1618, the July before having 
been created a baronet, 

Upon the breaking out of the civil war, he adhered to the king's 
party, the county of Worceſter, being wholly in his majeſty's in- 
tereſt, Sir Thomas, had the chief military commands in the ſaid 
county: an. 1642, he was firſt commiſſioner of array, and colo- 
nel of all the horſe and foot raiſed in Worceſterſhire. - 

An. 1645, he was taken at Bewdley, by the parliament forces, 
and confined in the tower ; while his eftate was put under heavy 
ſequeſtration, and his ſeat at Frankley, garriſon'd by Prince 
Rupert, who, being forced to diſlodge, burnt it to the ground, 
with all the furniture, and many of the family-evidences, to pre- 
vent the enemy from making the like uſe of it. Sir Thomas, gat 
his liberty, after ſome years cloſe confinement ; but died ſoon af- 
ter, viz. Feb. 22, 1650, at Newcaſtle-houſe, in Clerkenwell, 
and was interr'd in Worceſter-cathedral, next to his anceſtor, 
judge Littleton, 

He had iſſue, by Catherine his wife, daughter and ſole heir of 
dir Thomas Crompton, of Hounſlowe, in Middleſex, and of Drif- 
geld, in com. Ebor. Knt. (by Meriel, ſiſter of Sir Henry Cary, viſ- 
count Falkland) twelve ſons and four daughters, viz. John, Ho- 
ratio, Henry, Thomas, another Henry, Edward, Charles, Con- 
#tantine, William, Arthur, Ferdinando, and George. His daugh- 
ters were, Catherine, Mary, Anne, and another Catherine. The 
two eldeſt ſons were drown'd by accident, at Magdalen- college, in 
Oxford, in the chapel whereof, under a very fair monument, they lie 
iatetr'd, on which is the following epitaph, written by their father:

Edward, was kill'd in a duel, at 
Worceſter, and buried in the cathedral there. Conſtantine, mar- 
ricd a daughter of Judge Jones, and died in Jamaica. Charles, 
heir to his brother, William, was gentleman-uſher to the Queen 
of Bohemia, and captain of horſe. Ferdinando, was groom of 
the bedchamber to the duke of York, and had a regiment of horſe 
in the French king's army, on the Rhine, in the reign of Charles 
II. and loſt hislife there, in an engagement. George, the young- 
eſt, was major, in Prince George of Denmark's regiment: he 
married Elizabeth, daughter of the famous Sir Thomas Brown, 
of Norwich, and died without iſſue, 17 12, and was interr'd in 
St. George's chapel, at Windſor. The daughters all died un- 
married. : 

A handſome marble monument was erected to the memory of 
Sir Thomas, and his lady, in Worceſter-cathedral, on which is 
the following inſcription (a), on a black marble tablet, fix d to 
the wall, and rail'd in:

Theſe Words were appointed to be hereon inſcrib'd, 
bySir Thomas Lyttelton, of Frankley, in the County 
of Worceſter, Knt. and Bart. who died the 22 of 
Feb. 1649-50, and was buried under this Stone, to- 
gether with Dame Catherine, his Wife, who died 
the 24 of June, 1666, full of Veares and good Workes. 


On the monument, are the arms of Lyttelton, impaling Cromp- 
ton, namely, Gules, a Feſo, between three Lions, rampant, Or; 
tho' erroneouſly, for the Feſs ſhould be wavy (a), with the Sup- 
porter and Creſt cut out in marble, 

Sir Henry Lyttelton, Bart. the fifth, but eldeſt ſurviving ſon, 
ſucceeded his father. He went in to King Charles II. at the head 
of a troop of horſe, (all his own tenants and dependants,) at the 
fight of Worceſter, where he was taken priſoner, by Cromwell, 
and confined in the Tower, but ſoon procured his enlargement; 
for he ſerv*d the office of high ſheriff of Worceſterſhire, an. 1655, 
under the protector, 

After the reſtoration, he was choſe member of parliament for 
the city of Litchfield, and repreſented that, and the borough of 
Bewdley, in future parliaments, 

He married two wives, viz. Philadelphia, daughter and coheir 
of Thomas Cary, Eſq; ſecond ſon of Robert, earl of Monmouth, by 
whom he had no ifſue : ſhe died, Aug. 2, 1663. His ſecond 
wife was, lady Elizabeth Newport, eldeſt daughter of Francis, 
earl of Bradford, who likewiſe brought him no iſſue. She ſur- 
vived Sir Henry, above thirty years, and was married again, viz. 
to Edward Harvey, of Combe, in Surry, Eſq; 

Sir Henry (5), departed this life at Over-Areley, (where he 
chiefly reſided) the 24th June, 1693, aged ſixty- nine, and was 
buried in that church, where is erected, a very handſome monu- 
ment to his memory, on which is the following inſcription : 

In the Vault beneath, is interred the Body of Sir 
Henry Lyttelton, Barronet, of Frankley, in the 
County of Worceſter, who died the 24th of June, 
1693, aged 69 Years. He was firſt married to Mrs. 
Philadelphia Cary, one of the Daughters and Co- 
heires of Mr Thomas Cary, Son of the Earl of Mon- 
mouth; and after her Death, to the hon. Mrs. Eli- 
zabeth Newport, Daughter of Francis, Lord Viſ- 
count Newport, of Bradford, in Shropſhire, to whoſe 
Memory, this Monument is erected, by his Brother 
and Heir, Sir Charles Lyttelton, Knt. and Bart.

Sir Charles Lyttelton, Bart. (brother and heir to Sir Henry, ) took 
to ars, early in his youth, and during the civil wars, was at the ſiege 
of Coleneſter. Soon after the ſurrender of that town, he went into 


France, to the king, where he ſtaid till about the time of 
dir 
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Sir George Booth's riſing: how conſiderable a ſhare he had, 


(young as he was,) in that attempt to reſtore the King, may be 
ſeen by the following paſſage, out of lord Mordaunt's letter to the 
King, on that buſineſs (a) : 

Lord Mordaunt, to the King. 

© Charles Lyttelton, landed here yeſterday ; I cannot forbear 
doing him the right, to aſſure your majeſty, no perſon appear'd 
more conſiderably, (Sir George Booth, only accepted,) than he; 
and he had undoubtedly carried Shrewſbury, but that one mil- 
fortune upon another happen'd.” 

That deſign miſcarrying, he was taken priſoner, and confined 
in the gatehouſe, at Weſtminſter, but ſoon obtaining his liberty, 
he returned to the King, and ſerved him in a private capacity, 
with more ſucceſs than he had in a publick one; for it appears, 
by many letters in the Ormond collection, that he was employ*d 
on many ſecret and important meſſages, between the King, and 
his friends in England, juſt preceding the reſtoration : and how 
favourably Sir Edward Hyde, (afterwards earl of Clarendon, ) 
thought of him, appears by the following letter : 

Sir Edward Hyde, to the marquis of Ormond. 

Colonel Whitley, tells me, that Charles Lyttelton, is gone 
© poſt to the King, from Calais, with letters from my lord Mor- 
© daunt, I ſhall not need to defire you to make very much of 
Charles Lyttelton, who is a very worthy young man (5). 
Bruſſels, 1659.” 

In 1662, he was knighted, and went with the lord Windfor, 
to Jamaica, and was left there ſole governor : he was afterwards 
appointed colonel of the duke of York's regiment, and diſtin- 
guiſh'd himſelf at the great fight of Solebay : he was a commander 
likewiſe at the ſiege of Maeſtricht. In 1673, he was appointed 
governor of Sheerneſs, and Landguard- fort; was commiſſioner 
of prizes, and had other places of leſs note, in the reign of King 
Charles II. Under King James II. he had the command of the 
princeſs of Denmark's regiment, and was brigadier-general, till 
the revolution, when, he reſign'd all his places, on account of the 
oaths, and retir'd to his houſe, at Sheen, till his brother's death, 
when, he ſettled at Hagley, for the reſt of his life. 

He married two wives; firſt, Catherine, (widow of Mr. Lifter, ) 
daughter of Sir William Fairfax, of Steeton, in Yorkſhire, Knt. 
by whom he had one ſon, who, with his mother, died in Jamaica, 
and were both interr'd in the Red church, on that iſland, to whoſe 
memory, a monument was erected, but deſtroy*d, (together with 
the church,) in the great earthquake, an. 1692, on which was 
inſcrib'd the following epitaph :

His ſecond wife was, Anne, daughter of Thomas Temple, of 
Frankton, in Warwickſhire, Eſq; (and coheir to her brother, 
Richard Temple, Eſq;) by Rebecca, the daughter of Sir Nicholas 
Carew, of Beddington, in Surry, Knt. by whom he had five ſons, 
and eight daughters, viz, Henry, and Charles, who died young ; 
another Henry, who was captain of horſe, and died unmarried ; 
another Charles, who took to wife, Anne, widow of Sir Edward 
Sebright, Bart. daughter and heir of Thomas Saunders, of Beech- 
wood, in Hertfordſhire, Eſq; by whom he had no iſſue: he died 
Aug. 16, 1712, and was buried at Over-Areley. Thomas, the 
fifth and laſt ſon, who is the preſent baronet. Of the daughters, 
Anne, Elizabeth, and Anne- Charlotte, died young : Catherine, 
now living, unmarried : Cary, wife of Sir "Theophilus Biddulph, 
of Elmhurſt, in Staffordſhire, Bart. (ſhe died April 18, 1741:) 
Mary, widow of William Plowden, of Plowden, in Shropſhire, 
Eſq; now living: Anne, the wife of Joſeph Amphlett, of Clent, in 
Staffordſhire, Eſq; who died 1715: Octavia, who died unmarried. 

Sir Charles, lived to a good old age, enjoying his health and 
ienſes perſect, and died at Hagley, May 2, 1716, in his eighty- 
ſeventh year, and was buried at Over-Areley, to whoſe memory, 
a plain black marble ſtone was erected, without arms or, decora- 
tions, on which is inſcrib'd the following epitaph: - 

In Memory of Sir Charles Lyttelton, Knt. and Bart. who departed 
this Lite the 2d of May, 1716, in the 87 Year of his age. 
I his humble Monument was ſet up by his particular and 
expreſs Direction, in his laſt Will. 

His lady ſurvived him two years, dying, Aug. 27, 1718. 

Sir ThomasLyttelton, the preſent baronet, has been choſe in three 
parliaments for the county of Worceſter, and was repreſentativein

HE firſt of this family was, Hugh Burdet, who came into 

England with William the conqueror, anno 1066 (, who 
bore for his coat armour, Azure, two Bars, Or: he left iſſue, 
William Burdet, lord of Louſby, in com. Leic. (c) who founded 
the priory at Aucote, near Seckingdon, in com. War. temp. Hen. 
II. to expiate the murder of his wife, committed at his return 
from the Holy Land; the occaſion is faid to be thus (4) ; That 
the ſaid William Burdet, being both a valiant and devout man, 
made a journey to the Holy Land, for ſubduing of the infidels in 
thoſe parts, and that his ſteward, whilſt he was thus abſent, ſol- 
licited the chaſtity of his lady, who reſiſted thoſe his uncivil at- 
tempts, with much ſcorn ; whereupon, he grew fo full of envy 
towards her, that ſo ſoon as he had advertiſement of his maſter's 
arrival again in England, he went to meet him, and to ſhadow his 
own foul crime, complained to him of her looſeneſs with others;

himſelf to be ſtaid, and there aſk'd his ſaid ſon forgiveneſs, and ac- 
knowledging the wrong he had done him, concluded that to be 
the cauſe of God's vengeance then againſt him.

remainder, to Thomas, his ſon ; and for want of iſſue by him, to 
Robert, his other ſon, and the heirs of his body ; and for his want 
of ſuch iflue, to the right heirs of the ſaid Richard, for ever, 

Which two ſons, died young, in their father's life-time, and 
Richard, himſelf, by Joyſe, daughter of Sir Simon Montfort, Knt, 
(who ſurviv'd him, and afterwards married Sir Hugh Conway, 
treaſurer of Ireland) left no heir male : the conſideration whereof, 
much moving the ſaid John, foraſmuch as the manor of Arrow, 
and the reſt of the entail'd eſtate, was like to be transferr'd into 
another family, by Anne, the daughter and heir to the ſame Richard, 
he exhibited a petition in parliament to King Henry VIII. about 
the beginning of his reign, wherein, the better to ingratiate him- 
felf, he ſet forth his adherence to Henry, duke of Bucks, in the be- 
half of Henry, earl of Richmond, (afterwards king, by the name 
of Henry VII.) againſt King Richard III. alledging, that upon 
the miſcarriage of that duke, in his ſaid attempts, he himſelf was 
taken at Glouceſter, and there kept priſoner ; and mov'd, that 
the ſaid fine ſhould be made void, ſo that himſelf and his heirs 
might enjoy that eſtate, in ſuch ſort, as he and they ſhould and 
ought to have done, had it not been levy'd. This John, had 
four brothers; Nicholas, Robert, George, and Edward; and 
two ſiſters, Joan, and Iſabel. 

This John Burdet (a), was one of the retinue to Sir Edward 
Howard, admiral, in 4 Henry VIII. for ſcouring the ſeas on the 
ſouthern coaſt of England, and in no ſmall favour at court; for 
his petition took ſuch effect, that he purſu'd his claims to the ſaid 
Þrdihip, and all other the lands whereof his father was ſeized, 2. 
gainſt Edward Conway, and Anne, his wife, daughter and heir 
to the aforeſaid Richard Burdet, as if there had been no ſuch en- 
tail as beſore ſpecify d; which ſuits continued many years, to a 
very great expence between them, and ended not in the ſaid Sir 
John's days, (for he was a knight) who died in 20 Henry VIII 
jcaving iftue, by Anne, his wife, daughter of William Harewell, 
of that county, Thomas, his ſon and heir, John, William, and 
George; alſo ſour daughters, Joan, Oſburna, wife to George 
Daſton, in com, Glouc.

of exemplary prudence and behaviour ; and both have left an ad- 
mirable character for their charity and hoſpitality, which pro- 
ceeded from a principle of goodneſs, and not the leaſt oſtentation; 
for they were known rather to be auſtere than affected with any 
deſire of ſhew or applauſe, The building from the ground, and 
endowing the church of Formark, is likewiſe a laſting monument 
of their piety and regard for religion; which church, call'd (a) 
St. Saviours, was conſecrated in the year 1662. This Sir Fraun- 
cis, and his lady, both liv'd to be very aged: ſhe was born in Sep- 
tember 1613, and died the 17th of April 1701; (6) and his 
death and ſepulture is commemorated by the following inſcription 
on a plain ſtone upon the ground in the aforeſaid Church, viz.

(THOMAS, Esguixk,) 
Created BARON ET, June 4, 1619. 


ACK WORT, in Derbyſhire, gave name to this an- 
cient family, ſeated there for many generations; one of 
which was of the retinue to the famous James, lord Audley, 
knight of the garter, who was very inſtrumental in obtaining the 
rom victory, at Poictiers, under the Black Prince, in 20 Edw. 
II. where the French, tho' much ſuperior, receiv'd an overthrow, 
the king, and dauphin of France, many of his nobles, and innu- 
merable common ſoldiers, being taken priſoners, as our hiſtorians 
write; and that this lord Audley, acquainting the prince, before 
the fight, with the vow (a) he had made to be the firſt in the 
battle, crav'd his licence that he might accompliſh it; to which 
the prince accorded, and ſaid, Sir — God give you this day 
that grace to be the beſt knight of all (b) others: and thereupon, de- 
parting with his four eſquires, (Mackworth, being one of them) 
went to the foremoſt front of the battle. And Walſingham, adds 
this (e) farther of him, that by his extraordinary valour, he broke 
— the French army, and caus'd much ſlaughter that day to 
the enemy, 

His noble conduct and valour ſo infinitely pleas'd the brave 
prince, that, as a teſtimony thereof, he ſettled 500 marks in land 
upon him, in England, of annual revenue, (a conſiderable eſtate 
in thoſe days) which this lord preſently and frankly ſettled on his 
four (d) eſquires; whereof the prince being acquainted, demanded 
5 whether

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whether he lik'd not his bounty, or thought the gift beneath his 
acceptance; to which, when anſwer was given, That they de- 
ſerv'd the ſame as well as himſelf, without whoſe aſſiſtance, ſays 
he, I, a fingle man, could have done but littie; the prince, there- 
upon, thank'd him for ſo doing, and gave him 600 marks per 
ann. more. The poſterity of all the four eſquires, have, in me- 
mory of this victory, added the ſaid lord's coat armour to their 
own, as plainly appears, by the Cheveron Gules, Frette, Or, 
bore by this family of Mackworth, Delves, Haukeſton, &c. 

ohn Touchet, lord Audley, ſon- in- law, and at length heir of 
the aforeſaid James, in (a) conſideration that John, and Thomas 
Mackworth (b), were valiant men, and of the good ſervices done 
by them and their anceſtors, to the ſaid lord Audley's family, and 
for their farther honour, grants part of their arms to be born by 
them and their heirs, with due difference, viz, Party per pale, 
indented, Sable and Ermine, a Cheveron, Gules, Frette, Or. In 
teſtimony to which grant (whereof this is an abſtract) he put his 
ſcal of arms, viz, Quarterly, 1 and 4 Frette, and 2 and 3 Ermine, 
a Cheveron, circumſcrib'd, Sigillum Fohannis D' Audley, Dated 
at his manor of Marketon, the 1ſt of Aug. 1404. 

A deſcendant of this family was, John Mackworth, L.L.D. 
to whom did formerly belong, the meſſuage in Holbourn, now 
known by the name of Bernard's-Inn, but anciently called (c), 
Mackworth's-Inn : he ſucceeded: John de Shepey, as dean of Lin- 
coln, 1412, and dying 1451, was buried in the cathedral of Lin- 
coln, under a goodly monument, which had this inſcription (4): 


Johannes Mackworth, Decretorum Doctor, nuper 
Cancellarius illuſtriſſimi Principis Filii Regis Hen- 
rici Quarti, ac Decanus Eccleſie Cathedralis beate 
Marie. 


But the chief of this line, who firſt ſettled in the county of Rut- 
land, was Thomas Mackworth, of Mackworth (e), in com. Derb. 
Eſq; who ſerv'd in parliament as one of the knights of the ſhire 
for the county of Derby, in (//) 3 and 4 Henry VI. and marrying 
Alice, ſiſter and heir to Sir John de Baſings, (that died iſſueleſs, in 
24 Henry VI.) became poſieſs'd of a fair inheritance, and princi- 
pally of the towns and manors of Normanton, Empingham, and 
Hardwick, in com. Rutland, which firſt place, from thenceforth, 


became their capital manſion, This Alice, ſiſter to Sir John, 2

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of Thomas, ſon of William de Baſings, by Margaret, his wife, 
daughter and heir of Thomas de Normanville, fon of Ralph, fon 
of 33 de Normanville, who died temp. Henry III. whoſe 
anceſtors, ſoon after the conqueſt, were lords of Normanton, and 
were alſo ſeated at Kenerton, in the hundred of Blackborne, in 
Kent, till their male iſſue failing, both that eſtate, and this in 
Rutland, went by match, to the Baſings, a family of great ac- 
count and antiquity, deſcended from Adam de Baſing, lord-mayor 
of London, in 36 Henry III. (1251,) whoſe habitation was where 
Blackwell-hall now ſtands, and from whom, the ſtreet and ward 
thereunto adjoining, had the denomination of Baſing's-hall- ſtreet, 
and Baſing's-hall ward (a). 

To the ſaid Thomas Mackworth, ſucceeded Henry, his ſon and 
heir, who, fixing in the county of Rutland, was ( ſheriff thereof, 
in 18 Edward IV. and (John, his fon and heir, dying in his life- 
time,) was ſucceeded by his grandſon, George Mack worth, ſhe- 
riff of the county of (c) Rutland, in 12 Henry VII, and VIII. 
14, 22, and 26 Henry VIII. departing this life two years after, 
viz, in 28 Henry VIII. 1536, leaving, by Anne, his wife, a 
daughter, Lucy (d), married to Francis Brown, of Stamford, Eſq; 
and Francis, his ſon and heir. 

Which Francis Mackworth (e), of Normanton, Eſq; took to 
wife, Ellen, one of the eight daughters of Humphry Hercy, of 
Grove, in com. Nott. Eſq; by Elizabeth, his wife, daughter of 
dir John Digby, of Kettelby, Knt. (/ 2 (ſiſter and coheir to Sir 
John Hercy, Knt. who died S. P. 12 Eliz.) whereby he ſhar'd a 
great inheritance, He was ſheriff of (g) Rutland, in 30 and 35 
Henry VIII. alſo 3 Queen Mary; and died in 1 Elizabeth, leav- 
ing George, his ſon and heir, who was thrice ſheriff, in the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth, and, by Grace, his wife, daughter of Ralph 
Rokebey, Eſq; ſerjeant at law, had iſſue, 

Thomas Mackworth,of Normanton, Eſq;(h) ſheriff of Rutland, 
in 41 Eliz. and 7 Jac. I. was advanced to the dignity of baro- 
net, by letters patents, bearing date the 4th of June, 1619. He 
married Margaret, daughter and heir of all, of Gretford, 
in com. Linc. Eſq; (ſole heir to her mother, daughter and coheir 
of Francis Neale, of Tugby, in com. Linc. Eſq;) who bore him 
four ſons and a daughter, which laſt died young, The ſons were,

Sir Henry Mackworth, Bart. (ſucceſſor to his father in title and 
eſtate) rebuilt the manor-houſe, at Normanton, and having mar- 
ried Mary, daughter of Robert Hopton, of Wittam, in com. So- 
merſet. Eſq; ſecond ſiſter and coheir of Ralph, lord Hopton, of 
Stratton, in com. Cornub. had iſſue by her two daughters, and 
five ſons ; 1. Sir Thomas, 2. Robert, who reſided at Emping- 
ham, and married twice ; firſt, Elizabeth, daughter of John 
Hatcher, of Empingham, aforefaid, Eſq; and ſecondly, Martha, 
daughter of Edward Corbet, D. D. of the Edgmond line, in com, 
Salop. by both which he had iflue, but none ſurvived him by the 
laſt : he died, Feb. 1, 1717}, aged ninety- five, and lies buried in 
Kenſington church-yard, in Middleſex, with this inſcription : 

Here lies the Body of Robert Mackworth, Eſq; ſe- 
cond Son of Henry Mackworth, Baronet, of Rud- 
land, in T.inco!nſhire.

Henry, who died unmarried. 4. Edmund, a merchant, who de- 
ceaſed at Aleppo, S. P. 5. Guſtavus, youngeſt ſon, married Do- 
rothy, widow to Thomas, lord Grey, of Groby, eldeſt ſon and 
heir apparent to Henry, earl of Stamford, and daughter and co- 
heir to Edward Bouchier, earl of Bath, by whom he left only one 
daughter, Mary, married to a gentleman in Lincolnſhire, dit 
Henry's two daughters were, Margaret, wife of Philip Young, 
of Keniton, in com. Salop, Eſq; and Jane, firſt wife of Hugh Un- 
derwood, of Witleſey, in the Iſle of Ely, Eſq; 

Sir Thomas Mackworth, Bart. (eldeſt ſon and heir of Sir Henry) 
had all the advantages of education, which, together with an ex- 
cellent temper, good natural parts, and a readineſs to do all friendly 
offices, won him the eſteem of all that knew him, and render 
him highly valu'd in his country. He was choſen one of the 
knights for the county of Rutland, in all parliaments, from the 
thirty-firſt year of the reign of King Charles II. to the time d 

his death, A. D. 1694 ; and having married two wives; 1. Do- 


rothy, daughter of captain George Darrel, of Cale-hill, in tte 
| count 
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—_— of Kent, had iſſue by her one fon, Thomas, who died in 
the life-time of his father, and two daughters, Dorothy, who 
wedded John Wingfield, of Tikencote, in com. Rut. Eſq; and 
Utrechia, who died unmarried : but by Anne, his ſecond lady, 
daughter of umphry Mackworth, of Betton, in com. Salop. Eſq; 
(a cadet of this ancient family,) he had iſſue four daughters, Mary, 
and Anne, who both died unmarried ; Jane, married to Abra- 
ham Rys, of Lincolnſhire, Gent. who left her a widow, but no 
iſſue, and Elizabeth, who is living, unmarried : likewiſe three 
ſons, Humphry, and Hopton, that died unmarried, and Sir Tho- 
mas, who, upon his father's death, ſucceeded to the title and 
eſtate. | 

Which Sir Thomas Mackworth, the preſent baronet, was re- 
turned by indenture (17 Dec, 1694,) as one of the knights in 
parliament for the county of Rutland, in the room of his father, 
deceas'd, and was likewiſe elected for the ſaid county, in the firſt 
and fourth of Queen Anne, and in the two firſt parliaments of 
his late majeſty King George I. he is at preſent unmarried.

1 IS family is deſcended originally out of the county of 
Glouceſter, where ſome of them have been anciently 
ſeated, tho they bear different arms. Robert Hickes, was, I 
ſuppoſe, a younger brother, as appears by an old fine in Edward 
the VIth's time, wherein Thomas Hickes, is mention'd to hold 
lands at Barkeley, in the county of Glouceſter, for which there 
was a conteſt in law, but concluded by the judges, (Edward 
Montagu, William Shelley, Humphrey Brown, and John Hynde) 
and Robert Hickes, was to pay 201. to the ſaid Thomas; on 
which conſideration, he and his wife Margaret, (daughter and 
heir of James Atwood, and Alice his wife, daughter and heir of 
William Payne, ) releas'd and quit-claim'd all their pretence, to a 
certain houſe and lands, This Robert, was a wealthy citizen 
and mercer of London, be). Cheapſide, where by his trade 
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he rais'd a conſiderable eſtate, and by Juliana his wife, daughter 
to William Arthur, of Clapham, in Surry, Eſq; had iſſue three 
ſons ; Sir Michael, born 21 Octob, 35 Hen. VIII. Francis, born 
36 Hen. VIII. and Baptiſt, 

Which Baptiſt, the youngeſt ſon, being brought up in his 
father's buſineſs, and having great dealings with the court, (by 
his elder brother Michael's means) for his rich filks and commo- 
ditics fetch'd from Italy and foreign parts, by which he got a 
great eſtate; and upon King James's coming in, was ſworn his 
ſervant, 1603, and ſoon knighted (a); he was one of the firſt 
citizens that kept ſhop after his knighthood, upon which in 
1607, he had ſome diſpute with the aldermen about it, and had 
alſo a conteſt with the aldermen for precedency, ſtanding upon 
his knighthood, which matter came at laſt to be decided by the 
court marſhall : before his death, he was advanc'd to far greater 
honours ; for, 4 Car. I. he was created a peer of the realm, by 
the title of Baron Hickes, of Ilmington in com. Warw. as alſo 
viſcount Camden, of Camden in com. Glouc. with remainder, 
for default of iſſue-male, to Edward, lord Noel, (and his heirs 
male) who had married Juliana, his eldeſt daughter, A. D. 1605, 
from whom deſcend the earl of Gainſborough, enjoying now, 
by virtue of the ſpecial entail, thoſe titles of honour granted to 
this Sir Baptiſt ; Sir Baptiſt's ſecond daughter and coheir, Mary, 
was match'd with Sir Charles Moriſon, of Caſhiobury, in com. 
Hertford, Knt. and from an heireſs of that family, that eſtate is 
now in the earl of Eſſex. Stow in his ſurvey of London, fays, 
it was reported, that theſe two heireſſes were worth 100,000 |. 
a- piece. His large charities and good deeds to the town of Cam- 
den in com. Gloceſt, &c. are ſet down at large in Stow (6). 

Sir Michael Hickes, (the eldeſt fon of Robert,) the immediate 
anceſtor of this elder branch of the family, having ſpent ſome 
time at Trinity-College in Cambridge, remov'd, for the ſtudy 
of the law, to Lincoln's-Inn: from thence he was taken into 
the ſervice of the lord Burghley, lord high treaſurer of England, 


that great ſtateſman, and chief counſellor to Queen Elizabeth; 


by that lord he was preferr'd to be one of his ſecretaries, and ſo 
continu'd during the treaſurer's life; he was well {kilPd in phi- 
lological learning, and had read over the polite Roman hiſtorians 
and moraliſts; out of which authors he made large collections, 
eſpecially of their moral and wiſe ſentences, with which he fill'd 
divers paper-books, ſtill remaining in the family. The other ſe. 
cretary to the lord Burghley, was Henry Maynard, Eſq; whole 
ſon Sir William Maynard,- was created Lord aynard, 

Sir Michael, by his ingenious education and good parts, became 


very polite and agreeable, and was admitted into a ſociety of * 
an 
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and eminent perſons, having the accompliſhment of a facetious 
wit to recommend him. Some of his chicf acquaintance and 
friends were, Sir Fulk Grevil, Sir Henry Glembam, Sir John 
Smith, (couſin- german to the queen) Sir Francis Bacon, Sir 
Walter Ralegh, Mr. Camden, and others: but he was moſt dear 
to Sir Robert Cecyl, the lord treaſurer's ſon, both when he was 
the queen's chief ſecretary of ſtate, maſter of the court of wards 
and liveries, and earl of Saliſbury, and lord high treaſurer, ſuc- 
ceeding in his noble father's office; Sir Michael, was ever at his 
right hand, and he was never better pleas'd than when he had his 
company and pleaſant converſation ; he allo employ'd him in 
moſt of his buſineſs, and committed many of his ſecret affairs to 
him, knowing, by long experience, his faithfulneſs ; and many 
perſons knowing what intereſt he had with Sir Robert, both when 
ſecretary, and lord high treaſurer, made hi their friend, at any 
rate, to ſolicit their cauſes with him, who was ever (except ne- 
ceſſarily obſtructed) ready to gratify Sir Michael, eſpecially where 
benefit was like to accrue to him; he held a correſpondence with 
the earl of Saliſbury, Sir Francis Bacon, Sir Walter Ralegh, and 
others the chief men of his time; as appcar'd by many letters, 
which were in the family, 

When Sir Robert Cecil, became lord high treaſurer of England, 
and was created earl of Saliſbury, which was about the year 1605, 
dir Michael, congratulated his preferment, in a letter to him, 
where, among the reſt of his wiſhes, he wiſh'd him Otium cum 
Dignitate; which the earl took particular notice of, in a ſhort 
anſwer, as an happineſs ſeldom befalling perſons in great place, 
thanking him for his congratulation, and eſpecially for his good 
wiſh, tho? he fear'd, he ſaid, he ſhould not be ſo happy. Sir 
Michael, was a very witty jocoſe man, and his company much 
lought after by perſons of rank and diſtinction, 

Queen Elizabeth being in her progreſs, took occaſion once to 
talk with her ſecretary, (who ſhe knew was Mr. Hickes's Friend) 


+ concerning certain witty verſes of Mr. Hickes's writing, (that 
had come to her ears) burleſquing ſome of the grave members of 


parliament : and what entertainment it found with her majeſty, 
the ſecretary, in his correſpondence, imparted, viz. That ſbe ex- 
cus d him as much as any; and that when he told her he could not 
tell what My. Michael ſaid for himſelf, but that what he had writ, 
was, m his fancy, as pretty and pithy as ever he ſaw. Ay, marry, 
(aid the queen) but he wrote them not himſelf. To which the ſe- 
cretary ſaid, (ſwearing to her) he Ane he did. Moll, faith ſhe, 
when I ſee him next, we ſhall have good ſport, —T he account of 
this matter the ſecretary wrote to Mr, Hickes, who having 
heard, with ſome concern, that the queen had ſeen his rhimes, 


celir'd to know the truth of this buſineſs; and thereupon he wrote 


24 to 
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to him, aſſerting, for his ſatisfaction, that he lied not, and that 
that, was the truth, and the whole truth, as he aſſur'd his 
faithfully. The verſes, as I find them written by his own hand, 
were as follow : | 


De Crepitu in Parliamento, 
Down came Sir John Croke, 
And ſaid his Meſſage on his Book ; 
Sir William Norris, nodded ſo ſo, 
But William Ludlow's Bum, cry'd no.

Nay, quoth Sir Harry Powle, *tis a mad Trick 
To fart in the Noſe of a Body Politick, 
uoth Ar. Bennet, this young Man was very bold, 
his Privilege belongeth to us that be old. 
Quoth) Mr. Bond, it's a Sion of Wind, 
When any Man gives his Voice behind. 


He was not haſty to marry, inſomuch that his mother-in-law, 
one Mrs. Pen, being defirous to ſee him match'd before herdeath, 
told Sir Robert Cecil, when ſhe once ſent him a ſuit of hangings, 
that ſhe had kept them thirty-two years, expecting her ſon's mar- 
riage, and that unleſs he would make haſte and marry, ſhe pro- 
miſed Sir Robert, to give him alſo her houſe, and all the ſtuff be- 
longing to it. But being fifty-four years old, or upward, at length 
he met with a very worthy gentlewoman, for prudence as well 
as wealth; ſhe was, Elizabeth, the daughter of Mr. Colſton, a 
merchant, whoſe country ſeat was a fair houſe, upon the foreſt of 
Waltham, in the pariſh of Low-Layton, in com. Eſſex. called 
therefore the foreſt-houſe, (late in the poſſeſſion of Sir Gilbert 
Heathcote, K nt, and Bart. alderman of London;) ſhe was the 
widow and relict of Henry Parvun, or Parvis, Eſq; (ſon of Tho- 
mas Parvis of Guilford, in com. Sur.) an eminent merchant of 
London, whoſe country-houſe was Ruckholts, a manor in the 
faid pariſh of Low-Layton, which, coming by this marriage to 
Sir Michael, he there liv'd and died : ſuch were the good accom- 
pliſhments of this lady, that ſoon after marriage, Sir Robert Ceci), 
in one of his letters, written in July, about 1595 or 1596, told 
him, that he even envy'd him; for, ſending him a piece of veni- 
ſon, he gave his commendations to Mrs, Hickes ; in when, 1 . 


ut, 
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added, I envy your good fortune, but reſt for all that, your loving 
friend, Robert C. ; 

He ſhould have been knightedat the coronation of King James 
I. (when great numbers of gentlemen were) as I conclude from 
a poſtſcript of a letter to him, from his friend the ſecretary, in 
theſe words, At the coronation I will have you knighted. But he 
refus'd it then, as appears by another letter from his ſaid friend, 
wrote in September, beginning; Good Ar. Hickes, that would 
not be Sir Michael, But the next year, it ſeems, he took the 
honour ; for, in Aug. 1604, I meet with the ſecretary, giving 
him the title of Sir Michael, 

By this lady aforeſaid, Sir Michael had iſſue, beſide William, 
his eldeſt ſon, and Michael, a daughter, Elizabeth, ſo named, 
from Elizabeth, counteſs of Darby, one of her godmothers, (the 
other being the counteſs of Warwick) married to Sir William 
Armine, of Oſgodby, in com. Linc. Bart. 

He deceaſed at his houſe, at Ruckholts, A. D. 1612, aged ſixty- 
five years, and was buried in the old chancel of the pariſh- church 
of Low- Layton, in Eſſex, where was erected, by his widow, a 
graceful and coſtly monument, with two arches againſt the eaſt- 
wall, extending the full length thereof, Which monument, 
when the new chancel was built, was taken down, and ſet up a- 
gainſt the ſouth-wall, where it now ſtands : the figures in ſtone, 
both of him, and the lady Elizabeth, his wife, lying in full pro- 
portion : he, in the habit of a knight ; ſhe, with a mourning veil, 
leaning their heads on their hands ; over him, is this inſcrip- 
tion (a): 

In obitum Clariſ. Viri D. Michaelis Hicke; 
Equis aurati, &c. 

Quæ volui in vita vidi, dulciſſima nuper 
Pignora, Conſortem charam, ſortemq; beatæ

Under the other arch, over the lady Hickes, theſe verſes,

She was buried the 14th of Feb. Anno Dom. 1634. 


William, eldeſt ſon and heir of Sir Michael, was ſo named from 
the lord treaſurer, his father's old maſter, (William, lord Burgh- 
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ley) who, in eſteem for the father, gave his own name, William, 
to the on, being godfather, and preſent at the baptiſm, at Sir 
Michael's London houſe, on St. Peter's-hill (which ſtill belongs to 
this family.) His other godfather was, the lord Cobham, lord 
warden of the cinque-ports, and lord chamberlain : and his god- 
mother, the lady Lumley. 

And as Sir Michael, had a good education himſelf, ſo, eſteem- 
ing learning a ſuitable ornament to honour, he bred up William, 
his ſon to it; who, having acquired a competent knowledge of 
ſchool learning, was ſent by his father to the univerſity of Cam- 
bridge, and admitted into the fame college, whereof his father 
was once a member. Succeeding to his inheritance, he was cre- 


ated a baronet, on the 21ſt of July, 17 Jac. I. being written of 


Beverſton, in com. Glouceſt. tho' he choſe Ruckholts till, for 
his uſual manſion, which his deſcendants for ſome time reſided at, 
In the diffieult times of the civil wars, he was always true to the 
royal cauſe, and the church of England, on which account, he 
was watch'd by ſome of his neighbours that favour'd the other 
ſide: but by his caution, he preſerv'd himſelf pretty clear of 
trouble, till the ſiege of Colcheſter ; when he, with ſeveral other 
loyaliſts of the county of Eſſex, privy to, and concerned in, that 
buſineſs, were kept in priſon about fix weeks; and for farther 
puniſhment, his ancient grove adjacent to his houſe, which was 
very dear to him, was determin'd, by thoſe that then govern'd, 
to be cut down for timber to ſupply the navy, lying ſo near and 
convenient for the ſhip-yards ; but by the means and interceſſion 
of his friend, the earl of Holland, he at laſt obtain'd the favour to 
let it ſtand : which grove, Sir Harry, finding the trees decaying 
at the tops, thought fit to fell, and the ſeat was ſold about the 
year 1720, to Benjamin Collier, Eſq; who fold it to earl Tilney, 
whoſe ſon, lord viſcount Caſtlemain, is the preſent owner of it. 

This Sir William, married Margaret, one of the daughters of 
William, lord Paget, of Beaudeſert ; by whom he had iltde, Bap- 
tiſt, Elizabeth, Sir William, Letitia, married to Arthur, earl of 
Donnegal, in the kingdom of Ireland, Catherine, Francis, vir 
Michael, and Elizabeth, whereof only three ſurviv'd. He diet 
at his ſeat, at Ruckholts, and was buried honourably, according 
to his quality, with heralds attending his herſe to the pariſh- 
church, where he was interr'd, the 22d day of October, 1680, 
aged eighty- four. 

Sir William Hickes's ſecond ſon, ſurviving, was Sir Michael 
Hicks, Knt. who married Suſan, youngeſt daughter to Sir Richard 
How, Knt. ſome time ſheriff and alderman of London, and wi 
dow of Samuel Beaumont-Everard, of the Middle-temple, Eq; 


by whom he had ten children, but two only ſurviv'd, viz. ori 
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Hicks, Eſq; and Alice, married to William Somerford, in com- 
Wilts, Eſq; 

Sir William Hickes, Knt. and Bart. (fon and heir of Sir Wil- 
liam,) receiving a univerſity education alſo, in Trinity- college, 
lived many years, in honour and reputation, at his ancient ſeat of 
Ruckholts ; was ſheriff of the county of Eſſex, and ſerv'd that 
office with much credit and ſplendor, the lord chief-juſtice 
Vaughan, and Sir Job Charleton, then judges of the aſſize, at 
Chelmsford : he was knighted by King Charles II, at Ruckholts, 
and ſo was his younger brother, Michael, (but at ſeveral times) 
when their father, Sir William, entertain'd his majeſty at dinner, 
after hunting in the foreſt. This Sir William, at a great expence, 
caſed his ſeat at Ruckholts, with brick, much improving and 
beautifying it. He died, April 22, 1703, aged ſeventy-three 
years, having married Marthagnes, eldeſt daughter and coheir ts 
Sir Harry Coningſby, of North-Mims, in Hertfordſhire, Knt. 

Againſt the north-wall of the new chancel of the pariſh-church 
of Low-Layton, oppoſite to the ſepulchral monument of Sir Mi- 
chael Hicks, and Elizabeth, his lady, is a ſtately monument e- 
rected by the ſecond Sir William Hicks, in his life-time, for his 
father, himſelf, and lady; ſhewing three figures, in full propor- 
tion, that is, the ſaid Sir William, and his lady, ſtanding up on 
each ſide, and between them, Sir William Hicks, Bart. the father, 
lying along, leaning with his left arm upon a cuſhion, a trun- 
cheon in his right hand, as lieutenant of the foreſt : all artificially 
inſculp'd, with theſe inſcriptions following, above them, thus:

Sir William Hickes, Bart. Lieutenant of the Foreſt 
of Waltham, one of the Deputy-lieutenants of the 
County of Eſſex, and an ancient Juſtice of the Peace 
for the ſaid County, who for his Loyalty to King 
Charles 1. in the great Rebellion, underwent much 
Trouble and Danger. Married Margaret, eldeſt 
Daughter of William, lord Paget, of Beaudeſert, by 
whom he had Iſſue, beſides others that died young, 
Sir Wm. Hickes, Knt. and Bart. Sir Michael Hickes, 
Ent. and Dame Lztitia, match'd to Arthur, Earl

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of Donegal, in Ireland. The ſaid William, dying 
full of Days and Honor, was buried with a Decency 
due to his Quality, and lieth in the old Chancel, 
having lived 28 Years after the Deceaſe of his * 
who dying at Weſtminſter, was interr'd in the Ab- 
by-Church there.

John Dryden, or Dreyden (for ſo his name (b) is ſometimes 
wriitzn) (c) was the eldeſt ſon of David Dryden, Eſq; by Iſabel, 
the daughter and heir of William Nicholſon, of Staffe-hill, in the 
county of Cumberland.

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father to one of his ſons ; which is the reaſon why that chri- 
© ſtian name deſcends among the family of the Dreydens, in that 
county; ſome of whom, ſays he, have gloried in it in my hear- 
ing.“ But the learned antiquary muſt have been miſinformed 
in this account, Eraſmus, of Rotterdam, died in 1536, how 
then could he be godfather to Eraſmus, the fon of John Dryden, 
(a) who was not born till near twenty years after, and as we 
learn from (b) Mr. Wood himſelf, took his degree of batchelor of 
arts, in Oxford, on the 17th of June, 1577. Eraſmus Dryden, 
was named after Eraſmus, the eldeſt fon of Sir John. Cope, his 
morher's brother, who might poſſibly have his name from the fa- 
mous Eraſmus, of Rotterdam. The ſtory of his profeſſion, is no 
leſs improbable. For, as firſt it does not appear, that there ever 
was a ſchool at Aſhby-Canons, ſo neither is it likely, that Sir 
John Cope, would have married his daughter to a perſon in low 
circumſtances ; and that ſhe was married before his deceaſe, is 
evident from the inquiſition taken upon Mr. Dryden's death, in 
the twenty-ſeventh year of Queen Elizabeth (c); for we learn 
from thence, that Eraſmus, his eldeſt ſon by this marriage, was, 
at that time, one and thirty years old, and conſequently muſt have 
been born ſome three or four years before Sir John Cope, died. 
By Elizabeth, his wife, daughter of Sir John Cope, Knt. (and 
Bridget his wife, daughter of Edward Ralegh, of Farnbro', in 
com. Warw. Eſq; and Anne, his wife, daughter of Sir William 
Chamberlain, Knt.) (d) Mr. Dryden left iflue, five ſons and four 
daughters. (e) He died the 3oth of September, 1584, and was 
ſucceeded in his eſtate by Eraſmus, his eldeſt ſon. The preamble 
to his will, being ſomewhat extraordinary, we ſhall here inſert it 
in his own words (/): 
I, John Dryden, of Aſhbye, in the countie of Northton. gen- 
tleman, doe make and ordeyne my laſt will and teſtament, in 
manner and forme folloinge : Firſt, I bequeathe my ſoul to 
Almightie God, my creator, by the merits of whoſe ſonne, 
Jeſus Chriſt, my onely ſaviour and redeemer, I doe believe to 
be ſaved, the Holye Ghoſt aſſuring my ſpirite that I am the e- 
lect of God; my body to be buried in the churche of Aſhbie, 
aforeſaid, near unto the place, where Sir John Cope, is burried. 
And althoughe I doe not allow of pompe in burialls, yett, for 
ſome reaſonable conſiderations, I will, that the ſtone that I have 
allredy prepared, ſhall be layde upon my grave, and my armes 
and my wyves graven in braſſe thereupon. Notwithſtanding, 
yf God call for mee farther diſtant from Aſhbye, then that yt 


be thought neceſſarye to my executors to bring me hither,

Then he bequeaths to George Dryden, John, Thomas, and 
Nicholas, his ſons, with Elizabeth, Bridget, and Emma, his 
daughters, two thouſand four hundred pounds, to be divided e- 
qually among them, when they come to age, and charges them, 
that they be advis d and councell'd, in their marriages, by their 
mother, and eldeſt brother, Eraſmus Dryden, his ſon and heir, 
whom he alſo charges to have a ſpecial regard and care thereto. 
On his nephew, David Dryden, he beſtows ten pounds, hoping 
he will endeavour to benefit in learning ſuch of his ſons that ſhall 
be ſent to Oxford, and deſires his executors to bring up his ſons 
and daughters, in learning, and good exerciſes. He bequeaths to 
Mary Foxeley, his daughter, and her children, a neſt of filver tun 
cups; alſo to John Dryden, (fon to Eraſmus, his eldeſt fon) a 
great gilt ſalt, and to Francis, and Elizabeth, his ſiſters, a tun 
cup of ſilver ; to George, his ſon, he gives all his lands in Adſton; 
and to all other ſons aforementioned, annuities, out of Aſhby, of 
ten pounds per ann. during their lives, to begin immediately after 
his deceaſe, over and above what he had before bequeath' d. The 
reſt of all his goods, &c. he gives to Eraſmus, his eldeſt ſon, whom 
he conſtitutes his executor, with Francis Foxeley, Gent. his ſon- 
in-law, and Thomas Emely, of Helmeden, Efq. | 

Theſe legacies ſhew, that Mr, Dryden, muſt have been a m 
of ſubſtance himſelf, independent of the fortune brought him by 
his lady. (a) The bulk of Sir John Cope's eſtate deſcended to 
Edward, his grandſon (b), who, in the third year of Charles I. 
died ſeized of the ſite of the monaſtery, and a — ſhare of the 
monks poſſeſſions in Aſhby, which he left to Eraſmus, his ſon 
and ſucceſſor, Sir John Cope, had no eſtate in Adſton, and yet, 
Mr. Dryden (c), died ſeized of one hundred and twenty acres of 
arable land there, ſixty acres of meadow, one hundred acres of 
paſture, ten acres of wood, and forty acres of heath, beſides meſ- 
ſuages, tofts, dove-coats, gardens, and orchards, all which, as 
we have ſeen, he left to one of his younger ſons. 

On the right hand of the entrance into the vault, in Canons- 
Aſhby church, lies a broad flat ſtone, with the arms of Dryden, 
and Cope, engraven on a braſs plate, and below, on another braſs 
plate, the figure of an old man, in the habit of Queen Elizabeth's 
time, ſtanding upright, with his hands join'd together, in the 

poſture of a ſupplicant, but without any inſcription (4). This is 
the tomb-ſtone of John Dryden, Eſq; the firſt of the family, who

Sir Robert Dryden, Bart. the eldeſt ſon and heir of Sir John, 
out- lived all his brethren, died unmarried, about ſeventy- ſix 
years of age, and was buried in the church of Canons-Aſhby, on 
the 3oth of Auguſt, 1708, where is this inſcription, in the midſt 
of the ſouth iſle, upon a monument of freeſtone, under the arms 
ef Dryden :

He left his eſtate at Carions- Aſhby, to Edward Dryden, theonly 
{on of Sir Eraſmus, the ſecond ſon of Eraſmus Dryden, of Tich- 
marſh ; but the title of baronet deyoly'd on Sir John. Dryden, the 
ſon and heir of William Dryden, of Farndon, the ſecond fon of 
Sir Eraſmus Dryden, Bart. beforementioned, and elder brother 
to the ſaid Eraſmus Dryden, of Tichmarſh, Eſq; 

Which Sir John Dryden, Bart. married Elizabeth, daughter 
of Mr, Luck, of Northamptonſhire ; and had ifſue one ſon, ohn, 
killed in his father's life-time, by a fall from his horſe ; and two 
daughters, Honor, the wife of Mr. Joſeph Bateman, a ſurgeon, 
in London, and Elizabeth, who died unmarried. Upon his de- 
ceaſe (a), the title came to Sir Eraſmus- Henry, the third fon of 
John, (the poet-laureat) who was the eldeſt fon of Eraſmus Dry- 
den, of Tichmarſh, Eſq; beforementioned, by Mary, his wite, 
daughter of Dr, Pickering. 

But to proceed to the eldeſt of the ſons of the ſaid EraſmusDry- 
den, of Tichmarſh, Eſq; beforementioned, which was, John 
Dryden, Eſq; poet-laureat, and hiſtoriographer to King James IT. 
(which places he loſt, on the revolution.) He was born at Ald- 
winkle, in the county of Northampton, brought up atWeſtmin- 
ſter ſchool, and thence elected ſcholar of Trinity-college, in Cam- 
bridge, in 1650. He wrote twenty-ſeven plays, and many other 
poetical performances, His dramatick works have been publiſh'd 
by Mr. Congreve, and dedicated to his grace, the preſent duke of 
Newcaſtle: who, in his dedication, tells us, That Mr. Dryden, 
had perſonal qualities to challenge both love and efteem from all 
who were truly acquainted with him. He was of a nature ex- 
© © ceeding humane and compaſſionate, eaſily forgiving _—

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and capable of a prompt and ſincere reconciliation with them 
© who had offended him. Such temperament is the only ſolid 
© foundation of all moral virtues and ſociable endowments, His 
© friendſhip, where he profeſſed it, went much beyond his pro- 
© feflions ; and I have been told of ſtrong and generous inſtances 
© of it by perſons themſelves, who received them; thoꝰ his here- 
© ditary income was little more than a bare competency, As his 
© reading had been very extenſive, ſo was he very happy in a me- 
© mory tenacious of —_ thing that he had read. He was not 
© more poſſeſſed of knowledge, than he was communicative of it, 
© But then his communication of it was by no means pedantic, 
© or impoſed upon the converſation, but juſt ſuch, and went ſo 
© far, as by the natural turns of the diſcourſe, in which he waz 
© engaged, it was neceſſarily promoted or required. He was ex- 
* treme ready and gentle in his correction of the errors of any 
© writet, who thought fit to conſult him; and full as ready and 
© patient to admit of the reprehenſion of others, in reſpect of his 
© own overſight or miſtakes, He was of very eaſy, I may fay, 
© of very pleaſing acceſs, But ſomething ſlow, and as it were 
© diffident in his advances to others. He had ſomething in his 
© nature that abhorred intrufion into any ſociety whatſoever, 
Indeed it is to be regretted, that he was rather blameable in the 
© other extream ; for by that means he was perſonally leſs known, 
© and conſequently his character might become liable both to mii 
© apprehenſions and miſrepreſentations. To the beſt of ny 
© knowledge and obſervation, he was, of all men that ever [ 
© knew, one of the moſt modeſt, and the moft eaſily to be diſ- 
© countenanced in his approaches either to his ſuperiors or his e- 
© quals.— As to his writings, I may venture to ſay in gener 
« terms, that no man hath written in our language ſo much, 
and fo various matter, and in fo various manners, ſo well 
© Another thing I may ſay, was very peculiar to him; which i 
that his parts did not decline with his years; but that he wa 
© an improving writer to the laſt, even to near ſeventy years of 
© age; improving even in fire and * 1 as well as in 
© judgment. Witneſs his ode on St. Cecilia's day, and his fable, 
c his lateſt performances. He was equally excellent in verſe and 
© proſe, His proſe had all the clearneſs imaginable, together 
© with all the noblenefs of expreſſion, all the graces and orna- 
© ments proper and peculiar to it, without deviating into the lan- 
guage or diction of poetry, I make this obſervation only to d 
« ſtinguiſh his ſtyle from that of many poetical writers, wh, 
© meaning to write harmoniouſty in proſe, do in truth often write 
© mere blink verſe. I have heard him frequently own with ples: 
* ſure, that if he had any talent for Engliſh proſe, it was owing

As his ſtyle in proſe is always ſpecifically different from his ſtyle 
© in poetry; ſo on the other hand, in his poems his diction is, 
© wherever his ſubject requires it, ſo ſublimely, and fo truly po- 
© etical, that itsefſence, like that of pure gold, cannot be deſtroyed. 
© Take his verſes, and diveſt them of their rhimes, disjoint them 
© in their numbers, tranſpoſe their expreſſions, make what ar- 


' © rangement and diſpoſition you pleaſe of his words; yet ſhall 


© there eternally be poetry, and ſomething which will be found 
© incapable of being reſolved into abſolute proſe : an inconteſtable 
characteriſtick of a truly poetical genius. I will ſay but one 
© word more in general, of his writings, which is, that what he 
© had done in any one ſpecies or diſtinct kind, would have been 
© ſufficient to have acquir'd him a great name. If he had writ- 
© ten nothing but his prefaces, or nothing but his ſongs, or his

This Sir Eraſmus Dryden, Bart. was of King-ſtreet, Weſt- 
minſter ; but upon the death of Sir Robert 4 Bart, 
who had left a good eſtate to his only ſon, Edward, he went and 
lived at Canons- Aſhby. He married Elizabeth, the daughter of 
Mr. Edward Martyn, of the city of Weſtminſter, by whom he 
had one ſon, Edward, and two daughters; Elizabeth, the wife of 
Richard Martyn, D. D. prebendary of Weſtminſter, and Mary, 
the wife of John Shaw, of the board of green-cloth, Eſq; 

Edward, his only ſon, was poſſeſſed of the eſtate of Canons 
Aſhby, by the gift of his couſin, Sir Robert Dryden, Bart. and 
died a year before his father, on the 3d of November, 1717. He 
married Elizabeth, the daughter of Mr. Allen, fon of Sir Tho- 
mas Allen, Knt. a Turkey merchant, in London, by whom he 
had iſſue five ſons; Sir John Dryden, ſucceſſor to his grandfather; 
Robert, Eraſmus, Edward, and Bevile ; and three daughters; 
Elizabeth, Mary, and Anne. In the family-vault, in Canons 
Aſhby, are two leaden coffins, with the bodies of the late Sir E- 
raſmus Dryden, Bart. and his only ſon, Edward Dryden, Eq;

hiſtory of Gavelkind, tells us; and that he, together with ſeveral 
others, who oppos'd King William I. being treated with much 
rigour and ſeverity, fled into Scotland, with Margaret, the ſiſter 
of Edgar Atheling, (afterwards married to Malcom Conmore, 
king of Scotland) and ſettled there, where his deſcendants flouriſh 
to this ay for which he cites biſhop Roſs's hiſtory of Scotland; 
likewiſe Hollingſhed (5), relates the fame thing, 

After this removal, tis likely this family ſettled in the north of 
Scotland, and gave denomination to a town of their name, which 
now belongs to the Monroes : *tis certain, that ſeveral thereof 
bore conſiderable offices under the kings of Scotland (c); for

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William Fowlis, was keeper of the privy-ſeal to King James |, 
A. D. 1430, and left iſſue, William, his ſon and heir, who mar- 
ried Elizabeth, the daughter of Sir Walter Ogilby, Knt. by whom 
he had two ſons; William, who died without iſſue, and James 
who, by his wife, Margaret, the daughter of Sir Thomas Hender- 
ſon, Knt. had iflue a ſon, James, who was heir to his uncle 
William, and purchaſed the lands of Collington, from William, 
maſter of Glencarne, A. D. 1519. He was keeper of the regiſter 
to King James V. of Scotland, A. D. 1530, and having married 
Barbara, daughter of Brown, of Fordee, in Fyfe, was ſuc- 
cceded by Henry Foulis, his ſon and heir, who eſpouſed Mary, 
daughter of Hadden, of Glenargis, by a daughter of the ear] 
of Mar, by whom he had iſſue, 1.

This David, was agent, from King James VI. of Scotland, 
(firſt monarch of Great-Britain) to Queen Elizabeth, and after the 
death of that princeſs, was knighted by his royal maſter, at the 
Tower of London, May 13, 1603, before his coronation, two 
years after which, waiting on his majeſty (a) to Oxford, he was 
(with others belonging to the court) created maſter of arts in that 
univerſity, and had the dignity of a baronet conferr'd upon him, 
by letters patents bearing date, February the 6th, 1619 : he was 
cofferer to Prince Henry, eldeſt ſon of the ſaid King James, and 
after his deceaſe, he bore the ſame office under Prince Charles, 
(afterwards King Charles I.) He purchaſed the manor and ſeat 
of Ingleby-manor, in Cleaveland, in Yorkſhire, of the lord Eure, 
where he reſided moſtly, and was made one of his majeſty's coun- 
cil for the northern parts, and cuſtos rotulorum, deputy-lieute- 
nant, and juſtice of the peace for the north-riding of that county, 

But as he appear'd with ſome zeal, in 1632, againſt the com- 
mitfon which was iſſu'd to compel gentlemen to compound for 
not having taken the honour of knighthood, to which they were 
oblig'd, by an old obſolete law, and had let fall ſome expreſſions, 
reflecting upon Thomas, lord viſcount Wentworth, lord-preli- 
dent of the council in the north, for his proceedings therein ; he, 
and his eldeſt ſon, Henry, were cenſur'd for it in the court of 
ſtar-chamber, in 1633 ( ; „Sir David, was declar'd incapable of 
all the offices and places which he held, was committed priſoner 
to the Fleet, during his majeſty's pleaſure, fin'd 50001. to the 
king, and 30001. to the lord Wentworth; for the payment of 
which fines, he was forced to ſell part of his eſtate. His ſon and 
heir, Henry, was alſo committed priſoner to the Fleet, during 
his majeſty's pleaſure, and fin'd 5001. 1 

This Sir David, married Cordelia, the daughter of William

to be of the ſame lineage with this ſamily I am to treat of, as

e) Atkinz's Hiſt. of Glouceſterſhire, p. 212, 
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Robert Cheſter, or Cheſtre, in the aſoreſaid county of Glou- 
ceſter, was a perſon of ſome note; for, in the twenty- third (a) 
year of the reign of King Henry VI. he had, with others, a li- 
cenſe to found a gild, or fraternity, to the praiſe and honour of 
the Trinity, in the town of Stow St. Edward, in the ſaid county, 
to endure for ever : to conſiſt of a warden or maſter, and as man 
perſons as ſhould think fit to be of the fraternity; which ſaid 
warden, or maſter, with the major part of thefraternity, and their 
ſucceſſors, are impower'd to chuſe annually, a warden, on the 
eve of the Trinity, for the government of the ſame: alſo, that 
they be one body corporate, have a common ſeal, purchaſe lands, 
be impleaded, &c. And likewiſe are impower'd to erect a chan- 
try, and purchaſe lands of the value of 101. per ann. for the main- 
tenance of a chaplain, to be appointed by the ſaid Robert Cheſtre, 
and others, their executors or aſſigns, who ſhould pray at the al - 
tar of the Holy Trinity, in the pariſh of Stow St, Edward, afore- 
ſaid, for the welfare of the king, and Margaret, his queen, and 
for the ſouls of their progenitors, and for the welfare of Sir Ralph 
Boteler, Knt. lord Sudley, treaſurer of England, Sir John Beau- 
champ, of Powick, Knt. and for the warden of the ſaid ſociety. 

This Robert Cheſtre, was father to (5) William, Richard, and 
(probably) Henry Cheſtre, of Briſtol, merchant, who makes his 
will, Feb. 3, 1470, (11 Edw. IV.) bequeaths his body to be bu- 
ried (c) in the church of All Saints, in Briſtol, and conſtitutes 


Alice, his wife, executrix, who made her will (4) the roth of 


Decemb. 1485, wherein ſhe deſires her body to be buried in All 
Saints, Briſtol, near her huſband, Henry Cheſtre, and conſtitutes 
her fon, John Cheſtre, of Briſtol, merchant, executor. 

Which John, makes his will (e), 22 Decemb. 1488, and be- 
queathes his body to be buried in the ſame curch, near the ſepul- 
chre of his parents, and conſtitutes Anne, his wife, ſole executrix. 
After whom, was William Cheſter (//), alias Cheſtre, alderman 
of Briſtol, whoſe teſtament bears date Septemb. 2, 1558 ; and 
the probat thereof, Nov. 8, 1559 ; who left ſeveral ſons, one of 
which was named Thomas, probably the ſame Thomas Cheſter, 
(fon of William,) who, in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, pur- 
chaſed the manor of Amſbury, in Glouceſterſhire, from whom, 
thoſe of the name there, derive their deſcent. 

Richard Cheſtre, beforementioned, is ſtyl'd brother of William; 
and in 16 Edward IV. one of the executors (g) of his laſt will and 
teſtament, wherein, Robert Cheſter, is mentioned to be their fa- 
ther, Alfo I find Alice, to be the wife of the ſaid Richard (5),

© ward, of Stowe, in Cottiſwald, a ſuit of veſtments, to the value 
* of 20 l. and to the high altar there, 20s. alſo to 100 pariſh- 
© churches, where need is, at the diſcretion of his executors, iii 
© hundred nobles, (I. e.) vis. viiid. to every church, likewiſe 
© ſuit of veſtments of the value of 201, to St. Buttolph's church,

and that ſhe cauſe his body to be buried there. Alſo that ſhe 
would make proviſion that he may be pray'd for, by 'name, in 
the pariſh- church of Abchurch, (where he inhabited) every Sun- 
day, during her life, and that a trental of maſſes be ſaid for his 
ſoule, and all chriſtian ſoules : likewiſe requires his wife, ſo to 
provide for her ſelf, and for him, in doing of good deeds of cha- 
rity and alms, that their ſoules may for ever be pray'd for. He 
mentions Alice, his dauzhter, and Anthony Wellis, his wite's 
ſon, (ſo that ſhe was the widow of Wellis) and bequeaths all his 
goods and chattels, to Joan, his wife, Nicholas, and William 
Cheſter, his ſons and heirs, to be divided between them, his 
wife one half, and his ſons the other ; which bequeſt to her, he 
makes the larger, on condition ſhe never will marry, as ſhe 
© hath ſaid unto him; and conftitutes her, ſole executrix.' 

William Chefter, ſon of John, and brother to Nicholas, (whole 
iſſue fail'd) was bred to his father's occupation, a draper, whereby 
he increas'd his patrimony very conſiderably, and living in greit 
reputation, was elected one of the ſheriffs of London, in 2 Phi 
and Mary, (1544), He had been knighted before, and was! 
conſiderable benetaCtor to the city, in the reign of King Edward 
VI. For, following the charitable example of that virtuo 
»rince, (who founded Chriſt's-hoſpital, and largely endow'd . 
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thisSir William Cheſter, Knt. and alderman (a), and John Cal- 


thorp, citizen and draper, at their own proper coſts and charges, 

made the brick-walls, and way on the backſide, which leadeth 
from the ſaid hoſpital, to the hoſpital of St. Bartholomew ; alſo 
cover'd and vaulted the town-ditch, from Alderſgate to Newgate, 
which before, was very noiſom and contagious to the ſaid hoſpi- 
tal, He was (as I am inform'd) fo great a favourer and encoura- 

er of the reformation, that in the times of perſecution, in Queen 

Mar 's reign, he was taken notice of by thoſe zealots that wers 
for fire and faggot, and one of his principal ſervants was burnt in 
Smithfield, for profeſſing the proteſtant religion; but by a pru- 
dent behaviour, he ſo manag'd as to weather the ſtorm ; was lord- 
mayor of London, in 2 Eliz. (1560) and choſen one of the re- 
preſentatives in parliament for that city, in 5 Eliz. ( He after- 
wards became ſo ſtrictly religous, tnat for a conſiderable time be- 
fore his death, he retir'd from all buſineſs, enter'd himſelf a fel- 
low-commoner, in Cambridge, liv'd there ſome years, and made 
a great proficiency in the ſtudies of the univerſity, and was re- 
puted a very learned man. At what time he died, I don't find, 
but he was buried, with his wives (c), in the church of St. Ed- 
mund, Lombard-ſtreet ; he having, in his life-time, erected a 
fair monument againſt the ſouth-ſide of the chancel, in the wall 
of that church. His firſt wife was, Elizabeth, daughter of Tho- 
mas Lovett, of Aſtwell, in com. Northamp. Gent. (by Elizabeth, 
his wife, daughter and heir of John Boteler, of Woodhall, in 
com. Hertford, Eſq;) His ſecond wife was, Joan, daughter of 
John Turner, of London, widow of William Beſwick, alderman ; 
but by her he had no children. By Elizabeth, his firſt wife, he 
had iſſue five ſons, and four daughters; 1. William; 2. Thomas, 
who was biſhop of Elphine, in Ireland, A. D. 1580, and mar- 
ried one of the daughters of Sir James Clavering, of Axwell, in 
com. Northumb. Knt. but died without iſſue, in June, 1584(4), 
at Killiathan, in that kingdom, having fate as biſhop, about four 
years, being promoted thereto by Queen Elizabeth, in the year 
1580. John, Daniel, and Francis, younger ſons of Sir William, 
all died without iſſue; and his daughters were, Frances, married 
to Francis Robinſon, of London ; Jane, to Richard, brother of 
dir Thomas Offley, Knt. Emma, to John Gardiner, and Suſan, 
to ſohn Trott, both of London. 

William Cheſter, Eſq; (eldeſt ſon of Sir William) married, in 
his father's life-time, Anne, daughter of John Fryer, of London, 
Gent, (by whom he had iſſue, William, who died an infant, and 
Elizabeth, wife of Thomas Heton, elder brother to Martin He- 
ton, biſhop of Ely ;) but ſhe dying, A. D. 1587, he took to his 
: Bb 3 ſecond

eſtate of cardinal Wolſey, in 18 Henry VIII. which prelate, fall. 
ing into diſgrace, and the king ſeizing his great eſtate, it con- 
tinued in the crown till the ſaid prince, in the laſt year of hi 
reign, gave it to Anthony Cave, Eſq; and then, by marriage, it 
devolv'd to this William Cheſter, whoſe ſucceſſors have ever ſince 
made it their reſidence. He died, A. D. 1587, and was buried 
there, leaving (by Judith, aforeſaid, his ſecond wife) an only 
ſon 
Anthony Cheſter, Eſq; born in the year 1565, who was 28 
zealous as his grandfather, in exerting himſelf againſt papal ty- 
ranny ; for, putting himſelf in arms, he attended Queen Eliza- 
beth, at Tilbury camp, and commanded 2 troop of horſe, to op- 
poſe the Spaniſh invaſion. In the forty-fourth year of that 
queen's reign, he was conſtituted ſheriff of the county of Buck- 
ingham, and advanced to the dignity of a baronet, by K. James], 
in the ſeventeenth year of his reign. He was again ſheriff of the 
county, in 4 Car. I. and having marricd two wives, firſt, Eliza. 
beth, daughter of Sir Henry Boteler, of Woodhall, in com, Hert. 
ford. Knt. and ſiſter to John, baron Boteler, of Bramfield, (and 
ſhe dying, April the 5th, A. D. 1629, aged ſixty-three years; 
ſecondly, (on the 5th of Septemb. 1631) Mary, daughter of Joh: 
Ellis, of K iddal, in com. Ebor. Eſq; and departing this life, wa 
buried at Chichley, the 3d of Decemb. 1635. 
In Chichley-church, is the following inſcription for this &. 
Anthony (5) : 
Conſecrated 

For the Memory of his much honour'd Father, Sir 

Anthony Cheſter, Knight Baronet, who died the ſe- 

cond of December, at the Age of threeſcore and ten, 

Ane Dni 1635. Henry Cheſter, his third Sonne, 

hath erected this Monument to the memorie of poſ- 

terity, May, 1637. 


His firſt lady hath this inſcription in the ſame church (c). 
Dame Elizabeth Cheſter, died the 5 of April, 1629, 
at the Age of 63, by whoſe Vertue 'and Wiſdome, 
that Family is much advanced. 


He had, by his ſecond wife, one ſon, Robert. baptized ti: 
firſt of April, 1633, who died at twelve years of age; and 9! 


his firſt wife, five ſons and five daughters; 1. Sir Anthony, his Ln. 
ceilor; 
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ceſſor; 2. William, baptiz'd 27 April, 1595, educated in the 
ſtudy of the law, at Grays-Inn, who married two wives, and 
left iſſue three daughters, his coheirs ; 3. Sir Henry, baptiz'd 
May 11, 1598, of Tilſworth, in com. Bedford. who was ſheriff 
of that county, in 12 Car. I. and made knight of the Bath, at the 
coronation of King Charles II. He married Judith, daughter of 
—— Bankworth, of Bow-lane, London, Gent. ſiſter to Dr. 
Bankworth, (by whom he had a fon, Robert, that died when 
eighteen years old 3) ſecondly, Mary, daughter of ThomasWood, 
of Hackney, Eſq; ſiſter to both Sir Henry Wood, Kant. and to 
Thomas, biſhop of Litchfield and Coventry, (and relict of Samuel 
Cranmer, Eſq; alderman of London) but by her had no iſſue, 
whereupon, his eſtate devolv'd to Sir Anthony Cheſter, Bart. 
John, fourth ſon, baptiz'd 7 June, 1601, matrjed Catherine, 
daughter of Aſhton, Gent. and died without iſſue. Robert, 
fifth ſon, baptiz'd Septemb. 1606, died unmarried, in the iſle of 
Rhee, being in the expedition there, under the duke of Bucking- 
ham, 

Of the daughters, Mary, married Sir Robert Bell, of Beaupree- 
hall, in Norf, Knt. Elizabeth, baptiz'd 11 July, 1596, married 
hve huſbands, gentlemen of good eſtates ; Judith, Anne, and 
Dorothy, all died either young, or unmarried, 

Sir Anthony Cheſter, Bart. (ſon and heir of Sir Anthony,) bap- 
tiz'd 23 March, A. D. 1593, was a gentleman of ſteady loyalty 
to King Charles I. At the breaking out of the rebellion, he 
ſerv'd him perſonally in his armies ; and for contributing very 


largely to his majeſty's ſervice, had his eſtate ſequeſter'd, and his 
manſion at Chichley, ſo defac'd and ruin'd, that there was no in- 


habiting it. He behav'd himſelf with great bravery at the fatal 
battle of Naſeby, and other engagements, which forc'd him to 
flee for Holland, and reſide there, till a compoſition was made for 
his life and eſtate, with the uſurping powers. His lady, Eliza- 
beth, daughter of Sir John Peyton, of Dodington, in com. Can- 
tab. Knt. endur'd, with chriſtian patience, and fingular courage, 
the calamities which adverſe fortunes, in thoſe deplorable times, 
had expos'd the family to. Sir Anthony, her huſband, was buried 
at Chichley, 15 Feb. 1651, and ſhe faviv'd him many years, 
dying in the eighty-ninth year of her age, the 3d of July, A. D. 
1692; and a monument is erected at Chichley, to her memory. 
They had five ſons and ſeven daughters. Henry, his eldeſt, died 


before him, unmarried ; 2. Sir Anthony, his ſucceſſor ; 3. Pey-

Sir Anthony Cheſter, Bart. third of that name and title, mar- 
ried (May 21, 1657) Mary, daughter of Samuel Cranmer, Eſq; 
alderman of London, (ſiſter to Sir Cæſar Cranmer, of Aſhwood, 
in Bucks, Knt.) and departed this life the 15th of February, 169}, 
in the ſixty-fifth year of his age, as an inſcription on a marble 
tablet, againſt the wall, in the chancel of Chichley, informs, 
which likewiſe imports, 5 That he was an honour to his family, 
and not more excellent by deſcent, than by vertue. That there 
© was ſeldom to be found, one, who ſo faithfully diſcharg'd all 
© offices of a pious man, ſubject, huſband, father, or friend. He 

lov'd the good, and cheriſh'd the learned : he entertain'd all, 
freely and hoſpitably; follow'd virtue, and excell'd in that part, 
which makes mankind honour'd ; triumphing in piety, inno- 
© cency, conſtancy, and faith.” His lady was likewiſe not lefs 
diſtin&uiſh'd in the ſeveral vertues that adorn a private life ; ſhe 
ſurviv'd her huſband, and dying the 12th of May, 17 10, had ſe- 
pulture with him. 

They had iſſue, 1. Anthony, baptiz'd 1663, who died un- 
married, 10 May, 1685; 2. Sir John, his ſucceſſor ; 3. Henry, 
baptiz'd 29 Septemb. 1688, of Hadon, in com. Northampt. mar- 
ried to Theodocia, daughter and heir of Thomas Towers, of Wil 
barton, in com. Cantab. Eſq; by whom he left a ſon, Anthony; 
4. William, who died unmarried ; 5. Thomas, born 12 March, 
1674, married to Elizabeth, daughter of Daniel Wingfield, of 
London, merchant, (who had one ſon, John, and two daughters; 
Mary, married to —— Horton, of Yorkſhire, Eſq; and Anne; 
6. Cæſar, unmarried ; and 7. Robert, who took to wife, Eliza. 
beth, daughter to Mr, Henry Allen, a merchant, in London, 
and died without iſſue, 

Sir Anthony's daughters were, Mary, wife of Francis Dun- 
comb, of Broughton, in com. Bucks, Eſq; Elizabeth, twin with 
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Mary, wife of Charles Nicholas Eyre, Eſq; one of the gentlemen 
of the privy-chamber, and cup-bearer to Queen Mary, (by whom 
he had only one ſon, Charles-Cheſter Eyre, Eſq;) Henrietta, who 
died young; Diana, married to the reverend Mr. Remington, 
rector of Hunnanby, in com. Ebor. Catherine, wife of Sir Henry 
Cambell, of Clay-ball, in Eſſex, Bart. Judith, of Robert Oneby, 
of the Inner-Temple, barriſter at law, and of Barwel, in com. 
Leiceſt. Eſq; Dorothy, of John Wilfon, of Thorp, in the pa- 
riſh of Loughborough, in the aforeſaid county, Eſq; Alice, who 
died unmarried ; and Penelope, wedded to the reverend Mr. Tho- 
mas Allen, late rector of Loughborough, aforeſaid, | 
Sir John Cheſter, Bart. ſucceſſor to the title and eſtate, (born 
in the year 1666,) very much beautiſied and repaired the church, 
at Chichley, having wholly rebuilt the chancel, and pav'd it with 
marble ; likewiſe built a vault for the future interment of his fa- 
mily. He married, 1. Anne, eldeſt daughter and coheir of Wil- 
liam Wollaſton, of Shenton, in the county of Leiceſt. Eſq; and 
ſhe dying in childbed, the 3d of Octob. 1704, he married, ſecond- 
ly, (in April, 1714,) Frances, widow of Sir Charles Skrimſhire, 
of Norbury-manor, in Staffordſhire, Knt. and only child of Sir 
William Noel, of Kirkby, in com.

Sir William Cheſter, Bart, ſucceeded his father, Sir John, in 
dignity and eſtate, Feb. 1725-6, and died in March following, 
leaving iſſue, by Penelope, daughter of George Hewett, of Stret- 
ton, in .

HIS ancient family, were denominated from the town of 

Berney, near Walſingham, in this county; where they 

were ſeated at the time of the conqueſt, and have ever ſince been 
of conſiderable note. 

The firſt we find mentioned was, Roger de Berney, lord of 
Berney, father of Sir Henry de Berney, Knt. (a) whoſe fon, 
Richard de Berney, by Catherine, daughter of Roger Gyney, 
Eſq; had iſſue, Henry de Berney, who lived anno 12068, and was 
father of John de Berney, who reſided chiefly in the city of Nor- 
wich, at his capital meſſuage, called Berney's-Inn, (which was 
ſold by his fon, Sir Robert Berney, Knt.) But the Reedham fa- 
mily had, at that time, or ſoon after, a meſſuage in the ſaid city, 
which ſtill belongs to them, called Berney's-Inn. This John de 
Berney, married Joan, daughter of Bartholomew de Witching- 
ham, Eſq; by whom came the eſtate at Witchingham ). He 
left iſſue by her, John de Berney, who reſided at Witchingham; 
he was one of the citizens ſor Norwich, in the parliament held at 
York, 9 Edw. III. alſo he, with Robert Clare, Eſq; were the 
King's commiſſioners, before whom, an inqueſt upon a writ of at 
guod damnum, concerning the fee of the caſtle of Norwich, was 


taken, 19 Edw. III. The year following, he was elected one of 


the knights in parliament for the ſaid county, as he was again, 
22 Edw. III. together with Robert Clare, Eſq; and were allowed

Robert, who was a knight-batchelor, and ſteward to the lord 
Morley, marſhal of Ireland. He was high ſheriff of Norſolk and 
Suffolk, 7 and 11 Henry IV. and died 1410, and from whom the 
Witchingham line, (and Gunton, now extinct) are deſcended, 

2. Thomas de Berney, (ſecond ſon of Witchingham,) who was 
afterwards knighted, married Margaret, daughter and heir of 
William de Reedham, Eſq; of a very ancient family, ſeated at 
Reedham, at the time of the conqueror's ſurvey. (a) With her 
he had the manor of Reedham, and ſeveral other eſtates and lord- 
ſhips. He left iſſue, John Berney, his ſon and heir, who married 
Label, daughter and heir of Sir John Heveningham, Knt. and 
died, anno 1440, leaving iſſue three ſons; 1. Thomas; 2. Robert, 
of Barrow, Knt. and 3. John, who died iſſueleſs, 1461. For 
then his will was prov'd, which bears date the monday next, af- 
ter St, Petronil, the virgin, A. D. 1460, (38 Hen. VI.) and 
writing himſelf ſon of John Berney, of Reedham, Eſq; (4) Wills 
© his body tobe buried in the porch of the north part of the church 
© of Reedham ; and bequeaths, for finding lights before the bleſ- 
© ſed virgin Mary, St. Peter, and St. Nicholas, the biſhop, 3s. 4d. 
each. Alſo to the brotherhood of St. John Baptiſt, of the town 
© of Reedham, 6s. 8d. And to the brotherhood of St. Thomas, 
© of the ſaid town, 6s. 8d, Likewiſe, one great cypreſs cheſt, 
© ſor the ſafe keeping the ornaments of the ſaid church. He ſet- 
tles on John Berney, his nephew, (fon of Thomas Berney, his 
© brother) his manor of Caſton ; as alſo the manor of Shipdon, 
© and the manor of Turteviles, in Wichingham Parva; order- 
* ing the ſaid John, and his executors, to maintain one chap- 
© lain, after his deceaſe, to pray for his ſoul, and the ſouls of 
John Berney, his father, and Iſabel, his mother, in the church 
© of Reedham, for four years, with a competent ſalary.” 

Thomas, the eldeſt ſon, by Eva, daughter of John Clipſby, of 
Clipſby,Eſq; left iſſue, John, whoſe ſon John, died, 1557, leaving 
iſſue, by Margaret, daughter of William Read, of Beecles, inSuffolk, 
four daughters, Thomaſine, married to Thomas Oſborne, of 
Kirby Bedon, Eſq; married to Sydnor, of Blunſton ; 
Mary, married to Robert Jenny, of Heringfleete, and the young- 
eſt married to —— Cuddon, of Shadingfeld, all in Suffolk; alſo 
one ſon, Henry Berney, Eſq; who removed, temp. Philip and 
Mary, the old ſeat of the family, which ſtood near Reedham- 
church, into the park in Reedham, where he built a magnifi- 
cent houſe, (yet ſtanding) and made very large gardens to it,

(a) Barries manor, in Rockland-Tofts, in Norfolk, went, with the Reedham eſtate, 
to the Berneys, John Berney, being poſſeſſed, in 1355, of this, and part of Kirkehall,

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anno 1577, calling it Parkhall, in Reedham. He died, anno 
1584, and lies buried among his anceſtors, in Reedham church, 
having had, by Alice his wife, daughter of Roger Appleton, of 
Dartford, in Kent.

This Henry, and Alice, his wife, lie buried in Reedham 
church, amongſt many of his anceſtors : ſhe ſurviving him ſome 
years, erected in her life-time, a very handſome marble tomb, 
with both their effigies upon it, as alſo the ſons behind him, and 
the daughters behind her, with this inſcription :

Sir Thomas Berney, Knt. (the eldeſt ſon) was high ſheriff of 
Norfolk, 7 Jac.

HAT the family of this name is of great antiquity, is exi- 

dent from unqueſtionable records; neither is it to be 
doubted but they were ſo called, from the place of their abode, 
from one of the T of Staffordſhire, Warwickſhire, or 
Leiceſterſhire ; for in each of thoſe counties we meet with lord- 
ſhips of that name, whoſe owners anciently wrote themſelves, de 
Pakington : and that the family flouriſh'd in the reign of King 
Henry I. fon of William the conqueror, is manifeſt from the 
foundation of the monaſtery of Kenelworth, (ſee Dr. Hickes's 
prefatory epiſtle to his Saxon grammar, ) and a learned antiquary 
has obſerv'd, that, 

Pagington (a), (now Pakington) in Staffordſhire, within two 
miles of Tame, was held of the biſhop, by Vtechel, in the twen- 
tieth year of William the conqueror ; in Henry IIId's time (b), 
by Robert de Pakington ; and in the twenty-fourth of Edw. J. 
David de Pakington, held it of the biſhop, by the fourth part of 
a knight's fee, | | 

Richard de Pakington (c), married one of the ſiſters and co- 
heirs of Robert de Kaily, lord of Freſeley, in Warwickſhire, who 
lived in King Henry Ild's time; and there are now in the poſ- 
ſefion (d) of Sir Herbert-Perrot Pakington, Bart. two ancient 
deeds, without date; one, of Robert Wittington, clerk, fign's 
and ſeal'd in the preſence of Peter Wyke, Hugh Pakington, and 
Alexander Abbetot, Knts. the other atteſted by Richard Spechell 
and Hugh Pakington, Kats. the lateſt of which deeds is judged 
to be at leaſt above 400 years old. 

Thomas de Pakington (e), was prior of Burton-abby, in com. 
Staff. and preſided in the ſame, thirty-ſix years. He died 33 Ed. 
I. A. D. 1305, and was buried there. 

Another Thomas de Pakington (/), named of Brailsford, 


founded a chantery in the chapel of Chelmſcote, A. D. 1998.

And 
when his majeſty, in the thirty-fixth year of his reign, was in 
France, obtain'd the favour from Catherine (), the queen, ge- 
neral governeſs of the kingdom, to ſtay at home, tho, (as the 
words of the patent import) he was oblig'd in duty to attend the 
king, againſt his common enemy, the F rench king: and imme- 
diately after his majeſty's return from Bulloign (i), he had the 
honour of knighthood conferr'd on him.

Eſq; and Margaret, of Benedict Lee, 
of Burſton, in com. Bucks, and afterwards, of Thomas Scat, uf 
the county of York, Eſqrs. 

Thomas, fon and heir to the ſaid Robert, was in ward to the 
lord privy-ſeal, in 37 Henry VIII. when Catherine, his mother, 
then twenty-three years of age, was found one of the coheirs to 
Sir John Baldwin, (who died the 22d of December, the ſame year) 
he received the honour of knighthood from Queen Mary (a), and 
on the death of his uncle, Sir John, ſucceeded to a great eſtate, 
He was ſheriff of the county of Worceſter, in 3 Elizabeth, and 
dying the 2d of June, at Bath-place, in Holbourn (4), anno 12 
Eliz. 1571, was convey'd to Ailſbury, in great pomp, (the ct- 
cers of the college of arms, attending his corps) and buried in the 
pariſh-church there. His lady, who ſurvived him, was daugh- 
ter of Sir Thomas Kitſon, of Hengrave, in com. Suff. Knt. (and 
afterwards marrying Thomas Taſmagh, Eſq;) died (c) in the 
fixty-fifth year of her age, A. D. 1575. The chief mourners at 
his funeral were, Sir John Pakington, his ſon and heir, Sir Wil 
liam Cordell, Sir John Spencer, Mr. Burlacy, and Mr, Cowper, 
This Sir "Thomas (d), had five ſons, of which, only John, the 
eldeſt, ſurviv'd his father; and three daughters; Mary, married 
to Sir Walter Long, of Dray cot, in com. Wilts, Knt. Catherine, 
to John Davis, of the ſame county, Eſq; ſecondly, to Sir Jaſper 
Moor, and laſtly, to Sir Mompeſſon, of "Teddington, in 
com. Wilts, Knts. and Margaret, to Thomas Litchfield, Eiq; 
gentleman of the privy-chamber to Queen Elizabeth. | 

This Sir John Pakington, who was bred at Chriſt-church, in 
Oxiord, under the tuition of Dr. Lewis, dean of Glouceſter, be- 
came a great favourite of Queen Elizabeth's, and one of her privy* 
council (e). She firſt took notice of him in her progreſs toWor- 


ceſter, when ſhe invited him to attend her court, where he liv'd, 
at

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at his own expence, in great ſplendor and reputation, with an 
equipage not inferior to ſome of her greateſt officers, tho* he had 
no other honour beſides that of knight of the Bath, which was 
conferr'd on him in the life-time of his father. 

He was remarkable for his ſtature and comely perſonage, and, 
by his ability in all manly exerciſes, had diſtinguſh'd himſelf to 
that degree, that he was generally call'd by the name of Luſty 
Pakington : of which, among many inſtances, it may not be a- 
miſs to mention this ane ; he enter'd into articles to ſwim againſt 
three noble courtiers, for 30001. from the bridge at Weſtminſter, 
to the bridge at Greenwich ; but the queen, by her ſpecial com- 
mand, prevented the putting it in execution, I find him, like- 
wiſe, among perſons of the firſt quality, that, for the honour of 
the queen, tilted at Weſtminſter (a), at a ſolemn tournament, 
(her majeſty preſent) on the anniverſary of her acceſſion to the 
crown, the 17th of November, in the twenty-fourth year of her 
reign, | 
l could not be otherwiſe imagin'd, but that by this expenſive 
life, great debts muſt be contracted, which, in time, would bring 
him into difficulties. Of this he was fo ſenſible, that he took a 
ſudden and wiſe reſolution of retiring into the country, and, as he 
ſaid himſelf, would feed on bread and verjuice, till he had made up 
his extravagancies, The queen ſoon had notice of it, and there- 
fore, taking into conſideration theſe his ill circumſtances, which 
the zeal for her ſervice had brought him into, gave him a grant 
of a gentleman's eſtate, in Suffolk, of 8 or 9001. per ann. beſides 
goods and chattels, which had eſcheated to the crown: but Sir 
John, after he had been in the country to take poſſeſſion, found 
too great a tenderneſs in his nature, (notwithitanding the bad 
condition of his affairs) to behold the miſeries of that liftreſſed fa- 
1 without a due regard and compaſſion for them; and the 
melancholy ſpectacle of the ſorrowful lady and her children, fo ef- 
fectually wrought upon him, that, with the greateſt generoſity, 
he repair'd immediately to court, and humbly beſeech'd her ma- 
jeſty to excuſe him from enriching himſelf by the calamities of 
that gentleman, who fell by a combination of his enemies, and 
would not leave the queen till he had obtain'd his requeſt. 

Soon after, he left the court, but before he parted from the 
town, he took care to ſatisfy all his creditors ; and then, wich 
great reputation and honour, he began his journey into the coun- 
try, being handſomely attended with fervants and tenants, to the 
number of ſixty, well mounted and accoutred, who came pur- 
poſely out of the country to pay him this complement, and waited 
at the court-gates, while he was taking leave of the queen. 

After his ſettlement in the country, her majeſty was not un- 
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mindful of him, for ſhe, to repair his fortune, granted him, for 
ſixty (a )years (in the twenty-fifth year of her reign) for his faith- 
ful and acceptable ſervices heretofore done, (ſtiling him her truſty 
and well-beloved ſervant) ſeveral lordſhips, manors, and lands, 
that were come to the crown by forfeiture, &c. in Devonſhire, 
Glouceſterſhire, Leiceſterſhire, Lancaſter, and Cornwall, Somer- 
ſetſhire, Hertfordſhire, Yorkſhire, Surry, Cambridgſhire, Car- 
marthenſhire, Middleſex, London, Wiltſhire, Monmouthſhire, 
Eſſex, and Buckinghamſhire ; the names of which lands and ma- 
nors, with their former owners, are particularly mention'd in the 
patent: alſo, when the earl of Pembroke was (Y) made lord-pre- 
ſident of the marches of Wales, and lord- lieutenant of the adja- 
cent counties, he was put in the ſame patent, lieutenant of Wor- 
ceſterſhire, and upon the vacancy of the office of cuſtos rotulorum, 
that was likewiſe conferr'd upon him : ſhe alſo made him bow- 
bearer of Malverne-chace, one of the beſt in England, which he 
held till he ha! finiſhed his noble park at Hampton-Lovet, and 
then, that chace being at too great a diſtance from his dwelling, 
he obtain'd her majeſty's leave to diſpoſe of it. 

He was in her favour even to the laſt of her days, as appears 
as well from other teſtimonies, as from a grant ſhe made him for 
eight years, (in the fortieth year of her reign (c), he paying into 
the exchequer, 401, per ann.) That none ſhould import into the 
kingdom, or make any ſtarch, but by his leave, or his aſſigns; 
and if they did, they ſhould be puniſh'd with the utmoſt ſeverity, 
as contemners of her royal prerogative : which brought him in 
(without doubt) a very conſiderable revenue. 

He was conſtantly the firſt nam'd in all commiſſions of impor- 
tance, and was the principal director in the government of his 
county, none being thought more worthy of an intire confidence, 
by the queen and her council, than himſelf, And as he took all 
imaginable care to anſwer their expectation, by his diligence and 
fidelity, ſo he was not wanting to convince his country, that 
their intereſt was always at his heart, 

By his affability and obliging behaviour, he acquir'd the goo! 
opinion of his equals and inferiors ; and by his courage and reſo- 
lution, on all proper occaſions, he had render'd himſelf awful, 
even to thoſe who were above him: a memorable proof of which, 
he gave his country, when he executed the office of ſheriff ; for 
the lord chief-baron Periam, having committed a gentleman at 
the afſizes, Sir John, ſitting in his ſheriff*s ſeat, call'd to him to 
ſtay, telling the judge, he would anſwer for his forth-conung; 
neither could he be diſſuaded, by all the menaces he recc.'- from 


the bench, from adhering to this reſolution, boldly alledging, in 
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his defence, that the gentleman was his priſoner, and he, as the- 
riff, was accountable tor him. This brave reply, very much in- 
creas'd the eſteem his country had for him, and gain'd a general 
applauſe throughout the kingdom, 

His prudence and conduct did not only extricate him out of 
thoſe difficulties, in which his court-life had involv'd him, but, 
in a ſhort time, put ſo much money into his pocket, that he was 
enabled to become what he intended to be, a great builder. 

He bought at one time, ſomuch timber of the earl of Leiceſter, 
out of the foreſt of Wire, (which borders upon Worceſterſhire 
and Shropſhire) that the very marking them, at 4d. per tree, one 
with another, amounted to 481. This, Mr. Tomkins, preben- 
dary of Worceſter, a gentleman of good credit, who perſonally 
knew this knight, and has left MS memoirs of his life, (now in 
the family) from which this account is chiefly collected, affirms 
to have received from Sir John's own mouth, who, he aſſures us, 
was a perſon of too much honour to allow himſelf the leaſt liberty 
in his diſcourſe, which was not conſiſtent with the ſtricteſt truth. 
Many of thoſe trees he buried under ground, thinking thereby to 
keep out the freſh ſprings that broke in upon his brine-pits ; but 
that undertaking did not anſwer his expectation, and the expence 
which his ſalt- pits and coſtly buildings had oblig'd him to, hin- 
dered him from making an addition to his eſtate by purchaſe, 
which (as my author writes) would (4) undoubtedly have ex- 
tended to a good part of the ſhire wherein heliv'd, had he thought 
fit to have employ'd his money to that purpoſe. 

He did not ſeek after marriage till he had paid all his debts, 
and clear'd his eftate ; and then he was ſo happy as to meet with 
a beautiful young widow, in London, and a great fortune, being 
the daughter of Mr, Humphry Smith, of Cheapſide, Queen Eli- 
zabeth's ſilk- man, of an ancient family, yet flouriſhing, in Lei- 
ceſterſhire. She had been before married to Benedict Barnham, Eſq; 
one of the aldermen of London, who left her a very rich widow ; 
and that conſideration, together with her youth and beauty, made it 
impoſſible for her to eſcape the addreſſes, even of the greateſt per- 
ſons about the court : but Sir John, was the only happy man who 
knew how to gain her, being recommended by his worthy friend, 
Mr. William Seabright, town-clerk of London, who had pur- 
chaſed (h) the manor of Besford, in Worceſterſhire, This lady, 
had by her firſt huſband (the alderman) four daughters, which 
were very young when they loſt their father, and therefore needed 
a faithful friend to manage and improve their fortunes; in which 
truſt, Sir John acquitted himſelf ſo honourably, that they had 
100001, each, for their portion, when they came to marry, an 
immenſe ſum in thoſe days. One of theſe ladies was wedded to

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my lord Audley; another, to Sir Francis Bacon, lord viſcount $+ 


Albans; a third, to Sir William Soames, and the fourth, to Sir 
William Conſtable. When he had done this ſervice to his daugh. 
ters-in-law, he took care to do a piece of juſtice to himſelf, which 
indeed, was alſo a great argument of his wiſdom, by getting his 
accounts paſs'd in chancery, and obtaining an effectual diſcharoe 
there, which could not be otherwiſe eſteem'd, than as a publick 
teſtimony of his honeſty and integrity. 

The deſigr of this work obliging me to brevity, I cannot there. 
fore tranſcribe all the memorable paſſages of his life, which Mr. 
Tomkins has recorded to his honour : but it appears that he had 
a ſpirit truly great and noble, which diſcover'd itſelf upon every 
proper occaſion ; for, as his ends and deſigns were always gene- 
rous, and ſuch as became a man of honour, fo he ſcorn'd to com- 
paſs them by bhaſe and unworthy means; he had a regard to his 
reputa ion 17 every thing that he did, which had this inſeparable 
effect, that the whole ſcene of his life was nothing elſe but a con- 
tinued ſeries of bright and lau«!:ble actions. 

It is not to be deny'd, but his ſenſe of injuries was ſomewhat 
too nice, and (which is a frailty the manlieit tempers are often 
ſubject to) he knew not how to bear a neglect from his ſuperiors 
with that ſubmiſſion which was uſually cxpeCted. This was ff 
ficiently evident from the following ſtory : upon the death of the 
earl of Pembroke, King James appointed the lord Zou h, his 
ſucceſſor in the preſidentſhip of the marches of Wales, &c. which 
lord, as ſoon as he had obtain'd his commiſſion, ſent his letters 
of deputation, to the gentlemen of Worceſterſhire, and among 
the reſt, to Sir John Pakington, to be one of the lieutenants of 
that county; but Sir John, finding that the lord Zouch, did not 
ſhew him the ſame reſpect as his predeceſſor did, (for he had the 
honour to be particularly nam'd a lieutenant, in the ſzme patent 
the carl of Pembroke had) refus'd to take the letter of deputation 
from the meſſenger, telling him, That he had an ęſtate as ul ar 
his maſter, and did not mean to venture it in muſtering the Hu 
ſubjefts, with no better a warrant than that which was only fn d 


by his lord's hand, And tho? on all other occaſions, his bounty 


and generoſity extended to the meaneſt, yet, on this, he never 
aik'd the meſſenger to eat or drink: but nothing could be a greater 
proof of the haughtineſs of his ſtomach, than his behaviour in re- 
lation to his hſh-pond. 

As he had been at great expences in building his houſe very 
ſumptuouſly, ſo he was deſirous that every thing about it ſhould 
be as noble, therefore, he caus'd a large pool, or canal, f 122 
acres, to be made in his new park of Weſtwood, and brought 2 
brook, or river, to run into it, cut through a conſiderable ex- 
tent of ground: but the misfortune was, this great deſign could 
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not be effectel without making the highways part of the pond ; 
which, i ced, the country very willingly conſented to, Sir 

ohn liaving taken care to provide a more convenient road for 
them, However, it appear'd ſoon after, that this grant was de- 
fective in point of law, which one of his neighbours obſerving, 
and thinking either to mortity Sir John, or ingratiate himſelf 
with him, got an order from the exchequer to deſtroy his pool, 
and reſtore the highway as it was before; yet at the time of ſerv- 
ing tlie order, ſignify'd, that it was not his intention to give him 
any moleſtation, but, if he pleas'd, his pond might continue, 
wichout the leaſt apprehenſion of diſturbance from him. But, 
Sir Tokn, ſcorning to hold any thing of curteſy from ſuch a 
n-:71hour, and that he might know how little he valu'd him, 
wen immediately to the pool, caus'd the flood- gates to be tore 
up, and the banks to be thrown down, whereby the water went 
out with ſuch rapidity, that ſurpriz'd the neighbourhood, diſ- 
pers'd great quantities of fiſh about the country, and the river of 
Severn, at Worceſter, was diſcolour'd for a week. Soon after, 
thi: matter was finally determined to Sir John's ſatisfaction, by 
re the firſt quality in the county, viz. Gervaſe, biſhop 
of 'Vorcetter, John Talbot, of Grafton, Eſq; and Mr. Sheldon, 
of he : he repair'd his pool again, and left it in the condition 
i. wh.ch i has continued ever ſince. 

He na gentleman that knew how to value his time,; and as 
he hai th: happineſs of a good memory, he took care to improve 
it w:-.» obſervations in hiſtory and phyſick, which were parts of 
learning he moſt delighted in; and for that purpoſe, he was pro- 
—_ with one to read to him, in thoſe ſciences, at his leifure 

ours. 

Tais appetite after knowledge, naturally inclin'd him to love 
the converſation of learned men, which he often conſulted in 
diticulties, and by that means, daily inform'd and perfected his 
judgment. 

In the choice of his friends, he did not forget the clergy ; with 
the moſt eminent of which body, the neighbourhood of the city 
ot Worceſter, gave him an opportunity of ſettling a laſting cor- 
reſpondence, which was evident from the frequent viſits made him 
by the biſhop, the dean, and prebendaries of that church, Theſe 
viſits were far from being barely formal and ceremonious ; for, 
upon ſuch occaſions, he would uſually lament to them the ill con- 
dition of the church, the dangers that threatned it, as well from 
the puritans as the papiſts, and the ſubject of their diſcourſe often 
was, how to provide remedies againſt thoſe evils ; for the intereſt 
of the eftabli{h'd church was his grand concern; to this he was 
reſolved to facrifice every thing that was dear to him, and he 
ſcorn'd to enjoy the friendſhip of the greateſt man living, upon 
terms 
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terms that were not to her advantage. This, the earl of Lei. 
ceſter, experienc'd; for, as great as his power was with the queen, 
he found it very little with this gentleman, when he aſk'd a fa- 
vour of him in behalf of Cartwright, (whom Camben calls (a), 
inter puritanos antefignanus ) in oppoſition to the authority of the 
biſhop of Worceſter, He was ſo far from complying with the 
earl, that he did his utmoſt to diſappoint him; and when after- 
wards that great peer wrote to Sir John, that it was her majeſtys 
deſire to have a perfect diſcovery of the value of the lands belong. 
ing to the biſhoprick of Worceſter, together with thoſe of the 
dean and chapter, and how they may beſt be improved, Sir John, 
flatly and plainly told him, that if there was any intent to over- 
throw the church, he muſt look out for other — for that 
purpoſe, being reſolv'd, for his own part, to have no hand in any 
ſuch attempts. 

It was one great part of his happineſs, that there was a ſet of 
gentlemen in his neighbourhood, worthy of his acquaintance and 
familiarity: with theſe he liv'd in a very friendly and hoſpitable 
manner, and he was never better pleas'd than when he had ſome 
of their company at his table. The perſons of greateſt note, 
with whom he contracted an intimacy, were, the biſhop of Wor- 
ceſter, at Hartlebury; Mr. Talbot, at Grafton; my lord Wind- 
for, at Hewell; Sir John Lyttelton, at Frankley ; Mr. Sheldon, 
at Beoly ; Mr. Throgmorton, at Coughton; oldSir Foulk Gre- 
vile, at Beauchamp's-court ; Sir gon Conway, at Arrow ; vir 
Thomas Lucy, at Charlecote ; Mr. Thomas Spencer, at Cla- 
verdon, and Sir Edward Grevill, at Milcote. 

His ordinary houſe-keeping was ſuch as became a gentleman of 
a plentiful fortune; and in his entertainments, he lov'd to ſhewhe 
valu'd his friends more than his money, for they were generally 
very coſtly and noble. 

After he had finiſh'd his ſtately ſtructure at Weſtwood, (a very 
delightful habitation, in the midſt of a wood, from whence it 
took its name) he invited the earl of Northampton, lord preſident, 
and his lady, to a houſe-warming ; and as his lordſhip was an 
honourable and jovial companion, a train of above an hundred 
knights and gentlemen, accompanied him, who ſtaid there ſome 
time, and, at their going away, acknowledg'd they had met 
with ſo kind a reception, that they did not know whether they had 
polſofs'd the place, or the place them the delightful ſituation of his 
habitation, was what they had never before ſeen, the houſe ſtand- 
ing in the middle of a wood, that is cut into twelve large ridings, 
and at a good diſtance, one ring-riding through all of them, and 
the whole encompaſſed with a park of fix or ſeven miles, at the 
farther end whereof, facing the houſe, is the pool, or canal (beſore- 

mentioned) 
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mentioned) of 122 acres, which gives a noble luſtre, the trees 
racing the water, and the water the woods. f 

His moſt magnificent entertainment was that which he gave 
King James, and his queen, (with the greateſt train that ever 
accoripanied them) at Ailſbury, when his majeſty honour'd him 
with a viſit, after his arrival from Scetland, and before his coro- 
nation; upon this occaſion he ſet no bounds to his expence, 
thinking it a diſparagement to be out- done by any fellow-ſubject, 
when ſuch an opportunity offer'd ; and the king and the whole 
court acknowledg'd, they never met with a more noble reception. 

At length, this great man having lived to ſee his children's 
children, departed this life, at his houſe at Weſtwood, in the 
ſeventy-ſeventh year of his age, and was interr'd near his father, 
at Ailſbury, on the 18th of January, 1625. A year before his 
death, he was ſeiz'd with a fit of the gout, which diſtemper, at 
laſt put an end to his life ; otherwiſe, he was very happy in a 
ſtrong and excellent conſtitution of body, which had never met 
with any ſhock, till about the year before Queen Elizabeth died, 
and then ſhe did him the honour to order her own phyſicians to 
attend him, deſigning to have taken him again to court, which 
her death prevented, 

Sir Robert Naunton, a privy-counſellor, gives this character 
(among others of Queen Elizabeth's favourites and councellors) 
of him (a), * he was a gentleman of no mean family, and of 
form and feature no way deſpiſable, for he was a brave gentle- 
man, and a very fine courtier, and for the time which he ſtaid 
* there, (which was not laſting) very high in the queen's grace. 
But he came in, and went out, and through diſaſſiduĩity, drew 
the curtain between himſelf and the light of her grace. And 
© then death overwhelmed the remnant, and utterly deprived him 
* of recovery; and they ſay of him, that had he brought leſs to 
her court than he did, he might have carry'd away more than 
he brought; for he had a time on it, but an ill huſband of op- 
* portunity.” Mr. Lloyd, in the lives of the ſtateſmen and fa- 
vourites of England, ſince the reformation, ſays (50, His hand- 
* ſome features took the moſt, and his neat parts, the wiſeſt at 
court. He could ſmile ladies to his ſervice, and argue ſtateſ- 
* men to his deſign, with equal eaſe. His reaſon was powerful, 
* his beauty more. Never was a brave ſoul more bravely ſeated : 
* nature beſtowed great parts on him, education poliſhed him to 
* an admirable frame of prudence and virtue, Queen Elizabeth, 
* called him, her Temperance ; and Leiceſter, his Modeſty, It 
s a queſtion to this day, whether his reſolution took the ſoldiers, 
* his prudence the politicians, his compliance the favourites, 
* his complailance the courtiers, his piety the clergy, his in- 
© tegrity 
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tegrity and condeſcention the people, or his knowledge the 
learned, moſt? "This new court- ſtar was a nine- days wonder, 
engaging all eyes, until it ſet ſatisfied with its own glory, He 
came to court, he ſaid, as Solomon did, to b its vanity ; and 
retired, as he did, to repent it. It was he who faid firſt, what 
biſhop Sanderſon urged afterwards, That a ſound faith was the 
beft droinity, a good conſcience the beſt law, and temperance the 
beſt phyſick. Sir John Pakington, in Queen Elizabeth's time, 
was vertuous and modeſt, and Sir John Pakington, in King 
Charles's time, loyal and valiant ; the one did well, the other 
ſuffered ſo: Greenham, was hisfavouiite, Hammond, bis; 
the one, had a competent eſtate, and was contented ; the other, 
hath a large one, and is noble: this ſuppreſſeth factions in the 
kingdom, the other, compoſed them in the court, and was 
called by courtiers, Moderation. Weſtmerland, tempted his 
fidelity, and Norfolk, his ſteadfaſtneſs: but he dicd in his bed, 
an honeſt and an happy man.“ 

His lady ſurviv'd him, and fo noted for her riches, that it was 
difficult for her long to eſcape the ſnares laid for her by the court, 
to engage her in another marriage. She had firſt, the lord Kil- 
murry, who lived about two years; then ſhe married Thoms, 
earl of Kelly, one of King James's favourites, 

By Sir John Pakington, ſhe had one fon, John, and two 
daughters ; Mary, the youngeſt, was wife of Sir Robert Brook, of 
Nacton, in Suffolk, Knt. and Anne, the eldeſt, married Sii Hum- 
phry Ferrers, of Tamworth, Knt. (a) and ſurviving him, was at- 
terwards the ſecond wife of Philip, (Stanhope) earl of Cheſterheld, 

ohn Pakington, Eſq; the only ſon of Sir John Pakington,Knt. 
beforementioned, had the eſtate at Ailſbury, ſettled on him by 
his father, ſoon after his marriage, (tho' he contracted it without 
the old gentleman's conſent) who likewiſe procured him to be 
created a baronet, when he was but twenty years of age, by let- 
ters patents bearing date the 22d of June, A. D. 1620. He re. 
fided at Ailſbury, in com. Bucks, for which town he was elected 
in the parliament, 21 Jac. I. was peculiarly eſteem'd, and dying 
generally lamented, in the twenty-fourth year of his age, was bu- 
ried with his anceſtors, at Ailſbury, the 29th of October, in the 
year 1624, [the church-regiſter gives him the character of the 
hopes of Ailſbury ;] leaving iſſue by the lady Frances, his wife (%%, 
daughter to Sir John Ferrers, of Tamworth, Knt. John, his 
only fon, and a daughter, married firſt to colonel Waſhington, 
and ſecondly, to Samuel Sandys, of Omberſley, in com, Wigorn. 
Eſq; The lady Frances, their mother, was, by a ſecond marriage, 
the wife of that noted general, Alexander Leſley, earl of Leven. 
Sir John Pakington, Bart, only ſon and heir of the laſt Sit 


John, ſucceeded in the title and eſtate, and reſided at W * 
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after his grandfather's deceaſe, who left him, in his minority, 
ſat (a) the age of ſour years, four months, and fix days, ] under the 
ovardianſhip of Thomas, lord Coventry, keeper of the great ſeal 
of England, by whoſe vizilant care of his education, both by tra- 
vel, and other advantages, he became an accompliſh'd gentleman, 
and gain'd the love and eſteem of all that knew him. 

He was elected one of the knights for Worceſterſhire, in 15 
Car. I. (S) and when the rebellion broke out, was a member in 
parliament for the town of Aiiſbury ; and having, on all occaſions, 
give: p"oofs, both of his fidelity to the crown, and the rights of 
the ſ1bj-&t, was entruſted by the king, in the year 1642, (on the 
houſes paſling an ordinance for ſettling the militia in ſuch hands 
as they could confide in) with a commiſſion for arraying men for 
his ſervice, in Worceſterſhire, to which his majeſty appointed 
none, in the ſeveral counties, but perſons of the firſt quality, and 
unexceptionable to the publick, having charged the ordinance 
beforem-ntioned, to be againſt law. 

Sir ohn Pakington, endeavouring with all his power, to ex- 
ecute this commiſſion (c), was taken priſoner, and committed to 
the Tower, fin'd five thouſand pound, had his eſtate ſequeſtred, 
and for his loyalty and ſervices in the king's cauſe, his houſe in 
Buckinghamſhire, (one of the beſt of that county) level'd with 
the ground, and ſuch great waſts committed in his woods, that 
the loſs could never be computed. But the eſtimate of his ſuffer- 
ings is more clearly demonſtrated, by a particular account kept by 
his excellent lady, now remaining under her own hand, a true

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His zeal to the royal ſamily never ſwerv'd; for notwithſtand- 
ing he had ſuffer'd ſo much for his loyalty, he had the courage to 
go in, with a troop of horſe, to King Charles II. at the battle of 
Worceſter, and was taken priſoner (a) there, yet was ſo entirely 
belov'd in his own country, that when the rebels try'd him for 
his life, by commiſſioners appointed for that purpoſe, (upon an 
indictment of his raiſing and heading a troop at the battle of 
Worceſter) (/ they could not procure one witneſs to ſwear a. 
gainſt him, by which means he was acquitted, and ſet at liberty, 
but was afterwards fin'd 767 01. and forc'd, (on petition of Tho- 
mas Scot, and others, of the town of Ailſbury, to have the fine 
granted them for their ſervices to the then pretended parliament) 
tor the ſaid fine, to convey the market-houſe, the tolls, court- 
leet, and certain grounds call'd Heydon-hill, parcel of his eſtate 
at Ailſbury to the ſaid Scot, (who was one of the king's judge, 
and other truſtces, for the uſe of the town, which they kept til 
after the reſtoration, when, by a ſpecial act of parliament, the 
ſaid conveyances were made void, 

His lady was one of the daughters of the aforeſaid Thomas, lord 
Coventry, keeper of the great ſeal of England, the moſt accom- 
pliſh'd perſon of her ſex for — and the brighteſt example 
of her age for wiſdom and piety, Her letters, and other diſcour- 
ſesſtill remaining in the family, and the hands of her friends, arean 
admirable proof of her excellent genius and vaſt capacity ; (c) and 
as ſhe has the reputation of being thought the author of TH 
Duty of Man, fo none that knew her well, and were competent 
judges of her abilities, could in the leaſt doubt of her being equal 
to ſuch an undertaking, tho' her modeſty would not ſuffer her 
to claim the honour of it : but as the manuſcript under her own 
hand now remains (d) with the family, there's hardly room to 
doubt it, 

By her great vertues and eminent attainments in knowledge, 
ſhe acquir'd the eſteem of all our learned divines, particularly 
Dr. Hammond, Bp. Morley, Bp. Fell, Bp. Pearſon, Bp. Henct- 
man, and Bp. Gunning, who were ever ready to confeſs they 
were always edify'd by her converſation, and inſtructed by het 
writings, Theſe learned and pious Gentlemen never failed of at 
agreeable retreat and ſanctuary at Weſtwood, as far as thoſe can- 
gerous times would permit; and it ought ever to be remember'd, 
to the honour of this good lady and her huſband, that the tamous 
Dr. Hammond found a comfortable ſubſiſtence in their tamily t- 
veral years, and at Jength repos'd his bones in their burial-place 

at Hampton-Lovet, in a fair chapel (e), built by Sir Thomas He.

which being well improv'd, and cultivated by a learned educa-- 
tion, diſtinguiſh'd him early among his neighbours, and re- 
commended him more particularly to the eſteem of the biſhop, 


and clergy, of the dioceſe of Worceſter, Nothing would have 


been too hard for his abilities, had he thought the difficulteſt parts 
of learning worth his conquering ; but delighting chiefly in a re- 
tired life, he was contented to be known but to a few, and being 
ſuperior to moſt he convers'd with, in wit and good ſenſe, he 
had the leſs ambition to attain to an eminency, by _ extraor- 
dinary acquiſitions in knowledge. If he ſtudied any thing to a 
great degree, it was how he might oblige his countrymen, by his 
good offices and ſervices ; in which endeavours he fo well ſuc- 
ceeded, that his (5) death was generally lamented throughout 
Worceſterſhire, and as a teſtimony of their affection to the father, 
they choſe his ſon, (the laſt Sir John Pakington) their knight for 


the county, when he was ſcarce nineteen years of age. He ſery'd 
in parliament, in the reigns of King Charles IT. and King James 


II. as one of the knights for Worceſterſhire (c), and was ſteady 
to the eſtabliſhment in church and ſtate, as his anſwers, in writing, 
to the three queries propoſed to him by the lord Carrington, lord- 
lieutenant of the county of Worceſter, in thoſe trying times of 
the late King James, ſufficiently ſhew. The queries, with the 


, anſwers, here follow: 


Quer. I. If he was elected a member of parliament, whether he 
would conſent to the taking of the teſt and penal laws ? 

Anſw. * The intent of the teſt and penal laws, being to ſerve 
the church of England, amongſt which, the Act of Uniformity 
; ſeems to be the moſt important ; *till I am either convinc'd it 
s in leſs danger than when thoſe laws were enacted, or ſome 
better ſecurity propos'd than they afford, I humbly conceive 
they cannot be taken off without imminent hazard, if not ruin 
of the church of England; of which, I profetling my ſelf a 

member,

In fine, my lord, I eſteem it my greateſt misfortune, that it 
ſhould be in his majeſty's power to aſk that of me, which is not 
in mine, at the ſame inſtant to comply with: but I comfort 
my ſelf with this aſſurance, that ſo nice a critick as his majelty 
is, in points of honour and conſcience, will never condemn 
me for acting by thoſe very principles to which his great c- 
ample has given fo much vigour and encouragement.”

clergy and freeholders, threatning them, if they voted for Jim.

His firſt lady was, Frances, eldeſt daughter of Sir Henry Parker, 
of Hunnington, in com. Warw. Bart. by whom he had two ſons, 
John, who died at Oxford, in the nineteenth year of his age, 1712, 
and Thomas, who died on his travels, at Rome, 1724, unmar- 
ried ; Alſo three daughters, Margaret, Frances, married to Tho- 
mas-Charles, lord viſcount Tracy, of the kingdom of Ireland, 
and Dorothy, which laſt, died in her infancy.

T\HIS Sir Thomas, is ſaid to deſcend from William Rook- 
herſt, a gentleman of Scotland (a), who left his native 
country, and came unto Goudhurſt, in Kent, in the third year 
of the reign of King Henry I. and had afterwards the ſurname of 
Roberts, and having purchaſed certain lands on a hill, in Goud- 
hurſt, called Winchet-hill, he there built a manſion, calling it 
Rookherſt, after his owh name, which it ſtill retaineth to this 
day; and in the ſaid pariſh of Goudhurſt, the family continued, 
274 years, till the reign of King Richard IT. when Stephen Ro- 
berts, the third Stephen of the family, marrying the daughtar 
and heir of William Tyllye, Eſq; (to whom the manor and lands 
in Glaſſenbury, belonged,) was, in her right, poſleſſed thereof, 
and built a fair ſumptuous houſe, on the hill of Glaſſenbury, 
which came, by lineal deſcent, to Walter Roberts, Eſq; who, in 
the year 1472, (13 Edw. IV.) caus'd the ſame to be pulPd down, 
and in the year 1473, at the charge and expence of eighteen hun- 
dred pounds, erected and built another moated houſe, in the val- 
ley of Glaſſenbury, in the pariſh of Cranebrook, which is now 
called Glaſſenbury, where they have ſince continued, there being 
ſucceſſively, in a lineal deſcent, from William Rookherſt, alias 


Roberts, thirteen eſquires of the name and progeny, who have 


dwelt in the pariſhes of Goudherſt and Cranebrook, unto the 
year 1599, when Thomas Roberts, of 8 Eſq; erected 
a plain monument of black marble, in the chancel of the church 
of Cranebrook, with an inſcription thereon, containing a memo- 
rial of his family, as is here related, 

What I cal farther obſerve, is, that the name has been an- 
clently written, (as I find by old wills, deeds; &c.) Robertes, Ro- 
berd, Robert, and Roberthe, and that the ſaid William Rook- 
herſt, who firſt ſettled in England, forſook Scotland (5), on ac- 
count of affiſting Donald Baune, (who uſurp'd the crown of that 
kingdom) againſt Edgar, the ſon of Malcolm, king of that coun- 
try. From which William, after fix generations, deſcended

William Tyllye, became poſſeſſed of the manor of Glaſſenbury, 
and other lands in Cranebrook (a), as is evident by a deed, in 3 
Ric. II. (b) wherein John Nywmanne, of Cranebrook, grants 
to Joan, wig of Stephen Rooberts, of Goutherſt, ſometime daugh- 
ter of Willim Tyllye, of Cranebrook, and to the heirs begotten 
between the ſaid Stephen, and Joan, all the lands in Cranebrook, 


*which the ſaid Nywimanne, had, of the gift of the ſaid William 


Tyllye; from which marriage proceeded, 

John Roberts, who had two wives, and was certainly a perſon 
of great piety and charity, as appears by the bequeſts in his will, 
which bears date the 20th of January le), 1460, (39 Henry VI.)

He moreover wills, that Robert Hoo, parſon of Chart, have 
205, to pray for him, and that houſing and grounds be purchaſed 
for vii poor men, at Cranebrook, and vii poor men at Goutherſt, 
to dwell therein, every poor man to have xilis. iiiid, yearly 3 
the payment whereof to be made every quarter; as likcwiſe 
xiiis. i11id, yearly, to repair their houſes : which poor men, he ap- 
points his right heirs, to have the election of, and that they ſhould 
pray for his ſoule, his wives ſoules, his friends ſoules, and all chri- 
{tian ſoules; the ſaid poor men to be of the pariſh of Cranebrook, 
and if not to be found there, then of the pariſhes adjoining ; but 
if any of his kinſmen have need thereof, that they be provided for 
before any other: ordaining that the ſaid alms to the faid poor men, 
ſhould be paid out of the rents of his manor and lands, of Deryng- 
dale, in Suſſex.

Goutherſt, and Cranebrook, (provided ſhe releaſe her dower in 
all his lands in Kent, and Suffex,) alſo gives her the place that 
Thomas Horden, dweli'd in, during her life, beſides xx marks 
for her part of his goods and chattels. He farther bequeaths to 
Walter, his ſon, all his lands in Suſſex, as well within the ports, 
as without, when he ſhould be of the age of twenty-four years; 
and to his ſon, Stephen, all his lands in Kent, when he likewiſe 
came to the age of twenty-four years ; directing, that during the 
faid time, they ſhould have for their maintenance x marks yearly, 


while they were at Oxford, or in any inn of chancery, and xl. 


wel when they come to an inn of court. The reſt of his 
ands, goods, &c. unbequeath'd, he gives to Agnes, his wife, 
Walter, and Stephen, his ſons, equal y to be divided between 
them, and conſtitutes them executors. 

This John Roberts, being ſuch a conſiderable benefactor to the 
church of Cranebrook, had his effigies (a) painted in the window 
of the north iſle thereof, kneeling (in armour) with his helmet, 
d 3 adorned

The ſaid Walter Robertes, became poſſeſſed of the whole eſtate, 
by the death of his brother, Stephen, who died without iſſue, and 
was a perſon very much fam'd for his eminent qualifications, and 
hoſpitality, as alſo for adhering to the Lancaſtrian intereſt, in 
which he became a great ſufferer, in the reign of King Richard 
III. for, having the courage to keep Sir John Guldeford (), in 
his houſe at Glaſſenbury ; (which, a few years before, he had 
ſumptuouſly rebuilt) Sir Edward Stanley, and Sir John Savage, 
Kats. enter'd his ſaid houſe, with ſoldiers, on the Wedneſday fol. 
lowing the purification of the virgin, in 1 Ric. III. and appre- 
hending there the ſaid Sir John Guldeford, would have likewil 
ſeized this Walter Robertes, had he not by ſtratagem, eſcapd 
them: but for this he was attainted of treaſon, his eſtate ſeiz d, 
and was forc'd to abſcond, till King Henry VIIth obtain'd the 
crown, when he was reſtor'd to his poſſeſſions again. 

In 4 Henry VII. (), he had a grant from the king to impark 
ſix hundred acres of land, and one thouſand acres of Food, in 
Cranebrook, Gowdehurſt, and Ticehurſt, in the counties «f 
Kent and Suſſex; as alſo that he and his heirs ſhould have free 
warren in all his lands and woods, and fiſhing in his waters, i 
the pariſhes aforeſaid, with all liberties and franchiſements in ſuch 
caſes granted. He was ſheriff of the county of Kent, the fame 
year, and having lived under fix kings; Henry VI. Edw. I. 

Edw. V. Richard III. Henry VII. Henry VIII. departed thi 
life, at more than eighty years of age, A. D. 1522, as ſhoul 
ſeem by the probat of his will, which bears date the 18th of Oc 
tober, the ſame year. | 

By which teſtament, dated 12 Feb. 13 Henry VIII. (c) be 
bequeaths his body to be buried in the church of Cranebrook, be- 
tween the image of our lady of pity, and his pew, and that atone 
be laid over him, directing — his ſon and heir, immediate) 
after his death, to find an honeſt ſecular prieſt, to ſay maſs, and 
celebrate divine ſervice at St, Giles's altar, in the faid church, fi 
evermore, for the ſouls of his father, mother, his wives ſouls, 5 
own ſoul, and all chriſtian ſouls, according to the will of Join 
Roberthe, his father: but if it ſhould happen that the wife ol the 


ſaid Thomas, his fon, or the wives of any of his heirs brett

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to whom the inheritance of the manor of Glaſſenbery, deſcends, 
ſhould lie in childbed in the ſaid place called Glafſenbery ; or if 
the peſtilence reign in Cranebrook, that then, for the time of the 
continuance thereof, and alſo during the time of ſuch lying in 
childbed, to the times of their purification, the ſaid prieſt ſhould 
ſay maſs at his place of Glaſſenbery, and be excus'd from his at- 
tendance at the pariſh-church : for which ſervice he ſhould have a 
falary of x marks, payable by his heirs for ever, out of his Jands 
in Cranebrook, and Goutherlt: andthat this might be made ſure, 
he wills, That if the ſaid Thomas, his ſon, refuſe to find the prieſt, 
and ſettle lands for his maintenance, that then his truſtees, (Sir 
Edward Nevil, Knt. Sir Henry Wyat, Knt. William Aſhburn— 
ham, Eſq; and others) ſhould find one, and ſettle lands, as afore- 
ſaid ; and on failure of them, that the churchwardens of Crane- 
brook, provide one, and yearly receive of his heirs for ever, the 
rent of x marks : but if the pariſhioners of Cranebrook, ſhould, 
at any time hereaſter, in the ſpiritual court, or any other court, 
yex or diſquiet his ſaid ſon Thomas, or any of his heirs, on ac- 
count of any prieſt to be found, according to the laſt will of John 
Roberthe, his father, that then this his will, touching the finding 
the ſaid prięſt, ſhould be void. 

He farther bequeath'd to the ſaid church of Cranebrook, to- 
wards the making of the middle iſle thereof, one half of all the 
timber for that work; as alſo to the church of Goutherſt, xii oaks, 
the beſt that could be choſe on the lands he bought of Baſe- 


den: and appointing Alice, his wife, and Thomas, his fon, ex- 


ecutors, entails his lands on his eldeſt fon, Thomas, and his heirs ; 
and in default, on his other ſons, Clement, John, William, 
George, Edmund, and Martin, with remainder to his daughters, 
Elizabeth Hendle, Mary St. Nicholas, Joan Horden, Elizabeth 
Tukke, Joan Leed, Dorothy St. Nicholas, and their heirs male, 
as alſo to Anne, his daughter, then unmarried ; and in default of 
ſuch iſſue, to William Aſhburnham, of Aſhburnham, and his 
heirs male ; declaring that his intent is, that his manors and lands 
ſhould not be divided or parted between heirs males, but that they 
ſhould deſcend, according to the cuſtom of the common laws of 
the realm, and not after the cuſtom of Gavelkind, uſed within 
the county of Kent. 

This Walter Roberthe, Eſq; (as the name was then wrote) 
had three wives. He firſt married (23 Octob. 1463) Margaret, 
daughter and heir of John Penn, of Penn's place, in the pariſh 
of Aldenham, in Hertfordſhire (a), who was ſquire to the duke 
of Clarence; and ſhe dying the 6th-of May, 1480, he eſpous'd 
Tabel, daughter of Sir John Culpeper, Knt. and after her deceaſe, 
he wedded Alice, daughter of 1 3 75 Naylor, Eſq; and OY

From the ſecond marriage is deſcended the family now remaining 
at Boorſel, in Suſſex. 

Thomas Roberts, Eſq; eldeſt fon and heir, by Margaret, his 
firſt wife, inherited the eſtate at Glaſſenbury, was conſtituted 
ſheriff of Kent, in 25 Henry VIII. and departed this life, in 5 
Philip and Mary, 1557, leaving (by his wife, Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter of Jacob Fremingham, of Suffolk, and heir to Wal. 
worth) ſeveral ſons and daughters, whereof Walter, was his ſuc- 
ceſſor in the eſtate, f 

Which Walter Robertes, Eſq; took to wife, Frances, daughter 
and heir of John Maynard, alderman of London, who was born 
when the emperor, Charles V. was in England, and had the ho- 
nour to have him for her godfather. He had by her three ons, 
that lived to maturity, viz, 1. Thomas, hereafter mentioned; 
2. Edmund, (who took to wife, Judith, third daughter of Wil. 
liam Bird, Eſq; of the city of London, and widow of Thomas 
Blunt, Eſq; and deceaſing 12 Septemb. 1627, left Thomas, his 
ſon and heir ;) 3. Alexander Robertes, of Thorp, near Egham, 
in Surry, who was a great traveller, and, by the daughter of 
Thomas Culwich, of London, Eſq; left iſſue. 

Thomas Roberts, Eſq; (eldeſt ſon and heir of Walter,) was 
eighteen years of age at his father's deceaſe, and ſucceeding to the 
eſtate at Glaſſenbury, became much eſteem'd for his exemplary 
way of living. He was hoſpitable without exceſs, charitable with- 
out oſtentation, and in all other reſpects ſhew'd himſelf a prudent 
and judicious gentleman, a lover of his country, and a good chri- 
ſtian; he valu'd the memory of his anceſtors, and bore in his 
mind their good actions, as well as the care they had taken in 
preſerving the eſtate entire, for many generations; whereupon, 
in the year 1599, he caus'd an inſcription to be ſet up in the 
church of Cranebrook, (as before is mentioned) that his poſterity 
having it always before their eyes, might be induc'd to imitate 
their example, and preſerve the credit and repute his forefathers 
had liv'd in. 

This Thomas Roberts, had the honour (4b) of knighthood con- 
ferr'd on him, at Whitehall, 23 July, 1603, by King Jamel. 
before his coronation ; and his 23 farther honour'd hin with 
the dignity of a baronet, by letters patent, bearing date the 3d ot 
July, 1620, in which year he was ſheriff of Kent. He eſpousd 

rances, daughter of Martyn James, of Smarden, in Kent, Eqq; 
and had iſſue by her four ſons, Sir Walter, his ſucceſſor, Thomas, 
John, and William, who all died unmarried ; likewiſe three 
daughters, Frances, who married John Hooper, of —

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Efq; and after his deceaſe, Henry Criſp, Eſq; Elizabeth, who 
was the wife of Sir Alexander Culpeper, of Bedgdbury, Knt. and 
Anne, who wedded Thomas Criſp, of Goudherſt, Eſq; all in the 
county of Kent. Sir Thomas, died Feb. 21, 1628. 

Sir Walter Roberts, (ſon and heir of Sir Thomas) was knighted 
by King James, at Greenwich, the 7th of May, 1624, and af- 
terwards ſucceeded to the title of baronet. He made an addition 
to his eſtate, by marriage with Margaret, daughter and heir of 
George Roberts, of Brencheſley, in com. Kanc. Eſq; and by her 
had five ſons, and three daughters, but none of them ſurviv'd him; 
ſo that his ſucceſſor in title and eſtate, was his grandſon, Sir How- 
land Roberts, ſon and heir of Thomas Roberts, Eſq; by Eliza- 
beth, daughter and ſole heir of Sir Matthew Howland, Knt. who 
was remarried to Scott, of Conghurſt, in the pariſh of Hawk- 
hurſt, in Kent, Eſq; which Thomas, lived chiefly in Suſſex, and 
lies interrd in Warbleton-church, in that county, under a plain 
monument, whereon is this inſcription : 

Here lies buried in this Church, Thomas Roberts, 
Eſq; Son and Heir of Sir Walter Roberts, of 
Glaſſenburie, in Kent, Knight and Baronet, who 
Marry'd Elizabeth, ſole Daughter and Heir of 
Sir Matthew Howland, Knight, and Dame 
Elizabeth, his Wife, and died the 23d of 
January, 1638. 


The ſaid Thomas Roberts, Eſq; beſides Sir Howland, his eldeſt 
ſon, had alſo another, named Walter, who was poſſeſſed of a gen- 
teel eſtate in Surry, that came to him by his mother's relations ; 
whereupon he took the ſurname of Howland, but leaving no iſ- 
ſue, his poſſeſſions devolv*'d on the late Sir Thomas Roberts, Bart. 

This Walter, married Eliz. daughter of ——Nutting, of Cam- 
bridge, and has a neat oval marble monument erected to his me. 
mory, in the church of Stretham, inSurry, with this inſcription:

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Sir Howland Roberts, Bart. (grandſon and heir of Sir Walter) 
took to wife Bridget, daughter of Sir Robert Jocelyn, of Hyde. 

Knt. who was born the 23d of Auguſt, 1626, 
and had iſſue by her, 1. Bridget, born the 8th of December, 165), 
and married at Glaſſenbury, the 5th of October, 1675, to Ed- 
mund Trench, of London; 2. Sir Thomas, hereafter mentioned; 
3. Jocelyn Roberts, born the 29th of October, 165, at Glaſſen- 
bury, and late of Bednal-green, Eſq; who took to wife Hanah,

The ſaid Sir Howland Roberts, died towards the latter end of 
the year, 1661, and was buried at Cranebrook, with his anceftors, 
as he deſired by his laſt teſtament, His lady ſurviving him, who 
remain'd a widow till her death, in April, 1707, and his eldeſt 
fon, Sir Thomas, ſucceeded him in the title and eſtate. 

Which Sir Thomas Roberts, Bart. was born the 2d of Decemb. 
1658, and baptiz'd in Glaſſenbury-chapel, the 7th following. 
He was ſteady to the conſtitution both in church and' ftate, and 
ſo hearty a friend to both, that King James II. left him out of 
the commiſſion of the peace ; but on the acceſſion of their ma- 
jeſties King William, and Queen Mary, to the crown, he was, 
with others, ſworn therein, 19 June, 1689 ; and his intereſt was 
ſo conſiderable in his country, that on the deceaſe of Charles Fane, 
earl of Weſtmorland, in the year 1691, when Sir Vere Fane (a), 
one of the knights in parliament for Kent, was called up to the 
houſe of peers, he was then choſe in his place; alſo in 7 Wil 
Ham III. was elected to fit in parliament for the ſame county, 
with the hon. Philip Sidney, Eſq; afterwards earl of Leiceſter ; 
after which, declining to repreſent the county, he was return'd 
for Maidſtone, to the firſt parliament of the late Queen Anne; 
but on a petition to the houſe of commons, both he and the other 
repreſentative, Sir Robert Marſham, Bart. were declar'd unduly 
elected. He married, 31 May, 1683, Jane, daughter and cohelt 
of Sir John Beal, of Farningham, in Kent, Bart. and had ifſuc 
by her ; 1. Jane, born the 5th of April, 1684, who married da- 
muel Trench, of London, and died without iſſue, 20 October, 
1706.

UR Britiſh genealogiſts deduce this family from a man of 
great proweſs, nam'd (5%, Sir Thomas Mackfel, who had 
ilue a ſon, John, who was likewiſe a knight, and reſiding at the 
town of Hanmer, in Flintſhire, (part of his poſſeſſions) had from 
thence the ſurname of Hanmer, which his poſterity have ever 
lince retain'd, He was conſtable of Carnarvon- caſtle (c), in the 
3 reign

Which Philip, became, at length, ſole heir to the whole eſtate 
of his brother, Owen, and taking to wife, Agnes, daughter and 
heir to David ap Rice, ap Evan, ap Jones, had by her two ſons, 
David, and James; alſo two daughters, Margaret, married to 
Morgan Goch, ap Gruff, ap Jerworth Voell, and Mirannoy, 
wedded to Gruffe ap Hana, de Overton, 

David Hanmer, (ſon and heir of Philip) was a perſon learned 
in the laws, and for his fidelity to the Engliſh nation, was con- 
ſtituted one of the juſtices of the king's-bench (4), on the 26th of 
Feb. in 6 Rich. II. (1383) and had alſo the honour of knight- 
hood conferr'd on him (c), in 10 Rich. II. He left iſſue, by 
Angharad, his wife, daughter of Lhyvelin Dhu ap Griffith ap 
Jorworth Voell, ewo ſons, Griffith Hanmer, of Hanmer, Eq, 
(who, by Gwervill, daughter of Tudor ap Grono, of Angleſey, 
had only one daughter, Angharad, the wite of John Puleſton, of 
Emeral, Eſq;) and Jenkyn Hanmer. This Sir David Hanmer, 
had alſo a daughter nam'd Margaret, who was married to the fa- 
mous Owen, ſurnam'd Glyndowr, lord of Glyndowrtwy, line- 
ally deſcended from Madoc ap Meredyth, prince of Powis, and he 
from Bledwyn ap Kynwyn, prince of all Wales. The ſaid Mat- 
garet, had, by Owen Glyndowr, ſeveral ſons and daughters ; one 
daughter married Sir John Scudamore, Knt. another married 
Henry, lord Grey, of Ruthyn, and another married John, lord 
Croft, of Croft. 

He was ſucceeded by his ſecond ſon, Jenkin [John] Hanmer, 
or Hannemere, (as the name was anciently written) who was 4 
(4) knight, and had two wives. By Margaret, his firſt wife, 
daughter and heir of David, ſon and heir of Blethwyn Vychon, 
of Ockenbolt, lineally deſcended from Edwyn, lord of Tregangle, 
alias Englefield, he had lands, and a manſon place called Llwyn 
Derwn, in Tregangle, in Flintſhire, and ſhe bore him a on, 
named Griffith.

He lived in great reputa- 
tion and eſteem, and Queen Elizabeth, as a mark of her favour, 
gave him the honour of a viſit, at Stoke, on the 25th of Septem- 
ber, 1601, at which time, her majeſty conferr'd on him the ho- 
hour of knighthood. | 
He lies buried on the north ſide of the chancel of the church at 

Stoke, under an arched freeſtone monument, which ſhews the 
effigies of a knight in armour, and his wife lying by him, cut out 
in full proportion, and colour'd ; with theſe inſcriptions to per- 
petuate his memory:

The eldeſt ſon, Sir Francis, was knighted in his father's life- 
time, with many more, by King James I. at Whitehall, 23 July, 
1603, before his coronation ; and wasafterwards created a baronet 
by letters patents, dated the 26th of July, A. D. 1620, and in 
the firſt (a) year of the reign of King Charles I. ſerv'd in par- 
liament for the county of Surry, He had three wives, firſt, Sarah, 
daughter of Sir Amias Paulet, Knt. governor of papa / and 
Jerſey, and of the privy-council to Queen Elizabeth : 2. Mary, 
daughter to Sir Henry Archer, of Eflex, Knt. and 3. Eleanor, 
daughter and ole heir of Robert Mallet, of Welley, Eſq; and wi- 
dow to Sir Arthur Ackland, Knt. The lady Sarah, his firſt wife, 
was buried in the chancel, at Stoke, under an arched freeſtone, 
in which is her ſtatue, cumbent, reſting upon her elbow ; and 
within the alcove, this inſcription :

Eſq; and Margaret, to Sir Francis 
Gabell, of Cobham, in Surry, Knt. but of the ſons, only An- 
thony, the youngeſt, ſurviv'd his father. 

Which Sir Anthony Vincent, Bart. born A. D. 1594, was 
ſheriff of the county of Surry, in the 12th year of the reign of 
King Charles I. which county, before that year, was united with 
vuſlex, and one ſheriff ſerv'd both. He behav'd himſelf with all 
dutiful allegiance to his prince, during the great rebellion in 1641,

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and ſuffer'd with other loyaliſts on that account, He married 
Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Arthur Ackland, of Killerton, in 
com. Devon. Knt. and was ſucceeded in title and eſtate, by hi; 
ſon and heir 

Sir Francis Vincent, Bart. who was a member for the port of 
Dover, in the long parliament, in the reign of King Charles II. 
and taking to wife, 1. Catharine, daughter of George Pitt, of 
Harrow on the Hill, in Middleſex, Eſq; ſerjeant at law, had by 
her three ſons, Sir Anthony, Sir Francis, and Arthur, whodied 
without iſſue ; as alſo two daughters, Catharine, and Elizabeth, 
who both died unmarried. And by a ſecond wife, Elizabeth, 
daughter of Sir Henry Vane, of Hadlow, in Kent, Knt. had two 
ſons, 1. Thomas, of Fetcham, in Surry, who married twice; firſt, 
Margaret, daughter and heir of William Bluck, of Hadley, in 
Middleſex, Eſq; by whom he had one fon Francis, who died un-

likewiſe two daughters, Elizabeth, married to Philip Hildyard, of 
Eaſt Horſley, in Surry, Eſq; and Frances, who died unmarried, 
This Sir Francis, was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, 

Sir corre Vincent, Bart. who married Anne, daughter of 
Sir James Auſten, of Southwark, Knt. and left only a daughter, 
Catherine, married to the Rev. Dr. Warren, of Marden, in com. 
Hertf. whereupon the title and eſtate devolv'd on his brother, Sir 
Francis Vincent, Bart. 

Which Sir Francis, was elected one of the knights for th: 
county of Surry, in two parliaments, the one in the ſecond year 
of the reign of King William and Queen Mary, and the other in 
the gth year of the reign of Queen Anne; and having married 
Rebecca, daughter of Mr, Jonathan Aſhe, of London, merchant, 
had ifſae by her fix ſons, Anthony, Francis, Thomas, Henry, 
Richard, and William: as alſo four daughters, Catharine, Fran- 
ces, Elizabeth, and Anne. Anthony, the eldeſt ſon, died 
young ; Francis, deceas'd at the age of 28, unmarried ; and 
Thomas, who ſerv'd in her late majeſty's armies in Spain, died 
there unmarried, 

Of the reſt, Sir Henry, the eldeſt ſurviving ſon, was his fuc- 
ceſſor; Richard, deceaſed ; and William, married the daughter 
of the Rev. Dr. Warren, of Marden, in Hertfordſhire, by whom 
he hath two ſons, and two daughters, William, Arthur, Dianz, 
and Catherine, all unmarried, 

Of the four daughters of Sir Francis, Catherine, the eldeſt, 


married George Phipps, of Oxford, Eſq; Frances, the ſecond 
vedde 
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wedded Mr. William Ward, of London, merchant ; Elizabeth, 
third daughter, married the rev. Mr. John Butterfield, rector of 
Stoke D'Abernon; and Anne, the fourth, died young. 

Sir Francis, died Feb. 10, 17 35-06, aged go, and was ſucceeded 
in dignity and eſtate, by his eldeſt ſurviving ſon, 

Sir Henry Vincent, the preſent baronet, who in Feb. 1727-8, 
was elected member of parliament for Guilford, in Surry : he 
married Elizabeth, daughter of Bezaleel Sherman, of London, Eſq;

By 11; wife, Alicia Hake, or Hacket, he had no iſſue, ſo that 
John de Tichbourne, his brother, ſucceeded. 

Which John, had to wife, Margaret, daughter and heir of 
Roger Sipherwaſt, the chief of a noted family, that had large poſ. 
ſeſſions in Dorſetſhire, and the weſtern parts of England, which, 
by this marriage, devolv'd on the Tichbournes. He had iſſue by 
her, two daughters, Catherine, and Margaret; as alſo, two ſons, 
Sir Roger, and John Tichbourne: which Margaret, ſurviving 
her hufband, afterwards married Thomas Durant.

and authority, He continued ſheriff of the two laſt counties, the 
two following years; in the former whereof, viz. on the 8th of 
October, 15 Edw. II. (d) he was conſtituted caſtellan, and war- 
den of the king's caſtle, of Old Sarum. In x Edw. III. (e) be, 
and John de Warblyngton, having ſerv'd in parliament as knights 
of the ſhire for Southampton, had 211. 18s. for fifty-four days 
expences. In 6 Edw. III. (/) he is mentioned (in a petition of 
Henry Sturmy, keeper of the foreſt of Savernake,) to be one of 
the King's juſtices itinerant; and in 8 Edw. III. he, and John 
Mauduit, were ſheriffs of Wiltſhire ; and, not long after, de- 
darted this life, having married Amicia „by whom he had 
a daughter, Catherine, a nun, at Whorwell, as alſo four ſons;

Nicholas, the eldeſt fon and heir, enjoy'd the ancient patri- 
mony, was ſheriff of the county of Southampton, in 1 Edw. VI. 
but dying ſoon after, left iſſue by his wite, Anne, daughter of 
Robert White, of Southwarnborough, in com. Southampton, 
Dorothy, married to John Sambourne, of Berkſhire ; Margaret, 
eſpouſed to John Bruin, from whom the Bruins, of Farnham, de- 
ſcended ; and Dorothy, who was the wife of Thomas Leigh, of 
Cheſhire. He had alſo four ſons, Nicholas, Bartholomew, Roger, 
and William, 

Of which, Nicholas, the eldeſt, ſucceeded in the inheritance ; 
and in 1 Queen Mary, was ſheriff of the county of Southamp- 
ton; as alſo elected for the ſame county, one of the knights of the 
ſhire in the parliament that queen called to meet at Oxford, 

By his firſt wife, Juliana, daughter and heir of Robert Fen- 
rother, alderman of London, he had only a daughter, Juliana, 
who married Thomas Creſſwell, of Odiam, in com. Southamp- 
ton, Eſq; but by his ſecond wife, Elizabeth Rythe, of Rythe, 
(ſole heir of her brothers, Thomas, William, and James,) pro- 
ceeded five ſons, and three daughters, viz. Conſtance, the wife 
of Robert Knight, of Lyford, in com. Berks ; Anne, of John 
Beronſam; and another, who married Bend, of Suſſex. 
The five ſons were, Benjamin, Gilbert, Ambroſe, Martin, and 
Jeremy, whereof the eldeſt ſucceeded to the eſtate. 

Which Benjamin Tichborne, of Tichborne, Eſq; was ſheriff 
of the county of Southampton, in 21 Eliz. as alſo in the laſt year 
of the reign of that queen, whereby he diſtinguiſhed himſelf in a 
very particular manner ; for, as ſoon as he had notice of the 
death of his ſovereign, he (without any order from the admini- 
ſtration,) immediately proclaim'd at Wincheſter, and thro' the 
whole county of Southampton, the happy acceſſion of K. James I. 
to the crown of England : which zeal was ſo acceptable to his ma- 
jeſty, who was inform'd of the great intereſt he had in his coun- 
try, that he conferr'd the honour of knighthood on him, and his 
four ſons; and for other his faithful ſervices (a), granted the 
caſtle of Wincheſter, in fee farm, to him and his heirs for ever ; 
as alſo a penſion of 1001. per ann. during his own life, and the 
life of his ſon, Sir Richard. His ſaid majeſty likewiſe honour'd 
him with ſeveral viſits, at his ſeat, at Tichborne. At one, in 
the year 1618 (b), he knighted his third ſon, Benjamin: and 
that an hereditary dignity might be in his family, Sir Benjamin, 
was advanced to the title of baronet, two years after, He mar- 
red Amphilis, daughter of Richard Weſton, Eſq; one of the 
Juſtices of the common-pleas, and had four ſons, Sir Richard, his

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| ſucceſſor in title and eſtate, hereafter mentioned; Sir Walter, 
and Sir Benjamin, and Sir Henry, all three knights ; and three 
daughters; and departed this life, 1621, and was buried with his 
anceſtors, in a chapel, on the north iſle of the church of Tich- 
borne. 

He was a gentleman of great honour, and of an excellent re. 
pute in his country; who having, on all occaſions, ſhew'd him- 
ſelf a true patriot thereof, both as a magiſtrate, and in the par- 
liament, being elected thereto in 35 Eliz. as one of the knights of 
the ſhire for the county of Southampton. In his private capacity, 
he wasa moſt tender huſband, indulgent father, and a kind maſter, 
and of ſuch an admirable frame of temper, that made all eaſy a- 
bout him. His eldeſt ſon, in filial duty, erected a noble monu- 
ment to his memory, ſhewing his effigies, in armour, and his 
lady by him, in full proportion, lying under an alcove, between 
two pillars ſupporting a foliag'd corniſh, ſummeted with the 
quarter'd arms of Tichborne, with creſt, mantling, ſupporters, 
and motto ; and on the ſide of the tomb, are four ſons in armour, 
with three daughters, in the dreſs of the times, kneeling, and in 
a praying poſture, with this inſcription, (under the enarching) 
which gives ſome farther account of him: 


Anno Domini 1621 : EreQed and dedicated to the 
Memory of Sir Benjamin Tichborne, Kant. and Bart. 
and of Dame Amphilis, his Wife, Daughter, of 
Richard Weſton, of Roxwell, in the County of Eſ- 
ſex, Eſq; one of the Juſtices of the honourable Court 
of Common-pleas : who, having lived together with 
inviolate affection, by the ſpace of 49 Years, had 
iſſue four Sons, Richard, Walter, Benjamin, Knts. 
and Henry, Captine of the Lifforde, in Ireland; 
and three Daughters, Elizabeth, Anne, and Am- 
hillis. After he had fulfill'd the number of his 
ays, in the Favour and Grace of his Prince ; be- 
ing a Gentleman of the Privy Chamber to the moſt 
illuſtrious Monarch, James, King of Great-Britain, 
France, and Ireland ; and having, with Loyalty to 
his Sovereign, and Integrity to his Country, bourne 
and performed all the Offices of Dignity in this 
County, hath here choſen, together with his be- 
loved Wife, to ſleep with his Fathers in this Chapel, 
founded by his Aunceſtor, Sir Roger Tichborne, 
Knt. in the time of Henry I. where they expect the 
bleſſed Reſurrection of their Bodies; and in the Me- 
Tits and Mercy of Jeſus Chriſt, our alone Saviour, 
to be Partaker of that comfortable Invitation, Come, 
ye Bleſſed, and receive the Kingdom prepared for you, 
Eccles. Chap. xii. ver. 13. A good Life hath the 
Days number'd, vut a good Name endureth for ever. 
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Of his daughters, Elizabeth, married Robert Garth, and after 
his deceaſe, William Owen, _— Anne, wedded firſt, William 
Brock, Eſq; and ſecondly, Sir William Timperly, Knt. and Am- 

hilis, his youngeſt daughter, eſpouſed William Gratwick, Eſq; 

: Sir Walter, his ſecond ſon, knighted at Whitehall, the 16th 
of Nov. 1604, acquir'd a ſeat and eſtate at Alderſhot, in com. 
Southampton, in right of Mary, his wife, daughter and coheir 
to Robert White, of Alderſhot, in Hants, Eſq; (by the daughter 
of —— Foſter, the heir of Bradley, of the county of Derby) ſon 
of Sir John White, lord-mayor of London. And from this Sir 
Walter, deſcended James Tichborne, of Frimley, in com. Surr. 
and of Alderſhot, aforeſaid, Eſq; likewiſe, by a ſecond ſon of the 
ſaid Sir Walter, deſcended Sir Benjamin Tichborne, of Rick- 
monſworth, in com. Hertf. Knt. a | 

Sir Benjamin, his third ſon, knighted at Tichborne, 29 Aug, 
1618, and elected for Petersfield, in two parliaments, in the reign 
of King Charles I. died without iſſue. 

Sir - Aa Tichborne, his fourth fon, diſtinguiſh'd himſelf by 
many brave actions, and an unſhaken love to his country, in 
which reſpect, I ſhall diſtinctly treat of him and his deſcendants, 
before we proceed to the elder branch. This Sir Henry, born in 
the year 1581, (24 Eliz.) having a martial ſpirit, was, from his 
youth, train'd up in military diſcipline in Ireland, and the Low- 
country wars, and acquiring the reputation of an experienc'd of- 
hicer, anda brave ſoldier, he was, by King James I. preferr'd to 
the command of an independant company of foot, in Ireland, 
and conſtituted captain and governor of the caſtle of Lifford. 
After which, his majeſty conterr'd on him the honour ( 4) of 
knighthood, at his (late) father's ſeat, at 'T ichborne, the 29 Aug. 
1623, He was colonel of a regiment of foot, at the breaking out 
[the zd of Oct. 1641] of the horrid rebellion and cruel maſſacre 
of the proteſtants in Ireland; and being then efteem'd the beſt 
officer in that kingdom, was appointed, with his own regiment 
of 1000 men, Sir | Lucas's, and Sir Adam Loftus's troops 
of horſe, to ſecure the town of Drogheda (b), and to be gover- 
nor thereof: which town, ſituate on both ſides the wank n, 
about three miles diſtant from the ſea, was become the rebels chier 
aim; and of ſuch importance, that, next to Dublin (e), it was 
the chief care of the ſtate to preſerve; and, with Cork and Car- 
rickfergus, were the only places the proteſtants could then keep 


in that kingdom, 


Sir Henry Tichborne, arrived at Drogheda (d) with his forces, 


| the 4th of November, 1641 ; but was fo coldly received by the 
* Popiſh inhabitants, that he waited in the ftreets from two o'clock 


till

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till nine, before he could get a lodging, and then was forc'd to 
take one by his own authority. He found the town without bul- 
wark, rampire, or any other fortification, than an ordinary 
ditch, and an old wall: yet, by a diligent application in repair: 
ing thoſe defects, he ſuſtain'd a ſiege of three months, againſt the 
whole power of the rebels, (who, with 14000 men, fat down he. 
fore the place in three weeks after he came) notwithſtanding he 
had many traitors within the town, who plotted to deliver it up; 
as alſo, his garriſon pinch'd with the hardſhips of famine, to the 
degree of eating horſes; dogs, and cats. He ſhew'd in theſe ex. 
tremities, a peculiar conſtancy of mind, an uncommon intrepidity 
and excellent conduct. In one ſkirmiſh, wherein 2000 Iriſh (hay: 
ing notice from ſome of the townſmen) had ſurpriz'd juſt with 
out the gates, 350 foot, and two troops of horſe, and put then 
in great confuſion (by means of a fog, and ſo loud a ſhout, aspro- 
claim'd their number to be very great) were yet, by the valiant 
deportment of the governor, who preſently came to their aſſiſtance, 
put into ſuch order, that charging the rebels briſkly, they r- 
treated, with the loſs of two hundred men, and were purſu'd for 
a mile. And, at another time, when, with the aſſiſtance of their 
popiſh friends, the rebels had made a breach in the wall, in an ob- 
ſcure place, whereby, at four o' clock in the morning, 500 of 
them had march'd ſo far into the town, that thinking it thei 
own, they made a great ſhout ; Sir Henry Tichborne, with only 
his piſtols in his hands, ran down ſtairs, was the firſt that caus'da 
drum to beat, and having got ſome ſoldiers about him, and the 
lord Moor, coming in ſeaſonably with ſome horſe, thoſe rebel 
were put to flight, with the ſlaughter of above two hundred df 
them, and ſome of their beſt officers. Theſe advantages, and 
other ſucceſsful ſallies, ſo diſpirited the enemy, that at length they 
drew off with great loſs, before the earl of Ormond (who in- 
tended the raiſing the ſiege) march'd out of Dublin. 
Sir Henry, being afterwards reinforc'd, defeated the rebels it 
ſeveral encounters, and forc'd thoſe of the pale into Ulſter; in 
conſideration of which ſervices, he was ſworn of the privy-coun: 
cil; and on the 12th of May, 1642 (a), one of the lords-juſtics 
of Ireland, in the room of Sir William Parſons ; for which alte- 
ration, no reproach could be faſten'd on the king, as my lot 
Clarendon aſſerts, Sir Harry Tichborne, being a man of ſo ext 
ent a fame (b), that tho the parliament was heartily angry d 
© the removal of the other, and knew this would never be brought ti 
* ſerve their turn, yet they had nothing to olject againſt him. 
He continued one of the two lords-juſtices, till the marqu 
Ormond, was ſworn lord-lieutenant ; and during his admin 
tion, (which was two years) endeavour'd, by all ways, to ſuppot 
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and relieve the diſtreſſed proteſtants, with ſuch zeal and diſintereſt- 
edneſs, that he preſerv'd the good opinions both of the king and 
parliament 3 for when the royal cauſe was quite ruin'd, and the. 
marquis of Ormond, had ſurrender'd Dublin to the parliament - 
forces, and their commiſſioners had reduc'd ſome regiments, they 
yet kept Sir Henry Tichborne in pay, as alſo continu'd him in 
his government of Drogheda; and he, joining (a) their general, 
Jones, was a means of gaining the great victory at Dungan-hill, 
(that happen'd on the 18th of Auguſt, 1647) 6000 of the rebels 
being kill'd on the ſpot : but after the murder of King Charles I. 
he forſook the ſervice, and contented himſelf with living retir'd, 
till ſuch time as the confuſions among thoſe who had uſurp'd the 
government of theſe nations, had given opportunity to the well- 
wiſhers of the royal family to ſhew themſelves ; and then he was 
with the moſt forward in that work, and had a chief hand in dif- 
poſing the kingdom of Ireland, to their early appearance for a 
reſtoration of the old conſtitution. 

Which ſervices, his majeſty King Charles IT. had ſo juſt a 
ſenſe of, that on the enjoyment of his crowns, he conſtituted ham 
held-marſhal of his forces, in the kingdom of Ireland; which ho- 
nourable poſt, Sir Henry, held till his death, A. D. 1667, when 
he was in the eighty-ſixth year of his age. He lies buried at 
Drogheda, with Jane, his wife, daughter of Sir Robert Newcomen, 
of Ireland, Bart, who liv'd with him many years, and died about

49. PALMER, of Wingham, Kent. 


(Sir THOMAS, K NICHT,) 
Created BARON ET, June 29, 1621. 


HIS is a family of great antiquity ; the ſurname of Palmer, 

(a) owes its riſe to that zeal for the Holy Land, which for 

ſome ages, was very warm in Chriſtendom ; and drew many pet- 
ſons of distinction, from divers countries, to embark in the cru- 
ſades, for carrying on the holy war. The ſoldiers, who return'd 
home, frequently brought a branch of Palm, of the growth of Pa- 
leſtine, and wore it as a ſacred badge and token, that they had 
perform'd their vows of fighting againft the infidels ; and from 
this, they were called Palmers, as Sir Henry Spelman, tells us 
In the number of theſe warriors, were ſome of the anceſtors af 
this ancient and worthy family : at the head whereof, after the

Sir Edward Palmer, Knt. the eldeſt fon, continued on the 
Iucceſſion of the family, at Angmerin : he married one of the 
lifters and coheirs of Sir Richard Clement, of the Moat, in Igh- 
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tam, in Kent, Knt. and by her had three ſons, born on three 
Sundays ſucceſſively, who all liv'd to be eminent in their genen. 
tion. John, the eldeſt, had the paternal ſeat at Angmerin, and 
was twice ſheriff of Suſſex, and Surry, anno 25 & 35 Hen. VIII. 
and marrying Mary, daughter of William, lord Sandys, left Sir 
Thomas Palmer, Knt. who, matching with Mary, daughter of 
Sir Thomas Palmer, of Parham, Knt. was the father of another 
Sir Thomas Palmer, Knt. that firſt married Margaret, daughter 
of Sir John Parker, Knt. ſon of arch-biſhop Parker, and after her 
death, with a daughter of Sir Miles Sonds, K nt. but left no iſſue. 
Thomas, the youngeſt of the three brothers, made his fortune 
at the court, var* a Hen, VIII. and Ed. VI, and being knighted, 
began to build a ſpacious houſe in the Strand, (which was after. 
wards enlarg'd and beautify'd by Sir William Cecil, lord Burleigh, 
lard high-treaſurer of England) but unfortunately taking part 
with John Dudley, duke of Northumberland, in favour of the 
lady Jane's title to the crown, by virtue of King Edward's will; 
he was, upon Queen Mary's acceſſion to the throne, beheaded, 
with the duke, upon Tower- hill, where he had the chriſtian 
courage and conſtancy upon the ſcaffold, to own his religion to 
be proteſtant (a). This Sir Thomas Palmer, as ſoone as he came 
to the ſcaffold, tooke every man by the hand, and deſired them 
to pray for him, then putting off his gowne, he leaned upon the 
eaſt rayle, and ſayde theſe words in effect (4). My maſters, 
(quoth he) God fave you all: it is not unknowne unto you 
wherefore I come hither, which I have worthily well deſerved at 
God's handes, for I know it to be his divine ordinance, by this 
meanes, to call me to his mercy, and to teach mee to know my 
ſelfe, what I am, and whereunto wee are all ſubject : I thanke 
his mercifull goodneſſe, for hee hath cauſed mee to learne more 
in one little darke corner in yonder tower, than ever I learned x 
any travell in ſo many places as I have beene, for there, (I ſay) 
have ſeene God, what he is, and how unſearchable his wondrous 
workes are, and how infinite his mercies bee, I have ſeen there, 
my ſelfe thoroughly, and what I am, nothing but alumpe of linne, 
earth, duſt, and of all vilenefſe moſt vileſt ; I have ſeene there, 
and know what the world is, how vaine, deceitful, tranſitory, 
and ſhort it is, how wicked and loathſome the workes thereof are 
in the ſight of God's majeſtic, how he neither regardeth the me- 


naces of the proud men and mighty ones, neither deſpiſeth tht 


humbleneſſe of the poore and lowly, which are in the fame world. 


Finally, I have ſeen there what death is, how neer hanging ov!

No, neither the ſprinkling of the blood, 
or the ſhedding thereof, nor the bloody axe itfelte, ſhall make 
me afraid; and now taking my leave to the ſame, I pray you all 
to pray for mee: come on, good fellow (quoth he) art thou he 
that muſt do the deed?

yet, for I have a few prayers to ſay, and that done, ftrike, on 
God's name, good leave have thou ; his prayers ended, and de- 
firing each man to pray for him, he layd downe his head againe, 
and ſo the executioner tooke it from him at one ſtroke.

(Y) was conſtituted ſuperviſor and 
warden of the foreſt of Guiſnes, during life; and the year follow- 
ing(c) had a grant of the office of bailiff, or ſteward, of the county 
of Guiſnes, during life. In 36 Henry VIII. he (d) was at the 
taking of Bullogne, had his arm broke when he was old, in a ren- 
counter with the French (e); and when their forces, under the 
conduct of the duke of Guiſe, firſt made themſelves maſters of 
the important fortreſs of Calais, at the latter end of the reign of 
Philip and Mary, and then, with their victorious army, fat down 
before Guiſnes, this brave man, (whoſe motto was, Vie pour mon 
prince) in the noble defence thereof loſt his life, at above ſeventy 
years of age; and that caſtle quickly follow'd the fate of Calais;

That Jernegan, was anciently a chriſtian name, as the former 
note obſerves, is very true, as numerous records prove: in 1195, 
there was a fine levied of lands in Edricheſton, in Warwickſhire, 
between Reginald de Claverdon, and Gernegan, his brother, and 


about this time, *twas a common name in France, as we find 
| from Lobmeau, in his hiſtory of Britain (c), where Jernegon de 
Pontchaſteau, and ſome others of the name, are mentioned, but 
none of theſe were of this family.

This Sir Hugh, was one of the knights of the ſhire for the 
county of Northampton, in 30 Edw.

I. one of the knights in parliament for 
Wilts, The ſame year he was in the Scotiſh wars ; as alſo, in 
4 Edw.

Thomas, his ſon, who was among the knights of the county of 
Northampton, that were returned into chancery, 17 Edw. III.

HE family of Hotham, is deſcended (as our genealogifs 
[ have made out) from Sir John de Trehouſe, lord of Ki. 
kenny, in Ireland, who ſerv'd under William the conqueror; 
and for his good ſervices at the battle of Haſtings, had a grant d 
the caſtle and manors of Colley-Weſton, in com. Northampton, 
and Hotham, in com. Ebor. 
The fourth, in a direct deſcent from this Sir John de Trehouſe, 
was, Peter de Trehouſe, who, from his reſidence at Hotham, 
aſſumed that ſurname, which his deſcendants ever after retained, 
He was living (as a deed ſhews) in 1188, 35 Henry II. and hs 
ſon, Sir John Hothum, (as the name was anciently wrote,) by 
a daughter of Baldwin, lord Wake, was grandfather to Sir Yetet 
de Hothum, and to John de Hothum, one of the moſt eminent 
men of the age he lived in, being in the greateſt favour witl 
King Edward II. and King Edward III. King Edw. II. made 
him, firft, his domeſtick chaplain, and after, employing him 1s 
ſeveral weighty affairs, conſtituted him biſhop of Elv, treaſure! 
of the exchequer, and lord-chancellor of England. And he ws 
alſo lored-chancellor of England, in the reign of King Edw. III. 
Bp Godwin, in his catalogue of biſhops, ſays thus of him; 
Within the compaſſe of the ſame yeere, a chaplain of tie 
© king's, named John Hotham, or Hothun, ſometimes chance! 
jour of the univerſity of Oxford, as alſo the chancellour of the 
© king's exchequer, was made biſhop of Ely, and the next yet, 


© viz, 1317, chancellour of England: a man wiſe and wn 
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but very unlearned. Hee continued in that office two yeeres, 


© and then giving it over, was made treaſurer. That place alſo 
© he reſigned within 2 twelve-moneth, and betooke himſelf alto- 
© oether to the government of his church, In his time, the 
« ſteeple, in a night, fell down upon the quier, making a moſt 
© horrible and feareful noyſe. This ſteeple, (now called tne lan- 
* terne,) was in his time re- edified, the charge whereof, and 
© other buildings about the church, within the ſpace of twenty 
© yeares, amounted unto the ſummeè of 60941. 188. 10d. ob. q. 
© Beſide which ſumme, this biſhop beſtowed 20341. 128. 8 ob. q. 
© in finiſhing of the preſbitery, begun heretofore by Hugh Nor- 
« wold, his predeceffor, as a writing yet to be ſeen upon the north 
« wall of the ſaid preſbytery, witneſſeth. So that upon the verie 
© fabricke and building of the church, he ſpent 44411. gs. 7d. 
© ob. farthing, Beſides which, this worthy benefactor gave unto 
* his covent, the mannour of Holbourne, with ſixe tenements be- 
* longing to the fame, and to his church, a chalice, and two 
* crewets of pure gold, very coſtly wrought, Hee fate almoſt 
twenty yeeres, and died at S»merſham, upon St, Paule's day, 


January 25, 1336, af the palſie, whereof he had lain ſicke two 


© yeeres, He lyeth entoombed in a monument of alabaſter, that 
was ſometimes a very ſtately and goodly building, but now 
ſhamefully defaced, as are alſo all other monuments of the 
church, It ſtandeth eaſt from the leſſe altar, in the middle, 
but to the weſt end of the preſbytery.' 

dir John Hothum, knight of the Bath, fon and heir of Sir Peter 
de Hothum, (elder brother of the biſhop) was, for his eminent 
ſervices, ſummon'd to parliament, as a baron of this realm, in 8 
Edw. II. as is evident from Sir William Dugdale's baronage, 
and other authorities (a); and, by Agnes, his wife, daughter and 
heir of Sir John Hafleton, of Haſleton, in com. Ebor. Knt. had 
Hue, Sir John Hothum, his ſon and heir, and Thomas Hothum, 
ſecond ſon, who, by the failure ot iſſue male of his brother, in- 
herited the manors of Scorburgh, Wyathorp, and other lands.

1 John, and his ſon, were diſcovered to hold correſpondence with 


the royal party. Upon what ground of diſcontent, or proffered 


* © hopes, they entertained thoughts of deſerting the parliament, 
in whoſe ſervice they had ſo far engaged, is hard to determine. 
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Some differences there had happened between Sir John, and 
© the lord Fairfax, to whom Sir John, was unwilling to ſubmit, 
© tho' he were the parliament's general in thoſe parts: and ſome 
© ſaid, that the parliament hearing of this conteſt, intended to 
« difplace Hotham, which he having diſcovered by intercepted 
© letters, began to have new _ I have been informed by 

a gentleman that wasSir John Hotham's ſecretary at that time, 
of another ground of diſſatisfaction between them, viz. that 
about three weeks before the fight at Edge-hill, Sir John Ho- 
tham, ſent 4 letter to the ſpeaker of the houſe of commons, an- 
other to the earl of Northumberland, and a third, to the earl 
of Holland, the ſubject matter of all three, being earneſt argu- 
ments to perſuade them to uſe their endeavours, and improve 
their intereſt to induce the parliament to an accomodation with 
the king, before matters came to extremity ; for if the ſword 
were once drawn, it would be with us as it was with the Ro- 
mans, in the time of Czfar and Pompey, when *twas faid, 
whoever had the better, the Roman liberty was ſure to have 
the worſt ; and that theſe letters begot an ill opinion of Sir 
John, amongſt ſome powerful members; and that there hav- 
ing been a treaty, and ſome letters paſſed between the earl of 
Newcaſtle, and Sir John: the earl, ſent to Ferdinando, lord 
Fairfax, to let him know, that if he would fend to him a per- 
ſon hecould confide in, he would advertiſe him of ſome things 
worth his notice; upon which, colonel John Allured, was ſent, 
to whom copies were given of ſome letters written by Sir John, 
which were communicated to thoſe that bore him ill-will in 
the houſe of commons; upon which, jealouſies were much in- 
creaſed againſt him, This is the account given by Sir John 

otham's ſecretary, who is yet living. But whatever might 
be the inducements, ſo it was, that about the middle of June, 
dir John Meldrum, ſeized captain John Hotham, (Sir John's 
ſon, ) in his bed, and ſent him priſoner to Nottingham-caſtle, 
from whence he found means to eſcape, and went to Lincoln; 
and ſent a letter thence, dated June the 24th, to the parlia- 
ment, complaining of his impriſonment ; and that he was ready 
to anſwer what ſhould be objected againſt him. But ſoon after 
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went to his father, to Hull, which giving the parliament {4 
occaſion ot jealouſy, order was given to Sir Matthew Boynton. 
to have an eye upon them, and to endeavour to preſer;s the 
town, if he perceived it in danger, and Sir Matthew, being $i 
John Hotham's brother-in-law, was the leſs miſtruſted h 
him. 
On Wedneſday, the 28th of June, a letter was ſent fron 
captain Moyer, (commander of the Hercules, a man of war thy 
lay in the road) to one Mr. Robert Ripley, in Hull, pravigs 
him to acquaint the mayor, that there was a dangerous plot c 
foot againſt that town, from the treachery of Sir John Ho. 
tham, the governor, which would, that night or the nent, h 
put in execution, if not prevented. Ripley, preſently 25. 
quainted the mayor, who communicated it, about ten o clock 
at night, to ſome aldermen, and to Sir Matthew Boynton, ant 
other gentlemen, but the latter would not be feen to act, an; 
therefore left it wholly to the townſmen, only gave them their 
advice and approbation, and did order that private notice ſhoul 
be given to ſuch as were moſt zealous for the parliament, fo that 
by three or four o' clock inthe morning, there were about 1500 
men in readineſs, expecting the word of command from the 
mayor; and then, every man armed, with his muſket charged, 
and match lighted, came forth, and drew up in ſeveral bodies 
ſeized firſt upon the commanders, and the main guard, next, 
upon all that had any relation to the governor, and particularly, 
on captain Hotham, then on the magazine, and all the oft. 
nance on the walls, and the guards at the gates, and the thre: 
block-houſes, and the caſtle, fo that the whole town, and al 
that belonged to it, was in leſs than about an hour's time, 5. 
cured, without one drop of blood, or ſo much as a muſket di 
charged. Sir John, having then notice of what was done, got 
out of his houſe, and meeting a man riding into the town, 
made him alight, and mounted his horſe, and fo paſſed thro 
Beverly-gate, the guard having yet no order to ſtop him, But 
his purſuers immediately coming thither, and ſeeing him gone, 
one from the walls ſhot a muſket, and a gunner diſcharg'd 3 
piece of ordnance at him. Fearing a purſuit, he quitted h. 
verley-road, and turned down to a ferry, intending to hatt 
got over into Holderneſs, but there miſſing of a boat, w# 
forced to ride on to Beverly, whither Sir Matthew Boynton: 
man, was now got before him, with a letter to his ſon, colone! 
Boynton, acquainting him with the plot, and order to appte. 
hend Sir John Hotham, if he came there, and alſo Sir Ewa 
Rodes, who had a company there, and was ſuſpected of a de. 
ſign to yield up that town too, but nothing proved againſt him. 


Sir John Hotham, ſoon after coming into DT. colonel 
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Boynton, took his horſe by the bridle, and told him, he was 
his priſoner : and preſently, Sir Edward Rodes, was ſeized, and 
both ſent to Hull, and put on board the ſhip, Hercules, which

c Sir John Hotham, was brought before' the court-martial, at 
£ Guildhall (a), Nov. 30, 1644, Sir William Waller, being pre- 
ſident; the ſubſtance of the charge againſt him was, That he 


had traiterouſly betrayed his truſt repoſed in him by the par- 


«© liament, and adhered to the enemy, which would be proved 
© by his words, his letters, and his actions, viz. his correſpondence

holding a correſpondencewith the queen, by ſeveral meſſengers; 
© his cauſing a demi-culverin tobe placed on the top of the caſtle, 
£ 20ain{t the town, and two pieces in the block-houſe, to give 
fire on the parliament ſhips; his ſending away captain Moyer, 
captain of the great ſhip call'd the Hercules; his quitting the 
* earriſon at Beverly, which was a great means to ſtraighten 
Hull, and laſtly, his endeavours to eſcape, as ſoon as he con- 
* ceived his deſign diſcovered ; for proof of all which, about 
thirty witneſles were produced and examined. 

Sir John, produced divers witneſſes on his behalf, whoſe 
teſtimonies chiefly tended to invalidate the credit, and take 
off the evidence, which had been depoſed againſt him. And 
the next dav, having defired that his ſons, Mr. Charles, 
and Mr, William Hotham, might be heard, the court (altho' 
not uſual) granted it; they ſpake largely for the moſt part to 
the ſame purpoſe, and on the Wedneſday, Sir John, concluded 
his whole deſenice ; but his allegations not being ſatisfactory to 
the court, they, on Saturday, December 7th, proceeded to ſen- 
tence, which was, that he ſnould ſuffer death, by having his 
head cut off, which was appointed to be done on Monday, 16th 
of December ; but on his lady's petition for time to ſettle his 
eſtate, deferred. 

His ſon, captain John Hotham, came to his trial before the 
ſame court, where he was charged, 1 hat he being a com- 
mander in the ſervice of the parli.ment, had betrayed the truſt 
in him repoſed, and perfidiouſly adhered to the enemy, and en-

towards the hill, attended by the licutenant, and the provot- 
martial, and the guard, and divers gentlemen and miniſters, : 
meſſenger came riding with a reprieve from the houſe of peer, 
directed to the lieutenant of the Tower and -provoſt-martil, 
requiring them to defer the execution until Saturday following, 
upon which he was carried back to the Tower. 
The houſe of commons having notice that the execution vn 
deferred, they not aſſenting, nor being privy to any reprie!, 
ſent an order to know the cauſe, why execution was not done 
upon Sir John Hotham ; who, the next day, January 1, 164, 
acquainting them with the ſaid reprievefrom the houſe of peer 
the commons, after ſome debate, paſſed an order, that no office! 
or miniſters of juſtice, ſhall hereafter ſtay the execution d 
juſtice, upon any particular order or reprieve, from either houk 
of parliament, without the concurrence of both houſes. An 
this order to be ſent to the commiſſioners for martial law, 
the lieutenant of the Tower, and the provoſt- martial.

They are deſcended from a RO of illuſtrious anceſtors, 
in the male line, who have flouriſhed in Normandy, from the 
time of its firſt erection into a ſovereign dukedom, to the conqueſt 
of England, having been ranked always with the foremoſt there 
either for nobleneſs of blood, or power ; being deſcended from an 
uncle of (a) Rollo, firſt duke thereof; and having had the govern- 
ment of many caſtles and ſtrong holds, and likewiſe the poſſeſſion 
of that high office of honour and power, of le Grovenour, in thoſe 
dominions, from which office, it is certain they took their ſur- 
name. | 

The anceſtor of this family, accompanied his couſin, Rollo, 
with his Danes, or Normans, into England, anno Chriſti 876, in 
the reign of King Alfred the Great, where having wintered, (and 
after ſome attempts,) deſpairing of procuring a ſettlement, re- 
ſolved to go in queſt of one in France, which they invaded, and (in 
the reign of King Edward, the elder, in England,) Rollo, the fa- 
mous chief of the Normans, in France, had gotten ſuch firm foot- 
ing in Neuſtria, that it was not in the power of the French to 
drive him out; Charles the Simple, then King of France, was 
forced, in order to free hiniſelf from the continual fears of fo 
troubleſome a neighbour, to give him a grant of that part of 
Neuſtria, he was poſſeſſed of, lying between the Seine, and the 
Epte, with the title of duke of Normandy. The conditions were, 
that Rollo, ſhould do homage to the crown of France, be baptized, 
and marry, Giſelle, the King's daughter; all which he performed, 
and afterwards liberally rewarded his kinſmen, his companions, 
and the reſt of his fellow adventurers. 5 

In the year rob6, William, the baſtard, ſeventh duke of Nor- 
mandy, from Rollo, landed at Pevenſey, in Suſſex, and, after 

having 
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having vanquiſhed King Harold, at the battle of Haſtings, to- 
wards the Chriſtmas following, was elected and crowned King of 
England. Amongſt thoſe that accompanied him in this expe- 
dition, were, Robert, earl of Mortaigne, and Odo, biſhop of Ba- 
jeux, the duke's uterine brothers ; and Hugh Lupus, ear] of Au- 
ranches, their nephew; and Gilbert le Groſvenor (a), his nephew, 
as is evident from a record now in the Tower of London, of a 
famous ſuit had before the high-conſtable, and high-marſhal of 
England, and others, commiſſioned for that purpoſe, which lafte 
three years, and ended the 12th of Rich. II. between Sir Richard 
le Scroope, late lord high-chancellor of England, and Sir Robert 
le Groſvenor, about their coat of arms, viz. Azure, one Bend, 
Or; wherein, by the teſtimony of old chronicles, old deeds, and 
other ancient records of monaſteries, &c. then produced, and by 
the teſtimony of the following nobility, and gentlemen, the 
bearing arms, viz. John, duke of Lancaſter, King of Caſtile and 
Leon, the earl of Derby, earl of Arundel, lord D'Arcy, lorl 
Grey, of Ruthyn, the earl of Northumberland, the duke of War. 
wick, lord Poynings, Stephen, abbot of Vale-Royal, of the Ce. 
tertian order, Sir Owen de Glendore, Sir _ le Maſſy, de 
Podington, knight-banneret, Sir Laurence de Dutton, knight 
banneret, Sir Hu h de Browe, knight-banneret, Richard de Mon. 
legh, Robert de Puſeldon, Morgan de Longe, John de Hanmere, 
— Decka, Tudor de Glendore, Howell de Eton, James de 

ton, Thomas Sampeer, Sir William de Brereton, knight-ban-

the conqueſt, nephew to William, the conqueror, of England, 
came into England, with the ſaid William, and with the ſaid carl 
Hugh, came, one Gilbert le Groſvenor, nephew of the ſaid earl 
Hugh, armed with the arms aforeſaid, viz. Azure, one Bend, D'Or, 
and that he bore the ſame to his death ; from which Gilbert, de- 
ſcended Robert, his ſon and heir, and he uſed the fame arms all 
his time; and from the ſaid Robert, came one Henry; and from 
Henry, came Raufe ; and from Raufe, came Robert ; and from 
the ſaid Robert, came another Robert; and from that Robert, 
came Raufe; and from that ſame Raufe, came Sir Robert le 
Groſvenor, who is now the defendant of theſe arms, which 
arms, all and every of them, ſucceſſively, and by right of male 
deſcent, have born, and the ſame uſed peaceably and quietly, 
without the claim or challenge of any one whatſoever, down to 
this preſent conteſt, occaſioned by Sir Richard le Scroope, being 
armed with theſe arms, as well as Sir Robert le Groſvenor, in the 
late expedition of Monſieur, the King, into Scotland; and except 
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that Sir John Danyell, knight-banneret, in behalf of the ſaid Sir 
Robert le Groſvenor, (being his ſon-in-law, and an infant, ) chal: 
lenged in France, an eſquire of Cornwall, one Carminaw, b 
name, upon ſeeing him armed with the ſaid arms, and that the 
ſaid Sir John Danyell, did maintain the ſaid armes in battaile a. 
gainſt him; and further they depoſed, that they had heard from 
perſons of rank, and ancient people whom they could believe and 
credit, that all and every of the aforeſaid anceſtors of the faid Sir 
Robert le Groſvenor, had always borne and uſed the ſaid arms, 
and that this was the common and received opinion of the matter, 
throughout the county of Cheſter, and in other parts and counties 
adjacent ; and they or ſome of them, further depoſe, that he the 
ſaid Sir Rohert le Groſvenor, armed with theſe arms, accompa- 
nied, and veas harbenger to Sir James D* Audley, then lieutenant 
to the lord Edward, prince of Wales, commonly called, Edward, 
the Black Prince, for ſeventeen years laſt paſt, and was in Berry, 
and Algayne, del Tour de Broſe, & a Iſſndon & ala ſiege de Roch. 
ſirion, en Peyto, en Gyan, & a Viers en Nermandè, & en Battai 
de Poiftiers, (where the ſaid Sir James D' Audley, gained the 
greateſt honour for his extraordinary valour, and bounty, and ge- 
neroſity to his eſquires and followers,) and that the ſaid Sir Ro- 
bert le Groſvenor, being armed, as aforeſaid, was at the victory of 
Najara, in Spain, 1307, and with the ſaid lord Edward, the 
prince, in his laſt action, at Limages, 1370, and that Raufe le 
Groſvenor, an anceſtor of the ſaid Sir Robert, was at Lincoln, 
with his couſin Ranulph, earl of Chefter, and armed as aforeſaid, 
1141, when K ing Stephen, was taken priſoner ; and again, 114, 
with his faid couſin, the earl of Cheſter, when he was purſued, and 
himſelf taken priſoner. | 

In the year 1070, King William I. gave the town and county 
of Cheſter, to Hugh Lupus, together with the earldom thereol, 
&c. and to Odo, biſhop of Bajeux, his half-brother, he gave the 
carldom of Kent, and made him juſticiary of England, and (after 
the death of Fitz-Oftom,) vice-roy of the whole kingdom; ani 
to Robert, carl of Mortaigne, his other half-brother, he gave the 
earldom of Cornwall ; and Hugh Lupus, earl of Cheſter, after the 
battle of Nampwich, parted the lordſhip of Loftock, and gave the 
one moiety, which was called Nether- Loſtock, to Sir Hugh Row- 
champ, progenitor of John de Holford, (who was an evidence in 
this cauſe, and at the time cf giving his evidence, was of the age 
of forty- ſour years,) and the other moiety, called Over-Loſtock, 
he gave to Robert, ſon of Gilbert le Groſvenor, and is the inhe- 
ritance of the defendant, by lineal male ſucceſſion. 
And Robert, another anceſtor of the ſaid Sir Robert, was armed 
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before Vannes, in Brittaigne ; and likewiſe two years after, at 
the paſſage over the Somme, and the battle of Creſſy, and at the 
ſiege of Calais; and that Robert, an anceſtor of the ſaid Sir Ro- 
bert, was armed as aforeſaid, with King Richard I. 1190, at Meſ- 
ſina, in Sicily; and 1191, at the conquering of Cyprus, and at 
the taking the city of Acon, or Ptolemais, defended by the power 
of Saladin, and at the relief of Joppa, where Saladin, was repulſed. 
And Robert, another anceſtor of the ſaid Sir Robert, was in Scot- 
land, with King Edward II. in his wars. And many of them 
likewiſe depoſed, that they had ſeen the ſaid arms painted in glaſs

ley ; and likewiſe had ſeen ſeveral charters, records, and other 
deeds, belonging to the faid Sir Robert, and his anceſtors, ſealed 
with ſeals engraved with the ſaid arms, and which were with the 
regiſter, to be by him properly exhibited before the lord the con- 
ſtable, and the lord the marſhal of England; and the ſaid Howel 
de Eton, James de Eton, Sir William de Brereton, knight-ban- 
neret, Thomas de Davenport, John de Leyceſtre, Rauſe de Ley- 
ceſtre, Sir Richard de Bold, knight-banneret, Randulph de Man- 
waring, John Manwaring, Raufe de Stanlegh, Thomas de Stan- 
legh, Robert de Downes, John de Davenport, de Bromhall, 
Robert de Hyde, Thomas le Vernon, John de Eton, Robert de 
Haſlall, John de Frodſham, and Hugh de Coton, do further de- 
poſe, that they be couſins to the faid Sir Robert le Grovenor, 
defendant. | 
It appears by the ſaid trial, that Sir Richard le Scroope, 1346, 
in his expedition againſt the Scots, challenged an eſquire of Corn- 
wall, of the name of Carminaw, and upon examination before the 
knights, and eſquires, there preſent, it was alledged, that Sir 
Richard le Scroope, and his anceſtors had born the ſaid arms ever 
ſince the conqueſt of England; and on the part of Carminaw, it 
was alledged, that he and his anceſtors had borne the ſaid armes, 
ever ſince the time of King Arthur; wherefore they adjudged 
them both to continue the bearing the ſaid arms And the ſen- 
tence of the court, in the cauſe of le Scroope, and le Groſvenor, 
Was, that the ſaid le Scroope, ſhould bear the ſaid arms of Azure, 
en Bend d'Or, as before, and that le Groſvenor, ſhould bear the 
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faid arms, but with a Bordure d'Argent ; from which ſentence he 
appealed to the King himſelf ; before whom, by his commiſic- 
ners, the whole pleadings were review'd, and the affair was com- 
promiſed thus ; that Sir Richatd le Scroope, ſhould continue the 
uſage of the faid arms, and that Sir Robert le Groſvenor, ſhould 
either uſe the ſaid arms with a Bordure, as in the ſentence, or 
elſe might bear inſtead of the Bend, Or, a Garb, Or ; from the 
arms of the ancient earls of Cheſter, his conſanguinity to them 
having been ſo fully proved in the ſaid trial; whereupon, Sir Ro- 
bert, ever after, gave for his arms, Azure, Garb, d'Or, 

Hugh Lupus, earl of Cheſter, 6 Will. Rufus, when he grey 
into years, diſpoſed himſelf to ſeveral works of piety, (as his mu- 
nificence to the monaſtery of Bee, and the foundation of St. Seve. 
Tus, both in Normandy, do well witneſs ;) and in 1093, he began 
the foundation of a new one, for monks of St. Bennet's order, in 
Cheſter, and endowed very largely, and plentifully, as may he 
ſeen in the original charter, penes decan. & capit. Cęſtriæ, to which, 
Ranulph, and Ernoiſe, two of the family of the Grofvenors, ate 
witneſſes, 

And by this charter, he gave liberty to each of his principal 
barons, to give C'. per ann. land thereto, and to all others, # 
much as they were able to beſtow, &c. 

Amongſt his barons, and great men, which were the next bene- 
factors thereto, we meet with ſeveral of this family who gave land; 
in Loſtock, in Cotintune, in Lay, in Bradford, in Nampwich, in 
Brocktune, as appears by earl Richard's confirmation, dated at 
Gralam, 1119, 19 Hen. I. they likewiſe were benefactors to 
their uncle's foundations of Bee, and St. Severus, in Normandy. 

In doomſday-book, begun and finiſhed between the 14 and 1; 
years of Will. I. we find the earl of Cheſter, had, inter alia, La), 
Codynton, prope Farndon, and Little-Budworth, which he after- 
wards beſtowed upon this family; and that Giſlebertus Venator,

Y the ſimilitude of the name, it has been preſumed that this 
D family is branch'd from the Gaugi's (a), that were barons 
in parliament, ſo carly as the reign of King Henry II. but how 
that appears is not evident. 

The direct anceſtor to the preſent Sir William Gage, is John 
Gage, Eſq; mentioned in deeds, 9 Hen. IV. father to another 
John, who married Joan, daughter and coheir of John Sudgrove, 
of Sudgrove, in Glouceſterſhire, about 4 Henry V. in which 
year (+), the ſaid John Sudgrove, gives to John Gage, Eſq; and 


Joan, his wife, as alſo to John Eovey, and Alice, his wife, (the 


other daughter and coheir of the ſaid John Sudgrove,) all his 
lands and tenements, in Mufarder, and Sudgrove, in the faid pa- 
riſh, in com. Glouceſt. which Joan, ſurviving her huſband, did, 
with John Gage, her ſon, in 16 Henry VI. (c) ſettle lands and 
tenements, in Cirenceſter, Nether Sidington, Miffarder, and 
Brimsfield, in com. Glouceſt. on William, lord Lovell, Sir Wil- 
liam Treſham, and others. X 
The ſaid John Gage, in 32 Hen. VI. purchaſed the lands that 
were John Bovey's, in Cirenceſter, Miſarder, Sidington, and Brimſ- 
held, and made a further addition to his eftate, by his marriage, 
with Eleanor, daughter and heir of Thomas St. Clere, Eſq; lord 
of the manors of Aſton, Clinton, in com. Bucks, and of Oſpring, 
in Kent. ſon of Sic Philip St. Clere, of Aldh:mSt. Clere, in the laſt 
mentioned county, and of Margarct, his wife, widow of Richard 
Chamberlayn, of Sherburn, in com. Oxon. Eſq; and daughter 
to dir Nicholas de Lovayn, Kat. lord of the manor of Burſtow, 
or Briſtow, and Hedgecourt, in com. Surr. in 44 Edw. III. (4) and 
ſiſter and heir of Nicholas Lovayn, lord of Penſhurſt, in Kent. 
Tais John Gage, received the honour of knighthood, and de- 
parted this life on the th of Septeiuber, in 26 Edw. IV. leaving 
two ſons, William, and Jonn Gage, anceſtor to the Gages, of 
Ruſhton, in Northamptonſhire, 
Phe faid William Gage, who was thirty years old at his fa- 
ther's deceaſe, took to wife, Agnes, daughter to Thomas Bolney, 
K 4 Eſq;

VII. and the 
probat thereof, the 24th of October following (a), wherein he 
orders his body to be buried in the church of the Grey Fryers, ir 
London, next unto the ſepulcher of William Chamberlayn, Eq 
and bequeaths to the ſaid church, for his ſepulture there to be had, 
and to the intent that the brethren thereof fetch his body to th: 
earth, and ſing a trental for his ſoul, xls. 

He moreover bequeaths to the church of Briſtow, in dum, 
© for his tythes, forgotten, or negligently witholden, in diſcharg: 
© of his foul xxs. to the church of St. Ellyn's, in London,

* to be parted among them; as alſo the like legacies to dir John

He was likewiſe bountiful to his ſervants, and a loving huſband 
to his wife, for, He bequeaths her all his goods, &c. after hi 
< debts are paid, and coſts of burial diſcharged, and that ih: 
© ſhould, during her life, enjoy the manors of Heyton, Sinclere 
© and Torryng, with the appurtenances, in Suſſex, as allo tl 
© maners of Briſtow, and Hedge-court, in the county of dum; 
© and have the cuſtody and rule of John Gage, his ſon and her, 
© during his nonage, on which account, ſhe ſhould receive th 
profits and rever zes oral! his other manors, lands, and tene. 
© ments, in the counties of Surry, Bucks, and Kent, {he fn6 
ing the ſaid Join, honeſtly, and competently, with mea, 
* erink, and ray:ent,? 

Which John Gage, diſtinguiſicd himſelf in a very extract 
nary manner, both in « military, and civil capacity, and becan 
one of the moſt fainous men in the age he lived, whoſe great {er 
vices are thus ſet forth, in an ancient manuſcript, wrote by | 
third ſon, Robert Gage, of Haling, in Surry, viz. 

« Sir Jol Gage, Knt. was, after his father's death, in ward 
W. Stafford, duke of Buckingham, and after his marriage 
my mother, daughter of Sir Richard Guldeford, was preterte 
by the ſaid duke, to King Henry VIIIth's ſervice, aud diſtin 
gviſbing himſelf at the c of Teroven (, was there pon mar 
captain of the caſtle of Calais, (uſually called Gr ſnes,) thorts 
after was ſent for home, and knighted, and made of dpf, 
council, vice-chambcrlain, and captain ect the guzrds; bes 
years after, for ſervice done on the borders of Scorizng, 'at þi 
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. At the winning of Bullogne, (36 Hen. VIII.) he was in joint 


commiſſion with Charles, duke of Suffolk, lord- lieutenant of 
his majeſty's camp, and for ſundry ſervices there, with Sir An- 
thony Browne, Knt. maſter of the horſe, was made general 
captain of the bands of horſemen. After the death of our ſove- 
reign lord, King Edw. VI. at the coming of Queen Mary, was 
made her lord-chamberlain, Thus having ſerved in all theſe 
roomes and offices, truely, faithfully, and painfully, from the 
firſt year of the reign of our ſovereign lord, Hen. VIII. of fa- 
mous memory, unto the fifth year of Queen Mary, untouch'd 
with any reproach or unfaithful ſervice, at this time being 
ſeventy- ſeven years of age, he ended his life, in favour with his 
prince, at his own houſe at Firle, in Suſſex,” 

What I find of him farther is this, that (a) whilſt he was cap- 
tain of Guiſnes, he performed many valiant acts in ſkirmiſhes, 
&c, and in 21 Hen. VIII. he had for his ſervices, a grant of the 
wardſhip (b) and marriage of William Baynam, fon and heir of

John Baynam, of Clowerwall, in Glouceſterſhire, Eſq; and the 


next year, being vice-chamberlain of the houſhold, he had a 
grant (c), to him, his heirs, and aſſigns, of the manors of Bore- 
ham, Rokeland, Felton, Heldynglee, Friſton, and Exſett, in com, 
Suffex ; alſo the manor (4) of Stewton, with the appurtenances, 
in com, Linc. in which year he was one of the knights (e) de- 
puted by the parliament, who, with the two archbiſhops, and the 
principal nobility and clergy of the realm, ſigned that memorable 
letter to Pope Clement VII. defiring his holineſs to comply with 
the king in his divorce, threatning, that if he refuſed, (conſidering 
the two univerſities of England, the univerſity of Paris, as well as 
many others in France, and what almoſt all men of learning, knows- 
ledge, and integrity, both at home and abroad, have determined to be 
true, and are ready to defend in their diſcourſes and writings, ) they 
can make no other conſtruction of it, but that the care of them- 
ſelves is committed to their own hands, and that they are left to 
ſeel their remedy elſewhere. In 29 Henry VIII. he was ſum- 
moned, among thoſe of the court, to be preſent at the chriſtning 


of Prince Edward (V, at Hampton-court. In 31 Hen. VIII. he

had, for his good ſervices (g), a grant of the manor of Acliſton, 


in Suſſex, and the following year, being comptroller of the houſe- 
hold, was alſo (/) conſtituted conſtable of the tower of London, 
with a fee of 1001. per ann, during his life, likewiſe 22d of May, 
inſtalled one of the knights companions of the moſt noble order 


of the garter; in which year he was alſo appointed, chief ſteward

nors, lands, &c. of the ſaid archbiſhop, during the minority gf 
Henry, lord Bergaveny. In (4) 34 Henry VIII. he was a prin- 
cipal commander in the expedition made into Scotland; and the 
monaſtery of Combewell, alias Comwell, with the pofleſſion; 
thereunto belonging, in com. Kanc. (b) was granted him for hi 
ſervices ; and in the following year, the king auitiorizes Sir John 
Gage, comptroller of his houſhold, to keep and retain in his ſer. 
vice, from time to time, forty perſons, over and above his uſual 
attendance (c). He was then employ'd as one of the ambaſſador, 
for concluding a peace with Scotland (4), which was brought to 
an end, the firſt day of October, at Newcaſtle ; thereupon, he 
was ſoon after in two commiſſions with the lord Audley, lord- 
chancellor, "Thomas, duke of Norfolk, lord-treaſurer, Stephen, 
biſhop of Wincheſter, Thomas, biſhop of Weſtminſter, and Wi 
tiam, lord St. John, the one for redeeming and ranſoming prib- 
ners, between England, and Scotland, the other for concluding (e 
a treaty of marriage between his ſon, Prince Edward, and Mary, 
the Scotch queen, | 

He was much in favour with King Henry VIII. who ſhewel 
his eſteem of him, in cauſing his picture to be drawn, (among 
ether his warriors and favourites) by the famous Hans Holben, to 
acorn his court-gallery, which yet remains in the poſſeſſion of 
the crown. His majeſty alſo leſt him a legacy of 2001. in his laf 
teſtament, and therein appointed him %, with the earls of A. 
rundel, Eſſex, &c. to be of council, and aiding and aſſiſting to 
his executors, and his ſon, Prince Edward, for the good eſtate and 
proſperity of the realm. 

In the reign of King Edward VI. his ſtyle among the knigls 
of the garter (g) is, Du tres valiant Chr. MHonſ. Fohn Gage, er 
neſtable de la toture de Londres, & Chr. de Pordre de la jarritiere ; 
and in 1 and 2 Philip and Mary, thus, Du tres valiant Mil. 
Tum Gage, Chr. du tres noble ordre de la jarritiere, chamblayn 
de la maiſen de la royne nre ſoveraigne & cone/table de la tours a 
Londres. 

He was lord-chamberlain of the houſhold, and conſtable” 0 
the tower of London, at the time of his deceaſe, and tho? in a ver) 
advanc'd age, he retained a ſound jndgment to the laſt, as his te- 
ſtament ſhews, which bears date (%) 20th of Feb. 1555, ans the

© He moreover wills, that the parſon of the pariſh-church of

* name, in their pariſh-church, at high maſs-time, every Sunday,

* He bequeaths many legacies to his ſervants, and appoints 


Edward age, his ſon and heir, and John Carrell, Eſq; execu- 


* tors, giving to the former, all his plate, jewels, ready money, 
goods, &c.“ in full truſt and confidence that he maintain, and 
leave the ſame to John Gage, his ſon and heir apparent, or if he 
die before him, to ſuch his heir male as ſhall enjoy his manſion- 
aouſe, at Firle, that he may thereby be able, with the ſaid ſtock, 
furniture of his houſe, and revenue of his lands, to maintain and 
keep hoſpitality, without which ſtock and ſtore of houſhold-ſtuff, 
(a ſchedule whereof is annexed,) he fears they will be greatly hin- 
dered in their living, and not able to furniſh his houſe without 
danger of decay, the which he charges his ſaid ſon, Edward Gage, 
Aways to provide for and foreſee, as his truſt and hope has always 
been in him, 
„This Sir John Gage, was buried (according to his deſire,) at 
Veſt-Firle, the 28th of April, 1556, and by the order of his ſaid 


bon, Edward, a goodly tomb of jaſper-ſtone and marble, is erected 
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to his memory, and thereon the effigies, in full proportion, of x 
knight of the garter, in armour, in his collar of SS and George, 
as alſo, his lady, in the dreſs of the times, both lying on their 
backs, with their hands elevated ; at his feet, a ram, at her's, 
the creſt of her family, and underneath, the 25th verſe of the Igth 
chapter of Job, and againſt them, on a braſs plate in the wall 
(under the arms, in a garter) is this inſcription, in Roman d. 
itals:

This Sir John Gage, had by his ſaid wife, Phillippa, (daughter 
to Sir Richard Guldeford, one of the knights of the garter) fou 
fons, Edward, James, Robert, and William, as alſo four 4:ugh. 
ters, Alice, married to Sir Anthony Brown, knight of the carte, 
Anne, to John Thatcher, the elder, of Preiſthawa, in corn, Sul 
Eſq; , wife of Jennings, and ——, wedded to Willian 
Baynam, of Clowerwall, in com. Glouceſt. Eſqrs. Of Edwar 
Gage, his eldeſt fon, I ſhall treat hereafter : James Gage, ſeconi 
ſon, was ſeated at Bentley, in Suſſex, whoſe deſcendants fAlouriſh'i 
likewiſe at Wormſley, in com. Heref, but the male iſſue of thi 
line extinguiſt'd in the perſon of Henry Gage, Eſq; who die! 
A. D. 1718. Robert Gage, third ſon, was ſcated at Haling, in 
com. Surry, and left two ſons, Robert, that died in the reign d 

ueen Elizabeth, for the cauſe of Mary, queen of Scots, and 
John Gage, of Haling, Eſq; father, among others, to the famous 
colonel, SirHenry Gage, Knt. who, during the rebellion in the 
reign of King Charles I. was governor of Oxford, and twice 
relieved Baſinghouſe, fighting his way through the enemy, with 
notable advantage, but in the end, was unfortunately killed, at 
Cullum-bridge,A.D. 1644, aged forty-ſevenyears, being ſhot thro 
the heart with a muſquet-ball ; lord Clarendon, gives this cha- 
racter of him (a), He was, in truth, a very extraordinary man, 
of a large and very graceful perſon, of an honourable extraction, 
© his grandfather, {great grandfather, it ſhould be,) having been 
© knight of the garter: beſides his great experience and abilities 
* as a ſoldier, which were very eminent, he had very great parts 
of breeding, being a very good ſcholar in the polite parts 0! 
« learning, a great maſter in the Spaniſh and Italian tongues 
© befides the French and the Dutch, which he ſpoke in gte 
perfection, having ſcarce been in England, in twenty pn 

6 fore; 
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fore. He was likewiſe very converſant in courts, having for 
| « many years, been much efteem'd in that of the arch-duke, and 


« dutcheſs, Albert, and Iſabella, at Bruſſels; which was a great 
© and very regular court at that time; fo that he deſerved to be 
© looked upon as a wiſe and accompliſh'd perſon. Of this gentle- 
© man, the lords of the council had a ſingular eſteem, and con- 
© ſulted frequently with him, whilſt they look'd to be beſieg'd, 
© and thought Oxford to be the more ſecure, for his being in it. 
© The king ſuftain'd a wonderful loſs in his death, he being a 
man of great wiſdom and temper, and one among the very few 
© ſoldiers, who made himſelf to be univerſally lov'd and eſteem'd.” 
He was buried in Chriſt-church cathedral, in Oxford, being at- 
tended to the grave by (a) Prince Rupert, the duke of Richmond, 
the lord-treaſurer, the lord-chamberlain, ſecretaries, comptroler, 
the lords of the privy-council, and moſt of the nobility and gentry 
in Oxford, and moſt of the great commanders, with the vice- 
chancellor, and mayor of Oxford, with their ſeveral trains, the 
heralds at arms, &c. having this inſcription over him (6) :

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Sir Arthur Haſelrige, Bart, who repreſented the county of 
Leiceſter, in parliament, 1640, and thinking, the earl of Strafford, 
was ſuffer' d to carry matters too far, and that the conſtitution 
was in danger; out of a regard for the liberties of the ſubject, he 
oppoſed the meaſures of the court, and preferred to the houſe of 
commons (a), a bill for the attainder of the earl of Strafford, of 
high treaſon ; but growing obnoxious to the court, he was one of 
the ſix members (b) that had articles of high treaſon exhibited a- 
gainſt him, by Herbert, the attorney-general ; he afterwards joined

county, and flouriſhed for ſeveral generations, at Broad- 
Clift, in com. Devon. and were frequently ſheriffs, in the reigns 
of King Richard II. Henry VI. and Henry VII, and match'd 
into ſeveral noble houſes, as, Beauchamp, Pomeroy, Beaumont, 
Champernon, Nonant, Paulet, Sturton, &c. 

Aſhton, anciently called Aſſeriſton, and Aſheriſton, came, with 
other lands, to them, very early (a), by the marriage of John 
Chudleigh, fon of John Chudleigh, of Chudleigh, with Thoma- 
ſine, daughter of Richard, fon of Sir Richard Prous, Knt, unto 
whom the ſaid Richard Prous, made this conveyance, as by the 
deed appeareth, a brief whereof followeth (): Sciant, Ac. quid 
nos Richardus Prous, & Margarita, uxor mea, conceſſimus, dedimus, 
Sc. Johann Chuddelegh, & heredibus ſuis, omnia, terras, & tene- 
menta noſtra, in Aferiſton,  Shaplegh- Hilion, c. teſtibus, damit 
Nich. Kirkham, 2 de Ferrariis, Rogero de Nonant, militibus; 
IVilielmo de Hiſacre, Johanne Tremenet, & aliis, dat. apud Gidlegb, 
A. 13 Ed. filii Ed. 1320. 

By which it appeareth, that the ſeat and manor of Aſhton, 
hath been in the family, upwards of four hundred years. 

The deſcendant of this John, was, Sir James Chudleigh, Knt, 
who married Jane, daughter and heir of Sir John De, Ent. and 
had iſſue, James Chudleigh, of Aſhton, Efq; his fon and heir,who 
married Margaret, daughter of William, lord Sturton, of which 
match, this is remarkable on record (c), That, by covenant of 
marriage, James Chudlegh, ſhall marry Margaret, daughter to 
William, lord Sturton, who giveth him an hundred marks, 
© anno 15 Edw. IV. 1476, which ſhews how valuable money 
was at that time, when a lord's daughter had no larger fortune, 
\William, his fon and heir, married Joan, daughter of Sir Wil- 
liam Hody, of Dorſetſhire, Knt. and had iſſue, Sir Richard Chud- 
leigh, Knt. who married Mary, daughter of Sir Nicholas Wad- 
ham, of Merif-ld, in com. Som. Kit. This Sir Richard, is the 
gentleman, whoſe caſe is ſo well known among the lawyers, and 
is reported by my lord Coke, by the name of The caſe of per fe- 
tuitics, Or, Chudleigh's caſe.

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Chriſtopher Chudleigh, Eſq; eldeft ſon and heir, married Chri- 
ſtiana, daughter of William Stretchley, of Stretchley, in com. 
Devon, Eſq; by which match (4), a very conſiderable inheri- 
tance came into this family. He left iſſue, John Chudleigh, of 
Aſhton, Eſq; (5) © who was of a right martial, bold, and adven- 
« turous ſpirit ; for, living in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, the 
famous actions of Drake, Cavendiſh, &c. fo employed his 
© thoughts, that he had a noble emulation in him, to equal, if 
© not excel the braveſt heroes, and their nobleſt exploits, not at 
land, where is the leaſt danger, but at ſea.” But he did not 
live to accompliſh his generous deſigns, dying young, in the 
Streights of Magellan, leaving iſſue, by Elizabeth, daughter of 
George Speke, of White-Lackington, in com. Somerſet, Eſq; 
two very eminent men, Sir George Chudleigh, Bart. and Sic 
John, who was knighted for his worth (c), by King Charles I. 

Sep. 22, 1625, alſoa daughter, Alice, married to (4) Sir William 
| Langham, of Cotteſbbrooke, in com. Northton, Kant, 

George, the eldeſt ſon, was left a minor, of three or four years 
of age; but by his careful and prudent truſtees, and his own vir- 
tuous diſpoſition, had his pm well educated, and his perſon ex- 
cellently adorned, with all the accompliſhments requiſite to a fine 
gentleman : ſo that, having been abroad for the moſt exquiſite 
breeding, that age could yield, he retired home, well improved, and 
fixed his habitation at his ſeat at Aſhton; and was advanced to 
the dignity of a baronet, by King James I. Here, his demeanour 
was ſo courteous and obliging, and withal, ſo diſcreet and pru- 
dent, that he lived in great eſteem and reputation among his 
neighbours, and was looked upon as an ornament unto his coun- 
try: of whom, a judicious author (e), that knew him well, gave 
this teſtimony, when he muſt be in his younger years: That he 
was a grave, underſtanding, and hopeful gentleman. 

How well he deſerved this good character, not only this coun- 
try, but the kingdom, came afterward to underſtand: For be- 
© ing choſen a burgeſs, (though I do not find of what place) to 
ſerve in that parliament, which began at Weſtminſter, anno 
1640, he had occaſion ſoon offered, for the trial both of his 
parts and principles : at firſt, indeed, it muſt be granted, that 
from a miſinformed zeal, he was led aſide, and became very 
active in the weſt, for the parliament, againſt the king. But 
both he, and his ſon, afterward (men of great reputation in 
their country (/)) redeemed their former miſcarriages, by very 
eminent ſervices to his majeſty, King Charles I. both in council 
and in arms: for, ſoon returning to his loyalty and duty, he 
publiſhed his declaration, in the year of our lord 1643, wherein

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© he ſhewed his reaſons for ſo doing ; which are fo very ſolid and 
© convincing, that, as they proved a out ſatisfaction to all un- 
_ © biafſed men, in thoſe times, ſo I ſhall here inſert them, to the 
© honour of his memory in ſucceeding ages. 

© Petitions of right, ſaith he, are commendable, and remon- 
© ſtrances may be lawful; but arms, though defenſive, are ever 
* doubtful, My lot fell, to be caſt on the parliament's fide, by 
* a ſtrong opinion of the goodneſs of their cauſe, which, to my 
judgment then, appeared to be ſo ; religion, and the ſubjed; 
liberty, ſeemed to me to be in danger: but the deſtruction of 
© a kingdom, cannot be the way to fave it; nor can the loſs of 
< chriſtian ſubjects, nor the ſubjects loſs of their eſtates, by plun- 
der and aſſeſſments, conſiſt with piety, nor yet with property, 
© As for religion, his majeſty, whom God long preſerve, hath 
given us unqueſtionable ſecurity ; I have caſt my ſelf at my 
© ſovereign's feet, and implored his gracious pardon ; I will con- 
© tend no more in words or deeds, And this my reſolution, with 
© the indiſputable grounds thereof, I thought good to declare to 
my friends and country-men, that they may underſtand my 
© ſitting, (he means at Oxford) to proceed from no compulſion, 
© After this, according to his loyal and judicious declaration, he 
always adhered to the royal cauſe ; and by the influence of his 
reaſons, and his example, both, he brought over others to do 
the ſame. He did what he could to ſtem the tide of rebellion 
and diſloyalty, which at that time, like a mighty torrent, over- 
* flowed the nation.” 

Sir George, married Mary, daughter of Sir William Stroud, of 
Newnham, in —ů ba by whom he had ſeveral ſons,who 
all died unmarried, except Sir George, his ſucceſſor, and Thomas, 
who, by , daughter of Vaughan, Eſq; leftiſſue, Thomas 
Chudleigh, Eſq; envoy to Holland, temp. Car. II. who married E- 
lizabeth, daughter of Cole, of Oxfordſhire, Eſq; Sir George, 
had alſo ſeveral daughters, of which, one married Rolle, 
of Devonſhire ; another, to Aſhford, of Aſhford, in com, 
Devon ; another, married, firſt, to Clifford, of Ugbroke, in 
com. Devon, and afterwards, to Cole, of Oxfordſhire, Eſqrs. 
But as colonel James Chudleigh, one of his ſons, was ſo conſide- 
rable a man, we ſhall here give lord Clarendon's account of him, 

After the defeat of the rebels, at the battle of Stratton, * the 
earl of Stamford (a), to make his on conduct and misfortunethe 
© leſs cenſur'd, induſtriouſly ſpread abroad in all places, and con- 
© fidently ſent the ſame intormation to the parliament, That be 
© had been betray'd by James Chudleigh; and that, in the heat 
© of the battle, when the hope of the day ſtood fair, he had v0- 


© luntarily, with a party, run over to the enemy, and _

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diately charg'd the parliament forces; which begot in all men 
a general apprehenſion of treachery, the ſoldiers fearing their 
officers, and the officers their ſoldiers revolt; and thereupon 
the rout enſued, Whereas, the truth is, as he was a young 
man of excellent parts, and courage, he performed the part of 
a right good commander, both in his orders, and his perſon ; 
and was taken priſoner in the body of his enemy, whither he 
had charg'd with undaunted courage, when there was no other 
expedient in reaſon left. But this ſcandal, ſo without colour, 
caſt on him, and entertain'd with more credit than his ſervices 
had merited, (for from the time of his engagement to the par- 
liament, he had ſerv'd not only with full ability, but with 
notable ſucceſs, and was the only man that had given any in- 
terruption to the proſperity of the Corniſh army, and in a night- 
ſkirmiſh, at Bradock-down, near Okington, ſtruck a great ter- 
ror into them, and diſordered them more than they were at any 
other time,) wrought ſo far upon the young man, together with 
the kind uſage, and reception he found as a priſoner, among 
the chief officers, who lov'd him as a gallant enemy, and one 
like to do the king good ſervice, if he were recover'd to his loy- 
alty, that after he had been priſoner about ten days, he freely 
declared, That he was convinced in his conſcience, and judg- 
ment, of the errors he had committed ; and, upon promiſe made 
to him of the king's pardon, frankly offer'd to join with them 
in his majeſty's ſervice 3 and ſo gave ſome countenance to the 
reproach that was firſt moſt injuriouſly caſt upon him, 
The truth is, he was of too good an underſtanding, and too 
much generoſity in his nature, to be affected to the cauſe which 
he ſerv'd, or to comply with thoſe arts, which he ſaw practiſed 
to carry it on; and having a command in Ireland, when the 
war firſt broke out, he came thence into England, with a pur- 
poſe to ſerve the king ; and to that end, ſhortly after his ma- 
jeſty's coming to Oxford, he came thither to tender his ſervice z 
but he found the eyes of moſt men fixed upon him with preju- 
dice and jealouſy x ets both for his family's ſake, which was 
notoriouſly diſaffected to the king, and for ſome errors of his 
own, in that plot, that was ſo much ſpoken of, to bring up the 
northern army to awe the parliament ; in which buſineſs, be- 
ing then a very young man, and of a ſtirring ſpirit, and deſi- 
rous of a name, he had expreſs d much zcal to the king's ſer- 
vice, and been buſy in inclining the army to engage in ſ:ch 
petitions, and undertakings, as were not gracious to the par- 
liament. But when that diſcovery was made by Mr, Goring, 
as is before remember'd, and a committee appointed to examine 
the combination, this gentleman, wrought upon by hopes, or 
tears, in his examination, ſaid much that was diſadvantageous 
; 1 m ta 
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to the court, and therefore, bringing no other teſtimony with 
© him, to Oxford, but of his own conſcience, he receiv'd nothing 
© like countenance there; whereupon he return'd to London 
* ſufficiently incenſed that he was neglected ; and was quickly 
« entertain'd for their weſtern employment, where his neareſt 
friends were throughly engaged. But after this defeat, his for- 
mer paſſion being all ved, and his obſervation and experience 
convincing him, that the deſigns of the parliament were not 
© ſuch as were pretended, he reſign'd himſelf to thoſe who firſt 
* conquer'd him with force, and then with reaſon and civility,” 
This colonel James Chudleigh, was afterwards ſlain at Dart. 
mouth, in his majeſty's ſervice, when the town and caſtle were 


yielded to Sir Thomas Fairfax, the parliament's general; of 


whom, lord Clarendon, further ſays (a), A gallant young gen- 
© tleman, who received a ſhot with a muſquet, in the body, at 
© the ſeige of Dartmouth, of which he died within few days, and 
© was a wonderful loſs to the king's ſervice :* when the royal 
cauſe ſunk, this family, (ſays Prince, in his worthies of Devon, 
as well as others, paid dear for their loyalty. Sir George Chud- 
leigh, Bart. died 1657, and was fucceeded in dignity and eſtate, 


Fir George Chudleigh, Bart. ſecond ſon of Sir George, (his 
elder brother, John, dying in the life-time of his father, aged 
fourteen) who married Elizabeth, daughter of Hugh Forteſcue, 
of Fillegh, in com. Devon, Eſq; by whom he had three ſons, 
1. John, who died unmarricd ; 2. Sir George, his ſucceſſor, and 
3: Hugh Chudleigh, of Weſtminſter, Eſq; who married Suſan,

HE firſt we find mentioned of this family, is, John Drake, 

of Taviſtock, in com Devon, afterwards vicar of Upnor, 
in that county, who fled into Kent, temp. Hen. VIII. (a) tor fear of 
the ſix articles, wherein the ſting of popery till remain'd, tho? the 
teeth thereof were knock'd out, and the pope's ſupremacy abo- 
liſhed. He had two ſons, Francis, and I homas : the eldeſt fon 
was, Sir Francis Drake, (having that chriſtian name (5) from his 
godfather, Francis, earl of Bedford,) knighted by Q. Elizabeth, 
on ſhipboard, at Deptford, 1581 ; he repreſented Boſſiney, in 
Cornwall, 27 Eliz. and Plymouth, in Devon, 35 of that reign. 
Mr. Camden, calls him, the greateſt captain of the age, in mari- 
time atchievements : his blocking up the bay of Mexico, for two 
years together, with continual defeats of the Spaniards ; his ſail- 
ing quite round the world, with great conduct and bravery, and 


change of fortune, and his other naval atchievements, which made 


him ſo famous and memorable, are fitter for a hiſtory and volume 
by it ſelf, than a deſign of this nature, He married Elizabeth, 
only daughter of Sir George Sydenham, of Combe-Sydenham, in 
com, Somerſet. Knt. (who ſurviving him, afterwards married 


William Courtenay, of Powderham-caſtle, in Devonſhire, Eſq;)

Sir Francis Drake, Bart. eldeſt ſon and heir, ſucceeded his father 
in title and eſtate : he ſerv'd in parliament for Newport, in Corn- 
wall, and Beer-Alſton, in com. Devon, temp. Car. II. and mar- 
ried Dorothy, daughter of Pym, of Brymmore, in Somerſet- 
ſhire, Eſq; but dying without iſſue, was ſucceeded in dignity and 
eſtate by his nephew, 

Sir Francis Drake, Bart, before mentioned, who ſerv'd in par- 
liament for Taveſtock, temp. Car. II. and again, temp, Will, & 
Mar. He had three wives; firſt, Dorothy, daughter of Sir John 
Bampfylde, of Poltimore, Bart. ſeeondly, Anne, daughter and co- 
heir of Thomas Boon, of Mount- Boon, in Devonſhire, Eſq; and had 
no iſſue by either of them ; and thirdly, a daughter of Sir Henry 
Pollexfen, Knt. lord chief juſtice of the common-pleas, by whom 
he had a daughter, married to Thomas Martin, Eſq; one of the 
judges of the counties of Carnarvon, Merioneth, and Angleſea,

Sir Francis-Henry Drake, Bart. who repreſented the borough 
of Taveſtock, in the two parliaments of King George I. and 
ſerv'd again for the fame borough, in the firſt parliament called by 
bis preſent majeſty, and in the laſt parliament was elected for 
Beeralſton, in com. Devon. He married ——, daughter of Sa- 
muel Heathcote, of Hurſley, in Hampſhire, Eſq; ſiſter to the pre- 
ſent Sir William Heathcote, Bart. and died Jan. 26, 17 39-49, 
tat. 47, leaving iſſue three ſons and two daughters, viz. Sit 
Francis- Henry, his ſucceſſor ; Francis-William, and Samuel;

HIS family are undoubtedly of great antiquity : their ori- 

ginal, at this time of day, cannot be made out; tho, in 
the liſt of the ſurnames of noblemen and gentlemen, that came 
into England, with William, the conqueror, is (a) Waſtneis. The 
firſt we find mentioned in the pedigree, is, Sir Hardulf Gaſteneys, 
Ent, (b)who had two wives; firſt, Ravenilda, daughter of 3 
ſecond, Bertreia, daughter of : Sir Robert Gaſteneys, Knt. 
his ſon, was father of Sir Philip, who, by Amphelis, daughter and 
eoheir of Sir Robert Morley, K nt. had iſſue, Sir William, father 
of Sir William, who had two ſons, both William's, and both 
knights; of the youngeſt Sir William, the immediate anceſtor of 
this family, we ſball treat hereafter. 

In the memorandums of Burwaſh, biſhop of Lincoln, folio 49, 
is mention'd, that in 18 Ed, II. 1324, the French king, Charles, 
the Fair, intending an invaſion upon the coaſts of England, king 
Edward II. appoints Sir Robert de Hercy, and Sir William Waſt- 
neys, Knts. to raiſe the array in the parts of Lindſey, and there- 
with defend the coaſts ; and the ſaid biſhop Burwaſh, was to ten- 
der them the uſual oaths. 

Sir William, the eldeſt fon, had free warren in Braſinburgh, 
and Carleby, in co. Lincoln, and Garthorp, in Leic. and Colton, 
in Staffordſhire, 48 Hen. III. (c) He is alſo thus mentioned in 
a deed ; WWillmus de Waftneys, mercat, & fer. in Brafingburgh, in 
co, Lincoln, 55 Hen, 3. (d] and temp. Edw. I. he was denomi- 
nated, de co. Stafferd. and by Conſtance, his wife, was father of 
dir John, who, by Ifabclla, daughter of German Hay, of Acton, 
in com. Ebor. had two fons, Sir Willtam, and John Gaſteneys, 
rector of the church of Cranweys, who was living 10 Ede. UI. 
| Mm 3 Sit 
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Sir William, took to wife the daughter of Sir John Brett, of Nor. 
folk, and leſt iſſue, Sir Thomas, living 10 Edw. III. and John 
. Gaſteneis, living 18 Edw. III. Sir Thomas de Gaſteneys, Knt. 
married Johanna, daughter of John Toly, of Wymondham. He 
is thus mentioned in a deed ; Ego Thomas de Gaſteneys, miles, & 
Johanna, uxor mea, dedimus Fohanni de Gaſteneys, fratri noſtro ad 
rotam vitam ſuam, unum meſſuagium, &c. dat. anno 18 Edu. z. 
and ſealed with the lion, as now borne by the family ; but this 
line terminated in Thomaſine, his daughter and ſole heir, mar- 
Tied to Sir Nicholas Greſely, of Drakelow, in Derbyſhire, Knt. 
by which match, Colton, and other lands in Staffordſhire, of 
great value, went to the Greſeleys, (ſee Camden, in Derby- 
thire.) 

Sir William Gaſtneis, called the younger, ſecond ſon of Sir 
William, gave his land in Diedburgh, in com, Leiceſter, to Ed- 
mond, his ſon; which Edmond, purchaſed the manor of Totwick, 
in com. Ebor, of Sir John Horbury, Knt. 28 Edw. I. This Ed- 
mond, had a charter warren, by King Edward I. in his manor of 
Totwick, with the advowſon of the church, dated 28 Edw, I. 
he left ſeveral children, viz. Sir Hardolph, Sir Edmond, Robert, 
who married, but had no iſſue ; William, Thomas, and Reinauld, 
who died without iflue, | | 

Sir Hardolph de Waſtneis, K nt. his eldeſt ſon, had a writ di- 
rected to him, ꝙ Edw.

Judith, 
wedded to Richard Moſely, Eſq; Lidia, to Henry Warner, of 
Mildenhall, in Suffolk, Eſq; Parnel, to John Harbonne, of Bar- 
ſham, Eſq; Anne, to Edward Barnwell, of Hylamn, Eſq; and 
Anne, to George Gent, of Bumſtead, in Eſſex, Eſq; beſides 
others that died young or unmarried. Sir Thomas, died, June, 
1638, and was ſucceeded in dignity and eftate, by his eldeſt ſon 
by the firſt marriage, 

Sir William Playters, Bart. who was deputy-lieutenant, vice- 
admiral of the county of Suffolk, and colonel of a regiment of 
ſoot, till turned out by the rebels: he married Frances, daughter 
and heir of Chriſtopher Le Grys, of Billingford, in Norfolk, Eſq; 
by whom he had only one ſon, Sir Thomas, his ſucceſſor ; his 
lady lies buried in the chancel of Dickelburgh church, in Nor- 
folk, (according to her deſire) with this inſcription over her: 


Here under lyeth buried the Body of Dame Frances 
Playters, the Daughter and Heir of Chr. Le Grys, of 
Billingford, in Norff. Eſq; ſhe marryed Sir Will. 
Playters, of Satterley, in Suff. Knt. and Bart. ſometimes 
one of the Deputie Lieutenants and Vice Adm. of the ſd. 
County, and Juſtice of the Peace & Quorum, & Coll. of 
a Regiment of Foot, till turn'd out of all by the then 
Rebellious Parliament. She had by him only Thomas, who 
married with Rebeccha, Daughter and Coheir of Thomas 
Chapman, of Woormly, in the County of Hartford, 
Eſq; a great Traveller ; high ſheriff for the County of 
Suff, by Commiſſion from his late Majeſty of bleſſed 
Memory, 1646, and by his Commiſſion, raiſed a Regiment 
of Horle, at Oxford. In Cicily, had the command 
of a Squadron of 6 Ships; dyed at Meſlina, 1651, 
Aged about 35 years, leaving no Iſſue. 

The ſaid Dame F rances, died at Billingford- 
hall, g Sept. 1659, and by her deſire buried 

in this Church (a). 


Sir 
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Sir Thomas Playters, Bart. only ſon and heir, was high ſhe. 
riff of Suffolk, 1646, and made (a) colonel of a regiment of cu- 
raſſiers, of five hundred horſe, his commiſſion dated at Oxford, 
29 July, 19 Car. I. he was alſo admiral of {ix Engliſh ſhips (4 * 
the Eagle, Lion, Spahee, Hunter, Fortune, and another, com- 
miſhon'd by Don Juan de Auſtria, his commiſſion dated at Meſ- 
fina, April 26, 1650. He married (c) Rebecca, daughter and 
coheir of Thomas Chapman, of Wormley, in Hertfordſhire, Eſq; 
(who ſurviving him, was firſt remarried to Richard Lucy, Eſq; 
a younger branch of the Lucy's, of Charlecote, in com, Wars, 
and afterwards, to Sir Rowland Lytton, of Knebworth, in com, 
Hertford, Knt.) by whom he had no iſſue, and dying at Meſſina, 
in Sicily, 165 1, aged thirty-five, was ſucceeded by his half bro- 
ther, Sir Lyonel, only ſurviving ſon of Sir Thomas, by his ſecond 
marriage; 

Which Sir Lyonel Playters, Bart. when the title and eſtate 
came to him, was rector of Ugſhall, in Suffolk, and of whom, 
Mr. Walker, ſays (4), His troubles began with the rebellion ; 
< for, in 1642, they brake open his ſtable-doors, plundered him of 
two very good horſes ; and when he had the confidence to de- 
mand by what authority they did it, they reply'd, Piſtol, the 
parſon; and fired two or more piſtols at him. June 20, 1644, 
articles were exhibited againſt him before the ſequeſtrators, un- 
der the earl of Mancheſter ; the ſubſtance of which, as enter'd 
in the proceedings of thoſe ſequeſtrators, was his obſerving the 
rules and orders preſcribed by the church, preaching up ſub- 
miſſion to his majeſty, inveighing earneſtly againſt the rebel- 
lion, refuſing the covenant, keeping company with one, who 
aſterwards, as *twas reported, went to the cavalier, popiſh army, 
and ſaying, that he had a parcel of hemp to ſell, and hoped it 
would bear a good price; becauſe, if the times continued, 2 
great many would want hanging ; and, that rather than fail, 
he would give it to the king, to hang up the round-heads, 
The ſentence of 1equeſtration paſs'd upon him, if I miſtake 
not, the ſame day that thoſe articles were exhibited; on the 
24th of July following, it was ferved upon him, when Mr. 
Playters, ating the ſequeſtrators, what time they would give 
him to remove his family, they anſwer'd him, not an hour's 
time; and accordingly, himſelf, his wife, and four children, 
were turned out of doors. The 3oth of the fame month, they 
enter'd on the parſonage-barn, the tythe-hay, and corn there- 
in; as likewiſe upon the glebe, (part of which was ſown with 
barley, flax, peaſe, and other grain, with a crop of graſs ready 


to be cut,) and upon all the tythe of the pariſh not then ga 
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© thered in: all which they ſeized into their own hands, and 
converted to their own uſe for two years together, without 
© ever giving any account, or paying Mr, Playters, the fifths, 
© out of it; but inſtead of that, they took care to levy the taxes 
© of the months of May, and June, upon him, notwithſtanding 
© they had ſeiz'd almoſt the whole produce of that year, either in 
© his barns, or in the fields. Beſides which, the poor gentleman 
© had another misfortune befel him : for having buried ſeveral 
© of his children in the chancel, he hid in one of their graves, on 
© proſpect, without queſtion, of thoſe troubles which afterwards 
came upon him, about 200 pieces of gold, which theſe godly 
© reformers, as they were tearing up the rails, and levelling the 
© chancel, happen'd to diſcover ; and, as zealous as they were 
* azainſt ſuperſtition, and idolatry, made no conſcience of com- 

* mitting a robbery very near ally'd to ſacrilege, carrying away 
© every penny of it. He had likewiſe a temporal eſtate of about 

: 20ol. a year, which they either put under ſequeſtration, or what 
was as bad, forbid the tenants to pay the rent: whereupon, 

* ſome of them quitted their farms : and although by that means 

© the eſtates lay untenanted for two years together, yet they com- 

© pelled him to pay the taxes even of thoſe unoccupied eſtates. 

* About the year 1646, one Henry Younger, ſucceeded in the 
living; but it pleaſed God that Mr. Playters, lived to receive 

* it of him again, on the reſtoration, and enjoy'd his living, as 
* well as the title and eſtate of his family, for many years after, 

and conſtantly preached in his church, till the day of his death. 

He was a perſon of a meek and peaceable temper, and of a regu- 

* lar converſation, I had almoſt omitted to ſay, that the ſe- 

* queſtrators let ſeveral of the out-houſes belonging to the par- 

; 85 Fe fall quite down to the ground.” 

Sir Lyonel, married Elizabeth (a), daughter of John Warner, 
of Brandon, in Norfolk, Gent. (the died, Sept. 1699,) and had 
iſſue, Sir John, his ſucceſſor ; Sir Lyonel, ſuccetlor to his brother; 
Elizabeth, married to Thomas Edgar, of Glemham, in Suffolk, 
Eſq; Anne, and Lydia, who died unmarried ; and dying 1679, 
was ſucceeded by his eldeſt fon, 

Sir John Playters, Bart. who had two wives (Y); firſt, Jane, 
daughter of Thomas Read, of Berdwell, in Suffolk, Eſq; by 
whom he had no iſſue ; ſecondly, Iſabel, daughter and ſole heir of 
Thomas Hall, of London, merchant, by whom he had iſſue, 
one ſon, and a daughter, who both died young; whereupon, he
